CONCORD. Blue-black, slip-skin American grape of the labrusca 
species, by far the most widely-planted of the “native,” 
Eastern varieties. It takes its name from Concord, Massa- 
chusetts, where it appeared as a seedling in the garden 
of Mr. Ephriam Bull, in 1843. It is doubtless a cross of 
two labrusca varieties, perhaps one of them the Catawba; 
hardy and productive, a good table grape, and a wholly 
satisfactory variety for jelly and unfermented grape juice, 
it rapidly became both popular and famous. It is responsible 
today for most of the sweet, so-called “Kosher” wines, 
where its pronounced “foxy” flavor is apparently not con- 
sidered objectionable. As a true wine grape, however, it has 
almost nothing to recommend it: It can hardly be made into 
wine at all unless heavily sugared, and a dry Concord table 
wine is assertive in flavor and extremely common. It is 
nevertheless the dominant variety in a good deal of New 
York State “Burgundy” and most New York State “Port.” 


CONDRIEU (Cawn-dree-uh). Interesting and unusual white wine 
of the Rhéne Valley, produced some thirty miles south of 





Lyon, in the three communes of Condrieu, Vérin and St. 
Michel. Its terraced vineyards, planted to the Viognier or 
Vionnier grape, are as steep as those of Cote Rétie nearby, 
and their output is absurdly small, amounting to a mere 
six to seven hundred cases a year. Almost all of this is 
consumed locally, and in the famous Restaurant de la 
Pryamide (Point) at Vienne, where it is a favorite specialty. 
Condrieu is something of a changeling of a wine: It can be 
fairly dry or moderately sweet, depending on the vintage 
and the producer; it is often faintly pétillant or sparkling 
when young; golden in color, fruity, it has a special and 
distinctive bouquet. 


COOKING WINE. Inexcusable term, since it would lead one to 
believe that something not good enough to drink could be 
good enough to eat. The truth is that the only two major 


elements which bad wines and good have in common—water 
and alcohol 








are largely dissipated in cooking by evapora- 
tion (the alcohol, being more volatile, almost completely) 
and what remains is the flavor—quality is no less important 
in the saucepan than in the wine glass. There are a few 
reservations, nonetheless. What is left in the bottom of a 
wine bottle (if there is no sediment) can certainly be kept 








overnight and used for cooking the next day, or even, if oe 
kept in the refrigerator, two or three days later. A wine 
loses its bouquet, so kept, and picks up a little of what 
experts call “volatile acidity”: in cooking, this is no 
disadvantage since the bouquet is evanescent anyway and 
volatile acidity, within reason, is an asset in the kitchen. 
Let skeptics prepare the same dish using Madeira, Sherry 
and Marsala, for example—Madeira will be found the best,

CORTON (Cor-tawn). Generally and rightly regarded as the 
greatest red wine of the Cote de Beaune; also a white wine 
of the very highest class. Both are produced in the Burgun- 
dian village of Aloxe-Corton, plus small portions of two 
adjoining communes, Ladoix-Serrigny and Pernand-Ver- 
gelesses; the finer are sold as Corton or as Corton plus the 
name of a vineyard—e.g., Corton Bressandes, Corton Clos du 
Roi (both red) or Corton-Charlemagne (white). The vine- 
yards entitled to these proud names have been most carefully 
delimited; they produce, in an average year, some 17,000 
cases of red wine and some 4,000 cases of white (the latter, 
except for a small fraction, all Corton-Charlemagne). Several 
of the best cuvées of the Hospices de Beaune are in fact 
Cortons. Corton Chateau Grancey is not a vineyard, but a 
nonetheless excellent and authentic Corton, bottled at 
Chateau Grancey, in Aloxe-Corton, by the vineyard owner, 
Louis Latour. 


COTE DE BEAUNE (Coat duh Bone). The southern half of the 
celebrated Burgundian Céte d’Or, that long, narrow belt of 
hillside vineyards which is responsible for almost all of i 
the greatest Burgundies. Unlike the northern half, known as 
the Cote de Nuits, the Cote de Beaune produces white wines 
(Montrachet, Meursault, Corton) fully as famous as its red 
(Pommard, Volnay, Beaune, Corton, etc.). These latter, for 
all their wonderful refinement and softness and charm, are 
less great, less extraordinary, than those of the Cote de 
Nuits; they mature more quickly and are shorter-lived. | 

A wine labeled, “Cote de Beaune,” without any mention 
of town or vineyard, is a regional wine, often of secondary 
quality, from the township of Beaune itself; it is less good 
than a wine labeled simply “Beaune.” A wine labeled | 
“Cote de Beaune-Villages” is a wine or a blend of wines | 
from a township or townships of the Cote de Beaune other 
than Beaune; it, too, is a regional, rarely of top class. A 
wine, however, that carries the appellation “Cote de Beaune” 
preceded by the name of a village (as Monthelie-Cote de 
Beaune, Saint-Aubin-Cote de Beaune, Santenay-Cote de 
Beaune, etc.) must come from that specific village; such 
wines, although generally inexpensive, are in many cases 
excellent.

A trip to Asia can give you a new 


sense of values about the things you 


live with and how you live with them

@ In my own mind, I make a dis- 
tinction between the words “Asian” 
and “Asiatic.” In the course of the 
years, the word “Asiatic” has 
fallen into disrepute. The exclusion 
acts of the past have made the 
word obnoxious to the peoples of 
the Orient. But its sound, to me, 
somehow connotes the panoply, 
splendor, exoticism, gorgeous 
riches of ivory, apes, and peacocks 
which so much of Asia meant to 
Marco Polo, say, and still means to 
those of us who venture over there 
even now. 

When I say to myself, “Asiatic,” 
the picture that springs first to 
mind, invariably, is of one night 
long ago in the heart of Central 
Java, the capital of classical In- 
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donesia. There, at the court of the 
Sultan of Jogja, in the warm, trop- 
ical air just after the rainy season, 
I watched the great troupe of ser- 
impt dancers enact their slow-mov- 
ing, grace-paced scenes from myth- 
ology—princesses promenading in 
the temple or at their bath in lily 
ponds, suitors pleading their causes 
in vain, gods intervening with ten- 
derness and mercy. The foreigners 
attending the performance were 
dressed in full regalia, but no cos- 
tume of the West that night could 
compete in color and luxury with 
the dancers’ diaphanous silks, their 
glittering diamonds and gold, the 
long trains and turbans and pleated 
batiks of multiple hues. 

Since then I have seen a number 


of other royal entertainments in 
Asia—Asiatic Asia, that is. Even 
after the tribulations of the war, 
the pageantry has persisted. Take, 
for instance, the celebrations the 
Maharaja _ of holds an- 
nually at Dussera time in Septem- 
ber and October in India. Starting 
off with a durbar, all the nobles of

his land (a smaller 
coins. His Highness airily waves 
them aside (other maharajas, I 
hear, take them to keep as a sign 
of annual fealty). The festivities 
proper begin. A hundred elephants, 
painted in bright colors from the 
tips of their hard-working trunks to 
their short, useless tails, and har- 
nessed in beaten silver plaques, 
parade through the palace square 
and around the brilliantly illumi- 
nated palace (it takes a hundred 
thousand lightbulbs). Musicians 
summoned from the remotest towns 
and villages for the occasion sound 
off—all at once, it seems—and ac- 
robats and dancers and horsemen 
with leopard-skin saddles from the 
cavalry cavort and exhibit their 
difficult feats. 

And there are the rare command 
performances before the King of 
Thailand (Siam still sounds better 
to me), where only princes of the 
blood may dance (well or badly is 


a secondary consideration) the 
epic scenes from the Holy Books. 

These are among the finest, most 
splendid entertainments this Asia 
offers, the most elaborate and the 
most expensive. And any tourist, 
with politeness and patience, may 
be, and often is, invited to witness 
them. He doesn’t have to be a high 
official of a foreign government to 
wangle an invitation—just a pri- 
vate diplomat in his own personal 
Way. 

If the flashy and showy, dazzling 
and scintillating royal entertain- 
ments are, to me, Asiatic, there are, 
at the opposite end of the social 
spectrum, the simple pleasures, and 
these are indelibly “Asian.” 

From every experience—more in 
Asia, it sometimes seems, than in 
other parts of the world—there is a 
lesson to be learned. An inveterate 
traveler looks for these lessons and 
learns from them, if he can. I sup- 
pose what I have learned over the 
years from the “Asiatic” pleasures 
was nothing more than a couple of 
questions. Why so much extrava- 
gance (the royal courts) in the 
middle of poverty (the land and 
the people)? And why should I, 
coming from a rich country, be so 
much poorer? And why have I, 
happy as a person, so much less

glamour and excitement to lay 
claim to as a citizen? 

The beginning of my long string 
of lessons learned from the sim- 
pler Asian pleasures was first 
brought home to me by a young 
Indian friend. We were to take a 
long trip together through the in- 
terior of India. While packing, I 
suddenly stopped and looked at the 
mass of things I had assembled. 
There was a fat bedroll with a 
stuffed pillow. I had cigarettes, gin 
and whiskey, bandage strips, vita- 
min pills, medicines, clothes for 
morning, afternoon, and evening, 
shaving cream, after-shave lotion, 
toothpaste and toothbrush, letter- 
paper and stamps, stockings and 
leather shoes, cuff links (why?), 
coats for respectability and for- 
mality, and an expensive watch to 
endure heat, rain and jars. 


Y FRIEND, meanwhile, had 

turned up all ready to go with 
a single blanket and three strips of 
cloth. He could sleep on the floor 
without a headrest. He didn’t 
smoke or drink, nor did he plan on 
cutting himself, getting run down, 
or falling sick. As one of his items 
of clothing would get dirty, he 
would wash it out and wear the 
other, saving the third (with a thin 
gold thread) for any local parties 
we might encounter. He had a 
beard and didn’t shave; always, 
even at home, he cleaned his teeth 
with a twig of the neem tree (I 
found out it even tastes like Pepso- 
dent), planned on writing to no 
one (“Save your news till you get 
back; there’s more to tell,’ he 
said), and, as for a watch, any 
good, open-air Asian can tell, as he 
told me, adequate time by looking 
at where the sun is in the sky and 
whether it will rain by looking at 
the moon. 

How simple, but not stupid, my 
simple, un-Asiatic Asian’s life was. 
How encumbered mine seemed. 
Which way is better, I don’t know, 
even aiter all these years. [ 
wouldn’t change, but certainly 
mine is the more bothersome. At 
any rate, I, for one, have traveled 
light ever since, and I pass the 
story on for what it’s worth. 

When you live at this modest 
level of life in Asia, as I have, far 
more often than at the palaces— 
and certainly it is here where the 
majority of Asians function—your 
outlook changes. Imagine yourself 
responsible for the necessities and 
pleasures of your life: No ready- 
to-wear clothes, no store-bought 


bread; no ticket-selling theatre- 


houses, or radio or TV. You begin 
to extract the needs and delights 
where you can. For perfume, you 
pick a flower—a jasmine or frangi- 
pani; for a bath, you swim in the 
river (the wind is your towel); 
you weave your own clothes or get 
an obliging grandmother to do it 
for you; and you find food every- 
where—special grasses which are 
(even to me) edible, seaweed 
washed up on the beach, a locust 
caught by a neighbor’s child, and 
the magical jackfruit which grows 
wild in tropical Asia and whose 
segments have as much protein as 
an egg, or when boiled is a vitamin- 
packed vegetable. 

When you are dependent on 
what is at hand and not on what is 
imported or brought in from the 
cutside, you learn to appreciate— 
really appreciate—a whole set of 
new things. You learn and re-learn 
the pleasure of the easiest aspects 
of one’s existence. For instance, 
there is listening. You listen every- 
where in Asia—to stories told by 
old men who have committed thou- 
sands of verses to memory, to the 
wind in the pines, to the tides, to 
birds (and you make mynas talk to 
you), or to a flower bloom. There is 
a mystic “plop” which is supposed 
to sound the instant a lotus bud 
first opens its petals. I have never 
heard it, but good Buddhists tell 
me they have. And in the evening, 
as you take your walk, you listen 
to gossip. This spices the day be- 
fore going to bed, and often the 
choicest item will be only what 
some foreigner said or did as he 
passed through on his way some- 
where else. There is truth in some 
of it; just superstition in some; 
but you never stop listening. 


HEN there are village enter- 

tainments, where the entire 
community chips in and the women 
make the costumes, the men the 
musical instruments or the puppets 
or the scenery, and the best of the 
local youth do the dances or act 
the plays themselves. Here, the Asi- 
atic appears, rising out from the 
Asian. 

Lessons that Westerners can 
learn from the “Asian” side of 
Asia—the everyday life, the work- 
ing life—can range from the ridic- 
ulously simple to the most pro- 
foundly philosophic. An American 
housewife who believes that curry 
is a powdered root that comes in 
tins discovers in a Delhi spice mar- 
ket how complex and diversified 
this condiment really is, as varied

treasures to bring home at bargain 
prices. If they vary in that special 
personality of design with which 
every country reveals itself, if they 
vary in fineness, they are all souve- 
nirs to command respect for the 
human skills and endurance that 
created them. They give us yard- 
sticks by which to gauge the qual- 
ity of our own more comfortably 
produced, machine-made goods. No 
one can applaud the physical pov- 
erty out of which most Asians must 
work with their hands. But West- 
erners can well question whether 
our taken-for-granted, push-button, 
ready-mix life is not insulating us 
too much from the raw materials 
and skills men need for survival. 

I would hate to have to chose 
between the Asiatic and the Asian, 
for I have learned too much from 
them both. Foreigners, belonging 
to neither level, are lucky; they 
have free access to both.

@ All you have to do is cross the border, and you are in 
Latin America. And if you go with the sound of castanets in 
your ears, and a Spanish dictionary in your hand, no one 
can say you go ill-prepared. If you entertain the notion that 
from now on everything you see and do will have an 
aura of Spanish Baroque and wrought-iron grillwork, you 
can hardly be blamed. This is what most northerners expect 
of Latin America—and you will find plenty of this Spanish 
accent in fascinating variety. 

Every schoolboy knows that Mexico, Central America, 
the West Indies, and twelve of South America’s thirteen 


countries were the rich boodle of territory that Columbus, 
Cortez, Pizzaro, and their ilk delivered to the Spanish Em- 
pire back in the 15th and 16th Centuries. And if the British, 
Dutch, French, and Portuguese have also left their mark 





here and there, the dominant European influence on the 
lands to the south of us is still Spanish. 

But there is still another side to the Latin-American 
cultural coin—and it is one of the most provocative reasons 
for heading south of the border if you are of the breed 
of voyager who goes to see, savor, and adapt the wonders of 
the world to your own living back home. It’s the vast, excit- 
ing, colorful culture of the Indians, whose ancestors had 
their highly civilized roots in this land centuries before 
Columbus hoisted a sail.

A Traveler’s Lesson 


The charming houses of Thailand can show you 


how to live comfortably in wet, hot weather 


@ No city of the East amazes the Western eye with more 
fantastic color and opulent design than Bangkok. Character- 
istically its own are its spired temples and the steeply glid- 
ing, pagoda-like roofs of the teakwood houses that line its 
canals. It is a city of jalousies and latticework, reminiscent 
of all you've heard of the mysterious East. 

It is also a four-star example of what House BEAUTIFUL 
means when we say: “Travel to enrich your life back home.” 
For in few places in the world can an alert traveler find 
more rewarding lessons in how to control the climate he 
lives in. Bangkok’s architecture, exotic as it is, is in fact 
a practical demonstration of how to beat the heat. 

Bangkok is hot. From March through June it is hot-dry- 
dusty, with heat frequently soaring to 100 degrees. From July 
to October, the trade winds blow and the rains fall, and it is 
hot-muggy-soggy. Its coolest season—the time recommended 
for traveling—is from November through February, with 
temperatures that can go to 90 degrees. So, in a climate like 
this, the Thais have learned over the centuries how to build 
houses that master the problems of sun, heat, and humidity. 
And the principles used here can be transplanted to any 
other corner of the earth where the weather is hot and humid. 

Typical of the houses that delight the traveler to Bang- 
kok is the home of Prince and Princess Chumbhot. It is no 
superficial whim of style that elevates the house on posts 
and raises its roof to a high peak in a setting of lily-padded 
waters. These exotic-seeming (Please turn the page) 
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This house, like many in Bangkok, consists 
of several separate structures, some of 
them connected by bridges. In a land where 
temperature and humidity are among the 
highest in the world, cross-ventilation is an 
absolute necessity. Spreading the house out 
and opening it to many exposures permits 
a maximum of _ blow-through breezes.

It is not hot air in a house th yppresses you, but a 
house that is hot in itself, warmed by the sun beating down 
on roof and walls. After sundown, the heated surfaces con- 
tinue to radiate warmt t you. The Thai solution is to 
shade walls from the sun by wooden “eyebrows.” Walls 
themselves are lichtweight vood because the less the weight 
of a wall, the less heat it can store to unce back at you.

rays at an angle—much less devastating than a direct hit. 
The light color of the roof also deflects the heat. 

The advantage of a breeze is that it dries perspiration and 

in doing so cools you. Trees and foliage obstruct breezes, 
a situation avoided in the Thai house by setting it high on 
posts above foliage, where breezes blow more freely. 
By bringing a dammed-up klong, or canal, close to this 
,ouse, the occupants enjoy not only the psychologically 
cooling sight of water, but also its physically cooling effects, 
for as water evaporates it lowers the temperature and creates 
air movement—a result you can simulate at home by a 
garden fountain or by sprinkling pavements and lawn.

These are commonplaces—and the last sort of thing to 
command your attention on your home grounds. Who. in 
the familiar purlieus of everyday, gives a second look at a 
washline or a cobblestone or a cop’s cap? 

But when you travel, it’s quite another story. You may 
say that of course you notice such things because they are 
different. But the important point is that a change of scene

makes you want to experience the different and the unusual. 

You are never more alert to what goes on about you than 
when you are in an unfamiliar place. Never mind if the lan- 
guage is sometimes incomprehensible or an immediate situa- 
tion confusing. The fact is that some wonderful human in- 
stinct sharpens your senses. puts you on the qui vive, and 
generally heightens your awareness. 

In other words, Mother Nature gives you a head start on 
getting the most out of your travels. So our advice to you is 
to take advantage of this newly aware self. Put yourself into 
places where you are most likely to see things, observe ways 
of doing things, and return with fresh ideas that can enrich 
every level of your living in the place that matters most in 
the world to you—the home where you and your family live. 








And in this ever-shrinking world of ours, one of the most 
crucial returns an aware American traveler can bring back 
is a better understanding of the people who share the world 
with us. 

You travel to have fun, of course. And you will, enjoying 
the discovery of unaccustomed atmosphere and ways that are 
novel to you, regaling yourself with unaccustomed luxuries 
(to an American this usually means service), even getting 
a kick out of unaccustomed inconveniences which somehow 
cease to matter much when the whole experience is wrapped 
in the mood of holiday and adventure. But if you travel with 
a purpose, looking for the meaning behind all that comes 
your way in order to relate it to your life as a whole, you will 
never again think of travel as extravagance or self-indul- 
gence. It becomes an investment you can hardly afford not 
to make. 


We cannot tell you precisely where to go and what to 
bring back. That is up to you, for travel is a highly individ- 
ualistic affair. One man’s place is another man’s poison. And 
we cannot guarantee that you will fall in love with every- 
thing you see and everyone you meet. 

We can tell you this, though. You do not necessarily have 
to traverse the oceans to make your travels pay off this way. 
If you are a New Yorker, for instance, you might take a 
subway ride to Greenwich Village and there get a lesson in 
architectural proportion from the doorway of an 18th-century 
house. Or you might drive through your own state, visit some 
of its old Dutch houses and come back with a new idea for 
the built-in cupboard you're thinking of having made. The 
West, with its deserts and canyons and forests, can supply 
more sure-fire color schemes—sure-fire because Nature made 
them—than you could think up in a month of Sundays. In 
Victoria, British Columbia, you can see gardens that can 
completely change your notion of what your own garden 
should be. Within our own continent there is a whole world 
of foods and regional cuisines to experience and to bring 
back to enliven your own family meals. As the most minute 
sample: the Habitant pea soup and meat tart of Quebec; the 
creole jambalaya of New Orleans; the salads of the West: 
the tortillas and guacamole of Mexico. 

Look at the map and see what a relatively tiny part of 
the globe this close-to-home represents, and you will realize 
what a vast treasure house of inspiration the whole world 
can be, with its diversity of goods and customs, sights and 
flavors, sounds, and smells. 

The value of what you bring back depends, it seems to 
us, on how you go. By this we don’t mean whether you whizz 
to a destination by jet or take a more leisurely approach 
aboard ship. “How” means the attitudes with which you 
approach your travels. Samuel Johnson put it more aptly: 
“As the Spanish proverb says, ‘He who would bring home 
the wealth of the Indies, must carry the wealth of the Indies 
with him,’ so it is in traveling, a man must carry knowledge 
with him if he would bring home knowledge.” In our book 
this means you must go as a traveler instead of as a tourist. 
To be sure, everyone who tours is a tourist. But The Tourist 
—the one who has given the word a bad name, the one no- 
body wants to be like—is the character who regards the 
world and all its peoples, cultures, sights, and scenery as a 
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tremendous show, especially put on for his entertainment, 
which he can applaud or boo as it conforms to his prejudices. 
For he brings nothing with him except a made-up mind and 
a camera with which to record other peoples’ strange ways. 

Like everyone away from home, he is aware of alien 
sights and sounds and customs, but it never occurs to him 
to wonder why they are as they are. Surface impressions 
are enough for him. He often acts as if he is not quite sure 
where he is, as when he calls all Scandinavians Swedes. He 
speaks no foreign tongues, but finds them amusing and in- 
ferior to his own. But then he behaves generally as if his sole 
reason for traveling is to prove to himself that the rest of 
the world is inferior to him and the particular smidgeon of 
it he thinks he represents. (Travel to him may even be a 
status symbol by which he indicates that he can outstrip the 
Joneses who spent only five weeks in Europe last year.) And 
let us hasten to point out that this tourist is not always, 
thank God, an American. His ilk can carry any country’s pass- 
port. But should he be American, he is peculiarly subject to 
appraisal, because the world expects its most fortunate people 
to go abroad at least with courtesy and understanding. 

This kind of tourist, for all his concern lest he be cheated, 
never really gets his travel money’s worth, because he goes 
away thinking he has seen the reality when all he has seen 
is that tiny part of any society which appears on the surface. 
As a traveler, you would know better, even before you left 
home, because you would have acquainted yourself with 
the geography, the history, the political structure, the arts 
and crafts, and the mores of your destination—the causes 
that produce the effects you see, and the broad foundation 
that helps you understand the people and their ways. Almost 
every country that invites visitors will happily supply you 
with background material (some of it, it is true, giving the 
impression that you are about to embark on the road to 
Utopia, but a good part of it fairly and beautifully presented ) 
through its government information offices or its consulates 
in the U.S.A. The same offices are ready to help you in your 
planning with suggestions, although they do not enter the 
commercial side by making arrangements or travel reserva- 
tions. Before you go you will have investigated what has been 
written on your chosen land. Don’t disdain novels, either. 
They are likely to capture the atmosphere and the details 
of living more effectively than the guide books. You will have 
learned something of the language, the literature, and the 
music. for these offer particular insight into a people’s culture 


and disposition. 


It is usually true that, despite all your reading. nothing 
will completely fall into place until you’ve actually experi- 
enced it. Then you can have the pleasure of ex post facto 
reading, the kind we enjoy the most. But the preliminary 
indoctrination will at least keep you from, say, arriving 
in Australia under the illusion that you are really visiting a 
sort of South Seas England, referring to the Australians as 
colonials, confusing them with New Zealanders, and vice 
versa, and similarly disenchanting your hosts through your 
ignorance. There are still people who haven’t straightened out 
the differences between the Philippines and Puerto Rico: the 
Canaries, the Azores and the Balearic Islands; the four 
Scandinavian countries; or even (Please turn to page 112) 
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To understand the present, sample the past by staying at one 
of Europe’s casiles-turned-hotel. This one is near Chartres.

@ Twenty-one countries in Europe, united as the European 
Travel Commission, some time ago reminded prospective 
travelers that they were likely to see more of the real Europe 
in spring, fall, and winter than during the crowded summer 
months when accommodations are tight and Europeans them- 
selves are either vacationing or tensely trying to play host 
to millions of visitors. . 

We get the point of all this and are, in fact, off-season 
travelers ourselves for a variety of reasons. There are fewer 
crowds, prices are lower, you do not need a long-time advance 
hotel reservation, and one has the feeling that things have 
relaxed to normalcy. 

April and May can be months of enchantment. It’s hedge- 
row time in England and Ireland, chestnut blossom time 
in France, almond blossom time in Spain, anemone and 
beech-leaf time in Scandinavia, the time when the wild 
irises are blooming on Yugoslavia’s Illyrian Coast and the 
roses are beginning to tumble over the tawny walls of the 
villas near Florence. Holland becomes a flower garden all 
itseli—a country of tulips, hyacinths, white lilacs. It is also 
the time when Europeans themselves come out of doors to 
alk the babies in the parks, to sample their own country- 


side on family excursions on bikes or in cars. 
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Stroll at leisure with the people on their favorite promen- 
ades.

September, October, and most of November are usually 
mild, often downright golden, as we remember, thinking 
back on afternoons in the forests near Brussels and the 
almost summertime lushness of the Swiss gardens along Lake 
Geneva where the vineyards cover the hills with yellowing 
leaves. This is wine festival time wherever there is a vintner. 
Luxembourg everywhere toasts its own Moselle. There are 
folk festivals in Greece to greet the new wine. And _ the 
season is celebrated in Germany by the Oktoberfest—beer 
and more beer. In the cities the flower stall women seem 
to give over to the roast chestnut vendors—that good- 
smelling nostalgic sign that fall has come. From now on 
the best of the theater opens. Vienna’s Opera is at its most 
brilliant, and the schlagsahne never tastes better.

@ Places can be matched, more or less, all over the world. 
Certainly Barbara Hutton has found topography for her 
house not much unlike what is common in Japan. But the 
climax of similarity is found in the matching of “Popo” and 
“Fuji.” Even rice paddies are at hand between the Hutton 
house and the Mexican mountains. The climate is not too 
dissimilar, Mexico being milder and more uniform, actually 
more suitable than Japan for the open, Japanese-style house. 

In the two sites there is even the same quick and easy 
transition from the primitive to the sophisticated. “Fuji” is 
surrounded by peasants cultivating its slopes; Miss Hutton’s 
site views in the distance the primitive village immortalized 
by Robert Redfield’s sociological study, entitled Tepoztlan, 
A Mexican Village. 

I cannot guess what Miss Hutton’s motives were in build- 
ing a replica of old Japan in Mexico. But, whatever her 
motives, the cultural results are to be judged not from 
their roots but finally by their fruits. Motions set going 
by architecture. as by other arts, outrun the motives of 
owners or creators. : 

We could send missionaries to Japan, or she to us, but they 
might have less influence than a single house like this. 
Every work of art is indeed a quiet missionary which, 
though silent, speaks: 

Anyone who has seen or even read about the influence of 
the Chicago World’s Fair on Mid-America or elsewhere, 
needs no further example of education through architectural 
exposure. When Frank Lloyd Wright took his plans for the 
Imperial Hotel to Tokyo, he (Text continues on page 63)

influenced the thinking of both Americans and Japanese. 

We need not think that Miss Hutton will have less influ- 
ence in bringing a conspicuous Japanese specimen to the 
Western world. The influence will probably be all the 
stronger by being brought to the Americas through Mexico, 
a country highly sensitive to architectural virtuosity. 

But have we any assurance that the influence of either 
culture upon the other will be for the best? There is no 
dependable insurance for virtue or against vice. The common 
notion that what is excellent in one place may be the opposite 
in another has much to back it up. There is truly such a 
thing as organic unity, and many things—out of context— 
are not valid. 

To apply this standard to the Hutton house would be a 
little out of character for us Americans. For we have always 
borrowed what we liked and could use from other countries. 
And even though we have been going through a period when 
it has been frowned upon (especially in intellectual architec- 
tural circles) to borrow from other cultures, it has been going 
on just the same. And as long as we are a volatile society 
it will go on. 

If Japanese excellence (and this is not to be denied the 
Hutton house) is permitted to shed its luster only in Japan, 
or American excellence to shine only in America, then excel- 
lence itself is limited by geography. Should we permit this? 
Can we subordinate the superior to the inferior? Can we 
prevent the life of value from transcending the world of 
fact? With so much of the world in transit—from country 
to country—can we prevent the osmosis that is inevitable 
with exposure? 

Nor must wealth be denied its right to serve. Though in- 
ferior to education, it is much superior to war, in fomenting 
osmosis. As the Rockefeller, and now the Ford, Founda- 
tions have -carried modern medicine, with all its benefits, 
to different and to primitive cultures—speeding up inter- 
cultural processes by centuries—so may outpourings of 
either public funds or philanthropic grants make an im- 
mediate and profound impact. It is true that education 
must follow wealth or war will result (at least war beween 
the ranks of undisciplined men). But education itself may 
be speeded by both war and wealth. All intended changes 
we class as educational. But the tempo of osmosis is a mat- 
ter best not prejudged but left reverently to the gods. It 
is up to men to do their best and leave the issue to provi- 
dence. To paraphrase a famous remark of Justice Holmes: 
Artistic continuity is not merely a virtue; it is also a 
necessity. I, for one, am for more and better Japanese 
houses, in whatever country anybody wishes to build them. 
And J am not going to damn, out of prejudice for my 
culture, what I would otherwise be predisposed to praise. 

Yes, the Hutton house will have its influence, as the 
Wright hotel had its influence; and I hope it will bring to 
Central America the newer and gentler Japan. 

That would improve not only our architecture but the 
whole fabric of the Western way. It might bring to America 
the Japan I came to know after the last war, and arouse 
in us once more the love of skill. It might even activate 
anew the very will-to-skill. A morality based on “frictionless 
functioning” (as Aristotle described such virtuosity) would 
be a missionary enterprise that could pay its own way in- 
stead of depending upon preaching. And America has a 
moral to learn from a nation that lives (Please turn the page) 





Every need throughout the house has been thought through 
and handled with exquisite taste, even in the smallest details.

its sense of beauty all the way from artistic arrangement 
of flowers to loveliness in its simplest artifacts. 

An American soldier home from Japan reported that he 
was taken back when he saw in rural Japan simple and 
beautiful things, which he thought indigenous and exotic, 
being boxed for consignment to Woolworth’s in America. He 
might better have been set up, rather than taken back (as I 
dare say he was on second thought), at this sharing of excel- 
lence through channels of commerce. Miss Hutton is doing, at 
her level of wealth, what trade and commerce are doing at a 
less pretentious level. And both levels are tied together by a 
joint incarnation of beauty. This preference for creativity is 
an influence which would ennoble whatever channel, architec- 
tural or otherwise, it flows through. 

Full awareness of this productive mutuality might bring us 
1 renewed appreciation of the dignity possible to be associ- 

ted with the common life. A nation which parts with aris- 

tocracy loses its nobility and is poorer by more than half. 
(he Japanese Crown Prince in choosing a commoner for his 
mate is raising his bride, not lowering himself.

Guest house lanai provides an informal place for entertain- 
ing or relaxing near the pool. The small food-and-drink bar 
can be closed from view with shoji that slide along counter 
edge. Door in far corner leads to one of two guest bedrooms. 
White paint on rafter ends, traditionally done in Japan to 
protect the end grain, adds to the rich patterning of the roof 
structure.

Stone bases as decorative footings for wood columns are fre- 
quently used in Oriental construction, particularly in formal 
buildings. They serve to protect the wood from termites and 
dampness, and offer an opportunity for many design varia- 
tions. These columns are on the porch at the main entrance. 





These ancient painted doors and their beautifully detailed 
hardware are examples of the fine possessions Miss Hutton has 
brought back from her travels. Architectural elements like 
these, incorporated in the plans for the house, fit in as in- 
tegral parts of the building, rather than superficial ornaments. 


Inside the entrance the column detail changes. The posts are 
square and the base includes a cast-metal shoe to protect the 


straight edges and prevent splintering. These careful refine- 


ments with their elegant simplicity are typical of the attention 
to detail that was applied throughout the entire building.

In Johannesburg, you might think you were in Pitts- 
burgh, and its suburbs look like Beverly Hills. Cape Town 
is like San Francisco; Nairobi, like Denver: Durban, a 
miniature Miami Beach. In all these places, and many more, 
hotels are as clean and comfortable as at home—at half the 
price. Many have the added attraction of the barefoot 
\frican‘house-boy who brings you your wak ip tea in bed 


an old British custom from colonial cays. 


Heat- -yes! Along the coasts and near the quator, it is 
about like Florida in July, which means less hot than N 
York in July. But in many places, at many times. you can 
be positively cold. The whole thing is all wrapped up in the 
saying you hear everywhere in Africa: “It’s cold country 


with a hot sun.” 


What really determines weather and comfort is elevation.

The lowlands are humid. But the highlands are dry, so that 
the days are warm or hot, the nights cool or cold. Frost 
on the ground can be observed in the Congo—and not just 
on mountain tops, either, but where people live. Most of 
Africa is high plateau country. 

As for the “jungle,” there is less of it than people used 
to think. In the early days, the only way to the interior 
was by boat, up the rivers. Along most rivers, there tends 
to be a belt of dense forest—jungle—just as in Florida 
or Louisiana. So early travelers reported interminable 
jungles. Now that most travel is by air, we see that Africa 
is also prairie, semi-desert, mountains, and especially “bush” 
—dry, grassy country with small thorny trees, spaced far 
apart. (That’s where the giraffes wander about.) There are 
thousands and thousands of miles of bush. 

Seasons also matter. The Union of South Africa has sum- 
mer in winter and winter in summer. Johannesburg, being 
mile-high, goes down to freezing. You need woolen clothes 
and a warm coat in July and August. The rest of Africa, 
being tropical or sub-tropical, has no summer and winier, 
but dry and rainy seasons. The rains come as heavy showers 
and thunderstorms, mostly in the afternoon, with much sun- 
shine in between. The rainy season is not unpleasant; it 
is good for photography because, between showers, the air 
is very clear. But automobile travel is impossible except 
on Africa’s few “all-weather” roads, which never go far. 
Safaris, therefore, are out of the question during the rains. 
Flying is not affected. The dry season is usually hotter, and 
often has hazy air, because then the natives burn off old grass. 
\s a rule of thumb, the rains start a few weeks after the 
the sun is overhead, and they last perhaps six weeks. 
\s the sun moves north in the spring, the rains also move 
northward, like a broad band. The same thing happens as 
the sun moves southward in the fall; so do the rains (with a 
small delay). It therefore follows that the equator regions 


have two rainy seasons. The regions farther away from the

equator have only one. All this is bound to confuse you. The 
point is, on a big African trip, you are bound to meet the 
rains somewhere. By proper planning you choose the time 
and place where it will rain. So check for season-climate with 
the airlines or the South or East African information offices. 

Diseases Africa does have—or did. Before modern medi- 
cine, you would have been smart to stay away. Now all that 
is finished. See your doctor a few weeks before you go. He 
will recommend whatever shots and anti-malarial treatment 
you need. Where malaria exists, you are also provided with 
mosquito nets by your hotel or your host, the “White Hunter” 
who takes you on safari. Everything else is taken care of now- 
adays by wonder drugs. (However, one still does not drink 
water that is not boiled or filtered or chemically treated.) 

The usual intestinal upsets are inevitable in Africa, too. 






By Air. From New York, Pan American flies di- 
rectly to Dakar (Republic of Senegal on the West 
Coast) and to Johannesburg in South Africa. Most 
major international lines fly from New York to 
West and South Africa via European cities. Among 
these: Alitalia, BOAC, Iberia, KLM, Pan American, 
Sabena, SAS, Swissair, TWA, and Air France, 
which connects with flights of UAT (Union Aéro- 
maritime de Transport), a French line linking cities 
in West, Central and South Africa. From the U.S. A., 
there is no direct flight to East Africa. Connections 
to Nairobi are made via several European cities and 
Cairo. Ethiopian Airlines, from Frankfort, Athens

In Seandinavia you will find much that is amusing, 
lighthearted whimsey. But above that is a vast re- 
source of lasting creations, among objects of daily 
use. Many of the so-called “crafts” belong in the 
category of fine art, produced by artists with long 
training and experience and the special interest that 
makes them want to do what they are doing, do it 
well, and do nothing else. 

Only in Japan can you find this same association 
of vital need as the basis for artistic expression. 
Much of what you find will be shibui in the highest 
sense—understated yet rich with interest, quiet and 
serene, with that spark of imaginative unobtrusive- 
ness that touches off a delayed response, earthy, yet 
refined and elegant beyond any carved, gilded, or 
bejeweled trinket. 

This innate shibui sense may be basically due to 
two fortunate influences. The first is the closeness of 
Scandinavian life to nature, even in the big cities. 
The great northern forests are not far away, farming 
is still a major occupation (there is marvelous food) 


and the sea is present on all sides as a real element 


-to cope with. These ever-present associations have 


helped the Scandinavians keep their sense of values 
on a good center line, make them suspicious of 
artificiality, quick to spot trivial pretense. They ap- 
preciate the imaginative product that matches up to 
the well-known natural forces they live with. Along 
with this awareness of nature goes a sophistication 
that can exist only on a solid foundation of realism. 

The second important reason for the development 
of their production and appreciation of good design 
is that their artists are trained in the mechanics of 
their art. Designing is not a paper-work project based 
on theory alone. The designer is a skilled craftsman. 
An artist is given the training that makes him thor- 
oughly familiar with his material, how it feels in the 
hand, how best to bring out its greatest beauty. Al- 
though skill itself never produced a great work of 
art, inspiration cannot occur without direct associa- 
tion with the means of handling the material involved. 

Practical training and nourished imagination are 


not confined to handerafted, one-of-a-kind objects, 
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either. Scandinavian industry has had the wisdom 
to look to artists for its designs. Many factories pro- 
vide studios and livelihood for a colony of creative 
craftsmen, free to pursue their interests and inspira- 
tions under company auspices. The goal is not to 
produce a new line of merchandise once or twice a 
year. The quick turnover we’re used to is not part of 
the economy nor even considered desirable by the 
consumer. Instead, a manufacturer welcomes from 
an artist one really inspired idea in a decade, and 
this attitude has proved a wise and profitable one. 

Whether or not you carry back tangible samples 
of their work-of-art objects, your life at home is 
bound to be the richer for a visit to these four gifted 
countries. It is a refreshing, thought-provoking experi- 
ence for an American to see what high levels of beauty 
are possible in a society where everyone seems to take 
a personal responsibility for keeping the quality high. 
Your most valuable souvenir of Scandinavia could 
well be a more critical set of standards to apply to 


any purchases you will ever make in the future.

The Most Meaningful Gardens in the World 


By JUNE MEEHAN, Landscape Architect 


@ From experience, I know that Japan will touch your heart 
as it has your mind, and that the gardens will be greatly 
responsible for your undoing. You will find them wherever 
you go—from tiny spots of green at shop entrances to 
villas that seem to encompass the whole countryside. In 
a two- or three-day period you can easily see a hundred 
little gems, for the Japanese are particularly resourceful 
when it comes to planting the merest fragment of space. 
Regardless of size, you will find they have one thing in com- 
mon. They are always appealing in a natural way. Even if 
you never delve below the surface of this naturalness, you 
will enjoy and learn much about appropriateness and the 
relationship of one garden material to the other. However, 
with a little insight into the “whys” of the Japanese garden, 
you can better understand the basic principles and subtleties 
which can heighten your awareness of what you see, hear, 
and touch. 

With our Western culture, it may be difficult to under- 
stand that the Japanese philosophy and way of life is ex- 
pressed in these deceptively simple gardens and that their 
attitude toward gardens is entirely different from ours. 
It does help if we remember (Please turn the page)

that their religious heritage gives them great reverence 
for nature which they express by a sensitive and passive 
enjoyment of stone, water, and growing things. \lso, their 
gardens are deeply rooted in their Eastern culture; they 
symbolize various aspects of the mountains, forests, streams, 
and seas, and serve as daily reminders of the oneness of 
nature and man. 

All ages in Japan love nature, revere and respect it. They 
show their feeling by the homage they pay in public and 
also in the way they use their back yards. 

It becomes easier to understand as you visit castles, 
shrines, and “famous views.” You are always in the company 
of bright-eyed school children on excursions, old men on 
pilgrimages, business men on holiday, grandmothers in 
kimonos with grand-daughters in contemporary dress. 

In garden design their approach differs greatly from what 
we believe. In ours, man is supreme (and busy) and nature 
has to revolve around him. Our gardens are not dedicated 
to contemplation. But large or small, the traditional gardens 
of Japan are dedicated to nature. They reject the negative 
influences of man; distractions do not occur to spoil the 
oneness of the viewer and the viewed. They will not tempt 
you to imagine your active family or club group flitting 
among the stepping stones because that is not part of their 
purpose or experience. The only consideration behind the 
Japanese garden is How nature may best be portrayed and 
glorified. This, then, is the basic principle and the subtleties 
which flow from this principle are innumerable. No matter 
what the physical limitations, it is always possible to create 
a beautiful incident of nature. 

The subtleties and the number of them used in each garden 
will vary with the designer’s intent—some gardens will copy 
actual scenes in nature while others will only suggest them. 
Some will emphasize strength and grandeur, whereas tea- 
ceremony gardens accent quiet and lonely moods. Some will 
be flat and some will Wave artificial hills, but all will have 
one constant theme. Man must use his imagination to com- 
plete the gardens, and so must you, if you would enjoy them 
as the Japanese do. 

You will then understand how deeply they long to forget 
that they are over-crowded and how important it is that 
their gardens compensate by suggesting great expanse. It 
will seem logical that their first step is the exclusion of 
the ugly, unnatural, or inharmonious by means of beautifully 
detailed walls and fences or hedges and mounds. Whether 
you visit a restaurant in crowded Tokyo or the Katsura Im- 
perial Villa in Kyoto, notice that you and the garden seem 
alone—in that you are away from the neighbors. Discover

At the back and side of this six-foot-wide garden are very 
ugly, very high walls. Resisting the temptation to fill it with 
green and flowering plants, the owner has emphasized every

This entrance gate obviously frames the gently winding path 
to the garden.

@ All you need to create your own embroidery designs is 
the eye to see, for putting down what you see is easy after 
you have learned a few embroidery stitches. Even though 
you “can’t draw a straight line,” in the art school sense of 
the word, you can get across your design ideas easily and 
readily with needle and thread. This is because modern 
embroidery is fast and easy to learn. It also lets you make 
your pattern with broad, rough strokes and without strained 
precision, It lets you be impressionistic instead of realistic. 
Therefore you do not need the practiced technique that 
would be required if you were drawing with pencil or brush. 

Everyone has creative ability, but most of us are held 
back by the barrier of not knowing how to put down what 
we are thinking about in our mind’s eye. But embroidery 
stitches are a medium of expression that can be learned in 
a matter of minutes. And there are all kinds of stitches to 
give all kinds of effects. There are filling stitches to cover 
large areas of space quickly with all kinds of textures. 
There are other stitches, like Couching, which produce lines 
(like a pencil mark) to help you sketch in your pattern. 
Other stitches let you make dots, dashes, loops, stars, leaves, 
zigzags—in short, anything your heart desires. 

When you play around with some of these stitches for a 
while on a piece of practice burlap, you begin to see how 
you can compose with them. It is like learning the alphabet 
before you learn to write words. Not hard, but very necessary.

Making Useful 


By ERNST AUERBACH 


@ Pewter is an ancient and honorable alloy. It should be 
composed almost entirely of tin with the addition of small 
quantities of metals such as bismuth. The aim of this blend- 
ing is to create an easy-to-manipulate alloy with some of 
the tactile qualities demanded by the Chinese of their finest 
porcelain. Good pewter has, in short, a jadelike feel, is 
inviting to the eye and touch, and improves in color and 
warmth with time and use. Because of its wonderful plas- 
ticity, pewter can almost be willed into shape. 

Technically, pewter has the great advantages of ductility, 
malleability, and an almost disconcerting {fusibility. For 
these advantages the price paid is strength. So in working 
with pewter, the principle that “material determines design,” 
must be heeded. It is well, particularly for the beginner, that 
the design be based on an armature, or foundation, on which 
the sheet of pewter is overlaid. 

If your design treats the material with some respect and 
kindness and is suited to the intended use, you will find that 
almost automatically you will end with something of lasting 
appeal. Disregard these principles in the search for novelty, 
and the result is usually paltry. 

The use of the heaviest-weight pewter, number fourteen 
gauge, is recommended primarily because of its final aes- 
thetic appeal. A lighter gauge could be used with some 
trifling economic advantage, but the difference in the end 
can be detected six feet away. The heavier material pro- 
vides a more varied and richer surface, the outward mark of 
inner substance. 

The two beginner’s projects outlined here step by step 
are intended mainly as points of departure—something to 
go on from. Considered as an end, something to be rigorously 
and slavishly followed, they would be restrictive and self- 
defeating. You should follow them only to learn technique.

prompt and grateful advantage of any accidental deviation 
that promises the slightest enhancement of your original 
concept. For your original concept will remain an abstrac- 
tion until it has been given a wayward life, a presence, 
by your willingness to grow as your work grows, to harness 
your mistakes and slips as advantages. Making, not having, 
should be your interest, your goal. 

Getting set up to work with pewter does not require too 
big an investment. Shop equipment costs about $26. Neces- 
sary hand tools about $22. Materials, not counting pewter, 
cost about $3. Pewter of No. 14 gauge costs about 5 cents 
per square inch and is available in sheets 18” x 24” and 
LAO 

For some time | have bought pewter and tools from All- 
Craft Tool and Supply Company, 15 West 45th Street, New 
York 36, N.Y., and for convenience I use their stock numbers 
on some of the equipment illustrated and listed below. I 
use their solder, No. 3N-15 No. 2, with any commercial 
soldering flux. I use their bobbing compound No. 2A-3, and 
red rouge No. 2A-9. 

If the pewter work is to be done at home, where ideally 
it should be, after possibly some preliminary but not ab- 
solutely essential work in a class, all necessary equipment, 
with the possible exception of the buffing motor, will no 
doubt be at hand. With the addition of a work arbor, any 
electric motor of 43 or 44 horsepower will do for buffing 
and polishing. Initially, it can even be done with an electric 
drill. Two muslin buffs are needed. 

* Once simple procedures are mastered, pieces such as the 
more ambitious ones shown can be easily made. (But not 
too easily, for there is no virtue without some measure of 
agony.) Forty or fifty hours of pewter work will enable the 
beginner to go on and work profitably with copper and 
lead and to introduce these metals as embellishments for 
pewter objects.

To make the knob illustrated at left, begin with 

a stamped-brass 1” Amerock knob #A0525-3. If 

you use a solid cast-brass knob instead, its shape 
can be varied, if you desire, by filing. An ovate knob. 
made by filing, is shown on facing page. First, remove 
any lacquer or plating on the knob, by buffing. Buff- 
ing is done on a muslin buff, as shown in the photo- 
graph above, using bobbing compound, an abrasive 
that cuts rapidly. The buff is firmly mounted on the 
motor arbor. The motor should be placed so that when 
you stand facing it, the top of the buff turns toward 
you. With the motor running, press the stick of bob- 
bing compound lightly against the edge of the buff. 
Now, holding the knob firmly, press it against the 
edge of the buff at some point below the line of the 
shaft and at a tangent to the buff edge. By observing 
these precautions, if your grip on the knob is lost. it 
will be propelled away from you, not hurled at you. 





As it is planned to overlay only the head of 
the knob with pewter, only that part is coated 
with solder (tinned). To tin this part of the 
knob, place the knob in the vise, heat it with the 
torch, and with a brush carefully apply flux to area 
the pewter is to cover. Now touch your solder to it. 





If the top of the knob and the edge of the top 


have been thoroughly buffed, and if they have 

been heated to the proper degree, your solder 
will melt and quickly flow over the entire fluxed 
area. While the solder is still fluid, use a cloth and 
vigorously but cautiously wipe away any solder in 
excess of what is needed to make a thin, smooth 
coating. The knob can now be overlaid with pewter. 





Cut a piece of pewter °<” larger than the knob. 
1 Place the cut piece of pewter on a block of 
soft wood and cup it slightly with the round end 
of your hammer, as illustrated in this picture. The 
cupping should conform to the shape of the knob. 





Center the pewter on top of the knob and clamp 


both in the vise. Puddle that portion of the: 


pewter extending beyond the knob so that it 
flows down onto the knob. This is the only operation 
that might prove troublesome, but it is just a matter 
of a little practice. The secret is to be certain the 
left hand knows what the right is doing. Play the 
gentlest flame obtainable from your torch against the 
tinned edge of the knob. Tf you have any doubt about 
what the gentlest flame is, before puddling the knob, 
direct the torch against a piece of scrap pewter and 
note where, in relation to the flame, the pewter melts 
first. It may surprise you. Solder has a lower melting 
point than pewter. In puddling, when the tinning 
on the knob becomes bright and shiny, it means it is 
melting, and that is the time to move the projecting 


‘pewter down to the knob with the soldering gun, 


using the gun much as a spatula is used in icing a 
cake. Try to make the pewter as smooth as possible, 
but it isn’t necessary for it to be perfect just yet. 





The knob is now shaped by filing. If there are 


any pits or discrepancies too deep to be smoothed 
away, they can be filled by melting a bit of 
scrap pewter on them (applying a drop of flux first). 
With filing completed, buff with bobbing compound. 
Photos on page 108 show application of decoration, 
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Some idea of the magnificent Colorado 
view enjoyed by this house is seen here: 
in winter at left, in summer above, On a 
steep slope, the house is about at ground 
level in the rear, rises 12 feet off the 
ground in front. It is supported on con- 
crete block piers on all sides, thus avoid- 


ing any excavation work in what is essen- 
tially rocky country. Living room is the 
only part of the house with a pitched roof ; 
rest of house has inexpensive flat roof.

Good Value in a Mountain House 
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® Don’t let this mountain house fool you. For all its ski- 
lodge look, it is a year-round house for a family of five. 
Within its 1300 square feet are all the basic requirements 
for comfortable family living, yet through careful design 
and selection of materials it was built for only $17,200, or 
about $13.25 a square foot. For example, hardboard was 
used as siding on part of the house. Painted white, it makes 
the house look quite at home in snow season (see our cover). 
Another example: a flat roof (the least expensive kind) 
covers more than two-thirds of the house. Yet because the 
peaked roof makes the living-room wing so dramatic, the flat 
roof is hardly noticed. In these and other ways, superfluous 
costs were cut out and money spent for basic value. 





L-shape plan makes the most of every 
square foot, yet provides for more 
separation and privacy than would have 
been possible with normal rectangle. 
Study the bathroom arrangements here 
carefully; 114 baths have been placed 
in what normally would have been 
space for only one. Plumbing costs for 
extra half bath are minor compared 





to the extra convenience for family.

The porch, seen 
in photo above and in plan on opposite 
page, effectively increases living area 
to make it possible to entertain a 
sizable group of people easily.

® We are so accustomed to thinking of a house in its usual 
family-oriented complexity that many a single person, living 
alone, burdens himself with this familiar concept. His actual 
needs may be entirely different and may be much more 
happily served by a far different and less encumbering con- 
cept. The same can be true of a childless couple. 

What form such a concept might take is illustrated by 
this compact seashore house designed by Architect Harwell 
Hamilton Harris. It is nearly minimal in terms of enclosed 
space, but it was designed with a nautical efficiency to reduce 
housekeeping chores to a minimum. At the same time it 
puts all the physical facilities serving one’s needs and 
interests in an orderly arrangement and within easy reach. 

But along with this regard for physical needs, it was 
also designed to cater to emotional and spiritual needs. 


ssentially one main living space plus auxiliary spaces,

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such as the kitchen, bath, bedroom, carport, and storage, 
the house has a roof marking this main space and expressive 
of shelter. It is a hovering, petal-like form that rests lightly 
on the lower, surrounding roofs and is separated from them 
by triangular areas of glass. These high windows give a 
lightness to the feel of the roof. They also distribute light 
more evenly within the space, making it a space filled with 
light, not a gloom pierced or penetrated by it. 

This sense of shelter is further enhanced and augmented 
by the fireplace rising near the center of the space. Soaring 
upward, it gives a lift to the space and to its occupants. 
But it also becomes the strong center of an outward-opening, 
expansive kind of space, a space that gives its occupant a 
sense of freedom. It is the hearth, the heart of the house 
both symbolically and physically, and as such gives the 
occupant a great sense of security. 


The main living space is seen in photo above from the doors 
opening to the porch. The door in background at left of the 
fireplace opens into the bedroom. Though this space is small, 
it contains conveniently-planned facilities to support many 
interests. A radio is concealed in the cabinet which separates 
the built-in desk and seat in the window alcove overlooking 
the ocean. A record player is in a cabinet between the fireplace 
and bookshelves. It can be seen in the lower photo. Also in 
the lower photo, at the left of fireplace one sees the small, 
well-equipped kitchen. In this snugly-scaled space one person

@ The living room of the small assembly-line house seen on 
these pages was about as ordinary as a room could be. From 
the black tile on the floor to the sectional bow window, 
it revealed every design cliché that makes a room difficult 
to decorate and uncomfortable to be in. The furnishings 
used previously (see “before” photographs) only emphasized 
the restricted seating area, and the spotty rugs did little 
to hide the gloomy floor. 

The transformation seen in the “after” photographs was 
accomplished almost completely by rearrangement and re- 
placement of the furnishings. And it was done on a limited 
budget. The only architectural change was the removal of 
the floor-to-ceiling wood-dowel divider, which imposed a 
rigid limit to the seating area. A movable, loosely-woven 
screen stands in its place to protect the seating area from 
the front door. 

The black tile floor, so typical of many tract houses, 
was the biggest problem. In a north-facing room, it ab- 


sorbed much of the light and (Please turn to page 117)

More and better space under the same old roof 


Small changes, major in effect, can make a wrong plan right, and give custom quality 


and distinction to an ordinary tract house 


@ {t is often not a matter of how much space a house has, 
but where the space is and how it is used. The house shown 
here suffered from the flaws common to many tract houses. 
It had a cramped living room and no dining room. Its three 
bedrooms were crowded into space big enough for only 
two decent rooms. It wasted space on a breezeway, space 
that could be used to much better advantage. 

The couple who bought the house for $21,000 realized that 
improving such a house, and making its space count for 
more, need not be a major operation. They saw it as a 
means of getting a distinguished home at a price they could 
afford to pay. Study the plans above to see what they did. 

By extending and enclosing the existing breezeway, they 
gained a new, more spacious living room. By removing a use- 
less hall and some badly-placed storage, they made their 
old living room into an attractive dining room. Two tiny, 
boxlike bedrooms, when combined, became a delightfully 
pleasant master bedroom. A glass sliding wall added the out- 
doors as a functioning part of the living area. Wood panel- 
ing and display decks, just below ceiling height, related 
living areas to each other and created a continuity and 
serenity previously lacking. 

The total remodeling bill was only $4,000, thus giving the 
owners a custom-quality house for only $25,000.

@ [t is often difficult to pinpoint a particular stimulus that 
may have helped to determine our attitude or our desires. 
But when Mr. and Mrs. Charles Breed, the owners of this 
house, first discussed the requirements of their proposed 
house with Jackson B. Hallett. their architect, they had with 
them an underlined copy of the November 1953 House 
BEAUTIFUL. This issue contained an excerpt from an essay 
by John Burroughs, “The Naturalization of the House,” 
which helped them to formulate. in terms of qualities, th 
requirements for their new house. 

The desirable qualities they had underlined were success- 
fully translated by their architect from a verbal statement 
into a very livable one made of brick and boards 

Their space requirements, as can be seen in the plan on 
the next page, were those that would enable a family with 
three or four children to live comfortably and graciously.

secure the space they needed plus these qualities which they 
knew would afford them long-lasting satisfaction, they had 
to forego some of the more immediate pleasures of building. 
They wanted to build on a sloping site, a kind not readily 
available in their area. After it was found, they had to delay 
several years before they were ready to start construction. 

They moved into the unfinished shell of their house and 
lived in it for about a year while they were completing it. 
They did this because they knew that some of the things they 
wanted, such as the brick walls, the two-car garage, and the 
screened porch, would be difficult to add later. In order to re- 
duce costs and to make the realization of their desires pos- 
sible, they did a part of the work themselves, such things as 
putting the shingles on the roof, building interior cabinets, 
painting, and wood finishing. 

The landscaping, begun by Mr. Breed as an economy move, 
developed into a design activity in which he was intensely 
interested and related, as he discovered, to his work as an 
artist. It was a family joke that no tree or shrub was finally 
set until it had been planted at least three times. 

The formulative influence of Burroughs upon their think- 
ing and upon their house can be illustrated by the statements 
from his essay that had been underlined. 

“Unless one builds with modesty and simplicity, and with 
a due regard to the fitness of things, his house will always be 
a wound, an object of offense upon the fair face of the land- 
scape.” 

“It may be observed that what we call beauty of nature is 
mainly negative beauty; that is the mass, the huge rude back- 
sround, made up of rocks, trees, hills, mountains, plains, 
water, etc., has not beauty as a positive quality, visible to all 
eyes. but affords the mind the conditions of beauty, namely: 
health, strength, fitness, etc., beauty being an experience of 
the beholder.” 

“We can miss almost anything else from a building rather 
than a look of repose. This it must (Please turn the page)

have. Give it a look of repose, and all else shall be added.” 

“Doubtless one main source of the pleasure we take in a 
brick or stone wall over one of wood is just in this element 
of simplicity and repose; the structure is visible; there is 
nothing intricate or difficult about it . . . the building makes 
no effort at all to stand up but does so in the most natural 
way in the world.” 

“The domestic spirit is quiet, informal, unceremonious, 
loves ease, privacy, low tones; loves the chimney-corner, 
the old armchair, the undress garb, homely cares, children, 
simple pleasures, etc. . . .” 

“The natural color and grain of the wood give a richness 
and simplicity to an interior that no art can make up for. 
How the eye loves a genuine thing; how it delights in the 
nude beauty of wood!” 

“What one wants in his living rooms is a quiet, warm 
tone, and the main secret of this is dark furniture and 
hangings with a dash of color here and there, and floods of 
light—big windows and plenty of them. No room can be 
cheerful and inviting without plenty of light.” 

“Pride, when it is conscious of itself, is death to the nobly 
beautiful, whether in dress, manners, equipage, or house- 
building... .” 

“Unless, therefore, you had had the rare success of build- 
ing without pride, your house will offend you by and by, 
and offend others.” 

Guided by thoughts and feelings such as these the owners 
of this house have come to know “one of the greatest 
pleasures of life . . . the pleasure in planting the roof-tree, 
the tree that bears the golden apples of home and hospitality 
and under the protection of which you hope to pass the re- 


mainder of your days... .

“One of the greatest pleasures of life is to build a house 
for one’s self.” Actual participation in the process can 
increase this pleasure, as this owner learned. In addition 
to doing part of the construction work, Mr. Breed did all 


the landscaping, including the design and actual planting. 


The owner’s landscaping job was begun as an economy 
move, but it soon developed into a design activity in which 
he became greatly interested. All of it was planned with low 
maintenance and year-round good looks in mind. Note how 


gravel areas give style and crisp definition to planting beds. 
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How to make a decorated pewter escutcheon 
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Clamp the knob firmly in the vise, mark center of the knob with center- 
punch, and then stamp the design. The design shown is made with four sepa- 
rate impressions. In using the stamp (decorating tool), hold it perpendicu- 
lar to surface being decorated, and strike it with uniform hammer blows. 





Draw a guide line around the edge of the knob, and then use the chasing tool 
to indent the line in the pewter. For a rhythmic line, hold the chasing tool 
so that it is inclined a few degrees from the vertical and away from the di- 
rection of travel. Strike the tool with light, uniform blows of the hammer. 

















Escutcheon, which serves as back plate for knob, owes its 
cupped shape to being hammered, decorated side down, 
on a block of soft wood. When escutcheon is installed

At this point. do not fit 
corners. Next, clamp pewter and switch plate in vise 
with a small block of wood against the back of the 
switch plate. Puddle the pewter toward the plate, 
using the same technique as was described previously 
for covering knob. Bond the four sides of plate first.

When the four sides are bonded, shape the corners by 


resting the back of the switch plate against the cor- 
ner of the vise and tapping the pewter into contact with 
the switch plate with light blows of hammer. Now bond 
the corners. This done, shape the plate by filing. Re- 
move the pewter from the switch lever opening by drill- 
ing and filing. It is very important that the two nar- 
row edges of the opening be beveled to allow adequate 
travel for the switch lever, which must not touch the 
plate either in “on” or “off” position. Drill and coun- 
tersink the screw holes. Support the plate on a block 
of wood small enough to touch only the flat underside 
of the switch plate, and outline the area to be stamped 
with the chasing tool. Then stamp the design. Place 
the mounting screws in vise and slot them, with the 
hack saw, perpendicularly to the existing slots. Tin the 
screw heads using a piece of scrap solder. Complete by 
buffing and polishing the screw heads and switch plate.

Here 
again, a tour that offers you so 
much in such short time at a rea- 
sonable price may not be giving 
you your money’s worth, because, 
out of necessity, you can only skim 
the surface. 


W E ARE advocates of independ- 
ent travel, chiefly because you 
can determine pretty much what 
you want to do in advance and how 
long you will take to do it, with- 
out having to move within a sched- 
ule that includes others. 

A travel agent can plan such a 
trip for you, although when he 
makes reservations in advance you 
are supposed to honor them with 
your presence at the appointed 
time. Or you can go it alone. com- 
pletely free-lance, 


making your

own arrangements. This can work 
out successfully in many parts of | 
the world, especially for those who 
have no language problem or are 
daring enough to cope on their 
own. Generally it is not advisable 
for travel in the Orient—not be- 
cause of any dangers involved, but 
because accommodations and 
transportation facilities are usu-— 
ally heavily booked and language 
can be a problem. 

Ideally, if you have the time and 
sustenance, the way to see any 
country is to live in it for a spell. 
The information offices mentioned 
before can recommend rental agen- | 
cies for hiring flats or houses. 


Anyone who has been where 
youre going is grist for your mill. — 
Pump them. But evaluate what they — 
tell you according to the kind of 
people they are. Don’t go inherit- | 
ing their prejudices. When Coysin 
Maude says, “Watch them in Outer 
Plutonia—they’re shifty,” ask her 
why she’s of this opinion. Most 
good travelers don’t make broad 
generalizations. If you go with a 
closed mind, you won’t learn much. 

Use your contacts. Get introduc- 
tions to people who live the life of 
the place you’re visiting and, if 
that sounds as if we’re encourag- 
ing freeloading, it is not at all 
what we mean. It is simply that 
you can expect their inside infor- 
mation on what to see and do to 
lead you to the off-beat, behind- 
the-scenes kind of experiences that 
are the most revealing ones. 

We cannot tell you not to go 
where the tourists go. It would be 
foolish to miss the most marvelous 
sights in the world simply because 
they’ve become tourist meccas. 
What we say is: Try to get beyond 
where the tourists go—into homes, 
of course, if you’re fortunate 
enough to be invited (most Euro- 
pean countries, Japan and India 
have programs which invite you 
into homes). Walk. Ride the buses 
and subways. Hire a car and just 
go as the spirit moves you, with 
the people themselves, to the 
places they go.

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seems to be. They have long tradi- 
tions of civilization and govern- 
ment of their own, reaching back 
to ancient kingdoms; and also a 
remarkable art.

made the space seem smaller than | 
it really was. Wall-to-wall carpet- | 
ing was found to be the only real 
solution. This took a bite out of 
the budget, but after it was put 
down in the living room, adjoining | 
the study and the bedroom hall, 
the basis of the transformation was | 
laid. 

Mellow grass cloth carried the 
color of the carpet onto the walls. 
Walls and floor, in close color har- | 
mony, immediately gave a visual 
largeness to the 13’ by 20’ room. | 
Curtains and draperies in the same | 
tones added a sunny warmth to the 


north exposure. 

As for the furniture, the sofa was 
salvaged and placed in the curve 
of the bay window. Its new gay 
quilted linen print enlivened and 
warmed up the whole room. The 
arm and side chairs were reuphol- 
stered, as were the ottomans. The | 
tired lounge chairs were replaced | 
with airy caneback tub chairs in | 
much better scale. A new coflee 
table, a wedge table to go between | 
the chairs, and a teak dining table 
replaced the old. More generous | 
storage was found within the tall 
teak wall piece which houses a TV | 
and stores china and linen. The 
room no longer has the cramped 
feeling it had when the furniture 
was crowded onto the small circu- 
lar carpet. Now that carpet covers | 
the entire area, furniture group- 
ings are loose, more flexible. 

When all the golden tones of 
floor and walls were accumulated 
in the room, the gray stone fire- 
place loomed up as a real béte 
noir. No budget could be provided 
to change it architecturally, but 
something had to be done. It took 
courage to try painting it, but it 
worked. The room now has a con- |

Moreover, many archaic plants 
from pre-seed times are still alive 
and even looking quite handsome, 
like the ferns. Ferns reproduce by 
spreading rhizomes or roots, crown 
divisions, and spores. The walking 
fern has evolved one of the fast- 
est systems, all aboveground. The 
stems arch over until the tips touch 
ground, where they root and form 
new plants. So it walks over the 
land, 

Sundry flowering plants can root 
similarly. Black raspberries, for- 
sythia, and many other ornamental 
shrubs are often reproduced by 
“layering”; that is, by burying a

Many million years ago, certain 
forward-looking plants discovered 
a better technology for staying in 
business. They invented flowers and 
seeds. The flower is simply the 
spore generation, the spore plant, 
wholly unlike the parent. It re- 
mains nourished on the stem, safe 
from drought and famine and small 
creatures of the earth, until the 
new plant develops. 


HE seed is the new plant, called 

the embryo, in a dormant stage, 
packed neatly in a store of food 
sufficient to support the seedling 
until it can support itself, all cov- 
ered by a protective shell. At first 
the flowers were as inconspicuous 
as spore leaves, but as ages rolled 
on—I think I need not tell you 
about the bees and the flowers.

has seen a bean, tomato, or squash 


volunteer in his garden from seeds 

dropped at last season’s harvest. 
As a place to store seeds over 

the winter. a shelf in the kitchen is 


quite good enough, except in the 
humid regions of the deep South. 
Keep them in their packages for 
short storage, but for longer stor- 
age they should be well-dried, 


placed in an airtight container and

kept in a cool place. That is what 
the book says; as a matter of fact, 
I have observed cases where seeds 
kept for years in poor conditions 
came up fine. If seeds are in too 
deep, they won't start. Generally, 
some built-in timing device, or per- 
haps lack of enough oxygen, keeps 
them from it, and they slumber, 
breathing a molecule of air now 
and then, waiting their time. 

The reason we firm the soil over 
seeds after planting with a rake 
or hoe is to put them in close con- 
tact with the soil moisture in order 
to germinate. Some think this is 
not necessary in the spring, even a 
hindrance in earth that crusts, but 
it is indispensable in summer 
planting unless the rain pats it 
down for you. Seeds vary enor- 
mously in size, from those of the 
begonia, which are like dust, to 
the “double coconut,” which can 
get eighteen inches long. 

Sow your older seeds—a year or 
more old—a bit thicker, for some 
do lose viability (that is, capacity 
to sprout) as time goes on. 

Seeds differ just about as much 
in their life expectancy. Elm, 
birch, and spring-seeding maples 
will survive no storage whatever, 
but must sprout within a couple of 
weeks after they fall, or die. Man- 
grove seeds often grow and send 
roots down to reach the earth while 
still attached to the parent branch. 
In wet weather wheat will some- 
times germinate while still in the 
ear; however, our small grains gen- 
erally keep at least two years. 


F YOU want to test the viability 

‘of old seeds—nothing is easier. 
Place white blotting paper or sev- 
eral sheets of facial tissues in the 
bottom of a soup plate, wet it and 
scatter 25 or 50 of the seeds upon 
it. Put another blotting paper over 
them and cover with a saucer. Keep 
the blotters wet constantly and the 
whole at room temperature. Take a 
peek every now and then. Unless 
the seed is parsley or some others 
—which are often employed, I am 
told, to test the patience of saints 
and Washington Senators fans— 
you should get your count within 
two or three weeks. 

Another advantage in seed re- 
production is that the plant grown 
from seed is a new plant, with a 
new deal in the game of evolution- 
for-keeps. The seedling is a trifle 
different from its parent or par- 
ents, always, and may be quite a 
bit different, particularly if it is a 
hybrid. 

Hybridizing is not something in- 
vented by man. It is one of the 
tools of evolution. Natural hybrids 
occur every day. A hybrid is a 


variety of individual plant which 
springs from the crossing of two 
species, or, less strictly and more 
in the modern mode, the scion of 
two parents which have some 
strongly marked characteristics. 
“Hybrid vigor” are the words agri- 
cultural research has adopted to 
express the general aim of much

YBRID corn is a strange thing. 

There is no such thing as a pure 
strain of corn, so breeders must 
start by creating one, or, rather, 
two to make a match. They inbreed 
all the ears on a stalk with its own 
pollen. A couple of generations of 
this self-matching bears a weak 
and worthless runt, but “pure” in 
the of the hybridizer. 
Crossbreed two such strains (dif- 
ferent strains, observe) and the 
product is a pretty normal sort of 
corn.

high price. It is hybrid seed. It 
will grow with hybrid vigor, giant- 
eared, and produce perhaps 20 per 
cent more corn to the acre. Hybrid 
corn was unknown in 1920, but by 
1940 nearly all the corn grown in 
America was hybrid. 


If you want to take up hybridiz- | 


ing as a hobby, well, it is new, fas- 
cinating, open, and vast in its op- 
portunities. You do not need much 
—a camel’s-hair brush to take pol- 
len, and other small equipment, 
good soil, a patience that can en- 
dure for years, and a couple of oth- 
er saintly qualities. You also need 
a head for tangled bookkeeping, 
for most of the work occurs in the 
notebooks. 

Is it worth while to save seeds 
for next year? The answer is no, 


unless you want to go in for plant | 


breeding. Growing seeds is for the 
professional these days; the seeds 
you buy have been grown with

here in the high valleys and_pla- 
teaus of the Andes flourished what 
was perhaps the most fabulous an- 
cient empire of them all—the Inca, 
a federation of many tribes. It was 
news of their treasure in gold and 

















emeralds that sent the Spaniards in 
search of El Dorado, the place of 
the golden man in what is now 
Colombia. The tradition of fine sil- 
ver and gold work still persists, 
and Colombian emeralds from the 
Chivor mines are considered among 
the finest. You will see today a daz- 
zling collection of ancient Chibcha 
gold ornaments in the vault of the 
Bank of the Republic in Bogota. 

It is just this juxtaposition of 
past and present that makes the 
West Coast such a fascination. For, 
simultaneously with the antiquities, 
your eyes are taken by the color- 
ful modern Indian life that goes 
on about you. And, to compound 
the richness of it all, there is the 
omnipresent layer of Spanish cul- 
ture, seen in the magnificently bar- 
oque churches and street arcades, 
to speculate upon. To experience 
this Indian life at its liveliest, see 
it on market day and during the 
innumerable festivals. Among the 
many in Colombia. one of the most 
vivid is the Toy Fair in the port 
city of Barranquilla, held during 
the weeks before Christmas. 

Peru might be considered the 
capital of this Indian culture. just 
as Cuzco was the capital of the 
Inca empire. Three million Peru- 
vians speak Quechua, the language 
of the Incas. Near Lima today are 
irrigation ditches built by the In- 
cas, and the Pan-American High- 
way in Peru traverses part of an 
Inca road. Lima is rich in archeo- 
logical museums of Inca and _ pre- 
Inca finds, but to see the real thing 
in situ, you must go to Cuzco itself, 
10,400 feet above sea level, high in 
the Andes. Here churches and 
houses are built of Inca stones. 
and streets are lined with mam- 
moth rounded-stone walls, built as 
the Incas built everything, without 
mortar. Cuzco is strongly Spanish, 
but more strongly Inca, its inhab- 
itants among the world’s most pic- 
turesque peoples. Their beast of 
burden is the llama. one of the few 
domestic animals that can survive 
the altitude. 

Outside of Cuzco there are the 


Inca sites at Tampo Machai, 
Kkenco, Puca Pucara (with Inca- 
built subterranean passages to 


Cuzco) and Sacsahuaman, but the 
most fabulous, of all is Machu Pic- 
chu, a city built as a sanctuary, 
placed so as to be practically con- 
cealed by the surrounding moun- 
tains, and only discovered in 1911. 

Peruvian Indians are skilled in 
hand-weaving. silverwork, pottery 
and leather. Llama-wool rugs, al- 
paca and vicuna are good buys. 
Those who have covered the terri- 
tory well say that the best Indian 
markets are in Cuzco and in the 
15,000-foot-high resort town of Hu- 


ancayo, this last market remark- 
able in that it is carried on in al- 
most total silence. 

Festivals are frequent, but the 
most exotic is a week-long cele- 
bration of Inca music and dancing 
in the town of Amancaes, near 
Lima. June 24th, Indian Day, is an- 
other spectacular. Best time for 
visiting Peru’s Andean Highlands 
is from May to September, al- 
though its beaches are 
swimmable from December to May.

to Guagui by steamer, the lake 
afloat with the ingeniously woven, 
gondola-like balsas of the Indians. 
In the high land of Bolivia—La 
Paz is 12,500 feet high—there is 
an Indian culture that pretty well 
matches up to Peru’s in pictures- 
queness and handcrafts skills. Ti- 
ahuanacu., fifty miles from La Paz, 
was the center of a great pre-Inca 
civilization. The silver mines at 
Potosi were worked by the Incas. 

The greatest bargains here are 
hand-knit and hand- 
woven woolens, alpaca, carnival 
masks, and gold and silver filigree 
work which you will find in the 
central market of La Paz, and at 
the Indian fairs. There is an espe-

cially good Saturday market in the 
Spanish-Colonial town of Cocha- 
bamba where, as a change from the 
usual derby, the ladies wear hich 
white-lacquered hats. Others are 
in Quillacollo, Punata and Cliza. 
You couldn’t miss a festival here 
if you tried. Some of the biggest 
in La Paz are: Indian Holiday, 
January 20-25, overlapping with 
the Alacitas Fair (great handi- 
crafts bargains), January 24-29; 
Copacabana Fiesta, August 5-7. 
One of the most colorful is the pre- 
lenten Diablada or devil dance, 
held the Saturday before Ash Wed- 
nesday in the town of Oruro.

A casebook report on some new 


home furnishings and a decorator’s methods 


of using them to best advantage 


I am old enough to remember when 
anyone who went to Italy invariably 
returned with a collection of Ro- 
man scarfs—brilliant, multi-color 
stripings in the kind of densely 
woven silk you rarely see these 
days. I’d almost forgotten them un- 
til I went to call on Celia Carlton, 
the sculptress, who lives and works 
in a skylighted studio furnished 
with souvenirs of her student days 
in Florence. 

She’s that rare bird among crea- 
tive people—she’s neat. She doesn’t 
live in a clutter, and is as sensibly 
concerned as any suburban house- 
wife with handsome surroundings. 

Quite handsomely, hers are pre- 
dominantly black and white— 
black lacquer chairs, a white sofa, 
a white Florentine marble table 
bordered with a narrow stripping 
of inlaid black marble, set on a 
brilliant green rug. The table is 
low, but she uses it as a tea, coffee, 
and tray-meal table. 

When I arrived, the fire was 
lighted and we visited in the glow 
of candles held in a wall sconce of 
clear Venetian glass. The table 
was set for tea with a service of 
black Basalt Wedgwood on the 
bright striping of a Roman scarf, 
and in an Etruscan wine cup she 
had arranged the flowers in Italian 
style—one rose each in pink, red, 
yellow, and flame. 

It was a room full of souvenirs, 
but so restrained, so carefully 
chosen for their dignified design 
and sane usability, that I wished 
I could have all my traveling cli- 
ents with me to see what a great 
investment in beauty a few impor- 
tant souvenirs can be. 


“Ol feel like a pea about to move 
into a pod,” said Mrs. Gilman, with 
the understandable sigh of a lady 
who had just come from a morning 
of lease-signing and sizing up an 
empty apartment. “When you’ve 
lived in a house all your life it 
isn’t easy to become the occupant 
of a 12G—especially when you’ve 
seen 3G, 4G and a few more G’s 


that look so identical you’d think 


they belonged to the same family. 

“You mean, I suppose, that ev- 
erybody seems to do the obvious— 
the sofa against the same wall, the’ 
gate-leg dining table masquerading 
as a console in the dining area .. .” 

“Precisely,” she said, 
think it’s that dining area that dis- — 
tresses me most. Why must every- 
body try to make it look like part | 
of the living room, as if they were | 
ashamed to admit that they ever sit 
down at a table for a meal?” 

“T take it you’re of the separate- 
dining-room school,” I noted. 
“Well, I do like to eat the way I. 
was brought up to eat—at a table | 
and in a room that looks as if it 
were planned for the purpose. 
Maybe it’s stuffy of me, but I think’ 

it’s more dignified.” 

I cast an eye at the floor plan. 

“Let us face the fact,” I said, 
“that we’re never going to make that 
6’ x 12’ cozy corner look like a 
formal dining room.” 

“I don’t want a formal dining 
room—we always dine out and our 
dinner entertaining is buffet,” she 
answered briskly. ““What I do want 
is a bona fide room where we can 
breakfast in sunshine and civility 
and where I can put out a pleasant 
sit-down lunch for a few friends 
without publicly setting the table.” 

Patently, what the lady was ask- 
ing for was a device for turning 
this Lilliputian space into a break- 
fast-luncheon room, giving it a de- 
cided character of its own. 

On the scene, the area looked 
far more minuscule than it did on 
the plan—things always do. How-

“You said something about 
sunny breakfasts, didn’t you?” I 
asked, as a little sunshine of an 
idea started to warm up this proj- 
ect. “I trust you’re fond of yellow, 
because if you are, we can not only 
manufacture a breakfast room here 
but we can make this miniature 
North Pole so sunny, you'll be eat- 
ing your Rice Krispies in smoked 
glasses. And, what is more, we can 
dispatch this whole situation in 
one easy visit to the Howard and 
Schaffer showroom.” 

And this was no exaggeration. 
for, thanks to design ingenuity, 
modern science and a fine insight 
into the kind of materials decorat- 
ors yearn for, this firm has come 
up with a series of twelve per- 
fectly matched prints on window 
shades, fabrics and _ wallpaper. 
This is the very answer, as French 
decorators have known for years, 
to making a small room look inte- 
grated. A single pattern—even a 
busy  pattern—used throughout 
doesn’t weary the eye by making it 
try to take in a clutter of various 
forms and contrasts. 

As for my promise of sunshine, 
a whimsical pattern called “Kir- 
kos” (that’s Greek for “lemon” ) 
was bound to take care of that.

screen he is covering from time to 
time with the assorted matchbook 
covers he picks up all over the 
world. And the room looked as if 
he were riding all his hobbies si- 
multaneously and certainly with a 
minimum of neatness. 

“T really wouldn’t mind this at 
all, except that he never seems to 
interest himself in anything that 
isn’t involved with water or mud or 
ink or acid or something that is 
guaranteed to spatter and stain the 
wallpaper. I’ve had to have this 
room repapered three times in five 
years—really had to so it would look 
respectable, because he sometimes 
uses this room for business confer- 
ences and I hate to have those men 
go home and tell their wives what a 
miserable housekeeper I am.” 

“Oh, it’s not all that bad,” I said, 
noting the good Danish teak desk 
under its indescribable mulch of 
papers and pamphlets, and resolv- 
ing to recover the ink-splashed 
wool-covered wing chair in some- 
thing washable. 

Mrs. Wharton meantime was 
watching my roving eye as it light- 
ed on the gray vinyl flooring. 

“I simply had to have that floor- 
ing installed—you can imagine 
what a headache it wis to keep the 
wall-to-wall carpeting clean. And 
I'd have had a plastic wall cover- 
ing, too, if I’d been able to find one 
that was light enough in color and 
still the right pattern for this room. 
Even if I have to furnish this room 
the way you would a nursery, it 
can’t look like one. I don’t care 
what you say, I’m going to insist 
on having the chairs covered with 
plastic, too, once I get the problem 
of the wall covering off my mind.” 

“Dear lady,” I said, “there is no 
problem. Just let me take you over 
to Richard E. Thibaut and _ intro- 
duce you to a whole series of solu- 


tions. Your only problem will be 
to choose among them.” 

And I proved to be right, for 
a whole new realm of washa- 
ble, wipable, nearly indestructible 
and highly sophisticated vinyl wall 
coverings called Fabritate so en- 
grossed Mrs. Wharton that I | 
thought she’d never leave the show- | 
room. These are beautifully drawn 
patterns, hand-printed, and em- 
bossed with a clothlike texture, styl- 
ishly designed by Theresa Ander- 
son to offer a range of choice for 
any type of room. The vinyl is 
Monsanto’s Ultron, laminated with 
a non-woven cotton background. 

We finally settled, to my com- 
plete satisfaction, upon the pattern 
called “Masquerade,” a pleasant 
geometric design of prismatic 
shapes in gray on a white back- 
ground that has the look and even” 
something of the feel of linen, so 
there’s no glossy glare or kickback | 
of light from its smooth surface. 

The gray walls and gray floor 
seemed to me to call for some vi-_ 
brant color in the upholstery so we 
covered the chairs in tangerine 
leatherlike vinyl. Then, after a lit- 
tle persuasion, Mrs. Wharton al- 
lowed as how some kind of rug was — 
needed, after all, so we settled on 
a small orangey Moroccan rug be- 
tween two chairs before the fire- 
place—out of harm’s way. Since 
you can’t very well hang draperies 
over a window full of fish tanks 
and a batch of muddy flats, we sim- 
ply finished off the windows with a 
plywood valance covered with vinyl 
to match the wall. As a matter of ¥ 
fact, Mr. Wharton did this job him- 
self. Seems he couldn’t resist it 
when he discovered that the wall 
covering must be applied with a_ 
vinyl adhesive, which turned out to— 
be one kind of paste he’d never 
worked with before—M. G.

The working kitchen itself, though as elegant in detail- 
ing and appointments as any living room, nevertheless is 
arranged primarily for efficiency and ease of maintenance.

Counter tops, exposed wall 
area, table tops, base cabinets—all are plastic laminate.

t a time when architecture as a whole seems to be 
going in all directions without a clear sense of purpose, 
other than gimmicky experimentation for its own sake, it 
is refreshing and reassuring to discover an architectural 
work that is definitely within a tradition and which, although 
modern in spirit, has a strong continuity with the past. This 
house, designed by Charles Warren Callister for Dr. and 
Mrs. Cloyce Duncan, is such a work. 

Knowing that human culture has roots deep in tradition, 
the architect has not severed his relation with the past, 
as is often done on the assumption that it is necessary to do 
this if one is to be modern. He has consciously recognized 
the traditions of his region and sought to express them 
anew with materials and techniques characteristic of, and 
appropriate to, the region. Thoroughly in love with the 
rugged grandeur of northern California, he has tried to cap- 
ture and express its spirit and mood in his work.

Because of the sloping site, the main entrance 
was placed a few steps below the street level 
in an entrance court formed by one wall of 
the garage and a fence protecting the study 
and its garden from the street. Generously pro- 
portioned steps (see detail photo above), slabs 
of redwood made by surrounding a piece of 
2 x 12 with a 4 x 4 face, connect pebble-sur- 
faced concrete pads at the street and entrance 
levels. The entrance doors, seen at right, open 
into a sky-lighted, conservatory-like space that 
presents the arriving guest with a handsomely 
framed, panoramic view of the city.

city lot on Twin Peaks, one of the many hills of San Fran- 
cisco. From the site there is a magnificent view of the city 
to the north. There are houses quite close to the boundaries 
at the sides of the property. The area is often exposed to wind 
and fog. All these conditions helped to determine the general 
form and the plan of the house. 

For economy in the use of the site and for an easy access, 
since the site slopes down sharply from the street, the garage 
was placed near the street and on what became, as the final 
form of the house evolved. the upper level. The owners can 
go directly into the house from the garage at this level. 

As can be seen in the plan and section drawing on the 
opposite page, visitors approach the house by descending a 
few broad steps into an entrance court formed by one wall of 
the garage and the grape stake fence that screens the study 
garden from the street.

the two major levels of the house. Here, through the win- 
dows directly opposite the entrance doors, the arriving 
guest is given a magnificent view of the city. 

At the same level as the entrance and at the right of it 
is the study-guest room. This is purposely separated from 
the other living areas of the house and planned so that 
Dr. Duncan can see his patients at his home when necessary 
without bringing them into the living areas. 

At the left of the entrance one can go either up to the 
bedroom level or down to the living level. At the bottom 
of the stairway is a passage leading to the living room, 
placed to gain full advantage of the splendid view. 

It is in the living room that the architectural quali- 
ties of the house can best be understood and fully appreci- 
ated: the full use that has been made of a confined and 
sloping site; the organization of the interior space into

In the living room, facing the dining area (and the bedroom 
above it), one can realize the spatial organization of the house 
and the construction that defines it. Glue-laminated ribs of 
the roof rest on four parallel wood beams. Wooden piers, 
strategically placed, support these. Floors are oak. The rest 
of interior is finished in redwood boards or redwood plywood.

form; the combination of openness and intimate enclosure 
in the interior; the beauty of the materials that have been 
used and the sensitive feeling with which they have been put 
together; the achievement of a structure that in itself has 
great dignity and beauty and which, by defining the interior 
space, gives it a strong sense of rhythm, security, and repose. 
This is a house that fulfills the great purpose of architecture: 
to give a noble quality to buildings and consequently to those 
human needs and activities they shelter and to those com- 
monly-shared experiences they express. But it also fulfills a 
particular and characteristic tradition of this region: a 
preference for living well, with a hearty and zestful elegance. 

Architecture, as a work of art, is the product of a com- 
plex set of inter-acting end inter-dependent factors. Included 
in these are the techniques and material resources avail- 
able in a region as well as the traditions, culture, and the 
spirit of its people. When certain materials, indigenous to 
a region, are in plentiful supply, as wood is in northern 
California, these materials may play an important part in 
shaping the architecture of the region. 

The house shown here is essentially a wood house, both 
in structure and in appearance. Its beauty stems in part 
from the natural beauty of the wood and from the sensitive 
association of this material with other materials which 
complement and enhance it and are themselves enhanced by 
the association. On the outside there is the beauty of the 
wonderfully-weathered redwood wall surfaces seen in happy 
association with the elements of nature and accented with 
colorful panels of stucco. Inside there is the beauty of the 
more finished wood surfaces and their texture and pattern 
set off by plain areas of plaster. 

But there is also the beauty of the structure itself: the 
slight curve of the ribbed roof construction, reminiscent 
of the forms and structures of ferries and cable cars, giving 
a gentle “lift” to the interior space of the house: the up- 
ward lines of the piers reinforcing this “lift” but counter- 
balanced by the strong horizontals of the structure. 

Note how the roof construction, glue-laminated ribs, 
fabricated in jigs on the site from redwood | x 4’s and 
Douglas fir 1 x 6’s, give a richness to the ceiling itself. This 
richness is not something applied for decorative reasons 
but is something integral to and proceeding from the process 


of construction. (Please turn the page) 
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The master bedroom has a view to the north through the win- 
dows of living room, but it also opens to the south and a 
private little garden court through the sliding doors seen 
at the right. This court is separated from the bathing com- 


partment, seen in photograph above, by a wall of fixed glass.

The tall windows of the living room (left) give it a sense 
of lofty openness.

The bathing compartment that adjoins the master bedroom is 
filled with luminous overhead light and seems a continuous 
part of the garden court.

A storage wall, about 22 feet long 
and with adjustable shelves, extends 
from near the middle of the kitchen 
area into the dining room.

In order to maintain the over-all integrity and continuity of 
the design, the same materials and construction details used 
in other areas of house are used in the kitchen. The center 
island, with lighting and a vent fan built in over the cooking 
unit, also serves as a work table and desk. Note space above 
cabinets over the sink through which, when the draperies in 
the passage are drawn aside, one can see the garden beyond. 


The sewing area at the end of the kitchen opposite the din- 
ing room proyides a very convenient and pleasant work area. 
The washer and drier are located immediately back of this 
area in a laundry and furnace room that is entered from 
hallway. Through door at left are steps up to entrance hall. 





But also integral to the construction and its structural 
stability are the infolding elements, seen most clearly in 
the plan. which give lateral bracing and stiffness to the 
house. These elements, however, act in more than a struc- 
tural way. Their encircling gesture, combined with the extra- 
deep piers that give the glass walls substance, make the 
interior seem securely sheltered. Although essentially open, 
the space is deep-set within the enclosing structure. In an 
exposed and windy location this could be a source of 
psychological comfort, counteracting the feeling that one 
might otherwise have that he might be blown away. 

The depth of these piers also emphasizes the directional 
character of the space within the house. Serving to articu- 
late and define the various spaces of the house, they also 
act as strong space-connectors, and by this dimensional 
emphasis link space to space into a continuous whole.

Who can make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear? The vinyl 
chemist, undoubtedly. He arranges vinyl atoms and molecules 
the way a child does building blocks, and he can give the 
material almost any personality. If he wants it hard and 
rigid (for rain gutters and building panels), he can have it. 
If he wants it soft and spongy (for fabrics with the quality 
of fine suede), he can have that too. Recently he made a 
vinyl that could withstand heat. Now it is practical to have 
an entire plumbing system of vinyl. Bathroom fixtures are 
also being made of this same material. 

Vinyl, in some of its other guises, can be a paint (for 
decorating walls), a varnish (for floors and furniture). a 
coating (on metal, cork, rubber, masonry, paper, cloth).

Second, technically it is usually either poly- 
vinyl chloride (PVC), of which flooring is made, or poly- 
vinyl acetate (PVA), often used for paint. These two types. 
when blended or modified with other substances. produce the 
vast array of vinyl products we know. 

Vinyl has come a long way since its birth (1927), but it 
is just starting to make itself felt. Here are the ways, today, 
in which it has had its biggest impact: 

¢ It has revolutionized flooring, with new color, variety, 
ease of maintenance. More than 65 per cent of resilient floor- 
ing sold today is vinyl or vinyl asbestos.

a copyist, is to start with your materials and tools, not 
with a model to be copied. When you have learned to think 
in terms of fabrics. threads, and stitches, you will be ready 
to create your own design. Sharpen your eyes and look 
around you. Examine all your furnishings and accessories. 
Wherever you see a pattern—carved, woven, or printed— 
think of it in terms of the stitches you have learned. You 
will get many surprises. You will begin to see the grace 
and rhythm of inconspicuous patterns you had never really 
noticed before. You will begin to translate the forms you 
like into the language of stitches. You will now be exercising 
your creative eye. 

The more you do this, the more you will appreciate the 
easy flexibility of free stitching. Modern embroidery is 
not the old-fashioned strait-jacket of our grandmothers. 
confining you to making tiny, precise stitches on stamped 
patterns. Its uses are not limited to scalloping pillow cases 
or filling in the ground of a footstool cover. You can use 
it to enrich all kinds of fabrics. from the tough and sturdy 
to the most filmy.

Gastronomic 


Tour 


By WAVERLY ROOT 
Author of “The Food of France” 


ie me, sampling the food—and drink—of a new region 
has always been an important part of travel. Perhaps ’m 
old-fashioned. Viewing the modern tourist, whisked through 
countries by the fastest means of locomotion, constrained to 
package trips which subject everyone to the least interesting 
common denominator, and, above all, obsessed with the idea 
that travel is like cramming for an examination and abso- 
lutely nothing can be missed, I wonder if the gastronomic 
tour—necessarily a leisurely activity—is not a thing of 
the past. 

I remember, some years ago, entertaining a woman rela- 
tive in Europe. I selected the restaurants to which I took 
her with some care and we ate, | thought, remarkably well. 
About the fourth day, I detected signs of dissatisfaction 
and asked if she were disappointed with her trip. 

“It’s all right, what I can get in,” she answered. “But in 
Europe you waste so much time eating!” 

There is also the tourist who goes to a famous restaurant 
because it is famous and misses a precious opportunity when 
he gets there. I was fortunate enough to be able to lunch 
last June at the Auberge du Pére Bise at Talloires, one of 
ten three-star restaurants in France. A young American 
couple was shown to the table next to mine—at a guess, a 
lieutenant or captain on leave from his European post and 
his wife. They must have headed for Talloires on purpose. It 
isn’t the sort of place you stop at on your way through. The 
way through doesn’t go anywhere. You have to head for 
Talloires deliberately. | drove 150 miles, round-trip, myself, 
solely to have lunch there. I don’t know how far the young 
Americans had driven, but I know that they ate. They had 
an omelette and peach Melba. 

However, there may be some fellow saurians not yet ex- 
tinct who still appreciate the pleasures of the gastronomic 
tour. In an attempt to help this vanishing tribe survive, for 
gastronomic touring, like any other worth-while activity. 
imposes strains upon the human system, I offer here some 
lessons derived from personal experience in the most pro- 
pitious territory for the practice of this art—France. 

Let’s start with a pair of basic assumptions which are 
derived from the objectives of most persons who set out to 
eat their way through France. Ordinarily they want (1) to 
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cover a reasonably generous amount of territory and (2) to 
do some sight-seeing outside of restaurants. The suggestions 
which follow are designed to make it possible to achieve 
these two ends and pay proper attention to food as well. 


1. How much to eat? 


France is full of temptations for gourmets, and fine res- 
taurants are dangerously close together. Many travelers who 
fancy themselves as trenchermen (or women) intend to tuck 
away two full gourmet meals a day. Don’t! 

When you tackle a full-fledged French meal in a topnotch 
restaurant whose pride is to put before you a monument to 
the most famous cuisine in the world, you are giving your 
digestion a lot of work to do for a good many hours ahead. 
It will deserve a little rest before you call upon it to operate 
again. 

Presumably most readers whom this article may goad into 
a visit to French restaurants will have come from the United 
States. I can’t tell you exactly what percentage of my Ameri- 
can visitors has complained to me about French food (“I 
can't digest it!”), but it is high. I suspect that the trouble 
is not the food (I thrive on it myself). The answer is either 
that (a) they are eating too much; (b) they are eating too 
richly; or (c) they have neglected the matter of acclimation. 
(Or maybe the trouble is a, b, and c.) 

The climate of France is noticeably different from that of 
the United States, and any human being (for that matter, 
any living thing) shifting from one climate to another re- 
quires a period of adjustment before he begins feeling his 
normal self again. This was bad enough when the Atlantic 
was crossed by boat, usually in a week or so. Now many 
tourists make it by jet in a few hours and are set down in a 
new climate almost as soon as they have been ripped out of 
the old one. This is no time to overdo your eating. Indeed, 
if you can spare the time, you would be well advised to take 
it easy for a few days before starting a gastronomic adven- 
ture, eating simply and, if possible, sparingly. 

Then, when you start, don’t try to take in more than one 
gastronomic treat per day. 


2. If you are going to eat only one big meal a day, 
which shall it be? 


The answer to this depends first of all on your personal 
habits and inclinations. But aside from these, my recom- 
mendation when touring France would be that you make 
lunch your principal meal. 

Reason Number One is that many of the establishments 
where you will want to eat in a cross-country tour are dis- 
tinguished not only by the quality of their food but by the 
beauty of their setting. Therefore, you want to eat by day- 
light. (In midsummer, of course, dusk sets in late.) This 
holds for restaurants like the Pere Bise, mentioned above, 
with its tables on the shore of the Alp-encircled Lake An- 
necy; or the Voile d’Or, at St.-Jean-Cap-Ferrat, looking across 
the Mediterranean toward the Dog’s Head, that curiously 
carved crag overhanging Monte Carlo; or the Residence at 
St.-Paul-de-Vence, perched on top of a cliff dominating the 
tormented colorful landscape of the hills behind the Riviera 
coast; or any of those Alpine establishments which stare 
Mont Blanc in the face. 

Of course, twilight has its charms, too, and so have lights 











whose reflections twinkle out at you from the water, espe- 
cially if you can arrange to have a full moon present at 
the time. The impact of this effect may depend on the identity 
of your eating partner. (I assume you are not making this 
tour alone. Good food needs to be talked about.) 

Reason Number Two for the noon meal is that you will 
have completed the digestive process before you want to go 
to sleep. Eat a major French gastronomic dinner—which will 
probably go on to 11:00 P.M. or thereabouts—and then try 
to get the untroubled night’s sleep which the sight-seeing- 
plus-eating schedule demands! If you succeed, the chef 
couldn’t have been up to snuff. 

By having your principai meal at noon, you will also be 
adjusting yourself to the habits of the country. The average 
French family makes lunch its big meal and eats sparingly 
at dinner. This may seem odd to you if you have noted that 
the Paris restaurants that offer a fixed menu tend to provide 
a dinner more elaborate than the lunch. 

The reason is that French people eat dinner at home, ex- 
cept when they are celebrating. Thus they want a fancy meal 
at night when they eat in a restaurant, but it’s an exceptional 
occasion. 

When you reach the provinces and eat at restaurants 
which cater to the transient trade, you will find that they 
put the emphasis on lunch—except hotel restaurants, whose 
patrons are going to sleep on the premises after dinner. Con- 
sider, for instance, the case of the Pére Bise, cited above. 
Would I have driven there for dinner if I had to drive 75 
miles back home after the certainly late end of the meal? 
This is the case for all the great restaurants in small places— 
the Baumaniére at Les Baux, the Petite Auberge at Novés. 
The time to eat there is noon. 


3. If you are going to eat only one big meal a day, 
what do you do about the other one? 


This problem is easier to solve if you make your big meal 
lunch. The hotel where you stay overnight would be happy 
to sell you a big dinner, but it will usually resign itself to 
serving you an omelette and fruit, if that is all you feel you 
can take on. I solved this problem simply the day of the 
gargantuan lunch | enjoyed at the Pere Bise by skipping 
dinner entirely. | wasn’t interested in food. There was no 
problem with a hotel disappointed at my abstinence. I ar- 
rived after the dining room had closed for the night. This 
is one way of avoiding a meal you don’t want, but it seems 
like the coward’s way out. 

If you have scheduled your big meal of the day for dinner, 
however, a light lunch presents more difficulties. Most pro- 
vincial restaurants are organized around fixed full-course 
menus, and will be thrown into a dither at an attempt to re- 
vise the system. You can usually over-ride the management if 
your French is equal to the occasion. But suppose it isn’t? 

There are still not many motels in France with the snack- 
bar type of restaurant attached, though some are appearing. 
For the time being, better not count on them. The simplest 
solution is to picnic. Ask your hotel to put up a box lunch 
for you in the morning. (If you are leaving a big city, you 
can get one already packaged in the railroad station, but 
there will be nothing gastronomic about it.) In case this 
is beyond the capacity of the hotel, almost any café should 
be able to provide sandwiches, hard-boiled eggs, and a bottle

of wine. Language won’t create any difficulties. The French 
word for sandwich is sandwich—try to get a double ee 
sound into the “wich.” There will be three kinds—ham. 
cheese, and paté. If the establishment has hard-boiled egys, 
they are probably on a saucer on the counter. Wine is, of 
course, vin. 

But the best system is to go into a delicatessen (charcu- 
terie) and pick your own food. Everything is in sight and 
all you have to do is point. You will have to stop at a gro- 
cery too if you want butter, but you can avoid this by buying 
mayonnaise (French, mayonnaise) which can be had con- 
veniently in a tube. Thus your only other stop is at the 
bakery (boulangerie), where the bread comes in all shapes 
and sizes. 

If the weather turns bad and you don’t relish filling the 
car with crumbs, there are many places in France—humble 
ones, though, so don’t expect style—that will welcome pick- 
nickers bringing their own food. But, in this case, leave 
your wine in the car. You are expected to buy your beverage 
in exchange for the use of their tables and roof. You can 
identify them by the sign “On apporte son manger,” or some 
variant thereof. 


4. How do you travel? 


The answer is already implicit above—by car. There is 
really no other satisfactory method to be found. There are 
two kinds of restaurants you are interested in—those fa- 
mous for their mastery of the art of cooking and small con- 
scientious establishments where the local food can be sam- 
pled in its most authentic tastiness. Neither of these is likely 
to be found in the big cities where the express trains stop. 
As for the sort of restaurants at which bus lines deposit 
their passengers, let’s not think about them. 

There are several things you can do about traveling by 
car. You can bring your own from the States. It’s expensive. 
If you are in the market for a small foreign car, you can 
arrange in advance to have it delivered to you on your 
arrival at dock or airport, drive it around France, and 
bring it back with you. You can also buy a French car in 
this fashion and sell it back to the company at an honest 
difference after your tour. You can hire a drive-it-yourself 
car at a price (if you don’t insist on a big one) which will 
make your traveling expense less than train fare as soon 
as you get three persons in the car. 

But the best system, if you can afford it, is to hire a car 
with driver. This comes to $60 a day, including the driver’s 
expenses, if you don’t plan to cover more than 100 miles a 
day (plenty if you want to do some sight-seeing), for a Cadil- 
lac seating five or seven. Less impressive cars are available 
at more moderate prices. 

If you drive yourself, it is going to be hard on you after 
a gourmet lunch. You will be, let us hope, in a relatively 
comatose condition and steeped in vintage wine (or an 
honest regional brew). This is a moment to be driven by a 
professional. He will also solve those language difficulties, 
assuming you have them. 


5. How do you pick your restaurants? 


For the very top, this is easy. They are so famous that they 
are musts if you are anywhere in the region. This means

a clavichord, the reason is abundantly clear. Its soft tones can 
be heard only a few feet away. 

The clavichord was an instrument that musicians considered 
“uniquely expressive.” according to Beethoven. They enjoyed 
toying with its singing characteristics as compared to the 
dynamically more powerful harpsichord and pipe organ. 
While the harpsichord and organ were for concerts and mass 
appeal. the clavichord was for the personal enjoyment of the 
musician with sensitive musical taste. 

For a keyboard player who finds himself in a small apart- 
ment with neither room nor patient-enough neighbors for a 
piano, the clavichord is the magnificent solution. It is small 
in size (often no more than 16 inches wide and 48 inches 
long). small in sound, and can be easily moved about. 

The clavichord is an instrument so like the virginal in 
appearance, it is often confused with it. (See House BEAu- 
TIFUL. February 1957.) Like the virginal. it is a small rec- 
tangular “box.” which rests on its own special stand or legs. 
Or it may be placed on a table. It is the most “singing” of 
the keyboard instruments, yet it is very quiet. It used to be 
thought of as a German instrument, one for poor scholars, 
organists. and schoolmasters. but not any more. Nowadays. 
you Can buy an \ merican-made clavichord. or have one 
imported, from $400 up. 

Usually it is plain in appearance, like a small wooden suit- 
case. available now in rosewood, walnut, mahogany, or any 
cabinet wood. The keyboard is arranged like a piano’s. with 
the same naturals and accidentals, and has a four-and-a-half- 


octave range. Open it, prop up (Please turn to page 129)

@ During the last eight or ten years a sharp ebbing of the 
creative forces that feed all the arts has become increasingly 
apparent. This has been particularly true of the arts of the 
home. Even the creators who were making notable contribu- 
tions in the thirties and forties seem to be repeating them- 
selves or copying each other. 

Today, almost all objects (in all categories) have a same- 
ness—a lack of personal significance—that adds up to mo- 
notony. Nothing has any personal cachet. Nor is there any 
evidence, in the design of the objects, that the designer 
felt an intrinsic difference in the nature of the basic materials 
used. Silver is too often treated as if it were stainless steel. 


Rugs may be woven to look like grass matting. Almost any- 
thing is made to imitate wood. 

It is as though our 20th-century technical virtuosity were 
a liability rather than an asset—as though our designers 
had lost their way trying to digest and thread a valid course 
through the jungle of technical possibilities. 

Most hampering of all, most designers design for materials 
and crafts they do not intimately understand. They design at 
a drawing board, without knowing from first-hand experience 
the potentialities of the material they are using. They could 
not make the first prototype with their own hands, so their de 


signing is theoretical rather than felt. (Please turn the page)

Here, possibly, lies the key. It is the crucial difference 
between a maker and a designer. A maker knows, from the 
sharp reality of experience, what a material can be made 
to do with grace and appropriateness. He also knows what 
it cannot be made to do, unless it is “beefed up” or thickened 
or otherwise assisted. And if the maker is also creative, 
he can manipulate the material to produce beauty—beauty 
with an intrinsic validity that does not occur when the 
material has been pushed beyond what it can do without 
“assistance.” 

Such a creative maker is Ernst Auerbach. craftsman in all 
the metals (iron, pewter, copper, lead, stainless steel, silver, 
platinum, and gold). But he also works in wood, ivory, 
leather, Lucite, and other plastics. 

In short, he is that now-rare thing, a craftsman in the 
Renaissance sense of the word—versatile and skillful with 
his hands and tools and operating in many fields at a 
high aesthetic level. Yet he is also a 20th-century craftsman, 
able to convert a three-shift automobile into four shifts, 
or make a new part for any broken mechanism. During the 
war he invented for the Navy a device capable of locating 
the power failure in the electrical system of fighter planes. 
This system has since become a cornerstone in aviation main- 
tenance and missile engineering. 

Yet he makes magnificent gold and silver jewelry. 

Until September 1961, very few people had ever heard of 
Ernst Auerbach. Then House BEAUTIFUL showed his pewter 
hardware as it was used in our 1961 Pace Setter House. 
And since then he has written an article for our January 
1962 issue telling how you can make your own pewter things. 

He has never sold his services as a designer, and very 
few of his pieces have ever been sold. He is not financially 
dependent on selling his creative work. so his making has 
been mainly motivated by filling the needs and requirements 
of his household. or the desire to give beautiful and useful 
things to friends. The score or so of silver objects he makes 
a year that can be bought are very much sought after, and 
there is a waiting list for his ceremonial silver beakers which 
he makes only in pairs. 

As the silver objects on these pages testify, he is a de- 
signer-craftsman of the highest caliber. The pieces have 
a silvery-ness that could only be achieved from silver, 
and they could never be mistaken for some other material. 
They show that he can make the structural necessities of 
forming silver count as design. The surface has a’ flicker- 
ing. shimmering quality—a look mistakenly thought to be 
produced only by time and use but which he knows how to 
produce in a new piece. His designs and forms have a 
robustness, a virility and exuberance that is rare in these 
times when art is dominated by cults and isms to a degree 
never known before. All the pieces (Please turn to page 128) 
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The silver objects shown at right were designed and made by 
Ernst Auerbach. At first glance they seem rooted in the past, 
yet they belong to no period. Auerbach uses some of the 
structural grammar of the past because these devices (such 
as chased and fluted panels) give strength and rigidity to 
thin sheets, and permit delicacy without fragility. Because 
he understands what silver can be made to do, he knows how 
to bring out its silvery shimmer, its lunar quality. He does 
not hesitate to combine ivory, wood, or gems with Lucite. 
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These are samples of what can be done with plastic, but 
they only begin to suggest its versatile nature. You can draw, 


paint, and sculpture with plastic, molding it as you wish.

marine hardware or boat supply store, for it is the material 
that is used in fiber-glassing boats. You can also get it, as 
well as other supplies, by mail order from sources listed at 
the end of this article. One gallon of resin (about $8) is 
sufficient to allow you to experiment freely and obtain sev- 
eral pieces of completed work. You can experiment on a 
small scale with the purchase of only one quart (about 
$2.30). The required catalyst (setting or hardening agent) 
is included in a separate container with the resin. 

Everything you need to know for starting to work with 
the resin is detailed here, but it is only the beginning of 
what you can do. Many have used the resin for embedding 
objects such as rocks, leaves, paper, and glass. In this ap- 
proach, the resin serves merely as a transparent cement. Its 
potentialities are never realized. In the projects shown on 
these pages, forms to be embedded in the resin are cast or 
drawn of polyester itself. In this way there is no narrow 
limit set on what can be done. You work only with plastic 
and exploit its qualities. 

The material can be used just as it comes from the can, 
or it can be colored. Coloring the polyester is a creative

experience in its own right, for there are so many different 
known and unknown coloring agents. For the amateur crafts- 
man, artists’ oil colors give good results. Used in very small 
amounts, they are transparent. In larger amounts, they make 
the resin translucent or opaque. Almost any type of pigment- 
ing powder can be used, including tempera and the colorings 
used in pottery glazes. These are available at art and craft 
supply stores. There are also special commercial dyes. and 
pigments for plastics, but they are difficult to obtain in 
small quantities. 

Mix your coloring in before adding the catalyst and you 
won't lose any working time before the resin gels. A little 
coloring goes a long way, so add it with care. Before start- 
ing a large project, it is a good idea to make color test sam- 
ples. A convenient way to cast these chips is in a polyethy- 
lene ice-cube tray. The resin won’t stick to polyethylene. 

Besides adding colorants, you will also want to experi- 
ment with adding fibrous or powdered fillers. These give 
the resin a greater variation of physical properties. They 
also extend it and reduce its cost.

@ If you'd rather be entertained by ideas than dress up 
and go out (with its baby-sitter, weather, and traffic prob- 
lems), there are fascinating recordings of conversations 
that will hold and repay your interest. You can enjoy lis- 
tening to these records alone, in a cozy twosome, or in a 
group. In a group where listeners discuss what they hear, 
you can almost see sparks fly when the flint of one mind 
strikes the tinder of another. 

The wise, cultivated, and genial talk that makes such 
good listening on records is between top authorities in basic 
fields of knowledge and well-informed interviewers who 
are skilled in the art of spontaneous give-and-take. What 
you get is the kind of conversation that makes us wish 
there had been tape recordings when Dr. Samuel Johnson 
was being provoked by Boswell; or that we could have 
recorded Charles Lamb, his sister Mary, and their literary 
cronies in a London of long ago. 

The phenomenal success of in-depth recordings that in- 
vestigate intellectual subjects is a significant sign of our 
times—an indication of our widespread cultural upheaval. 

Unique among these are the Academic Recording Insti- 
tute’s “Time for Ideas” records (or tapes). They probe, as

deeply as college seminars, into the basic subjects of anthro- 
pology, American history, philosophy, the humanities, and 
political thought. They were originated by Mack Reed, a 
young Houston architect with a taste for excellence. Explain- 
ing why he produced them, Reed says: 

“My wife and I agreed, along with our friends, that we 
were falling into an intellectual rut. We were tied down 
with four kids and TV. We didn’t read the same books—at 
least not at the same time—which precluded discussion along 
that line. When you have a bunch of kids, it’s almost impos- 
sible to attend lectures, and neither of us encouraged the 
other to go out nights alone.” 

So, although he’d never made a record in his life, Reed 
got together acknowledged experts on five basic subjects 
and produced 50 records. They examine in depth five sub- 
jects, each covered by ten LP records or tapes. (For ordering 
see the Record List at the end of this article.) 

The country’s No. 1 lecturer, John Mason Brown, as spell- 
binding on records as he is on the platform, explores the 
humanities on a 10-record series. Led on by the skillful 
questioning of Serrell Hillman, Brown’s perceptive, genial, 
and witty talk ranges from what determines taste to why the 








1920's were a flowering decade for literature and drama. 

C. Northcote Parkinson, author of Parkinson’s Law, the 
hilarious satire on bureaucracy, is tapped for a_ brilliant 
series on political thought. Drawn out by Julian H. Franklin. 
a colleague in the teaching field, he discusses profoundly 
the evolution of political theory and practice from primitive 
man to 20th-century dictatorships—fascinating fare for any 
student of government, either young or a long time out of 
the classroom. As serious as the discussions are, they never 
quite suppress the bubbling Parkinson humor. 

The expert who brings the American history series alive 
from the landing of Columbus to our cold war strategy is 
Dr. Samuel Eliot Morison. This historian, an admiral who 
has retraced the voyages of Columbus and gone to sea as a 
war reporter, convinces listeners that he is as conscientious 
about telling the truth as he is in explaining the past to the 
present. His interrogator is William F. Suchmann, an ama- 
teur historian. 

Philosophy is closely examined in a brilliant series by 
Dr. Charles Frankel, Professor of Philosophy, Columbia 
University. His vast information on this subject is brought 
out by the searching questions of John Fischer, sharp- 
minded editor of Harper's. Between these two, you are in- 
vited into the intellectual world of skepticism, the passport to 
which is a fact-finding mind. No one who has listened to 
these philosophy records will take without a skeptical grain

cealing clichés, slogans, or labels. 

In the 10 discussions on anthropology—or the nature of 
human nature—the searching mind and facile speech of 
Ashley Montagu, author, teacher, and lecturer, meet their 
match in Virgilia Peterson, also a successful author. She 
makes many winning points in the debate on the meaning of 
education, the influence of heredity and environment on the 
shaping of the human being, and Montagu’s iconoclastic 
views on other subjects. 

A questionnaire sent by the maker of these records to 
the people using them brought interesting answers. To others 
who want to make the best use of them, the answers might 
offer helpful suggestions. 

Many hostesses. for example, plan parties around the 
recordings, using them as conversation-starters or subjects 
for lively group discussions. But, as one hostess warned, 
these records are not to be used to entertain any guest who 
has only a 15-minute attention-span. Decidedly, they're 
not to be used to revive a dying dinner party when assorted 
mentalities and interests are bogged down by too much food 
and drink. 

But when listened to by people with the same intellectual 
interests in the relaxing atmosphere of a home, these record- 
ings can provide a spirited exchange of ideas.

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A great old house 


lives on

® An amazing amount of remodeling and restoration is go- 
ing on in America. Old houses are being up-dated because of 
their wealth of space; old banks and commercial buildings 
are being face-lifted; and whole neighborhoods are being 
restored because of their historical value and charm. In 
many cities there are societies organized for the preser- 
vation of fine examples of indigenous American architecture. 
They constantly keep in touch with the state of interesting 
buildings and often, when the threat of destruction arises, 
they campaign to save the property for posterity. In the 
last 20 years, Americans have become more aware of the 
existence of an architectural heritage. We have been develop- 
ing an American style and now we are interested in main- 
taining proof of its existence. 

But what happens when a family inherits a house that fits 
into this “worth-preserving” category? How do you evaluate 
such a home? Does it become a museum piece and a burden, 
or can you in conscience make substantial changes so it will 
suit your way of life? 

This was the question that faced Mr. and Mrs. William K. 
Dunn, of Pasadena, California. They had been the lucky 


recipients of a house designed in 191] by California archi- 
tects Charles Sumner Greene and Henry Greene. For many 
years Mrs. Dunn had lived in the bio two-story, four-bedroom 
house and was ereatly atta | to both the house and the 
property. lt was a wonderful house. full of the features for 
which Greene and Greene are now famous.

@ When Eva in The Merry Wives of Windsor said, ““There’s 


pippins and cheese to come,” she anticipated the climax to a 


dinner that gourmets and just plain munchers have en- 
joyed for hundreds of years. From the gourmet’s Camem- 
bert coulant, spread on slices of Anjou pears, to the slab 
of rat-trap cheese and crunchy apple in the schoolboy’s 
lunch box, this combination of foods has been doted on 
wherever cheeses are made and fruits are grown. 
Strengthening an affinity that gourmets swear was made 
in heaven are modern refrigeration and shipping that bring 
you fruits from the orchards of the world even in the dead 


of winter. And mail-order sources can bring you those 
cheeses you can’t find at home.

Until you’ve tried Brie with crisp pear, Edam with sweet green 
grapes, or a blue-veined cheese with winter apple—accompanied 
by an excellent wine—you ve missed a great gourmet treat. Plates 
and porcelain-handle fruit knife and fork, Royal Crown Derby; 
sterling silver bowl and cheese knife, Towle Manufacturing Co. 


Since America has developed a taste for all kinds—the 
different, the delectable, the exotic—what kinds of cheeses 
will yours be? Globe-trotting Americans, who have explored 
the highways and byways of the cheese world, aren’t satis- 
fied with just Cheddar. (To be sure, Americans do love 
Cheddar, and many think it’s the best cheese in the world. 
It provides us with 80 per cent of the cheeses we consume. ) 

Proof of our more adventurous tastes can be found in the 
tiny, bulging Cheese Of All Nations shop in New York (235 
Fulton Street) where cheese-tasting is on the house every 
Saturday morning. Phil Alpert, America’s “Mr. Cheese.” is 
host, and the motley crowd of all nationalities that comes 
there is bound together by a restless passion to explore. 
Almost tumbling over each other, they press forward to 
savor the subtle differences between a Roquefort and a Wis- 
consin Blue, try the hidden herbs in a spicy Noekkelost from 
Norway, see if Le Tomme de Savoie’s fabulous black-beaded 
suriace is actually a rind of grape skins, pips, and stalks. 

Mingling here with Americans from every state is a little 
United Nations group of homesick foreigners—Yugoslavi- 
ans, Swiss, Germans, Italians, and French—come to feed 
their nostalgia with small purchases of Appenzell, Kashkaval, 
Minster, Saint Nectaire. or Provolone—the last a festive 
galaxy of long, short, round, conical, gourd- and mandolin- 
shapes netted with strings hung overhead. 

The bustling excitement of this shop spills over into the 
shop’s catalog, free for the asking, which describes 700 vari- 
eties so definitively that the Library of Congress has listed 
it as a book. 

You could experiment with cheeses for a lifetime and never 
get around to tasting all of them, so where do we start 
our hunt for cheese-and-fruit combinations? We learned that 
seasonally the best cheeses to eat are those ripening now in 
the dead of winter but made (nine to 12 months ago) of the 
first rich, grass milkings of spring. Milk of the herds’ first 
grazings in April and May in lush highland pastures, some- 
times spiced with gentians and buttercups, makes full-bodied, 
rich-flavored cheeses that ripen from December to February. 
These include some of the world’s greatest cheeses, among 
them some of our premium Cheddars. 

Meet these new or familiar cheeses with nostrils and .pal- 
ate. Let your taste buds probe the present while your imagi- 
nation soaks up the past. Two thousand years ago, Pliny the 
Elder praised the ancestor of a freshly-ripened Cantal which 
you can serve any time. It is a pale, yellow French cheese 
that is semi-hard and has a distinctive, sharp taste but no 
aroma. It munches well with peaches. 

Besides Cantal comes the Fromage des Pyrenees, a fairly 
recent newcomer from France to join the choice grass-milk 
group. This sheep’s-milk cheese is rich, creamy, and tastes 
a little like the classic Roquefort. 

This spring-grass output includes many of Italy’s famous 
grating cheeses, eaten fresh as table cheeses until they 
harden: Montasio, Pecorino Romano, Cacciocavallo, and 
Parmesan. If you’ve never broken off a bite-size chunk of 
freshly-ripened Parmesan to munch with a winter apple, 
you've missed one of the taste thrills of a lifetime. 

The same thing goes for Provolone, one of the plastic-curd 
cheeses, which, lightly smoked, is moistly smooth and mellow 











and cuts without crumbling. Provolone and red grapes are 
Italy’s festive symbols. 

From Switzerland comes the soft, lip-smacking Vacherin. 
This is a full-fat cheese resembling Brie and Camembert, 
but zesty and more runny—runny enough to spoon or pour 
like thick cream over juicy berries. Or your choice from 
Switzerland might be the full-fat but firmer Appenzeller, 
made of whole cow’s milk, aromatic in flavor, and golden 
yellow. It is similar in character to a Swiss cheese, but has 
more taste for having stood for a few days in a curing bath 
of spiced white wine or cider. 

Other Swiss cheeses that are coming along in all of their 
glory now are the Swiss version of Tilsiter, a smooth, semi- 
soft, cows milk cheese with a mild-to-medium-sharp_pi- 
quancy resembling Limburger, that may be eaten with any 
fruit you like; Raclette Bagnes, a sharp, firm, toasting- 
cheese with a strong affinity for tart red grapes; and Battel- 
matt, a pale yellow cheese with firm texture, mildly-piquant 
taste, and eyes like Emmenthaler. It is partial to Seckle pears. 


Cheddars and other greats 


Our own Cheddars, aged usually from six to twelve months 
and ripe with flavor, are “month-of-glory” cheeses that blaze 
a trail from Vermont (sage cheese of golden yellow marbled 
with flecklings of vivid green) to California (Monterey Jack) 
and Oregon and Colorado (Tillamook and Blackie). Along 
the way are premium cheeses of New York’s good-grazing 
Mohawk Valley, Herkimer County, and Lowville (Coon, aged 
full-flavored and top-ranking), Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Kentucky, Ohio, and Texas (Longhorn), and in 
many states Pineapple (an American invention, shaped and 
surface-corrugated to resemble the fruit). Two other inven- 
tions are Ohio’s famed Leiderkranz, a mild Limburger, and 
Wisconsin’s Brick, in between Limburger and Cheddar. Our 
family of Cheddars includes a Canadian cousin, a well-aged 
Factory Cheddar, rated among the world’s greatest cheeses. 

February on your calendar should be circled in red for 
the Stilton, a seasonal, double-cream, piquant, blue-veined, 
mould-ripened aristocrat, the pride of England and the love 
to which even the most fickle gourmets remain faithful. 

If you’ve explored this far in the cheese world’s highways 
and byways and want to go farther, order by mail a sampler 
assortment of 214 pounds of any six of the world’s great 
cheeses for $4.95 from Cheese Of Ail Nations for delivery 
after January 30th. 

In pairing off cheeses with the right fruits, heighten your 
enjoyment of both by experimenting with combinations of 
flavor and contrasting textures. Fruit is pulpy or fibrous, 
while cheese is plastic or flaky; cheese is unctuous, buttery, 
or briny, and fruit is tart or sweet. Fruit and cheese flavors 
both range from the mild to the candidly aromatic, but the 
marriage bonds that bind are textures and flavors that 
complement as well as contrast. 

Below are some festive examples you may want to try 
(serve them all with fruit knives and forks) : 

Serve Greek Feta, a briny, moist, crumbly white cheese, as 
Athenian hostesses do. Cut in finger-length pieces and serve 
with small clusters of Tokay or other sweet grapes. Have 
individual silver bowls of chilled champagne at each plate 
for dipping grapes, and pass them with grape shears for each 
guest to clip. Feta is also delicious with melon. 

Serve fingers of fruity Gorgonzola as Roman hostesses do: 
With a lengthwise slice of banana and a lemon wedge on 
each dessert plate. The cheese is forked into the fruit. 

With Danish Blue cheese, serve iced butter curls with 
small imported English apples or our own Red Delicious and 
rounds of Westphalian German Pumpernickel or rye bread. 

Serve cubes of Swiss Emmenthaler (Swiss to most of us) 
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and well-ripened strawberries, cleaned, lightly chilled but 
unhulled, to be picked up by the stem and eaten. 

Spear green seedless grapes and small cubes of Dutch 
Gouda on a skewer and serve as canapes. 

Serve Dutch Edam and a similar size Spanish melon: Cut 
each through to make uniform wedges and rebuild spheres. 
alternating cheese wedge with melon wedge. 

Serve Roquefort, Camembert. Port-Salut, or Brie for 
spreading. European style, on crisp slices of pears or apples. 

Serve Pont L’Eveque chambré (held at room temperature ) 
for two hours before serving with fresh California dates, 
one each in a nest of leaves. 

Serve Gruyere cut into finger lengths with freshly toasted 
caraway seeds and tart pears. For dipping, set tiny dishes of 
toasted seeds on the dessert plates. 

Serve, as the Spanish do, a fresh cheese—Cream or Neuf- 
chatel—with slices of Membrillo, a stiff quince paste packed 
in six-inch squares. Guava paste and sweet berries in season 
are also delicious served with soft, ripened cheese. 

The union of fruit and cheese such as these is like a 
planned marriage of State. One brings to a partner the things 
the other lacks. While cheese is high in protein and calcium. 
with good amounts of Vitamin A and Vitamin B, (ribofla- 
vin), it is low in starches, sugar, and Vitamin C (ascorbic 
acid) which fruit supplies. Cheese made by coagulating milk 
with rennet (preparation extracted from the stomach of an 
unweaned calf) loses most of its carbohydrates when whey is 
drained from the curd. Cheese is a high-calorie food, but no 
higher in calories than other protein foods. 

Like any two partners wedded in perfect amity, cheese 
and fruit have enough in common to make them boon com- 
panions. They both ripen slowly. Fruit deVelops more slowly 
than any food that grows. A ripe cheese takes at least six 
months to mature and can take six or more years. 

Fruit and cheese can make a tandem appearance at the 
table all around the clock with a breakfast of Gouda and 
plums that delights the Dutch, and warm apple pie and a 
hunk of Cheddar with which many New Englanders start the 
day. Fruit and cheese go on from there to make appetizers, a 
self-sufficient meal for lunch, a dinner’s last or penultimate 
course and refrigerator-raiding snacks at all hours. 

Because cheese is an aid to digestion—the older and richer 
it is, the more it activates the salivary glands and gastric 
juices—it is best eaten in small amounts and as a climax to 
a meal. 


How to serve and store cheese 


The best breads to serve with soft dessert cheese and fruits 
are French and Italian. Pumpernickel and unseeded crispy 
rye go best with the semi-hard cheeses, and with firm cheeses. 
seeded “corn” bread with crispy crust and meaty crumb. If 
crackers or biscuits are eaten with cheese, they should be 
soda or hard-water biscuits. The true flavor of cheese is lost 
to saltines or to crackers seeded with caraway, sesame, or 
other herbs. 

To store, all cheeses should be wrapped tight in moisture- 
proof Saran, aluminum foil, cellophane, or waxed paper. 
Those refrigerated should be kept away from foods with 
strong odors. To store fresh cheese (Cream, Cottage. Neuf- 
chatel), put in glass or plastic containers and keep refriger- 
ated until time to serve. To serve soft and semi-soft cheese 
(Camembert, Brie, Port-Salut, Munster), remove a couple of 
hours before serving to stand at room temperature. To store 
hard and semi-hard cheese (Parmesan, Romano, Swiss 
Sapsago), keep in a cool place, not necessarily a refrigerator. 
Blue-veined cheeses (Gorgonzola, Roquefort, Stilton, Blue) 
should never be refrigerated. They stand temperatures as 


high as 60 degrees. 
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Three easy-to-create plastics designs

You 
can pour catalyzed resin direct- 
ly from the cup in which you 
mix it, but a funnel of waxed 
paper enables you to pour more 
accurately and achieve a finer 
line. Add filler or extra hard- 
ener to the resin to prevent the 
drawn lines from spreading out. 


¢*) When a drawing is cured, 

you can remove it, or you 
can add other colors to fill in 
any enclosed areas. Filling in 
may be done any time after orig- 
inal drawing has gelled. Since 
rate at which resin gels depends 
on temperature, a heat lamp 
focused on the drawing will 
speed its hardening, In making 
paintings for tri-level design, 
areas enclosed by dark-blue 
lines were filled with transpar- 
ent green and blue resins.

This is how to make decorative plastic panels 


The reverse side of a poly- 
ethylene ice-cube tray serves 
as the mold for making star- 
shaped forms which are then 
embedded in a panel of resin. 
Thick panels like this are 
best cast in a form made of 
strips of waxed glass or 
cardboard set on edge, or in 
a form of unwaxed wood or 
metal which is left on the 
panel as its frame.. Panel il- 
lustrated is shown in color 
on page 110, as are panels 
described in captions below. 


A slab of moist modeling 
clay served as the mold for 
this casting. Because poly- 
ester resin is not compatible 
with moisture, the surface of 
the plastic that has been 
against the clay will be 
tacky when first removed 
from the mold, but will be- 
come hard when exposed to 
the air. Resin cast in clay 
should be overcatalyzed for 
faster set-up. Depressed areas 
of the panel illustrated were 
filled with various colors. 


In the photograph at the top 
of page 110 is a panel with 
embedments of plastic half- 
spheres. The picture of the 
door on the same page shows 
how a panel with such em- 
bedments can be used. The 
plastic half-spheres were cast 
in a polyethylene egg tray, 
as shown here, and were then 
placed in two separately- 
poured panels. After the 
panels had completely cured, 
they were glued together 
with smooth faces outside.

the strength and body such fibrous 
fillers as asbestos. cotton flock, and 
milled glass fibers add to resin. By 
mixing four ounces of milled glass 
fibers in a pound of resin, you get a 
putty-like consistency which allows 
you to apply the resin, sag-free, to 
vertical surfaces and armatures. 
You can use fibrous materials in 
the form of fabrics, mats, yarns, 
and continuous strands. They rein- 
force the resin in much the same 
way that steel reinforces concrete. 
Fiber-glass mat (l-oz. weight) is 
best for most projects requiring 
reinforcement because it shows 
less and can be used in several lay- 


ers, if necessary. Most of the ex- 
amples pictured have not been 
made with mats because mats make 
the resin lose its transparency and 
become translucent. 

Powdered fillers. such as _ tale, 
plaster, mica. pumice, — perlite, 
china clay, whiting, and silicas ex- 
tend the resin. They also improve 
such qualities as resistance to heat 
and moisture. 

Always add fillers to the resin 
before you add the catalyst. Small 
amounts can be mixed in with a 
spatula. A hand-drill mixer will 
readily disperse larger amounts. 
You can compensate for the tend- 











ency of fillers to retard the gel (in- 
itial set) and cure time (final hard- 
ening) by using more catalyst. 
Cure is normally complete within 
three hours for handling and such 


further operations as sanding. 


Painting with Plastics 


Apply the colored and _ cata- 
lyzed resin to a surface to which 
it won’t stick. The painting thus 
comes off easily once it has cured. 
The resin will not stick to a sur- 
face that has 


greased, or one that contains mois- 


been waxed or 
ture. Nor will it adhere to poly- 
ethylene film or aluminum foil. 
Paintings may also be done on 
semi-cured or cured panels of 
resin, or on a thin layer of liquid 
resin, undercatalyzed so that it gels 
more slowly. 

The easiest painting surface for 
the beginner is polyethylene film 
taped down with masking tape to a 
flat, Jevel surface. A  well-waxed 
sheet of glass is also good if having 
a glass-like surface on one side of 
your finished work is desired. Step- 
by-step photographs that illustrate 
this technique appear on page 126. 

Unfilled line drawings are fra- 
gile. To strengthen them, when you 
remove them from the film you can 


embed them between thin layers of 
plain transparent resin. A simpler 
method is to make the line draw- 
ings directly on a panel of cured 
clear resin. Then, when the draw- 
ing has gelled, pour on another 
thin layer of clear resin, allow it to 
gel, add more of the drawing, then 
more clear resin, and so on. 

For making panels of this kind, 
you need a retaining form. If the 


panel will be 14” 


thick, or less, 
you can make a form with strips of 
putty or clay. For thicker panels, 
use waxed strips of heavy card- 
board, glass, or metal; or you can 
use unwaxed wood or metal and 
then leave it on the panel as a per- 
manent frame. 

Use putty or clay around the 
outside of a form as a sealer. The 
first layer of resin can be the sealer 
if it is slightly overcatalyzed and is 
poured shallowly (about 6”) so 
that it doesn’t seep under the form 
before gelling. If the cured panel, 
because of shrinkage, pulls away 
from the frame, it can be _ re- 
attached with more resin. 

These painting techniques are 
but a few of those possible. Many 
variations will undoubtedly suggest 
themselves to you as you work.

just as easy to 


cast and model as it is to use as 
paint. One problem in casting is 
the heat generated in the resin 
while it is curing. The faster the 
cure and the greater the body of 
resin, the greater the heat. Large 
castings can be handled if the cur- 
ing time is prolonged over a 24. 
hour period. This can be done by 
adding less catalyst, and/or arrang- 
ing to keep the casting cool while 


it is curing.

All are free of clichés; none be- 
longs to any particular period. Yet, 
certain details are reminiscent of 
the past, because they arise from 
the same structural necessities that 
previous craftsmen had to solve. 
His understanding of the material 
lets him understand the craftsmen 
of the past and why they did what 
they did. He has absorbed what 
they have done, but he has gone 
on—to new forms and new com- 
binations of materials.

The engineer and 
the artist have grown worlds apart, 
to the point where they can hardly 
talk to each other or help each 
other. The engineer needs more 
aesthetic awareness and the artist- 
designer should not hold himself 
above technical “know-how” and 
skill. Auerbach is included in this 
series, “Creators Who Influence 
Your Life,” because he shows how 
the current stalemate between art 
ind industry may be solved. 

His work is particularly valuable 
for the consumer to study, for the 


purchaser of anything must be 


aware of whether the material of 


the object has been validly used 


before he can make an aesthetic 


choice and fittingly spend his 


money. The consumer plays just as 


great a part in producing value in 
the marketplace as does the de- 
signer, for the consumer is the ulti- 
mate censor. If the buyer is not 
aware that the form of an object 
outrages the material it is made of, 
or that it fails to exploit all the 
possibilities of the material, then 
the buyer is getting less than his 
money's worth. 

Auerbach’s work derives from a 
discipline based on a respect for 
reality—the reality of what mate- 
rials can and cannot do with just- 
ness and appropriateness.

THE GENTLE CLAVICHORD 
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rondos, floridly ornamented. These 
sonatas of “Clavichord” Bach im- 
pressed and influenced young 
Joseph Haydn, who took them as a 
model for his own early composi- 
tions for the clavichord. 

This comprises virtually all the 
music written strictly for the clavi- 
chord, but, of course, virginal and 
harpsichord music, which is un- 
limited, can be played successfully 
on it. The gentleness of the clavi- 
chord’s tone and the identity of 
its sounds make it admirably suited 
to the works of Corelli, the Scar- 
lattis, and Vivaldi—all composers 
of dance-suite counterpoint, light 
eraceful music as exquisite in its 
miniatureness as the clavichord. 

Germany was the country of the 
clavichord. It was known in other 
lands, but not as completely under- 
stood. It is a lonely, intimate instru- 
ment, of sufficient sound for the 
player, but virtually useless for the 
concert hall or even as a supporting 
instrument.

All his life he has 
heard that studying the clavichord 
will develop the best touch, the 
most musical playing, the 
phrasing.

. The clavichord, like its giant de- 


scendant, the grand piano, needs 
little tinkering and tuning to keep 
it in playing order, even though 
there are sometimes two strings 
per tone. One clavichord came from 
Germany to Manhattan and did not 
need to be tuned on arrival! 

The pianoforte eventually evolved 
from and displaced the clavichord. 
However, the clavichord continued 
to be popular into the 19th Cen- 
tury. It is now having a gentle 
rebirth of popularity. especially 
among apartment-dwellers. 

Recordings of the clavichord are 
generally unsuccessful. In order 
for the sound pick-up to be strong, 
microphones have to be placed so 
close that often the mechanical 
sounds of the instrument are also 
picked up and magnified. 

Clavichords are readily available 
from the following manufacturers 
and importers, who will supply 


Using records to fill in dull 
blanks while dishwashing, house- 
cleaning, sewing on name tapes, 
and doing other mindless tasks has 
many advocates.

Americans are so used to apologiz-

These publica- 
ions have allowed and encouraged 
s to shop the world for seeds, 
ulbs, shrubs, trees, tools and 
squipment in unbelievable variety. 
Every gardener, in one way or an- 
other, has been influenced by them. 
| Since the first catalogs appeared 
n the mid-18th Century, they have 
served well to inspire off-season 
dreams of bountiful harvests and 


irm resolves for better horticul- 
cural practice. And, as a clincher, 
hey have proved to be the easiest 
way to shop yet known to man. 
They have also served as text- 
books of a sort. There is much to 
oe learned from catalogs about the 
art and practice of gardening.

catalogs, you will find yourself be- 
coming familiar with the plants 
grown in different this 
country and different parts of the 
world. You will begin to recognize 
plants you hadn’t known before. 
There’s no easier way to become 
knowledgeable about gardening. 

If you have only a few catalogs, 


parts of 


you will probably soon become fa- 
miliar with their stock. But a few 
is not enough. As your collection 
increases and your interests widen, 
you really need to do something 
about filing the mass of material so 
you can find what you want without 
wasting time. 

If you want to get the maximum 
use and help from your catalogs, 
conveniently and easily, I recom- 
mend my system of filing and in- 
dexing them. 

You'll need the following: a sup- 
ply of index cards—I like the 5-by- 
8-inch size, and find those without 
lines best for typing; heavy card- 
board guide cards to separate the 
categories; a covered file box for 
the cards and separators. These are 
available in cardboard or metal. If 
you have a lot of catalogs, you 
may want a file box to put them in 
and a matching set of separators, 
so you can keep them neatly alpha- 
betized, all in one place. 

Mark the index-card separators 
with the headings you know you 
are interested in. You will prob- 
ably make more headings as you 
go through the catalogs. My files 
now contain hundreds of cards, and 
I have 24 headings such as: An- 
nuals, bulbs (with subdivisions for 
daffodils, tulips, small bulbs, sum- 
mer bulbs), conifers, evergreens, 
ferns, foreign plants, greenhouse 
plants, ground hedges, 
herbs, house plants, miscellaneous, 


covers, 


perennials, rock plants, roses, 
shrubs, succulents. trees (flower- 
ing), trees (shade), vines, and 


wild flowers. 

You may not need so many divi- 
sions at first, but you'll be sur- 
prised at how quickly your inter- 
ests widen and your knowledge 
grows when you really start get- 
ting into the project.

the wallpaper patterns. It was em- 
broidered in sturdy carpet wools, 
meant for hard wear underfoot. Or 
the design on a ready-made rug 
might delicately 
sketched with fine threads on sheer 


inspire motifs 
curtain fabrics or even table mats. 

Pottery with incised designs such 
as the lamp bases on pages 102 
and 103 suggests any number of 
stitches, and your china closet can 
be a gold mine of design ideas. But 
don’t try to repeat an elaborate 
china pattern on a place mat to be 
used with it. If the motif is a very 
simple one, you can transpose it 
complete to your table linens. But 
an elaborate motif will show off 
to better advantage if your place 
mats are plain or accented by a 
very simple border stitch or 
straight rows of Couching. If your 
china is the plain modern type 
without any decoration, you can be 
as lavish as you like in embroider- 
ing your linens. In that case, look 
for your design ideas in your sil- 
ver, your glassware and_ serving 
dishes, or even in your dining-room 
furniture or wallpaper. 

But first you must learn to see 
them in terms of stitches. Once 
you have learned the mechanics of 
a new stitch, which won’t take more 
than 20 minutes at most, devote 
some time to practicing it. But 
as you practice, relax! The object 
is not to see how perfectly you can 
execute each stitch or how uniform 
you can make each row. The point 
is to learn the rhythm of the stitch 
until it becomes easy and a part 
of you, and you can go through 
the motions with your eyes closed. 
The point is also to learn the de- 
sign character of the stitch and its 
many variations. By shortening or 
lengthening, widening or narrow- 
ing, closing or opening the basic 
parts of a stitch, you will discover 


how many kinds of effects this 


stitch will produce, what part it 
can play in a design. Equally im- 
portant is to learn how you can 
change the effect of stitches by 
changing the weight and coarse- 
ness of the threads and materials 
that you use. 

No need to consume expensive 
fabrics and precious threads for 
your practicing. Any kind of coarse, 
basket-weave fabric, such as bur- 
lap, coarse linen or basket-weave 
cotton, will do. Single-strand, soft 
twist embroidery cotton, the dull 
kind without a sheen, is inexpen- 
sive and easy to manage. Or you 
could just as well use plain white 
cotton string. And you will want 
a needle with a very large eye and 
preferably a blunt point such as a 
blunt tapestry needle, size 17. 4 

All of the stitches used to make 
the embroideries shown on pages 
100-103 have been explained in 
detail in previous lessons. But, in 
the ivy-leaf rug, two variations of 
the Raised Stem stitch were used — 
which were not included in pre- | 
vious lessons. You can learn them — 
very quickly by following the dia- 
grams on the opposite page. 

Incidentally, the rug was made 
on tapestry canvas which is a good 
material to use when you plan to 
cover the entire surface with your 
stitches. The outside border, how- — 
ever, was left till last, until after — 
the rug had been lined. Any sturdy 
fabric such as heavy burlap, tick- 
ing, or duck is good for a lining. — 
Lay it on the right side of your 
embroidery. Stitch around three © 
sides, allowing about an inch in- © 
side the seam for the border. Then 
turn the rug and lining inside out 
like a pillow case. Fold in the raw 
edges of the fourth side and baste 
together. You will then be ready 
to embroider the border of the rug 
with the Raised Stem stitch band 
described on the opposite page.

The Raised Stem stitch is a surface stitch which is anchored 
to other stitches rather than to the fabric itself. Lesson II 
explained how to make the plain Raised Stem stitch, starting 
with a series of straight parallel stitches evenly spaced to serve 
as a foundation. But the foundation may also consist of a 
series of spokes which meet at the center, or of a series of 
Buttonhole stitches. 





The circular Raised Stem stitch looks 
somewhat like a rosette. To start the 
rosette, make a series of straight 
stitches from the center of an imagi- 
nary circle to its circumference. Stitch- 
es about an inch lone are convenient 
for practice, but in actual work you 
can make them any length you please. 
When you have completed these foun- 
dation stitches, pull your needle through 
the fabric to the 
at the center of

from right to left under the second 


tion stitch. pass your needle 
foundation stitch without taking up 
any fabric, and pull it through—but 
not too tight.

It does not matter whether you 
bring the needle out above or below 
the stitch which you have just made, 
as long as you do it the same way 


every time. 





Continue your Raised Stem stitches 
around and around the circle. It is a 
good idea to anchor them once every 
row or so by taking up one or two 
threads of the fabric along with the 
foundation stitch. By the time you 
have made several rows of Raised Stem 
stitches your work will begin to look 
like a rosette. Make as many rows as 
you need to cover the foundation 


stitches. 





A Raised Stem stitch band worked on 


a Buttonhole-stitch foundation is ex- 
cellent for borders. First, line fabric 
as described on page 140. If you don't 
want to line it, fold edge under to 
make hem. To start Buttonhole stitch, 
pull needle and thread through both 
layers of fabric at a point on the in- 
side edge of proposed border. Draw 
thread around to right in counter- 
clockwise direction to form a loop and 
insert needle one-half to one inch to 
right of starting point so that it points 
into loop. Hold loop down with thumb 
so needle will cross loop when you 
pull it through.

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Leave your first stitch loose enough 
to form a right angle. Continue along 
the border of your work, spacing your 
stitches evenly and remembering to 
hold the loop down each time with 
your left thumb. When your thread 
runs short, fasten it on the underside 
of your work and bring up the new 
the lower right-hand 
corner of the last stitch.

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When you have worked the Buttonhole 
stitch all the way around the border 
of your fabric and have reached your 
starting point, anchor your first loose 
stitch by inserting your needle into 
the fabric inside the right angle. Pull 
your needle through the fabric near 
the top and to the left of the last But- 
tonhole stitch. You are now ready to 
start your Raised Stem stitches. 
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Use Buttonhole stitches as foundation 
for Raised Stem stitches. It is better 
to cover a limited area (3 to 8 Button- 
hole stitches) at a time, than to go 
all around the border with each row. 
When you reach end of first row, in- 
sert needle into pull it 
through to right side again just below 
starting point. If work is lined, long 
stitch back to starting point can be

While I am on this subject, I 
will make a third and last recom- 
mendation as to guides, since it is 
to be assumed you are traveling by 
car. France suffers from a_ hotel 
shortage, particularly during the 
summer vacation months, and if 
you arrive unheralded (or even try 
to reserve a room on short notice) 
in the big centers, you may find 
yourself out of luck. But the ad- 
vantage of traveling by car is that 
you aren’t tied down to the big 
centers, and more intimate hotels 
in smaller places or in the open 
country may be more charming 
anyway, aside from being easier to 
get into. For a reliable list of pro- 
vincial hotels. almost entirely out- 
side the big towns, write to the 
Logis de France, 18 rue de l’Arcade, 
Paris, 8e, France. This is an associ- 
ation whose member hotels are ob- 
liged to meet certain standards of 
comfort and service. of which not 
the most negligible is the obliga- 
tion to quote you a price which in- 
cludes taxes and tips. Far too many 
hotels tell you what your room will 
cost per day—but when you get the 
bill, those two items may add as 
much as 35 per cent to it. The kind 
of hotels associated with the Logis 
of France are not likely to be 
snooty if you arrive full of lunch 
and want to go easy at dinnertime. 
Also, though they are not selected 
for gastronomic reasons, they 
should set a respectable table. 


[CHELIN takes care of you 

pretty well for the known es- 
tablishments, but one of the charms 
of gastronomic touring is discover- 
ing simple little unknown places, 
which are usually good because 
they provide the unabashedly 
homely cooking of the region. 

But among the many unpreten- 
tious places you will pass while 
driving through the French coun- 
tryside, which will be likely to pro- 
vide such discoveries? I can’t tell 
you what the details are that decide 
me for or against entering a given 
restaurant. The process is instine- 
tive and automatic, and operates 
even from a moving vehicle. A few 
years before the war. I was driving 
from Paris to Nice. Slowing down 
to make an S-turn through the cen- 
ter of a small town called St.- 
Pierre-le-Moutier, | saw a promis- 
ing restaurant out of the corner of 
my eye. It was lunchtime, so I 
slammed on the brakes, and, ignor- 


ing a second place across the street 


which from the outside looked su- 
perficially more impressive, I went 
into the Relais Gastronomique, and 
proceeded to eat one of the great- 
est meals of my life. 


T WAS hardly a discovery. [| 

learned afterwards that the Re- 
lais Gastronomique of St.-Pierre-le- 
Moutier was at that time the only 
three-star restaurant between Paris 
and the Riviera, but I didn’t know 
it then, and I am still unable to ex- 
plain what caused me to stop ab- 
ruptly and lunch there. By the} 
same token, | am completely un- 
able to pass on the process by which 
I choose unknown restaurants. 

But here are a few tips: 





(a) Choosing between a_ place 
that opens for the season and one 
that operates all year around, take 
the second. In the first place. it 
has a permanent staff, which should 
mean better cooking in the kitchen 
and better service in the dining 
room. In the second place, the will- 
ingness to continue to serve cus 
temers during the slack periods a: 
well as when the pickings are lus 
indicates the kind of spirit that 
gives the client a ‘break. Also, the 
owner doesn’t have to mak 
enough money in three months t 
pay his overhead for the year. 

(b) In a garrison town, eal 
where the officers do. They kno 
the best places. 

(c) For roadside restaurants, 
sign is trucks parked outside A 
meal times. Truck drivers know the 
road, they are free to stop any: 
where on their routes, and if many 
of them have picked the same 
place, it is a sign of good value 
And, of course, at such places you 
will expect hearty, rather than del- 
icate food, but the price should be 
reasonable. 

(d) If you get out and inspect 
the displayed bill of fare, give 
preference to a place that lists 























local specialties and, in vineyard 
country, local wines. Another good 
sign on a menu is the offer of a 
known type of wine—say Beaujo- 
lais, Vouvray, or the like—in ca- 
rafe instead of more expensively 
in bottles. A restaurant manager 
who pays attention to his wines 
makes a point of providing a drink- 
able beverage for those who don’t 
want to go in for fine vintages at 
that particular meal. The chances 
are better that such a restaurateur 
has the fine vintages when you 
want them, than they are for 4 
competitor who hasn’t bothered ta 
search for an honest wine that he 
can serve in a carafe.

With this stitch, make wheat sheaves, fish, or fine borders 


Sheaf stitch bundles and ties together 
lengthwise stitches. Work it in two 
contrasting colors. 

Start stitch with a foundation made 
of three or more pairs of vertical 
stitches about one inch long and two 
inches apart. Length of verticals and 
space between pairs may be varied 
at will. Place vertical stitches close 
together, and work with long thread.

Dye your own yarns 
for more interesting colors 


and textures 


By RACHEL APPLETON 


@ Once you have known the fascination of weaving (see 
pages 154-159), you can add another dimension to the ex- 
perience by creating your own stock of raw materials. Since 
the type of weaving suggested by House BEAUTIFUL allows 
the use of almost every kind of yarn, string, twine, cord, 
strip, or filament, your sources of material will be all 
around you—from plumbers’ packing twine to cotton fish- 
ing cord. Many of these materials will be raw and un- 
colored. You can create just the subtle shades you want by 


dyeing them yourself, using the simple method shown here. 





Almost any aniline dye made for home use is suitable. White household 
vinegar is added during dyeing to help the yarn absorb the dye and set the 
color. Pour contents of dye package into clean glass jar, fill it half-full 
with hot tap water, then stir to dissolve all dye. This is the basic dye. 





Use other clean jars for dyeing, one color to a jar. Put one teaspoonful 


of white vinegar and one teaspoonful of basic dye into the jar. Prepare 
a few small hanks of yarn, put them in the jars, and push them to the bottom.

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How To Compose Color Schemes 


By JOHN vpEKOVEN HILL 


@ Since your home is the only part of your environ- 
ment over which you have any control, it pays to 
master all the useful ways that can make a contribu- 
tion to improving it. The most-easy-to-manipulate 
element for creating satisfaction and delight is color. 
Furthermore, color is one of the least expensive at- 
mospheric effects at your disposal. 

Everything inside a room, plus everything that can 


be seen outdoors from within, is part of the color

scheme. For all things seen together affect each other 
—for better or worse. The color of the wood, in furni- 
ture or woodwork, counts just as much as whether the 
trees seen are bare or in leaf, whether the sky is gray, 
white, or blue. 

Everything has to be considered, because every- 
thing affects everything else. So the beginning of the 
art of color scheming is seeing all and the inter-

® The putting of things together makes them something other 
than what they are alone. It changes their intrinsic meaning- 
fulness. So it follows that there must be a sympathy between 
all things seen together. 

How to arrange things so this happens? We hope these 25 
pages tell you, leading you from the simple combining of a 
few objects to the complex combinations that occur when you 
do a whole room. 

If you were combining only two or three objects and they 
were to be seen alone, as in a shadow box, they would need 
to be interesting in themselves and by themselves, If not inter-

esting in themselves, it would be difficult to compose a few 
objects into an interesting whole. The more things that are to 
be seen together the easier it is to “get away with” objects that 
are not, in themselves, very interesting. This is why everyone 
should take heart, for a room requires a great complex of 
objects, and it is this very complexity that offers the oppor- 
tunity to have beauty without owning priceless treasures that 


are important in themselves. 

The two pictures above are examples (in a small way) of a 
basic principle. Each has, as its core, an interesting feature: 
the fabric on the left, the paper on the right. Both are interest- 


ing for two reasons—their patterns are not regular and their 
colors are not uniform, Flat, uniform colors are not as interest- 
ing as textured colors. And regular pattern is not as interesting 
as interrupted pattern. The unfinished and irregular calls you 
back to look again. 

In both pictures above the color is not spread evenly, The 
patterns serve more to introduce a rich variety of colors, rather 
than to establish a dominant design motif. They offer a means 
of enrichment by creating a textural quality. Each pattern has 
one over-all! color effect but within each there are many difler-

There is not a pure flat color in any of these schemes. If one is 
unpatterned, there is sheen or texture or a two-toneness. If 
wood, there is grain. If painted, there is the mark of use and 
wear that creates texture and two-tones. 

Study each object and surface separately. You will find each 
is multicolored. But the sum of these many shades or colors 
adds up to one dominant color. 

The objects from nature demonstrate best how many shades 
and colors can add up to one rich color, In fact, any object of 
nature is an excellent source for color schemes—to learn the 
principles from, as well as to “copy cold.” But note that these 
man-made objects have the same patina as the nature objects. 
The liquid characteristics of ceramic glaze (dish, above right) 
produce the same come-and-go quality possessed by the apples 
and quince, or the wood tray bearing the patina that comes 
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from time and use. In all, the disposition of color is not spread 
evenly. And the colors of the various objects and surfaces re- 
late to each other. No color contrasts sharply with any other 
color, as red and white do. 

In these first seven pictures you see, in smal] combinations, 
the fundamentals that apply to all livable schemes. To be liv- 


able, a scheme must have an over-allness, so it is one thing 


rather than a jumpy collection of many things. To be agreeable, 


rooms need to be settings for people rather than the main point, 
competing with people for attention. These calm combinations 
are all based on the Japanese principles of beauty known as 
shibui, which have been explained several times in HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL. The portfolio of color schemes on the next 20 pages 
shows how the shibui principles can be applied to all the com- 


ponents of a room.

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How to Apply 
A Color Scheme 
To a Whole Room 


Shibui principles let you achieve 
complex richness without 
a feeling of confusion 


and without obviousness 


@ The easiest way to furnish a room would be to 
deal with only a few colors and few objects rather 
than risk discord and clutter. But the resulting 
emptiness always lacks richness, warmth, and depth 
of interest. But, by applying color schemes like 
those on the preceding pages, you can create a 
richly complex atmosphere that retains an over-all 
calm and quiet effect. In using these color schemes, 
every element in the room must be considered as 
a color. Even the tiniest accessory becomes a part 
of the color scheme. 

In the living room at left you can see how the red 
lacquer pieces supply the needed bright touches 
that are essential. The somber deep tones that 
might otherwise be supplied by fabrics or carpet- 
ing are present in wood furniture, the oriental 
screens and, especially, in the ebony piano. The 
only architectural feature that affected the color 
planning was the marble fireplace. Gold tones of 
the draperies and walls are also dominant in the 
carpet. Other fabrics in the room are henna and 
pale green, but they are qualified with threads in 
the same golden wheat. In a random abstract pat- 
tern, the carpet echoes all these colors, including 
the deep browns. 

In this room there are no jarring contrasts. 
Nothing clamors for attention. The brilliant, pure 
colors in the accessories are like spice in a recipe. 
They create bright points of interest and, by con- 
trast, accentuate the soft richness of the deeper 
tones in the room. Since these bright spots are in 
small scale in relation to the whole room, the total 
effect seems calm and quiet, an interesting yet rest- 
ful setting. (Please turn the page) 
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HOW TO APPLY A COLOR SCHEME TO A WHOLE ROOM

@ If you have studied the foregoing 24 pages of color 
schemes, you may have noted one common characteristic: 
They are all non-positive. None is theatrical or positive. 

To be livable, easy-to-take while still satisfying, your color 
environment should be undemanding yet inieresting. 

Theatrical color schemes have their place. Theatrics can 
be used by people who can afford to redo their decorating 
frequently. Dramatic coloring is appropriate in public places 
where one does not spend much time. They are acceptable 
in part-time homes, like week-end houses. Bold, positive 
schemes are like party decorations or Christmas decorations. 
They may be enchanting for short periods but you would not 
want to live with them forever. They are too strongly con- 
trasty to be agreeable for many years. 

Bold theatrical schemes are not recommended for places 
where you spend most of your time. To be bold they cannot 
have any depths of interest to make you look again—their 
very boldness making them obvious. And having only one 
simple aspect (such as green and white or green and blue), 
the colors cannot change very much in different lights and 
in different seasons. Consequently you tend to dismiss them 
from your mind rather soon. 

The schemes we have shown you on the foregoing pages are 
all non-positive. They are also complex. None is obvious. 
All are diffused, which is to say made up of many inter- 
locking elements. 

Colors reflect each other. as a mirror reflects. A red 
carpet on the floor puts a pink tinge on a white ceiling. 
just as pink walls make your skin look healthier. This 
interaction of colors on each other must. therefore, not be 
overlooked. It is better to harness this tendency and make it 
work for you. 

Nor can you forget what different kinds of exposure do to 
colors. If a room used but one color (all four walls, plus 
floor and ceiling), it would appear different depending on 
whether it was facing north, south, east, or west. For different 
exposures produce diflerent kinds of light, as every artist 
and photographer knows. 

Even the weather and the seasons change the colors of a 
room. So does latitude, for the quality of light gets more 
intense in southerly latitudes, and colors seem brighter. And 
gray-sky days have a different effect on color than blue-sky 
days or white-sky days. 

This interaction of everything conspires to create com- 
plexity. Nature itself is so multi-colored that one is led to

the conclusion that perhaps complexity in color-scheming 
is not only valid but necessary. 

But how to achieve a complexity that is quiet instead of 
strident? Obviously there must be some control, some uni- 
fying principie. or the result will be wild confusion. 

Here again it is wise to turn to nature for the answer. 
For nature never makes a mistake—colorwise. And Japan. 
the culture that has achieved the greatest heights of beauty 
in man-made things, has studied nature and applied her 
principles more assiduously than any other civilization. 

Can we isolate the aesthetic bylaws which operate to make 
nature the beautiful thing it is and which were used in mak- 
ing these schemes? Here are six points that may help you 
understand. 

1. No color in nature is uniformly even. Rather it is 
shaded, containing many shades of the same color. 

2. There is no color matching. In a green landscape there 
are thousands of greens. And besides greens, there are thou- 
sands of other colors: bark colors, stone colors, soil colors. 
flower colors. 

3. The colors in the highest ratio in a scene of nature 
are quiet, undemanding. Bright, vibrant colors are in a very 
small ratio to the over-all scene. 

4. Pattern and texture are everywhere in nature. Every 
leaf is veined, every tree trunk is textured. But you have to 
come up close to see that this is so. It does not show from 
far off. You have to examine, to find. This patterning and 
texturing goes hand in hand with the shaded coloring, dis- 
cussed in Point One above. This is why there is dimension 
in the coloring, why no color is flat and uniform and even. 

©. There is a certain ratio in nature between shininess 
and dullness. Most of any natural landscape does not sparkle 
or glitter or shine. It is matte finish in the main. But there 
are always tiny flecks of glitter, from the sparkle of dew in 
the morning to the refracted light bouncing off broad-leafed 
evergreens, the sun backlighting deciduous leaves, and the 
sparkle of sunlight on lakes and streams and ponds. 

6. Though there is plenty of pattern in nature, there is 
no monotonous repeating of the pattern—identical pattern 
repeating identical pattern. Each leaf is slightly different from 
every other leaf. Each lichen is a little different in color 
and shape from its neighbors. Yet all these compose into a 
quiet interesting whole. There is tremendous variety, but 
there is unity within the variety. As a result, there is no 


confusion. The same principle can apply to a room. 


This is not meant to be an 
elegant house. If it has ele- 
gance. it is in its honesty. 
Its materials are the simplest 
and least expensive you can 
find anywhere, but they are 
used forthrightly, without 
sham or cover-up, and with 
beautiful orderliness and 
logic of design. The house is 
elevated above its site for an 
added sense of security, pri- 
vacy, and reireat, important 
to someone liying alone, as 
is the ease here. It is also a 
safeguard against two ereeks 
on the property, which have 
been known to rampage. In 
all three photos, note how the 
baleonies make outdoor space 
an integral part of the house 
itself, add to its size, and 
help keep what is essentially 
a small house from looking 


tall and ungainly.

@ A low budget need not condemn you to a tract house. The 
house shown on these pages was built for $20,000. That 
price does not include the land, but it does include a well, 
septic system, driveway, and architectural fees. Designed 
for retirement, it had to be economical in both its original 
construction and its future maintenance. Study its plans 
(on the following page) and its photographs, and you will 
find in them a basic primer of money-saving principles that 
are valid no matter what type of house you build. 

This is not a large house, but it uses its square footage 


extremely well. It wastes no space on attic, basement, or 


crawl space. (Theyre expensive.) It is generous in its 
use of easy-access decks. (They're cheap.) And it makes 
what space it has look like more by holding to a limited 
palette of materials. When you jump from one material to 
another, you lose continuity; things look smaller. 

Despite its openness, the house retains a certain mystery. 
You don’t see it all at a glance. There always appears to 
be a little more around the next corner.

are inseparable. One is planned for the other. A wise (and 
money-saving) policy is to buy a beautiful site and then 
do nothing in your building to diminish that beauty. That 
was done here. Great outcroppings, which nature had placed, 
were left unmolested. How wasteful it would have been to 
bulldoze away the rich assets the site already had and then 
try to impose a new man-made beauty. 

By observing the basic rules of climate control, this house 
gained again. Built on a south slope, it is sheltered on 
the north from cold winter blasts. Broadside to the south, 
its large-windowed living areas enjoy free sun-warmth, 
light, and cheer that a less favorable orientation would 
have denied them. 

There was no expensive digging of a foundation. The 
“basement” of the house is above ground, on a slab floor, 
and its walls support only the middle of the structure. 
The rest is supported on simple, inexpensive posts. The 


house saves further by being cantilevered, projecting out 


beyond its supports on all sides. But (Please turn the page) 


Where living room window turns corner, above, glass is 
mitered, so that the eye is not stopped by the corner and 
the sense of space continues on. Generous roof overhangs 
also extend the feeling of space. Varying roof planes make 
the room much more interesting. It is not just a box. Below, 
we are looking in opposite direction across the living area. 








This is the study-guest room, the 
door of which is glimpsed in the 
photo above at the end of the 
long-axis view.

Here again, space is not contained 
but extended.

this is not a rude, cheap economy. By being post-supported 
and cantilevered. the house gains a look of light airiness 
and grace, a delightfully elongated, floating look. There 
is the further bonus of sheltered areas below the house, 
for carport, play, and relaxation. It is also a dry place 
to store wood for the fireplace which, like the foundation, 
is of low-cost concrete block. 

Economy was achieved by building the house frame of 
posts and beams and exposing this rough-lumber structure as 
a decorative feature. To save costly finishing of this frame 
later (it would have meant a lot of ladder work and hand 
brushing), the enterprising builder constructed a dipping 
trough on the site and stained all structural members before 
they were erected, That took almost no time at all. 

Between the posts are set saridwiches of cement-asbestos 
sheets bonded to an insulating core. These panels are held 
in place by strips of wood. One side of the panel is then 
the exterior of the house, the other the interior wall. No 
painting is required inside or out. Once the panels are 
in place, the wall is done. Contrast this with ordinary wall

istory has put the rose in a unique position among the 

flowers. No other has enjoyed such homage from so many 
different cultures, epochs, and regions of the globe. But why? 
What makes the rose so special? 

The flower has a beauty all its own. The photographs on the 
following pages show it well. Your mind’s eye will recall even 
more. It has obyious splendor. But it also has a subtle beauty 
and the intrigue of change. To the knowing eye, it offers delight 
from the moment the tight green bud splits, to show a touch of 
petal color, until the flower unfolds to full magnificence. 

And there is something beyond what the eye can comprehend. 
The open flower is a fathomless pool of color and form. The 
lovely petals enfold other beauties, deep inside. How much more 
is there? What will tomorrow bring, and the day after? These 
mysteries are sufficient to make the rose the most feminine of 
all the flowers—and insure its eternal place in our gardens. 

Sonie roses, however, are more to be desired than others. Here 
we show the ten selected as the all-time, all-around best of their 
kind. The choosing was as thorough and fair as could be. These 
were selected in a continuing nationwide test program conducted 


by the American Rose Society. (Text continues on page 145)

THE ALL-TIME BEST ROSES 
continued 


The A.R.S., now an organization of some 16,000 
rose enthusiasts, set out in 1926 to evaluate, as accu- 
rately as possible, the all-around performance of all 
the garden roses. It was decided that the only proper 
test of the quality of a rose was to have it grown by as 
many people in as many climates as possible, and 
record their opinions. A nationwide testing program 
called ““Proof of the Pudding” was established and 
has now been in successful operation for 36 years. 

Every aspect of a rose is judged—quality of foliage, 
vigor, health, hardiness, fragrance, shape of bush, 
shape of bud and flower, and many others. 

Beginning one year after introduction, every rose 
is tested for five consecutive years. Each participant 
grows the rose and ranks it numerically. The Amer- 
ican Rose Society averages the individual ratings and 
publishes them in the American Rose Annual. 

The testing is remarkably thorough. The 1961 rat- 
ings were contributed by 157 rose societies and test 
gardens in every major climate in the United States. 
As many as 3,000 individual judgments have been 
recorded for some of the roses on this list of the ten 
best. A national rose survey is also conducted period- 
ically to check on the continued performance of all 
garden roses and to bring the ratings up to date. 

The A.R.S. ratings would give 10 points to the per- 
fect rose, which is yet to be found. Roses with an aver- 
age of 9 to 10 are considered outstanding, 8 to 9 is 
excellent, 7 to 7.9 is good, 6 to 6.9 is fair. Those rated 
3 to 5.9 are of questionable value. The ten roses shown 
here all have national scores of 8.8 or more. Other 
varieties or types with lower ratings may have char- 
acteristics of color, form, or fragrance that appeal 
more to you. A list should be considered simply a 
starting point, not a goal. 

Any list, by its very nature, is somewhat unfair 
to other worthy varieties that happened to fall just 
below an arbitrary line. Such high-rated roses as 
Helen Traubel (8.7), Eutin (8.6), or Spartan (8.5) 
are obviously superb. 

But among those who know and love roses best, the 


ten shown here stand above all others of their type.

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They fully qualify as the standard of comparison. 
This applies for experienced gardeners as well as 
beginners. 

Study the catalogs to find the characteristics that 
mean the most to you and your garden. You might also 
make good use of the 1962 Guide to Buying Roses. It 
is published by the A.R.S. and lists most of the roses 
available today. It includes the National Rating of 
each along with other details. The Guide is free. Send 
to: Guide Department, American Rose Society, 4048 
Roselea Place, Columbus 14, Ohio. 

Our list includes only the bush-type roses—hybrid 
tea, grandiflora, and floribunda. We restricted it to 
these because they are the most used. We did not in- 
clude climbers, miniatures, or old-fashioned roses, 
although the climbers, Paul’s Scarlet, Mrs. Sam Me- 
Gredy, and New Dawn, and the miniatures, Red Imp 
and Cinderella are rated 8.8 or above. Here, briefly, 
are the basic differences in the three types shown. 

HYBRID TEA. This is the result of a cross between 
the old-fashioned tea roses with the hybrid perpetuals. 
The purpose was to combine the color and flower size 
of the one with the long bloom time and greater hardi- 
ness of the other. It was an eminent success. Today the 
hybrid teas, noted for their lovely large flowers, are 
the most popular of all roses. 

FLORIBUNDA. This cross between the old polyantha 
and the hybrid tea was made to combine hardiness and 
longer season of bloom with larger flowers. This, too, 
was successful. The flowers, of good size, are borne in 
showy clusters and bloom most of the summer. 

GRANDIFLORA. This floribunda-hybrid tea is much 
the same as the floribunda but with fuller clusters of 
larger flowers. Establishing this separate class has 
been called unnecessary by some botanists. 

Although any rose will suffer along and produce a 
few blooms in the face of adversity, it will repay you 
handsomely for enlightened attention. This tends to 
separate the novice from the expert, and attract the 
enthusiasts. All things considered, it is no wonder 
that the genus Rosa enjoys as devoted, skillful, and 
numerous a following as any flower that grows.

The Intensive Use of Space 


— what it really means 


@ Many persons consider that they have done their storage 
planning job well when floor space has been set aside for 
a closet or a cabinet. Actually, the job has just begun, for 
the big question is: Are you going to get the most use out 
of those square feet of floor space? 

The emphasis on “big closets” as a selling feature today 
has obscured some of the basic facts of storage planning. 
Unless the space in a closet or cabinet is easy to get at, 
it is often never used in actual practice. Thus, the big closet 
and deep cabinet may be less practical than two smaller or 
shallower units. Older houses often have great barn-like 
closets that attract modern families, but, after moving in, 
the owners often find it necessary to open up larger doors 


to the closets, or split them up in some way. 





The real answer to our storage needs today is to find 
space not being used within our present rooms, then develop 
storage units to put this space to intensive use. This means 
subdividing and arranging the storage so that there are no 
large chunks wasted—no pile-up of equipment, no unreach- 
able corners. It means using modern cabinetry and hardware 
to create sectioned spaces, sliding trays, vertical divisions. 
It does not always mean closets or cabinets to the ceiling 
(for this is often undesirable), but it means making every 
square inch count. 

Where do you find lost space? It may be anywhere—next 
to a radiator, behind a door, beside a jog in the wall, under 
a window, over another cabinet, along a hallway, at the 
foot of the bed, even under tables (see examples on page 151).

WEAVER’S VOCABULARY 


Back-Strap Loom: A primitive weaving technique in which 
the body, instead of a frame, becomes the tension maker. 
Threads are anchored to a post or doorknob at one 
end and cords tied securely around the waist of the 
weaver at the other. 


Weaving Frame or Belt Loom: Lightweight frame which 
has 40 holes punched into it and 39 slots. You pass 
a thread through each one of these openings. By rais- 
ing or lowering this tool by hand, you raise or lower 
your warp threads. The one shown is from Hughes- 
Fawcett (ordering information, page 169). 


Warp: The lengthwise threads which make your background. 
These can be all one color, two or three shades of one 
color, or any combination you want to experiment with. 


Weft: These are the threads you weave through the warp, or 
background. Each shot of weft is called a pick. 


Shuttle: The tool used to carry the weft thread across your 
weaving. It can be plastic, wood, or even cardboard. 
You just wind a length of yarn around it. You might 
have two or three colors going at once, so prepare 
several shuttles. 


Shed: The triangle of space created in your warp threads when 
you raise or lower the warp. This shed space enables 
you to slip your shuttle of yarn between the warp 
threads without tediously weaving in and out of every 
thread. 


Shot: The action of sending the yarn-wrapped shuttle across 
the shed space, thereby leaving a new weft yarn. Every 
time you make a shot you must raise or lower your 
weaving frame. Otherwise you are not weaving. 


Beater: The tool used to push the weft yarn down into position. 
In our example the beater is the weaving frame itself. 


Comb: Another kind of beating can be done with any large- 
tooth comb. It’s easy to manipulate for the kind of 
free-hand weaving technique shown in the demonstra- 
tion tapestries made by Lenore Tawney for this lesson. 


‘ Butterfly: A length of yarn wound into a figure-eight form 
over your thumb and forefinger. In using it, you unwind 
from the inside, beginning with the end that you started 
winding around your finger. This makes it easy to 


handle. 


Sword: Any stick or ruler that will do the job of holding a 
shed position open for you. This allows you to use both 
hands to work out a design with your butterfly of yarn. 


All of these terms and tools appear in the following pages of 


instructions and photographs on how to learn to weave. 


@ Weaving has always seemed something of a mystery to the 
uninitiated. Watching the hand-weaver at his loom working 
the shuttle and the beater, then seeing the resulting fabric. 
is rather awesome. How can all the parts come together 
so beautifully? The assumption is that it takes great talent, 
training, and a substantial investment of cash. Still, putting 
threads together to create an original design has the fascina- 
tion of composing music, in which the same handful of notes 
can be manipulated to produce different tunes. In weaving 
we have at our disposal a fantastic array of threads and 
yarns. We have to learn to play with them and start to see 
them as colors and textures. 

Rather than burden you with expensive or cumbersome 
equipment, Lenore Tawney has worked out a way you can 
learn to weave before you make a big investment. Mrs. 
Tawney chose the primitive back-strap loom technique, one 
of the earliest systems of weaving. Although she does all of 
her own work on a regular loom, Mrs. Tawney made the two 
demonstration tapestries on the facing page by this back- 
strap loom method, just to show us the possibilities. 

Once you familiarize yourself with the vocabulary of 
weaving terms (left), you won't feel so ignorant. Remem- 
ber, each time you investigate a new creative skill. you 
broaden your understanding of a whole art form. Instructions 
for preparing this back-strap loom and step-by-step photo- 
graphs of the weaving process are on the next two pages. 
On page 169 you will find sources for exciting threads and 
yarns similar to the ones Mrs. Tawney uses. And on page 
99 is an article on how to dye your own wool for weaving.

Don’t pull this weft thread taut, but allow it to lie diagonally 
across the warp. Tight weft threads pull the whole panel out of 
shape. While you’re learning, it is better to slightly exaggerate 
the side loops of the weft threads. Immediately after the first shot is 
made, lower the weaving frame and bring it forward as a beater. 


When the dowel is inserted, immediately change your shed and 

beat gently with the weaving frame. Extra care here is important 

because it’s so easy to break the thread when it’s too taut over the 
dowel. Notice how Mrs. Tawney uses both hands, to be sure none of 
the threads slips off the outside edges. 


Manipulating a butterfly takes a littke more practice than ordinary 
weaving. But with it you can arrange the threads in any position 
you wish—in circles, squares, or gently wandering lines. Change 
your shed every time you change direction, Otherwise your design will 


go slack and wind up in a little heap. 


Now you’re beating the weft thread into position. If you need 
both hands for this operation you may rest the shuttle right on 
the base of the panel. After beating, slide the frame back, make 
another shot through the shed, raise the frame, and beat. Repeat this 


for five rows of coarse thread, five of second thread. 


Pick up your shuttle again and make another five or six shots, 
or until you measure about an inch of weft above the dowel. 
(Continue to beat carefully for several shots, since this is 
still a tender area.) Cut your shuttle loose after the last beating 


action. You’ve finished this phase of weaving. 


When you are more proficient, you can have two different 
butterflies going at once. Notice the comb that is used now 


as the beater instead of the weaving frame. When you finish 


free-hand design, take up shuttle and finish top with same thread- 


and-dowel pattern as at bottom. Tie off the warp threads in bunches.

Inspiration to those 
who want to develop 


their artistic potential

No. 4 in the series: 


Creators who will influence your life 


@ It is good to know about Lenore Tawney, one 
of the contemporary world’s great tapestry 
artists and a woman who weaves her life with 
artistry as well. In her career she exemplifies 
the successful break-through of the contempo- 
rary craftsman into the area of fine arts. 

There is an organic flow, a process of con- 
tinual growth and development in her life, for 
she believes that through creative work one also 
grows as a person; and, as one grows as a per- 
son, there is reciprocal growth in the work. 

Lenore Tawney is indeed a woman who has 
grown with her work. She made the decision on 
what she wanted and has thrown aside the rest. 
For the past seven years in which she has dedi- 
cated herself to tapestry, pursuing it single- 
mindedly, Lenore Tawney has become Amer- 
ica’s foremost artist in this medium. 

Technically, aesthetically, and emotionally, 
she has deepened the whole field of possibilities 
for tapestry design and introduced it as a mean- 
ingful art form for today. 

She has done so by both freeing herself of 
the classic definitions of tapestry design, and 
by carrying to its furthest limits, to date, the 
contemporary philosophy of weaving which 
holds that the structure of the cloth should be 
expressed. 

More than anyone else, Tawney has exploited 
the use of solids and voids, of opaqueness and 
transparency—the see-through potential of tap- 
estries for today. 

While using tapestry technique, she has gone 
beyond the flat surface, plain weave, and single 
fiber characteristic of traditional tapestry. She 
collects yarns of different character and unspun 
fiber to work from, uses feathers and shaggy 
pile. She has added dimension to tapestry, build- 
ing up areas, varying texture and density, ex- 
ploiting the potential for iridescence inherent 
in weaving. 

Her work is essentially subjective. It has a 
sensitive. mysterious inner knowingness. The 
primitive simple yarn structure of the medium. 
in her hands, permits the greatest variety of 
expression, 

Some of her pieces are gleeful. with the colon 
of a bed of zinnias with the sun on them. They 
have a bubbling-over quality, a feeling of fan- 
tasy in the sense of Chagall’s paintings. 

Others are somber—very dark, with sooty 
matte blacks, dark blues, mouldy browns 
swamp colors with owls and spiders. rendering 
feelings of opaque mystery. 

Still others are ethereal. with pale colors 
pale yarns, attenuated forms—sheer trans

@ Making music is deeply gratifying, whether you are a 
rank amateur or a great artist, whether the instrument is 
a ukulele or a piano. There are, in fact, 32 million amateurs 
making music in the United States today, and the total 
grows every day. 

People give many reasons for learning an instrument. 
One woman paralleled her son’s lessons, hoping for family 
musicales or at least duets. Another needed relief from a 
monotonous job. A business executive, making far-reaching 
decisions during the day, restored his perspective by learn- 
ing Bach in the evening. Another planned to accompany 
himself and other singers. An extrovert wanted to make his 
parties more successful by providing the entertainment him- 
self. An introvert sought a richer way to be alone without 
being lonely. 

Perhaps the most gratifying aim of all is simply to know 
more about music. Lessons in playing will sharpen all your 
musical wits. Your pleasure in listening and understanding 
concerts and records will increase if you do it yourself. 
You will learn to read music and understand basic musical 
forms. You will “discover” the scale and its interesting 
characteristics. You will make friends with harmony, coun- 
terpoint, and improvisation. You will see what composers 
are “getting at’ as you try to do what they ask. You will 
develop an enjoyment of complicated rhythmic patterns 
as you learn their facts of life. All these results are the 
“extras” you get from learning to play a Chopin étude or 
“Turkey in the Straw.” 

Of course, you must set realistic goals for yourself. The 
possibility of your becoming a concert artist does not exist. 
But if you give consistent attention to developing skills, 
you can play for yourself with satisfaction, perform for 
family and friends, accompany, and participate in ensemble 
music making.

Vermouth— | 


Magic Cooking Ingredient 


Overlooked in the gourmet kitchens 


of its origin countries, both the sweet and dry types 


now add herbal spiciness to American recipes 


By BETTY WASON 
Author of “Cooks, Gluttons, and Gourmets”* 


e@ America’s creative cooks have 
discovered a secret the great culi- 
nary masters of Europe somehow 
overlooked: Vermouth is a superb 
ingredient in marinades, 


and stews. This aromatic apéritif 


sauces, 


wine has been consumed as a bey- 
erage since ancient times. It was a 
favorite in taverns along the Ap- 
pian Way when Julius Caesar ruled 
Rome, and it is still the most pop- 
ular of café drinks throughout Eu- 
rope. Yet, oddly, none of the clas- 
sic French or Italian recipes in- 
cludes vermouth as an ingredient. 

Basically, vermouth is a white 
wine infused with an enormous 
number of herbs, spices and roots. 
It gets its name from the shrub 
Artemisia absinthium. The English 
called the same herb wormwood, 
the Germans pronounced the name 
vermut, and the French gallicized 
it to vermouth. (The roots of the 
same herb once were used in mak- 
ing absinthe, the liqueur which 
gained such an ominous reputation 
in the 19th Century that its man- 
ufacture finally was prohibited in 
both France and Switzerland. Ab- 
sinthe was blamed as a cause of in- 
sanity, sterility, and various other 
ills, though in an earlier age the 
same herb was believed to have 
great potency in warding off dis- 
ease. Anyway, only the harmless 
blossoms, not the root, are used 
to make vermouth. ) 

Even before the Romans discov- 
ered the appetite-provoking quali- 
ties of wine flavored with absin- 
thium blossoms, the Greeks had 
made a similar apéritif and they, in 
turn, had borrowed the idea from 
the Persians. It was the Romans 
who began adding other flavorings: 
a recipe for “apsinthium” in the 
famous Roman cook book of Api- 
called for dates, 
honey, resin, and dittany leaves, in 


clus saffron,

The Apician recipe concludes, “As 
it should be bitter, you need not 
add coal.” Curiously, 1,900 years 
later, the firm of Noilly Prat et Cie. 
in France would steep their dry

Until that time, vermouth was 
made with sweet muscatel—as the 
Italian sweet vermouths are still 
made today. This is the difference 
between dry and sweet vermouths:

Many of the same flavoring 


agents are used in both the sweet} 


and the dry, though in different 
proportions. Each producer has his 
own secret formula and as many 
as 40 different flavoring agents may 


be used, which accounts for the} 


great variance in different brands. 
The ingredients usually include the 
herbs marjoram, oregano, thyme, 


gentian, and summer savory, and} 
the spices cinnamon, cloves, cori} 
ander, and nutmeg. Bitter orange},

orange and, when cinnamon is 
added, the spice points up the oth- 
erwise undetected essence of cin- 
namon in the vermouth. However, 
sweet vermouth is of limited culi- 
nary use. It is too sweet and too 
bitter. One cannot, willy-nilly, use 
it as a substitute for sweet sherry, 
for example. Yet dry vermouth may 
usually be substituted fer dry white 
wine with surprisingly wonderful 
results. Its bitterness is only faintly 
discernible, its herbal flavor is 
more delicate, and the fact that it 
is basically a dry white wine makes 
it adaptable to fish and sea-food 
dishes as well as meats. 

To produce each bottle of dry 
vermouth. about four years are re- 
quired. There is, first, the natural 
aging of the wine in open-air vats 
at chilling temperatures for a long 
period of time. Then it is blended 
with additional basic wine, filtered, 
and bottled. Sweet vermouth is 
made in a shorter time, by blend- 
ing a naturally sweet wine with 
sugar, fortifying it with brandy, 
and then infusing the fortified wine 
with the herbs, spices, and quinine. 

Just why vermouth was _ over- 
looked as a culinary ingredient 
all these centuries by the French 
and Italians, no one can explain. 
Perhaps it was because the earlier 
yermouths were all too bitter, or 
perhaps because they were consid- 
ered strictly apéritif drinks, as we 
think of cocktails. Anyway, it was 
not until the last decade here on 
our own shores that vermouth was 
accepted in cooking. 

Dry vermouth is, in a sense, a 
“convenience” item, a cooking 
short-cut, since it is a blend of 
herbs and spices with wine. A little 
of it added to the pan in which 
meat or fish has been cooked makes 
a superb sauce immediately. How-

The catalytic action is almost 
unpredictable. 

It takes a bit of daring and 
imagination to use vermouth in the 
kitchen, but the results are so su- 
perlative in most cases that, once 
the trick has been learned, ver- 
mouth seems as indispensable as 
the jar of instant minced onion, 
or the curry powder.

self-contained, protected, or in a 
state of high emotion. To Tawney 
they have a spiritual quality, re- 
lated to the freedom of the human 
spirit. 


In the early part of this century, 


some Scandinavian designers be- 
came interested in the revival ot 
tapestry in 2O0th-century terms. 
They were intrigued with yarns 


and the exposing or expressing ol 
them. Weavers such as Mrs. Eliel 
Saarinen were fascinated with 
playing wool pattern areas against 
a linen ground, and with creating a 
play of opaque and_ translucent 
cloth. 

They were interested in speeding 
up the techniques of an art that 
flowered in the languor of the Mid- 
dle Ages. They wanted a decora- 
tive panel that would be as vigor- 
ous and as direct as the new archi- 
tectural spaces being developed. It 
is this new philosophy of tapestry 
that 


amplified. 


design Lenore Tawney has 


Embodied in this approach to 
tapestry was the contemporaneous 
re-evaluation of weaving as a me- 
dium for expression. in which tex- 
ture and silhouette were rediscov- 
ered. To see new and original ex- 
pression in a very old medium, and 
not just one new form but a com- 
plete and new form in each piece 
of work. is wholly unlooked-for, 
and is a wonderful and gratifying 
experience. Fiber and yarn were 
revealed and exploited, and could 
be identified by the viewer. This 
contemporary approach to tapestry 
construction gives the viewer a 
feeling of participation. He can en- 
joy the construction and material. 
The experience is direct.

tions’ often attendant on special 
commissions. However, she recently 
completed a tapestry for the 
Chapel of the Inter-Church Center 
in Manhattan, handled in her own 
way, without the usual ceremonial 
preliminaries. 

This independence stems essen- 
tially from her own streneth of 
character. She is, however, fortu- 
nate, she believes. in having an in- 
dependent income. which permits 
a full commitment and the freedom 
to do in her work exactly as she 
chooses without deferring to the 
market place. 

Four years ago, Mrs. Tawney 
came from her native Chicago to 
live in New York for the stimula- 
tion of seeing contemporary work 
in the museums and galleries, and 
of living in the center. In con- 
trast to the stultifying provincial- 
ism prevalent among craftsmen, 
Mrs. Tawney identifies with artists 
and is interested in all the arts. Her 
friends are artists. 

When she decided to stay in New 
York, she wanted to be on the wa- 
ter. Almost Her 


home and studio are in an old sail- 


literally. she is. 


makers building at the southern 
tip of Manhattan. overlooking the 
harbor with its continual movement 
of small craft and shore birds. 


Her top-floor studio is a long sail

loft with windows on the harbor. 
There is enough space for things— 
old furniture, some left by the orig- 
inal sail-making occupants; four 
looms, baskets of yarn—all in an 
area of great openness, flooded by 
sunlight. 

Here she works without encum- 
brance—isolated, concentrating on 
what she is doing, with the satis- 
faction of complete involvement. 

Mrs. Tawney herself is tough 
and feminine, and a beautiful refu- 
tation of the idea that to be fem- 
inine is to be helpless. Physically 
she is diminutive, with high cheek- 
bones and firm skin—a kind of 
ageless handsomeness. She moves 
like a dancer—nimble and relaxed. 
Her almond-shaped eyes are her 
most important feature. They take 
in everything. She can observe 
without speaking, and be a part of 
a situation without conversing. 

When she speaks, her voice is 
soft and gently modulated—she 
“throws away’ her lines like an as- 
sured actress—and she is incisive. 
colorful, gay. and wry. 

Through traveling, she has 
learned to live outside the pressure 
of time. She feels no urgency to 
compete. 

Travel, to her, means perspec- 
tive, and a reorientation of values 
necessary as an antidote to some of 
the culturally deadening aspects of 
American life. Particularly in tray- 
els among primitive peoples and 
lands of ancient cultures does she 
find stimulation and affirmation. 

Lenore Tawney’s care is with in- 
ner growth. Being important or fa- 
mous is not her concern. Her idea 
is to be flexible, rather than organ- 
ized and efficient, to be moved by 
the world, rather than trying to 
move it. 

She looks forward to getting bet- 
ter, living better, doing better 
work. To her, life is an accumula- 
tion leading to feeling more, ex- 
pressing more. The idea, she says, 
is to be awake. Most of us are 
asleep. 

She quotes from Rimbaud in say- 
ing, “The goal of life is the trans- 
formation of the self into a maker 
of poetry or beauty. This transfor- 
mation is more important than 
anything done along the way.” 

It is her involvement with this 
transformation that makes Lenore 
Tawney what she is.

Ordinary paper bags may also be 


used. They give a lovely, steady glow 
of light, but are not as windproof as 
the perforated sacks. Fold a cuff on 
the top edge to stiffen sacks. Put in 
enough sand (about 3”) to hold 
candle firmly upright. Use them to 
define shapes, spotted singly or 
erouped, wherever they can serve as 
supplementary light. The eye adjusts 
readily to seeing in this soft light 
because there’s little contrast be- 


tween the source and background.

Which Instrument? 


Some instruments are easier to 
learn than others, some are primar- 
ily solo, others belong in an en- 
semble. Choose according to the 
sounds you like to hear, the kind 
of music you want to make, and 
the amount of time you can set 
aside regularly for practice. Don’t, 
for example, take up the difficult, 
demanding violin unless you have a 
good ear, patience, and, at the very 
least. an hour a day every day for 
practice. It takes considerable time 
before you can make a pleasing 
sound on the violin, achieve accu- 
racy of pitch, and play a tune. The 
classic guitar is another difficult in- 
strument to learn. The bassoon is 
not only difficult—it has a limited 
library of interesting music.

The saxophone is one of the easi- 
est of the woodwind instruments. 
Of the six “varieties,” the alto, C- 
melody, and tenor are the easiest 
to learn. It is most commonly an 
ensemble instrument in popular 
swing music, and its mellow tone 
lets it stand out for solo passages. 
Its library is limited, but if you 
like the sweet and easy, and can 
organize a small group, this may 
be the instrument for you. It is 
priced from $60. 

The trombone makes for many 
unusual musical effects and, while 
76 of them make quite a blast, the 
sound of one is rich and mellow. It 
is most popular in bands and dance 
combinations; it is excellent 
jazz instrument, and blends well 
with the piano for duets. It is a 
fairly difficult instrument to learn, 
because the slide has seven posi- 
tions, none of them exact. You 
need a good ear. But it is such fun 
to learn that the rewards far ex- 
ceed the demands of the instru- 
ment. It costs from $50. 

The clarinet, thanks to Benny 


an 


Goodman, has not been confined to 
band and orchestra. Its sweet tone 
is a fine medium for music of sey- 
eral centuries. While it is fairly 
difficult to learn, the popularity of 
the B-flat clarinet indicates that 
many people enjoy the effort. It is 
a good ensemble instrument with a 
large library of interesting music. 
Prices start at about $40. 


Playing as a Social 
Accomplishment 


But perhaps you are primarily 
interested in music as informal en- 
tertainment. There are instruments 
especially suited to 
They do not require the musical 
attention, the amount of practice 
or the skill of more serious instru- 
ments.

he cruises. The organ can get quite 
elaborate with a double keyboard, 
dozens of stops, pedals, and side 
effects. 

The strummed guitar (second in 
popularity to the piano) and the 
ukulele join the accordion in port- 
ability; they can go anywhere. 

All of these instruments are for 
group fun, for after-dinner sing- 
ing, and at parties, and anyone 
who can play them is a social asset 
wherever he goes. But, except for 
the ukulele, they are not limited 
to simple music. You can play 
quite complicated and demanding 
music as you develop your skills. 


Ways to Learn 


The last ten years have seen the 
development of more and _ better 
ways to learn. Nowadays, emphasis 
is put on playing interesting mu- 
sic from the beginning, on enjoy- 
‘ment rather than aptitude, and 
upon the whole world of music. 
This new attitude reflects the needs 
of amateurs, none of whom expect 
to star at Carnegie Hall. 
The number of ways to learn has 
increased. You can buy books, rec- 
_ords, take group or private instruc- 
tion. Whatever way you choose, 
however, you must make one or two 
serious decisions before you can 
expect to progress. You must set 
aside time, hopefully an hour a 
day, every day, for practice. It can 
be broken into bits and_ pieces, 
though once you find what joy it 
gives, you may prefer the unbroken 
stretch. Practicing, which is the 
process of learning, is the great 
joy of playing. The means are the 
ends. If you do not enjoy the proc- 
ess of music-making, you are miss- 
ing the main point of learning to 
play an instrument. The more you 
‘concentrate, the more quickly you 
progress. This intensive concentra- 
tion is a great tonic for the hectic 
lives so many of us lead. In fact, 
you will finish a practice session 
refreshed both physically and psy- 
chically. 


Books and Records 


. Aids to instruction come in many 
‘forms and levels of quality, but 
they do not replace a good teacher. 
Your teacher will recommend 
books that are helpful and records 


that may be useful. It is doubtful 





that much progress can be made 
with books and records alone. 

| The Music Minus One record 
‘series is fun and good practice. 
These recordings leave out a cru- 
cial instrument (the one you are 
playing) so that you can add it. 


The list of available records in- 
cludes American folk songs, mo- 
tets, and Renaissance dances (with 
soprano, alto or tenor recorder left 
out), brass music (trombone or 
trumpet left out), and Mendels- 
sohn piano trios (piano left out). 
It will take practice before you are 
a successful addition, but you will 
enjoy working at it. 

Some tape recorders come with 
recording and playback features 
that let you record and lock in on 
one track and then, listening to 
the first tape, record on top of it. 
The resulting duets or responses 
are a helpful way to listen to your- 
self and check progress, as well as 
an opportunity to be a one-man en- 
semble. 


Group Instruction 


Group instruction is usually for 
the piano and can be most easily 
found through piano dealers and 


the Y.M.C.A., where there is space | 


and the required number of pi- 
anos. The primary gain from group 
teaching is the moral support and 
motivation of fellow students in the 
same boat. A very practical benefit 
is that you can’t stop once you’ve 
begun a phrase of music. The rest 
of the group is playing and you are 
swept along with it. This is excel- 
lent practice, for wrong notes are 
far less important than a sense of 
the musical whole. Group instruc- 
tion usually runs in series of six- 
teen-week units paralleling a 
school term. One of the best pro- 
grams is at Columbia Teachers 
College. New York, where Director 
Robert Pace sees piano instruction 
as music-in-the-whole lessons in 
composition, harmony, improvisa- 
tion, and style as well as sight read- 
ing. By the end of the first term, 
his students are playing tunes and 
know basic accompaniments ap- 
propriate to hundreds of songs. The 


tuition of $80 a term breaks down , 


to $5 for a two-hour lesson. Group 
lessons at the Y.M.C.A. may be as 
low as $2 a class for a sixteen- 
week term. 


Private Lessons 


Most instruments, other than the 
piano, are more practically and re- 
wardingly taught through individ- 
ual instruction. For those who find 
a group of fellow beginners over- 
whelming, private lessons are also 
the answer. With a good teacher, 
progress and musical literature are 
geared to your individual ability 
and interests. You can expect a 
half-hour lesson to cost a minimum 
of $3 to $5. Fees rise according to 
the difficulty or rarity of instru- 
ment and the fame of the teacher.

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There’s room among. roses 


for other flowers, too

e A rose catalog says: “Roses have 
The first is a cold, wet 
soil, and the next is competition 
with plants in the same bed.” AI- 
though I have had roses bloom) 
profusely in a perennial border, 
they probably would have done even 
better in a bed of their own. So, 
let us assume that the catalog is 
right in principle. But still there 
are plants that can be grown as 
ground covers in the same bed with 
roses. These will not give them too 
much competition and will be more 
interesting and colorful than the 
mulch or bare earth of the rose bed. 

Getting maximum use from every 
bit of garden space is an end much 
to be desired, especially nowadays 
'when we haven’t as much time to 
garden, or room in which to spread 
our plants about. 

The rose bed, usually sacred to 
the roses, offers a good place for 
experimenting. If the bed is pre- 
pared as it should be, well-ferti- 
lized and fed regularly, the bulbs, 
-annuals, or whatever ground cover 
we might want to grow there should 
have no adverse effect on the roses. 

If you are a dedicated rose fan- 
cier, this will certainly seem like 
heresy. But if you garden for 
color, form, fragrance, and fun, and 
if you are more concerned with 
growing plants than with which 
plants you grow, this idea may be

|of interest to you. 

One precaution is in order. Be- 
cause roses need a good deal of 
/spraying, dusting, feeding, water- 
| ing, and general attending to, leave

space for this around the plant and 
around the root area. Also, be pre- 
pared to use extra care in the ap- 
plication of dusts and sprays to keep 
them from discoloring the ground 
cover in the rose bed. 

Many plants may be grown in a 
rose garden, providing they don’t 
become too large and smother the 
roses, or do not have large and 
hungry roots which would rob the 
roses of the nourishment they re- 
quire to produce their best flowers. 
After all, it is their bed, and their 
requirements should come first. 

The fact that roses do not bloom 
until two months after the arrival of 
spring suggests a colorful oppor- 
tunity. Why not take advantage of 
this time and space in the rose bed 
to enjoy a really good collection of 
bulbs? 

Most of the small bulbs bloom 
early; they are not planted deeply 
enough to interfere with the roots 
of the roses; and if you put them 
between the plants in the bed, and 
not too close to them, they should 
not rob the roses of their rightful 
room and food. 

There are many colorful and de- 
lightful sorts to choose from, any 
of which can give you a welcome 
extra color dividend. Why not try 
the early and species tulips, the 
muscari, small _ scillas, 
(throw in a few fall-blooming kinds 
just for fun), snowdrops, chiono- 
doxa, stars of Bethlehem, or tri- 
teleia. You might even try dwarf 
iris, although it would be more 
difficult to handle. 

These will fill your garden with 
color from February until the end 
of May. And, if you’d like to have 
a collection of good daffodils, with 
the named varieties kept labeled 
and separate, what better place 
than a patterned rose garden to 
show them off?

Y THE time the roses bloom, 

the bulb foliage will have rip- 
ened and disappeared. If some of 
the bulbs are late ones and their 
foliage has not ripened by rose- 
time, their 
can be laid flat on the 


blooming yellowing 
leaves 
ground, where they will not be too 
conspicuous, and partly covered 
with a light layer of mulch. You 
can arrange the time schedule to 
suit your garden by using bulbs 
that will ordinarily have finished 
flowering before the roses take over. 

Once they are in place, the bulbs 
require little attention. They will 
bloom next year and increase year 
after year. If they should encroach 
upon the root area of the roses, 
simply pull them up after the foli- 
age has died down and put them 
where you want them. 


If the idea of a bulb ground cover 
doesn’t appeal to you, consider the 
annuals. They have definite limita- 
tions in the usual rose bed, but can 
readily be grown in a new bed de- 
signed with their use in mind. 

Most annuals need lots of sun- 
shine and will not do very well 
where roses are planted close to- 
gether and have the full dense foli- 
age they should have. By spacing 
the roses wider than usual there 
could be room for an underplanting 
of annuals. They should be far 
enough from the roses not to inter- 
fere with the roots and to leave 
space to work around the plants. 


T REALLY doesn’t matter much 

if annuals become temporarily 
untidy from the spraying, or are 
damaged while you work on the 
roses. Others will soon fill in the 
spaces. And, before it is time to 
protect the roses for winter, the 
annuals will have finished bloom- 
ing and be cleared away. 

Of course, there is not enough 
time to grow annuals from seed in 
the rose bed. They should be started 
in a cold frame or greenhouse and 
planted in the bed as soon as the 
spring work is finished there. Or 
you might prefer to buy the annuals 
in flats in early spring and plant 
them out as early as you can. 

Keep in mind, too, that, if the 
ground cover is to bloom with the

@® | or purity of line, there’s nothing to compare with the 
slender, dark green, hollow reed called Equisetum. It has a 
niche all its own in garden design. 

This is the plant to use where you wish to draw a bold 
cluster of straight lines on the landscape. It’s the ideal 
plant for an astringent accent, to call attention to a focal 
point, to use as a sharp conirast to all that surrounds it. 

To set off the drama of its line, give it the plain back- 
ground of a fence or wall, or the uniform surface of a 
rock. Or take advantage of its verticality to accent the round- 
ness of a boulder. 

It's ideal to use near water. Essentially a bog plant, it 
will grow in the wet soil at the edge of a pool or stream. 
or it can be grown in containers set right in the water. 
From some angles of view you'll see the reflection, doubling 
the effect of its linear form. : 

There is a refreshing simplicity in the way it grows. It 
as direct as pulling out the segments of a telescoping fishing 
rod. Each new segment seems to come up from inside the 
one below, and you can count them as they appear.

Refreshing is the word for equisetum. Visually it is as simple 
and uncomplicated as a plant can be—just a hollow, jointed 
reed unadorned by branch, flower, or fruit.

plants related to the ferns and club 
mosses. Its utter simplicity is a 
characteristic of those that came 
early in the evolution of plant life. 
Some species, in their native state, 
develop short radial stems at the 
upper nodes. This is not likely in 
garden-grown plants. 

Horsetail is the common name 
for the genus Equisetum. There are 
some 20 species. The best one for 
gardens, and the most available, is 
the scouring rush (Equisetum hy- 
emale), with elegant slender stems 
to three or four feet tall. It is the 
one shown in all our illustrations. 

The common name comes from 
the discovery long ago that this wa- 
terside reed was very effective for 
polishing tools and utensils. Now 
we know why: the cell walls of E. 
hyemale contain a good deal of 
silicon. 

If you fulfill a few easy require- 
ments, the scouring rush will, lit- 
erally, grow like a weed. It grows 
naturally in shady boggy places 
where the soil is heavy and wet. 
You may have seen a low-growing 
species of equisetum growing wild 
on dry sandy banks, but E. hyemale 
does best with lots of moisture at 
the roots. It grows in shade, but 
will take full sun in a cool climate 
if there’s plenty of water in the 
soil. In hot climates it should have 
some afternoon shade. Plant the 
roots close together, about three 
inches below the surface. Almost 
any garden soil will do, but a good 
bit of humus, such as peat moss, 
will help retain necessary moisture. 

Botanically, equisetum is an 
evergreen and grows from a peren-

nial creeping root stock (a rhi- 
zome). When conditions are right, 
it spreads fast and can become a 
real pest. It is best to keep it in 
pots or containers. To grow it in a 
pool or stream, set the base of the 
container in the water but don’t 
submerge it completely. This pro- 
vides the needed air and moisture. 
and there’s no possibility of its 
escaping and running wild. 

In mild climates, such as most of 
California, it is green the year 
round. In colder climates the stems 
may freeze back but will probably 
come up again from the roots. It 
has not, however, been tested 
enough in cold climates to ascertain 
its hardiness. If you would rather 
not risk losing it in a cold winter, 
cut back the stems in the fall and 
put a deep mulch over the roots. 

It seems completely impervious 
to pests and disease. Don’t plant it 
in a windy place because it is brit- 
tle and easily broken. The broken 
stems won't harm the plant, but 
they are unsightly. 

It looks best if thinned occasion- 
ally. The stems can be brought in- 
doors for decoration or for use in 
flower arrangements. The strong 
vertical line is as distinctive in- 
doors as out.

e There is no one rose with every desirable attribute. Some 
with magnificent flowers have little fragrance, others with won- 
derful fragrance may have poor foliage or may not keep well 
after cutting. But, as you might expect, each of these rated as 
the all-time best by the American Rose Society has most of 
the characteristics that make a rose outstanding. 

The ten listed on the chart below have gained eminence in the 
A.R.S. “Proof of the Pudding” program. This is a test in which 
impartial gardeners, in every major climate of the United States, 
grow and judge each new rose for five consecutive years after its 
introduction. As many as 3,000 individual scores have been re- 
corded for some roses on this list. The scores are averaged to 























determine the national rating. You'll find the rating for the 
all-time best on the last line of the chart below. 

Also on the chart are the major criteria by which roses are 
judged. To get an impression of the character and performance 
of each of these, read the list vertically under the variety name. 
To see how specific characteristics compare for each rose, read 
the chart horizontally. 

The perfect rose, if it is ever found, will get 10 points. 
All roses with an average of 9 to 10 points are considered 
outstanding; 8 to 8.9 is excellent, 7 to 7.9 is good, 6 to 6.9 
is fair. Those rated under 6 are of questionable value. For 
photographs, and more about these roses, turn back to page 140.

gold on white. 

But this border boasts © still 
another virtue as a solution to the 
too-high ceiling problem. It has a 
two-inch deep companion strip, 
which can “pull down” the appar- 
ent vastness of a wall when it’s 
placed at chair-rail height, about 
30” inches from the floor. The 
streng horizontal line thus created 
around a room catches the eye at a 
low level, delays it from immedi- 
ately looking up and becoming 
aware of height. Besides all this, 
it also strikes me as a trim little 
ceiling-line border for a small room, 
a neat “framer” for a window, or 
a stylish trim for a painted window 
valance. 

In the case of the Gabriel din- 
ing room, we painted the walls 
white and covered the ceiling prop- 
er with a copper paper, then band- 
ed the ceiling line with the 6-inch 
border and applied a wallpaper 
“chair rail” to the lower walls. And 
if the result is not closet-cozy—and 
who'd want that kind of dining 
room anyway?—the room has an 
intimacy and feeling of human 
scale that gives the Gabriels a 
warm and congenial place to take 
their meals. We draped the win- 
dows in offbeat-green silk rep to 
match the chairs and, since the 
black marble table seemed to need 
a little bright color to temper its 
coolness, we gave it a centerpiece 
of brass fruits—M. G.

Continuing along our alphabetical trail 


through the complex world of wines, guided by 


one of the great experts on the subject 


By FRANK SCHOONMAKER 


COTE DE NUITS (Coat duh Nwee). The more northerly of the 


two main sections of the Burgundian Cote d’Or; perhaps the 
greatest red-wine district in the world, the Médoc of the 
Bordeaux Country being its only real rival. An insignificant 
amount of white wine is produced, but the reds include most 
of those responsible for Burgundy’s world-wide reputation. 


‘The area takes its name from Nuits-Saint-Georges, its prin- 


cipal town, and extends from Fixin on the north to Cor- 
goloin, where the Cote de Beaune begins, on the south; its 
narrow hillside vineyards are hardly a mile wide, but they 
produce Chambertin, Bonnes Mares, Musigny, Clos de 
Vougeot, Echezeaux, Richebourg, Romanée-Conti, Nuits- 
Saint-Georges and many others almost equally illustrious. 
Such wines, however, never carry the appellation Cote de 
Nuits, but are sold under the far more specific commune 
or vineyard names. A wine labeled simply Vin Fin de la 
Cote de Nuits is a regional Burgundy, probably a rather 
poor one, almost certainly a blend. 


COTE D’OR (Coat Dor). Literally, in French, “golden slope”; 


département in the heart of the old province of Burgundy, 
southeast of Paris, taking its name from this same “golden” 
vineyard-covered hillside, on which most of the great Bur- 
gundy wines are grown. The slope in question extends from 
near Dijon, to Santenay, south of Beaune, faces southeast 
over the wide, flat, fertile valley of the Sadne, and parallels 
for some 35 miles the main railway line and one of the 
main roads from Paris to Lyon, Marseille and the Riviera; 
the vineyards form a sort of mile-wide band along the 
hillside, between the rocky outcroppings and trees near the 
crest, and the fertile farmland below. There are a few 
other vineyards, of vastly less interest and fame, on paral- 
lel slopes farther west, the Arriére-Cétes, but this single 
hillside is the true kernel of the Burgundy wine country. 
It consists of three well-defined sections, each one of which 
is named after its principal town—the Cote de Dijon, the 
Cote de Nuits and the Cote de Beaune. The Cote de Dijon 
has no vineyards of importance: its best wine is an agree- 
able vin rosé, made from Pinot Noir grapes in the village 
of Marsannay-la-Céte; all of the great wines come from 
the other two sections. Cote d’Or, incidentally, is not a 
wine name—no wine may legally be sold under this 
appellation.

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COTE ROTIE (Coat Ro-tee). Celebrated red wine of the Rhéne 
Valley, produced near Vienne, and some twenty miles south 
of Lyon. The vineyards, which overlook a great bend in the 
river and face almost due south, are incredibly steep, and 
consist really of a series of narrow terraces, held up by 
retaining walls, or murgeys, and, of necessity, worked by 
hand. Their cultivation is therefore expensive and their 
production small, rarely over a total of 12,000 cases a year. 
There are 52 officially listed quartiers, or vineyard areas, but 
the two main divisions are the Cote Brune and Cote Blonde. 
the former with somewhat darker soil and producing a some- 
what sturdier, longer-lived wine. According to legend, a 
noble lord of the district, one Maugiron, once bequeathed 
the Céte Blonde to his blonde daughter and the Cote Brune 
to her dark-haired sister. The main grape is the Syrah, here 
interplanted with from 10% to 20% of white grapes of the 
Viognier variety, which produce Chateau Grillet and Con- 
drieu nearby. A fine Cote Rotie of a great year is truly 
admirable wine, deep-colored, full-bodied, long-lived, yet 
with great distinction and class; certain experts claim to 
detect in it the scent of violets and raspberries. It has been 
famous since the days of Rome. 


COTES DE BORDEAUX (Coat duh Bor-doe). Name given to 
two adjoining vineyard districts in the Bordeaux Country, 
both on the rather steep right bank of the Garonne River, 
southeast of Bordeaux itself. Correctly, the northern and 
more important of the two is called the Premieres Cotes de 
Bordeaux; it produces some rather ordinary red wine, plus 
a great deal of good, fairly sweet and sometimes very sweet 
white wine, recalling that of the Sauternes district (directly 
across the river) but with less distinction and class. Cadillac 
is the best known of the various village names. The south- 
ern area is called Cétes de Bordeaux-Saint Macaire, and 
only white wines may be so labeled; most of these, too, are 
sweet, but a few drier ones are now being made, some of 
them of good quality. 


COTES DE PROVENCE (Coat duh Pro-vawnce). The red, rosé 
and white wines coming from the hilly country along the 
Mediterranean coast between Marseille and Nice. Early- 
maturing, fairly light, pleasant, and on the whole inex- 
pensive, these have long been popular among visitors to the 
Riviera; they are now being shipped, in increasing quantity, 
to other parts of France, and even exported. The rosés, fresh, 
rather light in color, generally sold in special amphora-like 
bottles, are perhaps the best of them; the whites (pre- 
dominately made from the Ugni Blane and Clairette) are 
often marketed as Blanc de Blancs, and are pale gold, dry, 
agreeable, not especially distinguished; the reds (from the 
Grenache, Cinsault, Mourvédre, Carignan, and two locally- 
known varieties, the Pecoui-Touar and the Oeillade) are soft, 
garnet rather than crimson, low in tannin; although often 
quite high in alcohol, are soon ready. The heart of the pro- 
duction zone is the département of the Var, and the better 
known vineyards include: Domaine des Moulieres, Chateau 
de Selle, Domaine de Ste. Roseline, Domaine de St. Martin, 
Domaine de Mauvanne, Domaine Ste. Marguerite, Domaine 
Le Castel, Domaine du Paymian, Domaine de Porquerolles, 
Domaine de la Croix, Domaine de la Verrerie, Domaine de 
Rimauresq, Clos Mireille, Chateau Simone, etc. 


COTES-DU-RHONE (Coat dew Rone). General name given to 
the wines produced in the Rhone Valley between Vienne, 
south of Lyon, and Avignon, a distance of 120 miles. The 
finer of these, of course, are all sold under more specific 
village or district names, from north to south, as follows: 
Cote Roétie and Condrieu in the département of the Rhone; 
Chateau Grillet and the rest of Condrieu in the département 
of the Loire; Hermitage and Crozes-Hermitage in the 
Drome; Cornas, St. Peray and St. Joseph in the Ardeche; 
Tavel and Lirac in the Gard; Chateauneuf-du-Pape, Rasteau 
and Muscat de Beaumes-de-Venise in the Vaucluse. The 
reminder, amounting to over 10 million gallons in favorable

years, less than 1% of it white, is called Coétes-du-Rhéne. 
This, however, is further subdivided and classified by law, 
and the superior grades generally carry a village or 
département name as well—Cotes-du-Rhdéne-Gigondas or 
Cotes-du-Rhone-Ardeche, for example; the village names 
used most frequently are Cairanne, Chusclan, Gigondas, 
Laudun and Vacqueras. Twenty different grape varieties are 
authorized, the more important being the Syrah, Grenache, 
Mourvedre, Cinsault, Clairette, Roussanne, Marsanne, 
Viognicr. Cétes-du-Rhéne Rouge is a pleasant, soft, rather 
inexpensive table wine, sound and good but without any 
claim to greatness; Cotes-du-Rhone Rosé resembles a rather 
light and somewhat common rosé of Tavel; the white, often 
lacking in finesse and fruit, is generally the least good of 
the three. 


(Crew). French word meaning “growth.” When applied to 
wine, a specific vineyard and the wine it produces; by im- 
plication, one of superior quality, as vin de cru. The word 
is not, as some writers in English have supposed, the past 
participle, cra@, of the verb croitre, to grow, but a quite 
separate noun, written without the circumflex. Most classi- 
fications of French wines divide the various wines and 
vineyards into crus, as Grand Cru, Premier Cru, Deuxiéme 
Cru, Cru Classé, etc. 


CUVEE (Coo-vay). From the French cuve, a vat, tank or cask, 


especially a large one, in which wines are fermented or 
blended. Therefore, a specific lot or “batch” or blend of a 
given wine, possibly different from others that may carry 
the same or a quite similar label. The term is loosely and 
not always accurately used. Thus the “English Cuvée” of 
a given Champagne house will be a blend presumably made 
for the English market, but quite possibly on a vast scale, 
far more than any vat or cuve could contain; the “Téte de 
Cuvée” of a chateau or domain will be its best lot of that 
vintage, whether from one cask or ten; a “Premiére Cuvée” 
(a term once widely used in Burgundy but now fortunately 
tending to disappear) simply means one of the best wines 
of a given commune. 


DECANT. To transfer a wine from its original bottle to another 


vessel—carafe, bottle or decanter—usually for serving. The 
purpose of decanting is to separate the clear wine from any 
sediment which it may have thrown; this is almost never 
necessary in dealing with white wines, or red wines that 
have been less than five years in bottle, but old Rhone 
wines, many old Clarets and even some old Burgundies are 
better when decanted than when served, no matter how care- 
fully, in a cradle. Preferably, wines should be decanted two 
hours or more before they are served, if possible in the 
cellar; the bottle is first placed as gently as possible in a 
cradle, the cork drawn, and the wine poured slowly into 
the carafe against a lighted candle until the first sign of 
sediment appears. 


DELICATE. Wine tasters’ term, properly applicable to wines 


that are light, rather than full or big; subtle, rather than 
coarse or sturdy; fine and elegant, rather than great. 


DEMI, DEMIE (Dem-me). These, in French, are the masculine 


DEMIJOHN. A large, squat, round bottle or jug, 


DEMI-SEC (Dem-me-seck). Literally, in French, 


and feminine forms of the same word, and both mean 
“half”: oddly enough, beer (biére), which is feminine, takes 
the masculine form, and wine (vin), which is masculine, 
takes the feminine. This is less illogical than it seems:

DEPOSIT (French, dépét). Sediment which many red wines and 
some white tend to throw in the course of their normal 
evolution in bottle. In the case of white wines this generally 
takes the form of colorless crystals of tartaric acid, harmless 
and tasteless; but red wine sediment, containing tannin and 
pigment, is usually bitter and always disagreeable—it should 
be left behind in the bottle when the wine is poured. 


DESSERT WINE. Rather confusing term, since it is used, on 
the whole correctly, in two widely different senses. In Cali- 
fornia it means a fortified wine, generally, but by no means 
always, a sweet one; it is perhaps worth noting that the 
word “sweet” has also come to have precisely this same 

“sweet wine producer,” in California,

The good, natural, not-quite-dry table wines are more 
properly described as moelleux—the best Graves for exam- 
ple; another adjective, liguoreux, is applied to the naturally 
sweet wines, such as the great Sauternes and the fine white 
wines of Anjou; a vin doux is generally a wine possessing 
a sweetness not entirely normal—one only partially fer- 
mented and heavily sulphured, as the vin doux de Gaillac; 
or a sweet fortified wine, as the so-called vins doux naturels 
of the eastern Pyrenees; or the very sweetest and on the 
whole the poorest of Champagnes. The term, in brief, is one 
rarely applied to good, let alone outstanding, wines.

Louis Armstrongs 
a series of records documenting 
the development of jazz as_ in- 
digenous American music. 

LP’s have also revived 78 rpm 
recordings of a 1938 Carnegie Hall 
concert of Benny Goodman, “King 
of Swing”; Bing Crosby crooning 
“Just a Gigolo”; and “Night and 
Day” sung by an up-and-coming 
young singer with Tommy Dorsey’s 
band named Frank Sinatra, as well 
as other performances of interest 
to the collector. 

This survey winds up with spo- 
ken-word records which go back to 
the dawn of phonograph records 75 
years ago and include the first 
words Edison spoke into it: “Mary 
had a little lamb.” These spoken 
words often flash a light into his- 
tory. Like Mathew Brady’s Civil 
War photographs, they give the 
past immediacy. Some voices are 
like faded tintypes: Robert Brown- 
ing’s, for instance, reciting four 
lines from his poem, “How They 


Brought the Good News From 
Ghent to Aix.” So is A. Conan 
Doyle’s voice explaining the 


method behind his new crime-de- 
tection stories—based, he 
upon his medical training. Such 
are the verbal relics that Thomas 
A. Edison’s representative, armed 
with recording apparatus, brought 
back in 1888 from a cross-country 
swing of the U.S. and Europe. On 
it were recorded Florence Nightin- 
gale’s blessings for her old com- 
rades of Balaklava, Admiral Peary 
describing his arrival at the North 
Pole, and the fleeting on-stage 
vocal flashes of the acting of Sarah 


Bernhardt, Edwin Booth and Ellen

@ iver since a yard made a petticoat for most of us, 
parents and preceptors have been handing down ithe counsel 
that nothing but trouble can come of talking to strangers. 
And sometimes, on our travels, it seems that of all the 
admonitions with which American children are brainwashed, 
this one sticks the fastest and the longest. For despite our 
unfortunate billing as noisy, bombastic travelers, the truth 
these days is that in all quarters of the globe we are seeing 
the phenomenon of the Quiet American.

certainly should. Fling Mother’s 
words of caution to the winds, use 
your good common sense in sifting 
out the adventurers from the worth- 
while, and your travels can repay 
you in wondrous ways. 

These are experiences neither 
you nor a travel agent can plan in 
advance. And while you’ve no as- 
surance at all that a word with a 
stranger will undoubtedly lead you 
into extraordinary adventure, you 
can be certain your sorties abroad 
promise to be far more satisfying 
experiences and durable memories 
if you go forth not as a self-con- 
scious onlooker at other people’s 
strange ways, but as a human be- 
ing seeking to get acquainted with 
the other human beings who share 
the world with you. You will never 
again accept as “travel” the bare 
bones of going places and gawking 


at the sights. 


Co these case histories 
A of human travelers who threw 
caution and suspicion to the winds 
and dared to speak to strangers. 
There is the case of an Australian 
couple we know, going from Kyoto 
to Tokyo aboard the “Swallow” ex- 
press. These two lent a helping 
hand to the baggage of a frail little 
lady in kimono, invited her to share 
their cab at the Tokyo station, and 
discovered that the modest crea- 
ture they'd befriended was an in- 
ternationally honored biochemist, 
fiuent in English, French, and Ger- 
man, and well acquainted in sey- 
eral countries they were scheduled 
to visit. 

She opened the doors of her 
liome to them as guests—which is 
the same as saying she opened the 
doors of Japan to them, for only 
behind those brown wood fences, 
in the tranquil little gardens and 
shoji-screened rooms of Japan, can 
anyone begin to taste the subtle fla- 
vor and meaning of Japanese life. 
They met her family and relatives, 
exchanged opinions, laughed to- 
gether, argued together, and left 
Japan feeling that they were leav- 
ing friends. They also left with in- 
troductions from the lady to friends 
everywhere from Bangkok to Ber- 
lin, where more doors opened to 
them along with further opportuni- 
ties to learn how other people lived 
their lives and regarded the uni- 
verse. A pretty rewarding chain of 
events for helping a lady with her 


suitcase. 





By and large. we've found that 
most people are decent sorts in 
times of emergency—those times 


that force the shyest of us to speak 


to strangers. The contretemps that 
beset travelers are the very stuff 
that human contacts are made of. 
And—something for us Americans 
to keep in mind, especially now as 
we start welcoming foreign visitors 
in greater numbers—the way the 
“natives” respond to a_ traveler's 
needs in time of trouble can color 
one’s concept of a whole country. 

We must confess we once _ be- 
lieved that the French simply put 
up with tourists as a necessary 
economic evil and couldn't care 
less if the whole pack of us fell 
into the Seine and never came up 

-until we took a motor tour from 
Paris to the south of France. 

Hopelessly tangled in Parisian 
trafic, doggedly entering “sens 
unique” streets in the wrong direc- 
tion, and badgered by the usually 
debonair cops for all sorts of mys- 
terious misdemeanors, we almost 
despaired of getting as far as the 
Porte d’Orléans and the highway to 
the South until a courtly old gen- 
tleman beckoned us to the curb. 
Here he calmly produced paper 
and ballpoint, drew us a_ neat, 
workable map of the way out. bade 
us bon voyage, and continued on 
his boulevardiering way. 

Farther along, in Nevers. we 
stopped in at a dry-goods store for 
a spool of thread. found ourselves 
in utter confusion with our New 
Francs, and appealed for aid to a 
fellow-customer—one of those stiff- 
spined, severely _hatted. and 
dressed-in-the-black French gentle- 
women who have the bearing of de- 
posed royalty. We discovered she 
was as interested in knowing about 
us as in helping us. She asked us 
about America and ourselves, and 
it was a wonderful thing to see how 
human and unstiff-spined she be- 
came when she smiled. “Oh, no.” 
she said, when she saw us fingering 
a bolt of lace that lay on the coun- 
ter, “if you want fine and famous 
lace made by hand. wait until you 
reach Le Puy.” 


We? E HAD to admit, with some 
‘Y embarrassment, that we had 
never heard of Le Puy and con- 
sequently had not included it on 
our route. She asked to see our 
road map, traced out the way we 
should go, and just because there 
was something about this lady that 
made us feel we could take her word 
for it, we went to Le Puy. Here we 





not only found lace—whole blocks 
of lace shops, in fact—but discov- 
ered one of the most amazing and 
least publicized towns in France.

®@ Our homes contribute more to shaping what we are 
than most of us realize.

longer met the needs of their more mature thirties. It was a 
time of decision. 
To sell and move on, or change things at the same old 





address? This is the question any would-be remodeler faces. 
The Klusmeiers loved the site they had. On its two acres 
they had space enough for a horse. It was bounded by 
woods, which gave them privacy, yet it was only a half mile 
to the main business area where Dr. Klusmeier had his office. 
The children could walk to school, and with so many of 
them (now four girls and a boy), chauffeuring could be 
an enormous problem. There was no other place so close 
to town where they could get such a site, or one that offered 
such seclusion. But could a house so lacking in grace and 
individual stature ever be anything else? They asked that 
question of Architect Euine Fay Jones. 

His answer is shown on these pages. 

Most importantly, what the Klusmeiers got was a terrace 
room, a giant-tall recreation space that is really several 
rooms in one. It is a resort for music, dancing, and 
barbecuing, for wiener-roasting and marshmallow-toasting. 
It is a place where, by virtue of its attractiveness, the 
children will bring their friends rather than go elsewhere 
(especially important when four of the children are girls). 
Yet it is also a place that can serve for more formal

What they also got was lavish, wonderfully glamorous 
space. When this was added, it was space enough so that 
old areas could push out their walls and benefit as well. 
The boxy living room, the crowded kitchen, the elbow- 
bumping dining room, all could now find expression on a 
new and larger scale. 

It is not a simple room Fay Jones added. It is a two-level 
affair with a variety of facilities. It has a dining balcony, a 
serving pantry, and a complete bath. 

Few things are so stirring architecturally as lofty space. 
The balconied room was opened all the way to the roof to 
give it spaciousness, airiness, and dramatic height. It is 
framed with a simple post-and-beam structure. Exposing 
these elements gives a great feeling of strength, simplicity, 
and security, and creates a pleasing design.

© Like clever remarks that come to mind after the opportune 
moment has passed, the idea for a special party and 
projection room came to Mr. and Mrs. Melville Shavelson 
after they had already worked out a solution for showing 
films at parties in their living room. But unlike clever 
remarks, the opportune moment for enlarging a narrow, 
screened porch into a professionally-equipped movie theater 
and informal entertainment center kept recurring. 

“You might say that we are addition-prone when it relates 
to our home,” explains Mrs. Shavelson, “because every time 
we ve been tempted to buy a mountain retreat, beach cottage, 
or boat, we’ve rented first. Invariably we’ve returned home 
and made the improvement that will satisfy our desires or 
the family’s needs.” 

In the ten years since the film writer-director-producer, 
his wife, son, and daughter moved into this house with its 
three acres of ground, they have added on considerably. As 
the need arose, they put in a swimming pool, a tennis court, 
and a back-yard pitch-and-putt golf course. They converted 
the garage into an office where Mr. Shavelson can work on 
scripts and confer with business associates. They installed 
his short-wave rig — Station WOVLH — next to his office and 
remodeled a guest house into dressing rooms for the pool.

intriguing potentials of the screened porch were considered. 
It ran along the back of the house and served primarily as 
a passageway to the garden and the outdoor activities. Mrs. 
Shavelson even asked a studio set designer to draw up a 
room that would facilitate their particular way of week-end 
entertaining. As she explained to the designer, their family 
is always “at home” on Saturdays and Sundays. Friends 
stop by, unannounced, to play tennis or to take a dip in 
the pool. Friends of all ages are welcome, from Y.M.C.A. 
campers to movie executives. Friends bring friends. There are 
no planned meals, but for those who get hungry there are 
always hamburgers, hot dogs, and ice cream in the freezer. 
Some member of the family starts the portable barbecue, and 
guests are expected to serve themselves. 

The “set” that the designer created to fill these require- 
ments was glorious—but impractical. A logical plan for 
The Room, as it is referred to, didn’t materialize until 
Mr. Shavelson formed his own independent movie company, 
and it became increasingly necessary for him to have at home 
up-to-date movie equipment with a wide screen and stereo- 
amplified sound. He needed the equivalent of a studio pro- 
jection room so that he could bring home each day’s rushes 
and study them before shooting the next day. He needed the 
proper facilities for viewing the (Please turn to page 184)

® Until it has happened to you, you cannot imagine how 
a designed-just-for-you house changes your life. Even though 
you have worked hard at visualizing the ideal way you want 
to live. you may not have anticipated the chain reaction that 
is set off by the new possibilities you have brought into being. 

The case of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Mass of Palm Beach. 
Florida, illustrates this situation. They built a new house 
about six years ago (published in House BEAUTIFUL in 
1957). The house had exciting interior spaces, soaring ceil- 
ings. and floating balconies that added to the living-room 
space. Decks and terraces extended the interior spaces 
still farther. Even the broad stairs leading to the living-room 
balcony invited sitting. 

They found after the first house warming that they could 
entertain 150 to 200 persons without any sense of crowding. 
even on a cold night when the outdoors was not inviting. 
Since the Masses are gregarious, and since entertaining is 
useful in his business, this discovery about the capabilities 
of their new house was welcome. 

However, this showed up a hard-to-anticipate flaw in their 
brand new house: It was readily apparent that their kitchen 
was not equal to large-scale entertaining. It had been de- 
signed for family living only. It was indeed ideal for that, 
but quite inadequate when caterers came in to augment the 
help for parties of 40 to 200 persons. 

So thrilled were they with the prospect of giving exciting 
parties, they were not a bit daunted by the prospect of re- 
modeling so new a house. 

The obvious potential was to push back one wall of the 
kitchen toward the swimming pool, changing the kitchen into 
an L-shaped space instead of the rectangle it was. For- 
tunately, there was enough space between the house and 
pool to add a 16-foot extension. (Please turn the page)

At right vou see how the kitchen addition was fitted to the 
existing house. Profile of house required careful planning 
to make it seem to belong and not look like an afterthought.

Sets of twin freezers and twin refrigerators 
were already in original kitchen and no more 
seemed to be necessary. But two more ovens 
were added along with a new three-bowl sit- 
down sink. Addition provides a most generous 
amount of counter space, so necessary for 
servicing large parties with food and drink.

And, by giving the new extension a flat roof, it merged accept- 
ably with the existing structure. 

Careful thought was given to the service aspects of all this. 
Now they knew it paid to solve the circulation problems of serv- 
ants passing among guests offering food and drinks, and the 
reverse problem of collecting plates and glasses from all over 
the house and garden. 

So one wall of the new extension was provided with a broad 
pass-through which can be opened for parties to become a 
service bar. (It is seen on the preceding page.) Big sliding 
doors on the pool side were provided to serve as a generous 
entrance for all returning used dishes and glasses. so the 
outgoing flow could be through other doors without traffic 
congestion. No additional refrigerators and freezers were 
needed, but two new built-in wall ovens were added. Also 
added was another four-burner (Please turn to page 190)

® Is this the start of the “Great Parents’ Rebellion” ? When 
this Maryland house reached the limit of its capacity to 
serve the needs of its active family, the parents decided 
against the usual teen-age recreation room or all-purpose 
family room in favor of a new wing for themselves. It has 
a large living room, master bedroom, and bath-dressing area. 
Thus, elegant new space is given to the adults, but the 
teenagers profit, too.

@ Though American living may never return to the large 
multi-generation house of years ago, there are signs that 
a new kind of two-establishment house is in the making. It 
will be designed to serve parents with a grown child who 
wants his own place, or other families with a single parent 
who wants to be independent but near at hand. An apartment- 
within-a-house is the result, and the one seen on these 
pages is a good example of the new concept. 

As you can see in the before-and-after photographs 
opposite, this is a perfectly-matched wing added to a house 
styled in the traditional French manner. It has its own 
entrance, and only an outside passageway attaches it to the 
rest of the house. It includes a living room, bedroom, bath, 
small serving pantry, and all necessary closet space. It was 
built for the bachelor son of the owners, and he can live here 
with or without connection to life in the main house, as 
he chooses, 

The rooms in the wing, with the exception of the pantry, 
are not small. They have been developed with the same care 
and taste as the rest of the house, so that living here can 
be on a similar level. The living room has a mansard-like 
ceiling that is typical of the French style of the house. 
lt has its own fireplace and wide doors that lead to the 
outdoors. The bedroom is nearly 15’ square; an adjoining 
bath has a second clothes closet 7’ wide. In the hall there is 
even a guest closet for coats. And the serving pantry can 
easily be turned to food preparation, if desired.

@ Kvery time you add new space inside your house, you also 
add at least one or two new exterior walls. The appearance 
of these walls (or elevations, in architectural terms) will 
be around to please or haunt you and your neighbors for 
many years to come. Even if you build on what you consider 
the back of your house, it is still the front when you sit 
in the garden or when it is seen from your neighbor’s win- 
dow.

@ If you feel a pang of recognition as you look at the

would still have some storage. The photographs here and on 
pages 198-200 were taken from exactly the same angles as 
the “before” shots so that a close comparison will show how 
the owners capitalized on advantages and solved problems. 

The finished room has the space and the facilities to 
serve a variety of purposes. As a second living room for 
informal entertaining, it allows parents and children with- 
in the family to enjoy guests separately at the same time. 
When large parties are given, both areas can be given over 
to entertaining. With television and a movie screen built in, 
the room provides a place where music and sound will not 
interrupt living-room conversation. In one corner is a sink 
and work counter, at which food can be prepared on portable 
cooking appliances.

An outside door is just to 
the right of these windows. Sink cabinet in the corner 
replaces the original one and, when used with port- 
able appliances, creates a kitchen for snack cooking. 
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The contrast between this scene and the “before” photograph 
gives you some idea of how much living space has been added 
to this house by the outdoor development. There is now an up- 
per dining deck, a second sun deck, and children’s play areas, 
one paved and one grassed. Fences and trees give it privacy.

The out-of-doors 
may be the room 


you need in your life

@ Even when the space inside a house works well for a fam- 
ily, there is often one element missing—-outdoor living. 
Development of outdoor space can contribute as much to ex- 
panding our lives as adding new enclosed areas. 

At the home seen on these pages, the living level is a 
full story above grade in the rear of the house. There was 
no chance to enjoy the California climate, no place for 
outdoor entertaining, no way even to reach the garden space 
(see “before” photograph). In the total development of this 
space, the owners gained a dining deck level with the in- 
door kitchen, a large sun deck with built-in seating, wide 
play areas (both paved and grassed), and privacy for all. 
using the best of natural protection combined with fencing. 

By creating two decks, the designers minimized the 10- 
foot drop in height and at the same time kept the adult areas 
effectively separated from the children’s play. 


Plan (left) shows that nearly all of the property was put to 
use. Inner brick retaining wall created a level lawn area 
out of a steep slope (see the long flight of stairs through 
the wall). Upper deck is angled along the house so that you 
can go out to it from either the kitchen, the dining room, 
or the living room. New doors were opened from these rooms.

Expanding a house 
can give you 
more than just space

@ This delightful little hallway-conservatory was an un- 
expected bonus. Not originally planned for, it simply evolved 
when a room was added to this old farmhouse. 

And that’s not all. On the following pages you'll see how 
the new room brought new life to an old terrace, and how 
the conservatory and terrace led, in turn, to the addition 
of a small greenhouse. The relationship of all these elements 
can be seen on the plan (right). 

This is yet another illustration of how one good thing 
can lead to another. Any addition you make to a room, or to 
a house, changes your way of living and often starts a chain 
reaction of unpredictable benefits. 

This farm had long been the week-end retreat of Mr. and 
Mrs. John E. Lockwood. In recent years, when they began

need for a large living area. When the house was originally 
built, the rooms were kept small for easier heating. 

The owners staked out the new room with string and 
“lived with it” for a couple of years. They checked with a 
tree surgeon to make sure the foundation would not affect 
the surrounding trees. They worked closely with the archi- 
tect, Warren Draper, to help him fulfill their needs without 
violating the scale and character of the rest of the house. 

The new room opened readily off the dining area, but 
there was no easy way to enter it directly from the front 
of the house. The curved hallway-solarium proved to be the 
perfect answer. 

The terrace (opposite page) was originally smaller and 
used mostly for dining. The door with the arched transom 
leads to the kitchen. When the new room was added, the 
terrace was enlarged. As you can see in the picture below, 
it is now in full view through the glass wall of the family 
room and has become an important part of every-day life. 

Both the terrace and the solarium called for lots of potted 
plants and colorful flowers. Mrs. Lockwood, an enthusiastic 
gardener, had a good-size separate greenhouse, but now she 
needed a convenient place to overwinter tender pot plants 
and keep color coming on the year around. For this, a small 
lean-to greenhouse was added to the back hallway and has, 
itself, become a source of enjoyment (lower pictures, oppo- 
site). Everything that has been added is so consistent and 
well scaled that the charm of the original farmhouse is not 
only retained but enhanced.

How to keep 
out of trouble 
when you 
add a room

If you need more space, consider the aesthetic 
as well as the practical problems. 
Be sure that your addition looks as well 


from the outside as it works on the inside 


@ Whatever you do to your house, in the way of enlarge- 
ment or new conveniences, your investment can bring results 
aesthetically as well as physically. You can see warnings 
along the streets of every suburb of what happens when 
convenience is added with no thought of exterior results. 
Without realizing it, many homeowners have spent money to 
make their homes less attractive. 

If you are adding anything to your house—a new screen 
door, or a whole new wing—the benefits should be two- 
fold. The needed space or added convenience may be the 
original motivation, but along with added livability, your 
investment should also add to the over-all exterior appeal 
of your house. The same expense that goes into a clumsy, 
\ill-_proportioned annex can be used to bring additional 
grace to the exterior as well as needed enlargement inside. 

In the case of many older houses that are’ high off the 
ground, adding an extension can produce a swan from a 
duckling. If, on the other hand, the proportions of your 
house have a special charm of their own, it is equally im- 
portant to consider carefully what you do, so the present 
attractiveness is amplified, not destroyed. Whatever your 
needs, the result should appear an inevitable part of the 
whole building, as though it had been meant to be there 
from the beginning. 

The general “grammar” of the house should be preserved, 
or gently corrected. “Grammar” is the solution and appear- 
ance of the details in a building—the scaling of structural 
members and the materials used for walls, roof, windows, 
doors, and trim. There is a grammar for every architectural 
style. It is a pattern that develops in solving the basic 
problems of building, and it gives special character to in- 
dividual styles and individual houses. Consistency of gram- 
mar is more important than repetitious duplication of detail. 








An awareness of grammar in architecture lets you develop 
a swimming pool or cabafia or a modern kitchen for, say, a 
Georgian house as well as a contemporary building. 

By maintaining a consistency in details with the existing 
building, you can solve your new needs in ways that are 
logical to the idiom that is already established. This means 
you can introduce a glass wall or modern plumbing into a 
classic building. It is a matter of incorporating these 20th- 
century elements in the manner of the given recipe, for this 
is what classic styles are. Even in contemporary houses, each 
building contains its own grammar, or recipe, as a basic 
framework for development, like the growth pattern of a plant. 

Take a good look at your house before you remodel. Be 
sure youre developing its organic characteristics, not intro- 
ducing an extraneous element. If, as a building, it has no 
definite character or style, then you must look to see what 
good elements do exist that can be played up further in your 
additions to develop an over-all character that did not exist 
before. An addition can be the chance to correct bad pro- 
portions or awkward heights, or to bring balance to unrelated 
masses. 

Without question, the aesthetic problems are the most im- 
portant ones you face when you remodel. Yet many people, 
not aware of them, plunge blindly into remodeling opera- 
tions without any real knowledge of the wonderful oppor- 
tunities that are at hand. 

Here are some of the opportunities not to be overlooked 
when you make additions to your house: 


e Locate a new room so it appears to be part of the 
original structure, extending it rather than tacking it on. 


¢ Continue with building materials of the existing 
house. Don’t add a clashing variety of new materials, colors 
and textures. 


e Extend existing lines so the design is smooth-flowing. 
Avoid a jumble of different kinds of windows, varied levels 


of sills and heads. 


¢ Keep the roof slope and design consistent. In most 
houses the roof is the dominant exterior feature. Any addi- 
tion should add. to the effectiveness of this major feature. 
Otherwise the result may be like two unrelated houses un- 
willingly thrust together. 


e Take advantage of any changes in grade to give your 
house the appearance of belonging to its site. The awkward 
boxy building can be made more graceful with an added 
extension that acknowledges the natural contour of the 
ground rather than standing aloof above exposed foundation 
walls. The special problems of a sloping lot can offer a 
special chance for unusual charm and character. 


¢ An exact duplication of existing conditions can be a 
waste of a good opportunity. The important thing is to echo 
and amplify the good features that the present building has. 


You will be more certain of success if you have design 
help. Unless you have special training, you can’t hope to 
compete with someone who has devoted his life to design 
and its problems. This critical job is for the professional, 
not the amateur. You can contribute most by knowing what 
is good and insisting that you get it, by understanding what 
can and cannot be done. 

Never think only in terms of the room you are adding. 
Always think of the entire house and the effects upon it. 
You are going to alter the way your house looks on the out- 
side as well as the way it works inside. Take the oppor-

Since prehistoric times sand has been 
used in casting metal objects and is still used for foundry 
molds today in many countries. 

A close examination of a handful of sand may improve 
your understanding of the nature of this material. You will 
find that it is principally shattered particles of quartz, an 
extremely hard mineral. : 

Other particles account for differences in color and con- 
sistency: pink sands have a high content of coral; blackish 
sands contain volcanic elements; green ones, olivine crystals. 
All sand includes small amounts of rock-forming minerals 
such as garnet, tourmaline, rutile, and topaz. It is these, along 
with bits of broken shell, that make it such a pleasing surface 
texture embedded on the face of sand castings. 

Sand sculpture is a natural family project. Designs are 
limitless; imprints can be made in the sand with almost any- 
thing. One family invites each guest to make a casting to 
set in its patio wall. Another is sheathing a room. 

If you ask for “plaster” at the lumber yard you'll get 
gypsum plaster, which is intended (Please turn to page 204)

shows the step-by-step process in photos on pages 208-211. 














The sculptures on this page were done by Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Chapman and line the interior and exterior walls of 
their La Mesa, California, home. The garden adornment above 
got its concave forms from fish-shaped mounds of damp sand; 
its convex forms are the impressions of several real fish. 


The larger bas relief at right was cast in its own finished 
redwood frame to save its maker the trouble of reframing its 
panels following removal from temporary casting frames. A 
row of 1” nails was pounded part way into the inside of the 
frame. The nail heads became embedded in the plaster when it 
was poured over the sand, holding the sculpture securely.

A few simple stitches and a sense of free- 
dom are all you need to enter the age 
of the new embroidery. You are much 
more creative than you think, once you 





free yourself from your own self-doubt 
CREATIVE EMBROIDERY and your painful memory of old-fashioned, 
tedious needlework. 

When you look at the embroidered headboard and bed- 
spread, opposite, and at the curtain, below, you see a new 
and far different approach to needlework. Once you have 
learned the simple stitches, you have at your finger tips 
forever after the way to enrich your surroundings with your 
own ideas of texture, color, and pattern. When you do this 
free-style needlework, you let your fancy be your guide, 
rather than follow a ready-made pattern. 

The basic embroidery stitches are simple. It usually takes 
no more than 20 minutes of concentration to grasp the gen- 
eral construction of a stitch. After that, facility is just a 
matter of practice. 

Try this by experimenting with the diagrams given later

for the Catch stitch and its various versions. If you are a 
latecomer to this series of lessons, you need not feel that you 
must catch up with all that has gone before in order to be a 
success at this new kind of needlework. It is good to know 
lots of different stitches, of course, but you can still pick up 
from here and acquire the means of creating all sorts of 
embroidery. 

See what versatility there is in just the Catch-stitch fam- 
ily alone. For instance, you have already seen the simple 
Catch stitch used functionally as an appliqué stitch to fasten 
down the patchwork pieces in the headboard and bedspread 
on these pages. But it is also used here to simulate the scales 
of a fish and, in its Divided version, a fish net. But you can 
use these stitches however you see fit, changing their char- 
acter and texture with the fineness or coarseness of the yarns 
you use. The Basket stitch, first cousin to the Catch stitch, 
is obviously for simulating basketry, but, enlarged and 
worked in heavy yarn, it might be a trellis. Using fine yarn, 
you might get the effect of a spider web. Or, working the 
same stitch close, you could get a solid braidlike effect. Try 
experimenting. You may discover that a stitch which some- 
one else uses for a flower petal may suggest a different pat- 
tern to you—the stones of a wall, raindrops, a geometric 
form. This challenges you to see new design potentialities 
in everything around you. 

Large-scale stitches make this new needlework relaxed 
and quickly rewarding, unlike the old, tense, eye- and neck- 
straining variety that took forever to finish. It is worked 
most successfully with a large needle and fairly thick yarn 
or cord in rather heavy or coarse basket-weave fabrics like 
linen and burlap. Begin on burlap; it’s cheap and so woven 
that it’s easy to keep your stitches aligned. For practice yarn, 
try the cotton cord you usually get on a baker’s box or a 
drug-store package. (You'll soon become a cord and fabric 
connoisseur.) Use a blunt needle with a wide enough eye 
to take heavy yarn easily (sizes 15 and 17 are about right). 
Then all you need is the urge to start. Step by step directions 
for stitches begin on page 166.

The Catch Stitch, or Herringbone, with its variations, is used 
in this lesson as textural embellishment in borders and fillers. 
It is also a quick decorative method of catching down other 
stitches or appliquéing bits of fabric.

The Closed Catch Stitch 


This version of Catch Stitch looks more intricate than the 
simple one above. Actually, it is the same stitch, but, as the 
name implies, each new Catch Stitch meets the end of the 
last slanting stitch, thereby closing the space between. 


Make a Catch Stitch on upper row, 
then on lower row, as in simple 
Catch Stitch. Now make a second 
Catch Stitch on upper row, so that 
point of needle emerges at tip of 
last slanting stitch. Pull thread 
through and continue on lower line. 
Overlapping is now lower down. —

ment. It is not a basement. It is 
first-rate space, and it should be 


finished like the rest of the house. 
You can add to your house with- 
out extending it. This can be done 
by converting space that already 
exists, and it is by far the least 
expensive. Take your attic, base- 
ment, or garage, for instance. Don’t 
peremptorily write them off as 
hopeless. Their insurmountable 
problems may not be as_insur- 
mountable as you think. 


F YOUR attic lacks headroom, 

you may be able to correct it by 
adding a dormer which, literally, 
raises the roof. A dormer need not 
be a routine affair. With style, it 
can be an asset. All the space in an 
attic need not have full headroom. 
Space with 5’ headroom can ac- 
commodate a bed, or seating. Space 
under 5’ can be used for storage. 

The attic can gain added light by 
using skylights, or by opening up 
its gable ends as floor-to-roof win- 
dows. Such fenestration is a simple 
matter of placing glass between 
the wall studs, and is not expen- 
sive. If an attic’s only access is a 
too-steep stairway, perhaps the 
stairway can be rebuilt to a lower 
pitch. Incorporating a turn in the 
stairway often makes a lower pitch 
possible. 

An attic can be one large room, 
or it may accommodate an entire 
apartment. Plumbing, heat, and 
electricity are usually simple to 
bring in. The sound of footsteps 
passing through the floor to rooms 
below can be reduced by nailing a 
half-inch layer of insulation board 
over the floor, then applying a sec- 
ond layer over it with contact ad- 
hesive. Over this, hardboard is laid 
with adhesive as a tile base, or, 
better yet, as a base for heavy, 
well-padded carpeting. Stiffening 
of floor joists with bracing can 
also reduce sound transmission.

[f a centrally-placed, antiquated 
heating plant monopolizes your 
basement, replace it with a mod- 
ern compact unit and free the 
space. The unit can be segregated 
into a corner along with other 
utilities and partitioned off as a 
service area. A dropped ceiling 
will hide pipes and ducts, and also 
serve for control of airborne noise 
—though not structure-borne noise. 
Partitions conceal Jally columns. 

What basements need most is 
outdoor light to keep them from 
seeming like a hole in the ground. 
On walls where you now have sin- 
gle basement sash, you can install 
strip windows, so that the entire 
wall above the foundation is glass. 
You can knock out a nonbearing 
wall and open the area to the out- 
doors with a greenhouse, recessed 
in a well. New materials that are 
proof against moisture, rot, and 
mildew make it possible to finish 
and furnish a basement room to the 
same quality standards as any 
room in the house. 

If your garage could serve as a 
better living area, a new, insulated 
floor can bring it up to the level 
of the rest of the house. Ducts, 
wiring, and plumbing can be run 
in the floor’s joist spaces. Garage 
doors very naturally become win- 
dows or glass doors. Foamed plas- 
tic panels and vermiculite plaster 
can insulate masonry walls. To 
shelter your car, build a carport. 
You can do it with the money you 
saved by converting a garage in- 
stead of moving to a new house. 

If you have a porch, or even a 
patio slab, they can make a money- 
saving contribution toward the cost 
of adding a room. An existing slab 
saves the cost of a floor. A porch 
provides a free ceiling and roof. 


A OEHER way to pare the cost of 
an addition is to add an out- 
door area. A floor-level wood deck 
as a direct extension of the indoors 
can greatly enhance the indoor area 
it adjoins and make it work as more.

# Window styling ideas by the hundreds 
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Will you be overbuilding? Put- 
ting your house in a class well 
above the average neighborhood 
value may mean you won’t get your 
money back. This shouldn’t stop 
you if it’s worth it to you in im- 
proved living, but it is a factor to 
weigh. 

Do you have the lot space on 
which to put an addition and can 
you spare it? Will the addition 
eliminate your off-street parking 
or turn-around space? Will it in- 
trude on your outdoor living areas, 
or can it be made to create added 
outdoor living space by enclosing 
a court or otherwise serving as a 
privacy shield? Are you sure the 
area on which you plan to build 
contains no septic tank, drainage 
field, 
They’d be expensive to move. (If 


or other buried utilities? 


you are adding a bathroom, you 
may also need space for an addi- 
tional or larger septic system.) 


ANY houses are built to the 

allowable setback lines al- 
ready, or have the maximum allow- 
able coverage on the lot. It is pos- 
sible to get a variance to such code 
restrictions if you get the agreement 
of your neighbors and your local 
building board. Don’t blithely plan 
to add a second story. In some 
cases, setback laws may not per- 


mit it. If they do, be prepared to 
reinforce the foundation and the 
first floor structure, particularly at 
doors and windows. 

In deciding where to put an ad- 
dition, consider orientation. Plan 
to give it the best exposure for 
view, privacy, and sunlight. Con- 
sider circulation within the house. 
How many flaws in your present 
living arrangement will it solve, 
and will any be added? 

The space you need most may 
not be the most logical space to 
add. For example, if you urgently 
need another bedroom, but are 
also cramped by a too-small living 
room, it may be possible (and bet- 
ter) to convert the living room 
into the bedroom you need and add 
a spacious new living room as your 
addition, solving two problems in- 
stead of one. This underlines why 
you must always consider the en- 
tire house when you plan changes 
to any part of it. 

Are you adding enough space? 
In adding a room, you may find it 
worthwhile to include enough extra 
space so that other rooms can push 
out and gain as well. A squeezed 
kitchen may need only a slice a 
few feet wide to become a pleasant 
workable room. Existing rooms 
which back on an addition can 
gain new storage walls, built into 
the added space. A new fireplace 


for an existing room may similarly 
go into the added space. 

By gaining space in your addi- 
tion you may find you can now 
afford the luxury of combining two 
of your old rooms into a single 
decent-sized room. This will con- 
front you with the problem of just 
which walls can be removed safely: 
Which walls support the structure 
and which are nonbearing? 


OUR builder or architect 
should advise you on this prob- 
lem. A good idea, in any case, is to 
get a copy of the original plans of 
your house. If its builder or archi- 
tect is unknown, don’t give up. You 
may be able to find a set of the plans 
at your local department of build- 
ing. A file is kept here of all plans 
for which building permits have 
been issued. It may be a valuable 
source of information on _ other 
structural questions which will arise. 
The easiest and best way to heat 
an addition will vary according to 
the situation. An existing furnace 
or boiler may have enough reserve 
capacity to do the job. If it hasn’t, 
you may be able to make it ade- 
quate by improving the insulation 
and weatherstripping in the exist- 
ing part of the house. Adding storm 
doors and windows, or installing 
insulating glass, may save enough 
extra heat to compensate for the 


1 a 


increased demand. By adding a 
boiler section, you may also be able 
to gain needed extra capacity. 

If your heater is old and in- 
efficient, a new heater of larger 
capacity may help pay for itself by 
the fuel it saves. If your heating 
plant is good, but too small, in- 
stallation of a separate heating 
system to serve the addition may 
be the best arrangement. In some 
cases, simple supplementary heat- 
ers—gas, electric panels, or base- 
boards, can do the job with a 
minimum of installation expense. 
(In most areas of the country, 
electric resistance heating is con- 
siderably more costly than other 
types.) Where an addition is to 
be both heated and cooled (espe- 
cially in areas of short mild winters 
and long hot summers), a reverse 
cycle installation may be the most 
economical. 

Who will build your new room or 
wing? Get bids from at least three 
contractors. If you don’t shop 
around, you have no way of know- 
ing if you are getting the best 
price or the best contractor. Have 
all of them bid on exactly the same 
plans and specifications, with al- 
ternate bids if you are considering 
having the job done in more than 
one way. If you don’t know a con- 
tractor personally, or have friends

An en- 
tirely different France was revealed 
to us. 


T HOME it is usually assumed 
that Westerners are more gen- 
erously endowed with the milk of 
human kindness than Easterners. 
And there is the long-standing cli- 
ché that New York is a place where 
no one gives a hoot about what 
happens to the other fellow. The 
prevalent notion used to be that 
it’s the height of foolhardiness to 
speak to a stranger in any large 
city, for he will either rebuff you 
coldly or turn out to be a dope 
peddler, or a white slaver, or a 


dealer in who knows what kind of 
evil. But we have the heartening 
evidence that it’s not necessarily 
so—and from a Filipina, a lady 
from a land where most women are 
accustomed to the protection of the 
family circle and especially wary 
when they’re on their own. This 
lady, on her very first visit to New 
York and full of apprehension, at- 
tempted a solo trip on the subway. 
She got off at the right station, 
but, as can happen to the most 
jaded New York subway rider, 
climbed to the wrong street exit, 
started walking in the wrong di- 
rection, and immediately was so 
lost that panic set in. There was 
no policeman in sight, and she was 
terrified to speak to any of the 
crowd passing by. So she stood on 
a street corner and cried. She says 
she never felt lonelier in her life.

® In the impressive libraries of 
recordings which are now almost 
to be taken for granted in the well- 
appointed home, the short piece of 
music is finding itself a neglected 
stepchild. By short, I mean ten 
minutes or less. But short selec- 
tions are available and can make 
possible an invigorating and untir- 
ing combination of talk and music. 
The novice listener can enjoy mu- 
sic that won’t exhaust him. The mu- 
sic buff will enjoy the many impor- 
tant short works that are too often 
neglected. 

If you want guests who are nov- 
ice music-lovers to have a really 
good time, don’t bring out a 
Brahms symphony. They will love 
the monumental opening, but their 
listening habits are such that fif- 
teen more minutes may be exhaust- 
ing. And, unlike the concert hall, 
you don’t provide a tympanist for 
them to watch—or a program to be 
timed. 

Instead of Brahms, try the great 
orchestral shorts like Prélude a 
Vapres-midi d’un faune, by De- 
bussy, Marche Slav, Op. 31, by 
Tchaikovsky, Rapsodie espagnole, 
by Ravel, Finlandia, by Sibelius, 
and Night on Bald Mountain, by 
Mussorgsky.

be rescued from its present ob- 
scurity and restored to its deserved 
place in musical literature, some- 
thing must be done to minimize 
the noisy and unshowmanlike fum- 
bling which takes place when the 
tone arm is aimed at an inner band 
on the disc. Three steps suggest 
themselves: 

1. Campaign for wider separa- 
tion between bands. Threaten your 
music dealer! Tell him you are 
likely to quit buying records unless 
the manufacturer provides you 
with more maneuvering room be- 
tween the unrelated bands on a 
record side. If there isn’t enough 
spare playing time at the center of 
the disc to permit this, you'll settle 
for fewer selections per disc. 

2. Help to repopularize the 10- 
inch LP. This disc holds fifteen 
minutes of playing time on a side. 
When the industry was new, it was 
available. You lost it because you 
didn’t buy it. You didn’t buy it be- 
cause you were too preoccupied 
with the novelty of the full-length 
symphony in a package, appropri- 
ate for home playing. As this nov- 
elty wears thin, perhaps there is a 
place again for the 10-inch record 
—and the fully accessible short 
piece of music. 

3. Rerecord the shorts on tape. 
This is the drastic step that I have 
taken, because I want the short 
pieces very much, and [ can’t wait 
for the pendulum of acceptance to 
swing back naturally. My library 
of taped shorts is as convenient to 
use as I know how to make it. It is 
on five-inch reels, one selection to a 
reel. I don’t use the reverse chan- 
nel, because my guests should not 
have to wait for rewinding if the 
wrong direction of two happens to 
be “up.” I have made my noisy 
starts in private, trimmed them off, 
and applied a neat identifying 
leader. For ears other than my 
own, I make my starts and stops 
with the aplomb of a disc jockey. 

My “five-inch shelf” of taped 
singles came into being solely to 
meet the need here outlined, but 
now that it exists, it turns out to 
provide unanticipated assistance in 
the give and take of the social 
amenities. Here is music to prove 
a point, music to be listened to as 
an element in a conversation al- 
ready under way. 

For instance, for sheer beauty of

oddly framed picture of a simple 
church in Saxony, where one of our 
forebears used to preach; a cum- 
bersome balky-drawered dresser, 
scarred and nicked in serving many 
years and needs.

I hope to be a very old 
lady then, but spry, 
watching some great-granddaugh- 
ter cut six marks for herself, her 
mother, and the long loving line of 
us before her.

mix pigments into white portland 
cement rather than common gray. 
For brown, use burnt umber or 
brown oxide of iron. Yellow oxide 
of iron may be added to obtain 
modifications of this color. 

For yellow, use yellow ochre or 
yellow oxide of iron. This color 
can be modified by additions of 
small amounts of red oxide of iron. 

For green, use chromium oxide 
and yellow oxide of iron to tone it. 

For pinks ranging to red, use 
red oxide of iron, varying the 
amount to get the right hue. 

A little of these mineral pig- 
ments goes a long way. Though the 
manufacturers will give you direc- 
tions for mixing big batches of 
colored concrete, you are going to 
have to do your own experimenting 
in blending small amounts of color. 
Selected areas of a composition in 
sand can be colored by sprinkling 
with pigment before casting. 

Keep in mind too that the face 
of your casting is going to be 
lightly embedded with sand, which 
will have to be burnished off with 
sandpaper to reveal brightly col- 
ored concrete or plaster under- 
neath. 


How to make a casting frame 


Walter Chapman, who shows how 
to cast on pages 208-211 makes 
his casting frame three inches deep, 
using four pieces of 1” x 3” lum- 
ber. Length of boards depends 
upon the size and shape of the 
casting. The frame is a device to 
retain the sand bed and plaster 
while you’re working and hold the 
casting in shape until it hardens. 

The frame is purely temporary, 
so it should be made easy to dis- 
assemble. Mr. Chapman nails it 
together with a four-penny finish- 
ing nail at each corner. Nails are 
driven only partly through, so they 
can be pulled out easily and the 
frame taken apart. 

The lumber should be butt- 
jointed at the corner, with one side 
overlapping the end of the adjoin- 
ing side for a few inches. It is 
then easy to knock the frame apart 
by tapping the extended sides with 
a hammer. Lumber can be used 
time and again to make casting 
frames. 

William Ward Beecher, another 
aficionado of sand casting, has de- 
vised a hinged, permanent frame 
which flattens out into a long strip 
and hangs on the wall between 
castings. Making butt joints, he 
hinges three corners of the frame 
and joins the fourth corner with 
two hooks. When casting is fin- 
ished, he unhooks the frame and 
removes it in one piece.

Very fine sand 
takes astonishingly accurate, al- 
most etching-fine impressions of 
delicate leaves and sea shells.

Now mix the plaster. But 

first read these rules. 
You will have to allow three 
pounds of plaster to a quart 
of water, or use this rule: Fill 
dishpan two-thirds full of cool 
water. A handful at a time, 
gently sift plaster through 


your fingers into water until 
an island of dry plaster builds 
up in center of pan. This 


With a pint-size bowl, 

pour creamy plaster gent- 
ly over the entire surface of 
the sand until a thin layer is 
built up. For a 2’ x 4’ casting, 
plaster should be at least 114” 
thick, preferably 2”. You may 
need to make several batches 
of plaster, but don’t worry 
about pouring a second batch 


after the first has started to set. 


should cover about one-fourth 
the surface area of water. Let 
this stand for two minutes. 
Put one hand underneath the 
surface of the water and gently 
agitate until mixture is 
smooth, squeezing out any 
lumps. Plaster should be the 
consistency of heavy cream. 
With experience you learn 
how to gauge this properly. 





The layers will adhere if you 
use good plaster. Keep plaster 
a heavy-cream consistency. 
Thicker than this, it starts 
setting so fast that you have 
to: work too quickly. Thinner 
than this, the plaster will ruin 
the mold at first pouring. 
Keep plaster from hardening 
under fingernails by scraping 
fingers on a bar of soap. 
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If you’re using reinforc- 

ing mesh, lay it carefully 
on top of first pouring of 
plaster. You can use several 
small pieces of mesh instead 
of one large piece, but criss- 
cross them. Lay your pre-bent 
wire hanging loop on top of 
mesh. Cover all this with an- 
other layer of plaster or as 
many more as you need. After 


Don’t be tempted to peek 

until plaster is set. Plas- 
ter will feel warm during the 
setting process. When it is 
cool, the setting is complete, 
but plaster will still be fragile. 
Wait several hours or, better, 
overnight. Then, to remove the 
frame, gently tap one project- 
ing end of the frame with a 
hammer to loosen it from the 


mixing each separate batch of 
plaster, wipe the pan carefully 
with newspaper so there will 
be no hard plaster in the next 
batch. Immediately after the 
last plaster is poured, clean 
off your hands and _ utensils. 
Use newspapers for the clean- 
up; dispose of them in the 
trash. Be careful not to wash 
any plaster down the sink.

Cautiously lift one long 
edge of the casting from sand. 
Stand it on edge and lightly 
brush off excess sand with a 
whisk broom.

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pests. However, it is better to be 
surprised before planting than 
after. We are concerned here with 
attractive plants. They can all serve 
well when used in the right place, 
and no garden is really complete 
without some of them. If you want 
them, you should have them, but 
you should be aware of what you 
are getting. 

The trouble comes when they are 
used where they don’t belong. Al- 
though most of them are sold as 
suitable border plants, they don’t 
belong in the border and should 
not be used there. Unfortunately, 
some dealers do not tell enough 
about their rambling ways. 

These are plants to grow where 
space is no object. Use them where 
a great mass of a certain form or 
color is desired. Or put them in a 
wild place where their rampant 
growth does not matter. 

Give them an inch and they take 
a mile. They spread by creeping 
roots and, once they establish them- 
selves, it is practically impossible 
to get rid of them. In many cases, 
one can dig up the entire area and 
remove every living root, and some- 
how, by some black magic, there 
they will be again the next year, 
undiscouraged and undismayed. 

Of course, chemicals may be 


used to get rid of them, but then ~ 


you'll kill everything else. The 
best way to avoid trouble is never 
to let them get started where you 
don’t want them. 

Several of the worst offenders 
belong to the genus Polygonum. 
Some of these are excellent border 
plants, but the black sheep, the 
shameless and Jawless villain of the 
tribe, is the Japanese fleece-flower 
or Japanese knotweed (Polygonum 
cuspidatum). It has roots that go 
far and wide and forever. The form

They will grow anywhere and en- 
dure all kinds of neglect and rough 
treatment. The best way to grow 
them is as the English do: Either 
make whole borders of them, where 
they can run riot, or give them 
most of the space in a_ border. 
Leave just enough room for other 
plants to furnish a color contrast. 


SWEGO tree, bee balm, or ber- 

gamot (Monarda didyma) is 
an attractive plant with distinctly 
aromatic leaves, lovely to smell, 
particularly in the early spring 
when you are working in the bor- 
der. It is worth planting for this 
attribute alone. 

The pink or red flowers are 
borne in close heads on stems 
about two feet high. Monarda may 
be naturalized in the wild garden 
and this is the best place for it.

It is one of the most charming of 
plants. The neat mat of silvery foli- 
age, which remains attractive all 
summer, is covered in late spring 
with masses of small, fragrant 
white flowers, on stems about eight 
inches long. 

It makes a fine ground cover for 
a sunny place, but the roots spread 
rapidly and you'll always have lots 
of it to give to your friends. It 
does not, however, make an impen- 
etrable mass of roots, and it can 
be pulled up easily. 

Another useful and _ interesting 
perennial that makes a clean sweep 
of any given garden space is false 
dragonhead or obedient plant 
(Physostegia). It is a handsome 
plant for the sunny border and, as 
the catalog says, particularly for 
the wild garden. It bears terminal 
spikes of pink or white flowers, 
excellent for cutting. The plant 
grows easily and rapidly spreads 
everywhere. Enough is enough, and 
keeping it in place does become 
an annual chore. 

Mist-flower (Eupatorium coeles- 
tinum) has feathery flower heads of 
lovely blue in August and Septem- 
ber. This alone makes it valuable 
in the garden despite its stealthy 
ways. A hardy perennial of robust 
habit, it is ideal for the wild gar- 
den, and suitable for large mixed 
borders. It is a good, long-lasting 
cut flower and combines beauti- 
fully with any yellow flowers in the 
autumn garden. But, unless you 
control it well, you’ll find it com- 
ing up in your paths and in the 
lawn, and you will never see the 
last of it. 

Without giving detailed descrip- 
tions of other plants that can be- 
come terrible pests (which would 
make this article interminable), 
you should also watch for these bad 
actors: All the true mints, the per-

of burning off a clearing in the 
jungle, planting there until the 
humus was exhausted and crops 
failed, then moving on to a new 
burning must be nearly as old as 
agriculture. It is still the practice 
among savages where the land is 
wide and men are few. 

The lore of soil fertility is cer- 
tainly far older than the Pyramids, 
for the early Egyptians wrote trea- 
tises on crop rotation, the fallow 
year, green manuring and the value 
of animal wastes in decay. The 
peoples of the Mediterranean lands 
have had the manure-pile wisdom 
to feed crowded millions for ages 
beyond our ken. Everyone knows 
how Massasoit taught the Pilgrims 
to bury fish with each hill of corn. 

From the Stone Age until the 
forties of the last century, man 
learned little about the fertility of 
the soil. The Greeks and Romans 
made some progress in plant feed- 
ing, which was largely forgotten 
during the Dark Ages, but it was 
not until the experiments of Justus 
von Liebig, begun in that decade, 
that we really found the way to in- 
dependence from natural manures. 
Liebig has been called the father 
of organic chemistry, and, though 
other chemists also contributed to 
the discoveries that led to the new 
agriculture, the method he inaugu- 
rated has been called the Liebig 
method of scientific farming—with 
scorn and contumely, if the speaker 
belongs to the all-organic evangel. 
Others have called it one of the 
greatest discoveries of the century. 


Y ANALYSIS of the plants, re- 

searchers found that they must 
have nitrogen, phosphorus, potash 
and lime in their diet in the right 
chemical combinations. Lime is 
hardly ever lacking in soils and we 
very seldom use it as a fertilizer; 
we apply it mostly for adjusting 
the acid-alkali balance. Hence, 
your general chemical fertilizer, of- 
ten called a complete fertilizer, 
contains the other three elements 


in proportions determined by the - 


needs of the crop or the soil. 

You will find these proportions 
described in a formula printed on 
the bag, always in the same order; 
thus, a 5-10-5 product contains five 
per cent nitrogen, ten per cent 
phosphorus, and five per cent pot- 
ash. Of course, the plant must also 
have sunlight, the carbon dioxide 
and free oxygen of the air and wa- 
ter—a herbaceous plant is about 
98 per cent water. 

So the wild dream that man 
might forever conquer the external 


evil of hunger had its beginnin 
We have learned a great deal sine 
then but, even today, we do n 
know very much. Louis Bromfiel 
once said he doubted if we kno 
five per cent of all there is to lear 
about growing things. We have di 
covered that perhaps as many 

30 other elements are needed i 
minute quantities for vegetabl 
growth; these, now spoken of 

trace elements, are not often mis 
ing in a soil we!l stocked with o 
ganic decay. A fantastically sma 
quantity may tbe suficient—on 
part in a million of boron or zin 
But if it is not present, distind 
symptoms of deficiency will ay 
pear. On the other hand, as little 

ten or fifteen parts in a million 4 
boron is toxic to some plants, 
condition almost as rare as thi 
borax deposits in Death Valley.

© The forces of nature unceas- 
ingly apply themselves to the 
art of sculpture. Although the 
eternal attrition of wind and 
water ultimately grinds stone 
to sand and wood to dust, the 
strength of these materials to 
resist is infinitely varied. The 
result is sculpture—to the eyes 
of those who can see it. 

The character of rock, worn 
by wind and water, can be read 
like a book. Its strength is 
where the ridges are, its weak- 
ness in the hollows. And the 
form revealed, as in the exam- 
ple here, can be beautiful. 

To develop an eye for the 
beauty of weathered wood and 
stone is to open the door to a 
vast studio of sculpture. You are 
likely to find pieces that you 
would like to have in your gar- 
den or your house.

Pekinese Stitch 


This could be used on place mat, above, to make a tracery around 
the groups of stars. This braid-like stitch, worked in contrast- 
ing colors, is a trimming or bordering device. On mat shown, we 
used a commercial silver braid, but if you want all the stitches 
on a mat to be your very own, you can easily learn this stitch.

Both the art piece on page 149 and the mat shown with it employ 
the Detached Buttonhole. If you did not get this lesson last year 
(November, 1961) we reprint it here. Several variations in its use 
are possible—it can be irregular loops or worked in a circle. 


1. To start the Detached Buttonhole 
stitch, you make a bar of 2 or 3 long 
horizontal stitches through the fabric. 
Bring your needle out at one end of 
the bar. This diagram shows how to 
start the first row working from left 
to right but, as you will see, the 
direction may be reversed. Draw your 
thread around toward the right in a 
counter-clockwise direction to form a 
loop, and insert your needle under the 
bar of horizontal stitches so that it 
points into the loop. But do not take 
up any of the fabric. Hold the loop 
down with your left thumb so that 
when you pull the needle through it 
will cross the loop.

Music for May 


Let your ears celebrate the 


changing seasons, too 
By LEE WILCOX 


@ When May finally triumphs over 
April and the hints of March look 
as if they might come true, most 
of us feel like celebrating. The 
luscious music of 19th-century Ger- 
many is ready and waiting. It 
matches the moods (and moodi- 
ness!) of spring. 

May is a time of combined hope 
and melancholy, dreaminess and 
emotional release. We suggest you 
accompany the season with appro- 
priate music. 

One of Johannes Brahms’ loveli- 
est songs is “An eine Aeolsharfe” 
(To an Aeolian Harp). It is a 
luxurious song in which you can 
hear the gentle harp string sounds 
lingering in the air. It has all 
the melancholy of a soft May 
night. 

Much of Brahms’ music seems 
written for May. His “Alto Rhap- 
sody” combines great sweeps of 
rich harmonies with overtones of 
sadness and nostalgia that reflect 
the bittersweet ache of late spring.

For a May treat via the piano, 
enjoy Robert Schumann’s “Wald- 
scenen” (Forest Scenes), his “Car- 
naval,” and the charming “Kinder- 
scenen” (Scenes of Childhood). 

Waltzes, of course, are rich in 
May-ness. Both Strausses—Johann 
and Richard—as well as Brahms, 
offer a soul-satisfying repertoire. 
The Brahms “Liebeslieder Waltzes” 
(Love Song Waltzes) weave voices 
with two pianos into a sonorous 
flow of sound.

Mr. Challagali, train examiner 
for the Indian railroad from Cal- 
cutta to Madras, reports, “Isawa 
little girl sleeping under a third- 
class bench.

“Madam, you have lost five years.” 

Every child is possessed of imag- 
ination, sympathy, and inventive- 
ness. Working and playing in a 
garden will arouse and satisfy his

things. The ideal way to encourage

the love of gardening in a child 
is to give him a little patch of 
ground somewhere that he can call 
his own, free from grown-up inter- 
ference and criticism. He could be 
helped with the plan (make it 
small, so he’ll feel at home), the 
soil preparation, and the seed buy- 
ing, but after that let him be on his 
own, except when he asks for help. 
Let it be his garden in every pos- 
sible way. If the results are not 
good, it doesn’t really matter; he’s 


been busy and he’s been learning. 
If it isn’t possible to provide a 
small piece of ground for his gar- 
den, perhaps he could have some 
large flower pots or a plant box of 
his own to use. This should be pos- 
sible almost anywhere. 

“The love of dirt is among the 
earliest of passions. ... To own a 
bit of ground, to scratch it with 
a hoe, to plant seeds and watch 
their renewal of life—this is the 
commonest delight of the race, the 
most satisfactory thing a man can 
do.”

' dove, and the spurs of the flowers 
| suggest a group of doves. 
_ Seeds of the common dock make 
good coffee to sell at “the store.” 
Honesty (common names: moon- 
flower, satinflower, money-in-both- 
pockets, or Venus looking-glass) 
has flat, silvery, transparent seed 
pods that make splendid money 
when you're playing store; and 
fuchsia flowers make beautiful ear- 
rings and necklaces. 

Sedum spectabile, too, has its 
uses. This trick is harder to do, 
but if a leaf is taken from the 
plant and squeezed carefully, the 
two surfaces can be separated and

blown into a tiny balloon. 

Chinese lantern plant produces 
lanterns for a doll’s party. 

Balloonflower (Platycodon) has 
ready-made balloons in its flower 
buds. If the buds are pressed just 
right, they can be exploded with 
a little sound, without harming the 
flower. And gourds are also a won- 
derful thing for a child to grow. 

The burrs of burdock make the 
best construction toys. They are 
fine for making furniture, bridg- 
ing a tiny stream, or building an 
igloo. It might be well to gather 
them up and get rid of them when 
the children are through so that 
the seed won’t take root every- 
where in the garden. 


HE fruits of some of the cucum- 

bers throw out their seeds, ac- 
companied by a watery juice, when 
the plant is disturbed. The squirting 
cucumber (Ecballium elaterium) 
should amuse the children. The 
plant, an annual, can be grown on 
a trellis, or left to trail on the 
ground. When the little hairy cu- 
cumbers are ripe, the least touch 
sends seeds and water flying, 

The larger wild cucumber (Ech- 
inocystis lobata) climbs rapidly 
and makes a fine show with its 
many small white flowers, The fruit 
is green, about the size of an egg, 





and, if a little pressure is applied, 
seeds and water fly several feet. 

Let the children grow sunflowers 
as seed for the birds. The best 
seeds are those that germinate and 
grow quickly, so a child won’t get 
too impatient waiting for results. 
Some of these quick-germinating 
seeds are sweet alyssum, bache- 
lor’s buttons, coreopsis, marigolds, 
strawflowers, scarlet 
runner beans, and, if he wants 
vegetables too, the seeds of these 
won't keep him waiting too long: 
beans, cabbage, lettuce, radishes, 
pumpkins, squash, turnips. 

Have a pussywillow in the gar- 
den, and a sweetshrub (Calycan- 
thus), so that a child can pick a 
fragrant flower and tie it into a 
corner of his handkerchief to sniff 
all the day, as children have done 
from time immemorial. 

Plant the dainty little snow- 
drops, which appear practically 
through the snow, and other small 
bulbs: a “fairy ring” of crocuses, 
some of the baby daffodils, and 
the amusing Dutchman’s-breeches. 

There are other ways in which 
this love of gardens and, garden- 
ing can be fostered. Habits of 
plants can be fascinating too. The 


portulaca, 


pimpernel always closes 
rain. Astilbe, one of its common 
names ‘“go-to-bed-at-noon,” does 


before 
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just that. The four o’clock opens at 
four o’clock in the afternoon and, 
they say, closes at four o’clock in 
the morning. 

And teach them the fascinating 
common hen and 
chickens; some of the names for 
pansies—*kiss-me-quick,” 


flower names: 


“jum p- 
up-and-kiss-me-quick,” “three faces 
under a hood.” Nigella is called 
“love-in-a-mist” and “lady in 
green.” Some other charming and 
appealing names are snow-in-sum- 
mer, mouse-ears, lamb’s ears, for- 
get-me-not, babies’-breath, butter- 
cup, stars of Bethlehem, pearls of 
Spain (white grape hyacinths). 
Be sure to introduce the children 
to all the lovely garden smells: lily 
of the valley, hyacinth, lavender, 
bergamot, lilac, clove pinks, sweet 
violets—the list is endless. 


EAD to them some of the time- 
less legends of classic mythol- 
ogy that have to do with plants 
and gardens—why Daphne was 
changed into a laure] tree; the sto- 
ries about Narcissus and Hyacinth- 
us—fascinating, all of them.

@® A funny thing happened on the way to the office from 
Australia. Flying eastward across the Pacific on Qantas air- 
lines from Sydney to New York, we had the curiously satis- 
fying experience of consciously living through an eight-day 
week. At the end of a Saturday spent in Fiji, we flew to 
Honolulu and arrived to discover that it was Saturday morn- 
ing all over again. It was like striking oil and inheriting a 
gold mine in one day—an unexpected pleasure. 

“How could it be unexpected?” asks one of our literal- 
minded friends—the kind who is always proving to the bank 
that they're wrong about his bank statement. “You re-crossed 
the date line and got back the day you lost when you flew 
west across the Pacific. It’s that simple.” 

Simple? So far as we’re concerned—and we think we’re 
in the majority—nothing can make us feel more like an 
intellectual invalid than the time changes that occur as we 
circumnavigate the globe. We’ve been told that traveling 
west from Greenwich, England, which is 0° longitude, we 
gain one hour every 15 degrees of longitude. Traveling east 
from Greenwich, we lose one hour every 15 degrees. Since 
the world is a 360° circle, we can therefore lose or gain 
24 hours going around the globe, depending upon the direc- 
tion in which we go around it. With some people losing a 
day while others are gaining a day, imagine what confusion 
could result in the international calendar if something weren’t 
done to stop the gaining and losing of days.

@ A minimum of housework with a maximum of livability 
these are attributes to look for, especially in a vacation 
house or week-end retreat. Half the pleasure of a second 
house is the freedom it offers from the usual necessary 
daily chores and concerns. The characteristics that qualify 
the best kind of part-time house are just what you will be 
wanting for full-time use later in life. Any adjustment you 
make now in a vacation cottage, or additions or alterations 
in your present house, can also be an investment for the 
future when your children are on their own and household 
burdens are off your shoulders. 

The guest house shown on these pages is an excellent 
example of how to build to take care of future, as well 
as present, needs by planning the kind of space that can 
eventually become a small and completely independent unit. 

This elegant cottage was originally a two-car garage thai 
turned a blank back wall on a beautiful view, wasting a 
valuable site. Now its 22-foot-square space. slightly enlarged 
by a glass bay, contains all the amenities for comfortable 
casual living. Built as a guest house, it can eventually serve 
easily for full-time living. Because there is direct access to 
the street and since it is planned to face away from the 
existing house, it has complete privacy and independence 
from the main building. 

The compact use of space in this small house is one of 
its chief assets. Although it seems spacious, due to the 
big glass wall and the deck extension, the actual area to 
dust and clean is very small. To make housekeeping even 
simpler, building materials and even furnishings are such 
that they require little or no maintenance and can serve a 
casual life, remaining fresh and unmarred. 

Fragile furniture and delicate fabrics have a place in a 
family household where constant loving care, frequent 
replacement and redecorating are part of what makes a house 
a warm and interesting home. However, in a part-time house. 
or for retirement, you will want things that don’t demand 
thought and attention, so you can be free of concern about 
appearance and repair. Then you can put your mind on 
replacements or revisions only when you feel like it. not 
because you have to.

Ready to become a two-house family ? 


Here are some suggestions for how to practice 
economy in the I sion stage 


Beautirut, May 1962 
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This little house is roughly 32’ x 16’. The tightest 
planning went into the Lifenen where an apart- 
ment-size stove was used. Separating the two bed- 
rooms by the living area this way gives greatest 
privacy to each one. They are equal in size. 


Hard to believe this house and the one on pages 
128-129 cost only $10 per square foot? By staying 
with a few characterful structural materials and 
planning the house on a modular construction sys- 
tem, architects created pleasing interior spaces and 
exterior elevations. Sweep of windows is possible 
on small budget because installation is simple. 





@ As every architect or contractor will tell you, it is a 
real challenge to build any kind of structure for $10 per 
square foot. In fact, most of them wince when you try to 
plan a house on any dollar-per-square-foot basis. They are 
generally right, because building costs have nothing to do 
with size. If you had the money and inclination, you could 
build a one-room house for $50,000. Small is not cheap. 

Recently a Dallas architectural firm faced the problem 
of designing several guest cottages for a new country club 
about 100 miles from the metropolitan Dallas area. There 
was a very tight budget. The cabins had to seem luxurious 
and be comfortable, with no “to-be-finished-by-client” areas, 
which many budget jobs have. Five entirely different site 
conditions were chosen. Each cottage needed an individual 
solution, and no stock answers were possible. 

Two of the cottages appear in this issue. We thought you 
might profit by some of the design solutions and building 
practices used in building these houses for just under $10 
a square foot. Here are five points the architects suggest 
you consider to get the greatest (Please turn to page 195) 
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Photograph below shows the consistent use of rough-sawn red- 
wood siding as the interior wall surface. It was even used as 
a finish for the built-in breakfast bar. Exposed roof rafters 
fit perfectly into the board-and-batten pattern of the walls.

lower property was completely flooded by normal high tides. 

By developing the plan right at the property line on the 
street side and using a wood piling foundation of the kind 
used for boat piers, Mr. Harrison created “land.” From 
privacy wall to cantilevered balcony railing, the house is 
about 42 feet deep; including the garage, it is 96 feet long— 
a fair amount of “land” under the circumstances. 

Luxury and practicality are partners in this house. The 
sensible straw matting is laid on a radiantly heated floor 
(most uncommon for a house built on pilings). The long liv- 
ing room, with large glassed area overlooking the ocean. has 
a second face—a sheltered, comfortable side designed around 
a brick fireplace wall, so the owners can ignore the drama 
of the waves if they wish. The master bedroom suite takes up 
a good part of the interior space, with a beautifully fitted 
and finished dressing room. Kitchen and bath counters and 
top band of drawers are faced in a plastic laminate because 
they receive a beating from wet and dripping hands. Such 
special attention to details makes this a house crammed full 
of ideas, built into it by the architect’s design. 


There is a special sense of luxury experienced in this dressing 
room. How easy it would have been to cheat on the size of 
these private quarters in favor of more spacious entertaining 
facilities. We think the owners made the right choice. Door 
at right leads outside to the deck and stairs to the beach.

The best long-term investment: 


A modest house in an inspiring setting

@ Building sites in picturesque mountain country are bound 





to be steeply graded and rough. That is part of the charm 
and one of the points that separates the two breeds of resort- 





goers. If you've been shopping for mountain property, 
investigate the more interesting sloping sites and you increase 
your chances of getting spectacular sunrises and sunsets, 
a long view of a valley or mountain range, and a sense of 
isolation from the growing community around you. These 
are long-range considerations and they are as important as 
water, power, and shopping facilities. 

When you have selected your site, don’t overbuild on it. 
No matter how much land you have purchased, keep your 
house down to what you might call the gracious essentials. 
Not just for economic reasons, but out of a sense of responsi- 
bility for preserving the natural environment you love. Also 
the more land you preserve in this way, the better your 
privacy if a building boom should hit the area in a few years. 

The little cabin on these pages is a good example of this 
theory of gracious essentials. Based on a 20’ x 20’ square, it 
would work beautifully on the tiniest parcel of hillside land 


and still give the owners plenty of breathing room.

A retirement house 
ean break 
all the usual rules

Freedom in floor planning can give a small house 
the privacy and variety of living spaces 
that make life comfortable and interesting. 


Here’s a good example of one that really works 





Screened porch is seen through the door of the living room. 
Kitchen is through the door partly visible at the left, and 
food can either be served at the small table seen here or on 
a similar size table on the porch. In this small retirement 
house there is no attempt made to have a formal dining room. 


@ In planning a retirement house you can often break the 
rules that apply to houses designed for everyday family 
living. The leisurely, informal life that characterizes a retire- 
ment house is in sharp contrast to the typical rigid schedule 
of our ordinary routine—and the structure that accommo- 
dates it can reflect the difference. Often the house can be 
much smaller, for it will be designed for one- or two-person 
occupancy. The active play rooms needed by children can 
be dispensed with. Often the climate is milder, and much 
of the day will be spent out-of-doors—thus the outdoor 
living areas will play an even more important role. In 
milder climates, too, there is no need to design a compact 
unit for heating economy. All these factors give the designer 
greater freedom in floor planning. 

The house shown on these four pages, designed for an 
older woman, is located in Florida and takes advantage of 
the climate to the utmost. Studying the floor plan (on the 
following page), you will see that, while it would hardly fit 
an active family with children, it is tailored to the needs 
of its present occupant. (Please turn the page) 





























Broad concrete terrace is shaded for part of the day by the 
large trees that surround the property, but when the sun is 
on the terrace, the owner and her guests can retreat to the 
porch.

Basically, the house consists of two enclosed structures, 
a living room and service area (composed of living room, 
kitchen, and maid’s room) and a wing with two bedrooms. 
These two structures are connected by a large screened porch 
that is roofed over to make the whole seem like one building. 
The back wall of the screened porch has jalousies that can 
control sun heat and strong breezes, but the porch is pri- 
marily a roofed-over outdoor area on which to enjoy the 
pleasant climate. With the jalousies closed, it becomes a 
three-walled room, an American version of an architectural 
feature common to Mexican houses. 

The screened porch is the hub of the house. You can 
reach it from the living room, the kitchen, the master bed- 
room, and the patio. It serves as dining room and sitting 
room. The bar and coat closets open only to it (see photo- 
graph at right). The photograph above reveals the relaxed, 
informal quality of the room. 

The master bedroom has a large walk-in closet and a sepa- 
rate bath. A second bedroom adjoins the first, but it has 
its own bath and separate exit (Please turn to page 200)

of your vacation house

@ Unless you build your vacation house properly, its 
security, when you are away, can be a constant, nagging 
worry. This is especially true if a house has large glass areas. 
Glass is easily broken, and if a house is remotely located, 
out of sight and sound, whai’s to stop an intruder? There 
are other fears. What of high winds? A brick tossed in 
mischief? A glassy house seems so vulnerable. 

There is no need to torture yourself. When you build, you 
can design your house so that you'll never have even a fleet- 
ing doubt as to its well-being. There are easy ways to burglar- 
proof it, protect its glass against mischance. The techniques 
shown on these pages make it possible to close or open the 
house in minutes, yet they securely button it up against wind, 
storm, and vandalism. 

The protective panels used also function in another way. 
They can help control sun and climate and make your vaca- 
tion house a pleasanter, more comfortable place to be in. 

The panels that give these advantages are simple, light- 
weight, and inexpensive. Accompanying sketches show four

As is clearly demonstrated here, 
swing-up panels can add _ significantly 
to a structure’s size and importance. 


Folded back, these bi-folding doors have 
look of architectural piers, can act as 
shade ribs to stop low sun from sneak- 
ing in. Closed, they add an attractive 
design note. Thrust bolts and cylinder 
locks give them watchdog authority. The 
doors are completely hinge-supported, 
require no track and no floor guide.

used. Photographs that follow show still another applica- 
tion. Once you have the idea, you can adapt the prin iple 
in a number of ways and make the kind and style of closure 
best suited to your own vacation house. 

Where swing-up panels are used, they can be made of 
exterior-grade plywood, attached on one or both sides of a 
stiffening frame of 1 x 3-inch boards. Tempered hardboard, 
asbestos-cement, or metal are other sheet materials that 
might be used. Panels for folding and sliding doors can 
be stock exterior doors, bought at a lumber yard, or they 
can be custom-made of any of the sheet materials just 
mentioned. 

Swing-up panels can be hung with 4 x 4-inch butt hinges, 
with thrust bolts to hold them tightly, and without a rattle, 
when they are down. Folding-style panels may be installed 
as bi-folding doors, with four hinges per door. No track is 
necessary. Sliding panels can operate on conventional 
single-door track, with as many separate tracks as you have 
doors. Get track like Grant 5150 or 5300, specifying that it 
is to be completely rustproof for exterior use. Ball bearings 
and bearing spacers must be stainless steel. An aluminum 
T-guide can be used for each door, recessed into a groove 
in the bottom of the door. Panels can be locked from inside 
with thrust bolts, or they can be equipped with cylinder locks 
and secured from the outside. Obviously, inside closures 
offer the most protection and every effort should be made 
to get them. 

“Why go to all this trouble?” you ask. “Wouldn’t it 
be simpler and more sensible just to use less glass?” 

The answer on both counts is no. It is simpler and less 
trouble to burglar-proof a few big windows than many small 
ones. And large areas of glass are of particular importance 
in a vacation house. You go to a vacation place for the out- 
doors. You want the view. Glass offers the means of making 
the outdoors and the view a part of your entire vacation 
experience. You're not in just any house anywhere. With 
glass, the wonderfully serrated Rockies or the lapping 
waters of Waukesha are with you every moment. 

But glass does present problems. It can open your house 
to heat, glare, and cold, as easily as to the view. This is 
where the protective panels come in again. Here is how 
these same panels you use against intruders can also shield 
you from unwanted sun and the rigors of weather. 

The panels are about the finest sun shield you can get. 
They are on the outside of the house. Interior shades block 
glare, but they can’t stop sun heat from getting inside the 
house. Once the heat is in, it’s too late. The only way you 
can get rid of it is with expensive air conditioning. These 
exterior panels .urn away the radiant heat before it can get 
inside. 

Further, the panels can be used to keep the sun off the 
glass no matter where the sun is in the sky. As the sun 
moves, you can open or close panels. On coolish mornings 
you may wish to admit the eastern sun. It’s wonderful for 
taking away night chill and dampness. On warm mornings 
you may wish to block it out. The choice is yours. Intelli- 


gent manipulation of panels can cut a ton from your air- 
conditioning needs, so you can see the benefits even if vou

have no air conditioning. 


The sun can cook you worse than ever when it is hidden 
behind a white haze. Unlike hot blue-sky days. when the 
sun beats down on you from just one place, on hazy white- 
sky days the whole sky is a radiant heat sou We call this 
_radiant heat phenomenon sky-shine. (Please turn to paze 185)

The sun isn’t always high in the sky. Sometimes it’s low. 
Sometimes it is the reflected glare of the sun you want to 
shut out, rather than the sun itself. 

In the Florida house shown here, the security panels 
are counterweighted so that they can be kept in any desired 
position. The balancing weights hold them wherever they 
are set. Raised completely, the panels give shade against 
the sun and the glare of a brilliant sky. Half down, they 
block out the sky and the reflective glare of the surrounding 
landscape as well. Completely down, they are proof against 
the direct assault of the setting sun. At all times, their white 
color reflects heat away. 





With counterweights down, panels are up. At midday 
this outdoor area would have been in full shade. 
Now it will soon be necessary to lower the panels to 
keep the setting sun from shining directly into house. 


The two interior views below show how panels may be 
adjusted to block out the glare of the landscape and 
OPEN create an atmosphere of sheltered intimacy.

® There are times when the shape of the land must be 
changed to accommodate a house, terrace, or drive, or to 
alter surface drainage. And, all too often, there are trees 
“in the way.” 

When this seems to be the case, it is time to study the 
plan again. Quite often the plan can be adjusted to fit the 
lay of the land better, and some trees can be spared. It 
is worth a good bit of time and effort to save a good 
specimen. Nothing we can design or build in a garden is so 
useful and beautiful as a good, healthy tree. 

The grade can be changed considerably around a tree and 
it will still survive—if the proper precautions are taken. 
You can pave over the root area—if you use the right kind 
of paving. Almost any tree, in fact, can be saved if certain 
conditions are met. 

The drawings and captions on the left explain the prin- 
ciples of safely raising or lowering the grade around a tree. 
On the pages that follow we'll discuss all this and some 
related matters in detail. 

What a tree doesn’t know won’t hurt it. You can move the 
earth however you wish without harm to the tree, if the 
following conditions are met: Don’t disturb the roots nearest 
the trunk. Maintain the supply of air, water, and plant food 
in the root area. Keep excessive moisture away from the 
trunk. This is essentially true of all trees, but, of course, 
some are more amenable to change than others. More about 
this later. 

When you must cut to lower the grade around an existing 
tree, there’s a limit to how close you can safely come to 
the trunk. Root spread varies with the tree, but, in general. 
the outer roots extend to the (Please turn to page 186)

@ It is often the fate of comparatively new buildings that 
they become dated quickly. Suddenly, like last summer’s fad, 
they have become trite and dull. Yet, occasionally—and not 
often enough—there are comparatively old buildings that 
seem to have been blessed with a lasting freshness. Their age, 
exp! essed in years, is not readily believed. This is particularly 
true when they are compared with other buildings built in 
the same general period of time. 

This house, designed by Bernard Maybeck and built in 
1913, is an example of this perennial youthfulness. When you 
examine the photographs on this and the following pages, 
you will be impressed with the contemporary quality of 


the interiors. And you will also need to remind yourself 





The living room, seen here after nearly fifty years 
of use, has a simple dignity and timeless elegance. 
Only the wall panels have been replaced with a du- 
plication of the original velvet. Interior trim is 
redwood. The entire fireplace is exposed concrete. 


Numerous sets of glass doors, both 
exterior and interior, sliding and 
hinged, contribute to the openness 
of the house. The pair at the left 
of photo on opposite page is seen 
from exterior in photo at right. 
Glass areas are sheltered by deep 
overhang of upper floor and roofs. 





now and then that this house is about fifty years old. 

Maybeck is one of the Pacific Coast pioneers of contem- 
porary architecture in the United States. He is perhaps best 
known for the Christian Science Church in Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, designed in 1910, and generally recognized as one of 
the great buildings of the United States. But he also occupies 
a special place in the hearts of Californians because of his 
Palace of Fine Arts, designed for the Panama Pacific Expo- 
sition of 1915. As time and weather have sought the destruc 
tion of this dear, but not too durable, temporary structure, 
the people of California, moved by its beauty and a private 
donation of two million dollars, have added two million 


more dollars to rebuild it (Please turn the page) 





The contemporary quality of the house is due to the 
fact that Maybeck’s many innovations are today a part 
of our common architectural resources. Examples are 
the fireplace, treated as a free-standing unit in a 


wall of glass, and the light coves along ceiling beams.

from the original plans but in more permanent materials. 

Maybeck also designed many houses in Berkeley and otner 
parts of the San Francisco Bay region. These have also given 
long-lasting pleasure to their occupants. The house shown 
here is one of the prime examples. 

The secret of their durability is relatively simple: They 
embody the principles of good design: good materials and 
good workmanship have been combined into forms that are 
directly related to, and are an outgrowth of, the purposes to 
be served and the environment in which these purposes are 
to be served. The result is a product that is both timeless 
and contemporary in spirit. 

In his work Maybeck fused a high degree of sensibility 
and poetic imagination with basic common sense and practi- 
cality. His houses, built in a region of great natural beauty 
and in a climate that fosters the use of house and garden as 
one unit, have an openness and a linking of outdoor and in- 
door areas that we think of as modern. As can be seen in 
the interior photos of the living and dining rooms, he used 
quite large areas of glass to achieve this close relation, both 
practical and poetic in basis, between inside and outside areas. 
By means of sliding doors that are pocketed in the wall con- 
struction, he opened up whole walls. Being practical, he con- 
siderately sheltered these openings with broad, shade-produc- 
ing eaves and trellises. 

The trellis seen on this page, characteristic of many in 
Maybeck’s work, has a substantial richness achieved by the 


simple operation of placing one (Please turn the page} 


The dining room is strongly related as a space to the space 
of the living room by a visual axis (seen in photo on the 
opposite page) passing through the dining room, the entry, 
and the living room and framed by four, equal-size sets of 
openings. Several axially arranged vistas, such as this, con- 
tribute much to the open spaciousness of the lower floor. 


This trellis shading a deep- 
ly recessed entrance is an 
example of Maybeck’s ability 
to achieve richness and sub- 
stance by the seemingly sim- 
ple operation of putting one 
piece of wood on top of an- 
other. Compare the careful 
shaping of the ends of wood 
members to give them a ter- 
mination, with today’s many 





abrupt—and blunt—endings. 


The trellis seen in the photo above is supported at its outer 


edge on a single concrete pier. The use of concrete as a

piece of wood upon—or next to—another. These trellises, 
silhouetted against the sky and casting their patterns of light 
and shade upon the walls and terraces, act as transitions that 
relate the house to the tracery and shade of its beautifully 
wooded environment. 

The plans of Maybeck’s houses, breaking with historical 
precedents, anticipated and helped to establish the patterns 
of what we now call contemporary living. Although his plans

The service entrance, a recessed porch, is reened with a 
low wall. A pair of decorative wood panels forms the gate. 
The door at the left of glass area opens into the kitchen;

The baleony over the entrance door is an exterior projec- 
tion of the landing of stairs seen in photo, above right.

design ability was such that he could fuse seemingly unre- 
lated details and materials into a congruous whole. 

In all of his work Maybeck chose to use materials directly. 
In this house, redwood is the predominant material. It was 
used in the interior as an elegant finish, dependent upon 
the color and grain of the wood for its beauty. The redwood 
exterior of shingles and exposed structural members is more 
roughly textured and stained. For the fireplaces in the living 
room and library and for the exterior base of the house, 
he used concrete, left as it came from the forms, a daring 
innovation at the time. 

Maybeck’s work is permeated with this quality of direct- 
ness. The forms of his buildings were not determined by 
historic precedents or fashionable vogues. They grew out of 
the needs of his clients and were straightforward and often 
very ingenious solutions to these design problems. As testi- 
mony to the correctness of these solutions, many of his 
houses, with very few changes, are still being quite happily 
lived in today. 

The kitchen of this house was the only room that required

In 1908, a Russian bacteriologist, Dr. Ilya Metchnikoff, 
set out to prove, on a scientific basis, the belief that yogurt 
had properties that were extremely valuable in intestinal 
disturbances or malfunctions. Metchnikoff believed that 90 
per cent of the diseases that plagued man were caused by 
intestinal stagnation. He also believed that it was the cul- 
tured milk eaten by Bulgarian peasants three times daily that 
made them so long-lived, so resistant to disease. 

By putting yogurt organisms under the microscope, he 
discovered a vein of truth under the mountain of folk lore. 
Tests showed that yogurt could be used to change the intes- 
tinal flora of man. To Metchnikoff goes the credit for isola- 
tion of the two friendly bacteria cultures that ferment and 
flavor the pasteurized, homogenized fresh milk we use to 
process yogurt. They are the Lactobacillus bulgaricus and 
the Streptococcus lactis. 

Studies made in leading medical institutions prove that 
Old World beliefs in yogurt’s valuable properties are not 
without some basis in fact. Dr. Harry Seneca, of Columbia 
University’s College of Physicians and Surgeons, engaged in 
research on yogurt for many years, has made valuable sci- 
entific contributions on yogurt’s bactericidal effect and acidi- 
ty. He believes that it is a natural and physiological ap-

The Art and Craft 
of Fused Glass 


A few pieces of clear and colored glass 
and an inexpensive kiln are all 


you need to make useful and beautiful things

man Dorothy Larson, of Changewater, N.J., has fused dried 
ferns between layers of clear glass. Ferns turned to ash in the 


high heat of the kiln, their delicate tracery preserved as in an 
x-ray. Firefly-like fused accents are single, tiny, glass tube beads. 


@ \an-made or natural, most of the beauty that enters our 
lives has color. It may be subtle and shibui, or it may be 
vibrant and playful, but almost all the color that surrounds 
us is light reflected from colored surfaces. 

Glass is different. Translucent glass actually colors light 
itself as it passes through space and is an incomparable 
medium for doing this. We here explore and exploit the 
infinite possibilities in colors of glass juxtaposed with one 
another and interposed between ourselves and the source 
of light. 


The process we use is called “glass fusing” and is exactly 





what the name implies—heating chunks and small sheets 
of clear and colored glass in a kiln to make them semi- 
molten, so that the individual pieces melt, flow together, and 
join permanently and invisibly into a single piece of glass. 

In simple step-by-step pictures that follow, we show you 
how to fuse glass, color on color and piece to piece. You 
will also learn how to embed decorative bubbles, how to 
shape glass by “slumping” it into a mold, and how to paint 
colors on and in clear glass using fused glass stains. 

Is high heat really necessary? True you can “color” clear 
glass simply by gluing pieces of colored glass on its surface. 
But only by the intense heat of the kiln can colors be made 
to float mysteriously inside clear glass. Strange and mag- 
nificent effects are obtainable by fusing, and arriving at 
them is fun as well as useful. 

You can make lanterns, hardware, dishes, ash trays, paper 
weights, box tops, jewelry, Christmas tree ornaments, and 
decorative panels to hang in windows. 

You can make decorative lanterns for lighting dark places 


or just for mood lighting. (Please turn the page)

In the doorknobs and the chessboard on the previous page, 
netal foil or gold leaf backs the pieces. The light landing on 
the colored glass is reflected from it, not passed through it: 

These beauties do not cost much to make, and an experi- 
mental foray into this fascinating. inexpensive and astonish- 
inely easy medium could be made for around $40. All but 
two of the objects illustrated in this article are the work of 
beginners in glass. Two of the lanterns were done by pro- 
fessionals, using methods any beginner can comprehend. 

Besides a kiln, surprisingly little in tools, materials, and 
equipment is needed for fusing glass—glass cutter: small 
amount of mold coat (also called kiln wash, separator, or 
ceramist’s-grade whiting) ; tea-strainer sieve; heavy asbestos 
«loves: long-handled pancake turner: and a plastic eye shield 
to wear when you cut glass—not the industrial kind but the 


common 25-cent type used to keep soap oul of the eyes.

This is the little electric kiln you'll need 


for doing small-scale glass fusing. It costs 531. 


You can’t fuse glass in the oven of your electric stove. It 
just isn’t hot enough. The kiln below is the one we use in the 
how-to pictures that start on page 176. The Norman Kiln N48R, 
available through craft and hobby shops. heats to 2000° F., high 
enough for fusing glass. It plugs into ordinary house current 
and takes little more electricity than a rotisserie. Its chamber 
size is 8” x 8” x 444” and its exterior dimensions are 18” 
13” x 12”. It heats on three sides only, not at the top or bottom. 
and, most important of all, has a three-speed switch for low, 
medium, and high heat. 

The kiln weighs less than 40 pounds crated for shipment. 
which means that it can be shipped parcel post. You can order 
by mail from the dealer who sold us ours: Alleraft, 15 West 45th 
St.. New York 36, N.Y., or write the manufacturer. Norman

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It’s not hard, but cutting glass is a trick. 


Most people get onto it right away. 





To make the wind chimes illustrated on page 176. you are 
eoing to need three 5” x 1” strips of window glass. You can 
either have your dealer cut these blanks for you or make this 
your moment to master the art of glass cutting. Some people 
have difficulty at first, so better buy some extra small sheets 
of glass at your dealer’s to practice on at home. 

The cheap, pencil-like glass cutter, sold universally in hard- 
ware stores, is the tool professionals use. Keep it in kerosene. 

For a guideline under the glass. use either graph paper, as 
we have, or any sheet of newspaper that has a ruled line printed 
on it. Wash the glass thoroughly as an aid in cutting and lay 
it on the paper, handling it only by its edges from here on. 
(One of the best undersurfaces when cutting glass is carpeting: 
get down on your knees and cut right on the floor if you like.) 

Put on your eye shield to guard against flying chips and pull 
on a pair of old cotton street gloves that cover your wrists. 

Now grasp the glass cutter, wet with kerosene, straight up 
and down in any grip that is most comfortable for you. Follow- 
ing a plastic triangle as a guide. draw the tool straight toward 
you in a single even stroke. Bear down hard enough to score 
a light line and hear the glass scratch as it would if you were 


using a diamond. Easy, though, not too much pressure. 
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Quickly now, before the tiny invisible fracture you’ve created 
“heals” itself. lay the glass on top of the plastic triangle with 
the scored line just over the edge and press down suddenly and 
firmly with the butt of your thumb. The glass should snap 
apart right along the fracture line. 

No luck? Practice a few times, You'll get it. if your cutter 
is as sharp as your determination. But watch out for the tiny 
slivers of glass that may be left after cutting. Best to just 


wad up the paper and throw it away when you are through.

In any market it’s the kind of 
foods that are sold that give you an 
insight into the local life. In Suva, 
it’s clear that the creamy white 
and purplish brown taro, called 
dalo here, and sold in 
bunches, is an indispensable.

We've a copy of a South Sea Island 
recipe book, published by the Fiji 
Girl Guides, to prove it—a book 
that informs us, among other help- 
ful hints, that you can clean shoes 
with a large red hibiscus flower.

tious but quite charming little ho- 
tel which offers modest, comforta- 
ble rooms for two at about $10 a 
day, meals included. All this in a 
tropical garden with its own beach 
where the air smells of frangipani! 

The Korolevu Beach Hotel is a 
place you’re not likely to forget— 
not because of its overwhelming 
grandeur but because of its tran- 
quil location on a beach of rustling 
coconut palms, and because here 
you can actually live in a bure if 
you're lucky enough to reserve one 
of the 37. (All have baths, cost 
about $20 a day for two, meals in- 
cluded). It’s as close as most of us 
will ever come to living in a Fijian 
village. The place is beautifully 


landscaped, beautifully run. and 
serviced by Fijian help who have

There was a white church building 
which turned out to be Methodist, 
and a tremendous breadfruit tree 
shading a group of male villagers 
and children relaxing in the morn- 
ing sun. A fence and a turnstile 
marked the village boundary. And 
if was immediately apparent that 
one does not enter uninvited or, for 
that matter, look upon one’s hosts 
as a tourist attraction. Fijians live 
communally in their villages, all 
hands helping with the work, and 
to walk unannounced into their do- 
main is like walking uninvited into 
a private home. We were lucky. 
The headman and

One single point can save you a 
lot of grief: Every sheet of glass 
is at least slightly different from 
any sheet formed from a different 
“batch” or “melt” of glass.

Stop the melting by turning off 
the heat and holding the kiln door 
open wide for about a minute. 

Then close the door and don't 
open the kiln again until it is thor- 
oughly cool, right down to room 
temperature. The longer and slower 
the cooling period—overnight, pref- 
erably—the better your glass will 
anneal and the chances of its shat- 
tering are fewer. 

A few minor fracture lines do 
no harm and actually refract light 
entering fused glass. Fracturing in 
well-annealed glass may still occur 
as the result—often unavoidable— 
of fusing glass of unlike melting 
temperatures. 

It Mav be possible for you to 
eliminate fracture lines by 1) fir- 
ing only as high as is absolutely 
necessary to round off the glass; 
and 2) by cooling your kiln much 
more slowly than normal. Do this 
by banking it with firebrick or

perimeter of the foliage. Do not 
disturb the roots for at least half 
the distance from the trunk to the 
outer edge of the foliage line. 

The first step in lowering the 
erade is to make a clean vertical 
trench with a shovel all around the 
tree to the depth you intend to 
lewer the ground. Use a limb lop- 
per or saw to make clean cuts on 
roots too large to cut cleanly with 
a shovel. A bulldozer should not 
work this close to a tree you wish 
to save. The blade can catch a large 
root. move the tree, and rip more 
feeder roots than it can spare. 

As soon as the ground is cut 
away to the depth you want. build 
a retaining wall to hold as much of 
the soil in place as possible. If this 
cannot at first be the permanent 
retainer, put in temporary supports 
to keep the soil from falling away 
from the roots. Backfill and firm 
the soil down between the wall and 
edge of cut. The permanent re- 
tainer can often be built around 
the temporary one to avoid further 


disturbance of the roots. 


To raise the grade 
When you raise the grade around 
a tree, the solution is more com- 
plex. but no less effective. The 
problem is to keep soil away from 
the trunk and to provide a means 
for the roots to get air and water. 
Before you move any soil, fer- 
tilize the tree in the usual way. 


The more vigorous a tree is, the 


CHANGE THE GRADE 


less it will be affected by any pos- 
sible mishandling. 

Cover the root area, from the 
trunk to the outer perimeter of the 
foliage, with an 8- to 12-inch layer 
of large crushed rock. Then add a 
thin layer of fine crushed rock 
to keep the soil from working down 
below the surface. This porous 
layer of rock will allow air and 
moisture to circulate in the estab- 
lished relationship to the root area. 
I) is a reasonably effective means of 
keeping the roots from knowing 
the grade above is being changed. 

No soil should touch the trunk 
above the original ground level. 
There are two good ways to prevent 
this. One is to build a retaining 
wall around the trunk of the tree 
far enough from the tree to allow 
room for future growth, and to 
look good in relation to the tree. 
The other method is to lay a loose 
-collar of rock around the trunk to 
keep soil away. If you make a 
retaining wall to hold back the soil. 
the well around the tree can be 
filled with rock or covered with a 
grating. If the well is large, use 


coke or lava or a lightweight mate-| 


rial such as Featherock. Too much 
weight on the roots can damage 


them. An open tree well tends to) 


collect debris and. if too deép. can 
be a danger to small children. 
When the trunk is protected 
thoroughly, you can fill over the 
eravel to the height you want with 
porous soil. For a large tree it is 
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a good idea to sink a circle of 6- 
inch tile pipes around the perim- 
eter of the foliage as shown in the 
sketch on page 146. These openings 
will let air and water down into 
the porous gravel covering over the 
root area. They can also be used 
tor applying fertilizer. 


When you pave around a tree 

Some kinds of paving over the 
roots will actually benefit the tree. 
Others will kill it. Brick or flag- 
stone, concrete rounds or squares, 
or any other material laid on a bed 
of gravel and sand with open space 
to let air and water through, will 
help a tree. Such paving works as 
a mulch to keep weeds down and 
help hold moisture in the root area 
by reducing evaporation. 

Paving laid free on a bed of 
gravel and sand is flexible and will 
moye with the expansion of the 
roots. This slight undulation is not 
unattractive to the eye. To the tree 
it can mean the difference between 
life and death. With this kind of 
material you can pave to within 
two feet of the trunk. All that’s 
needed is space for the trunk to 
erow in diameter. It’s a good idea 
to feed the tree thoroughly before 
you pave around it. 

Do not pave solidly over a root 
area that has been open to the 
weather. If more than half the root 
area of an established tree is sud- 
denly denied air and water, the 
chances are it will die. 

If necessary for a drive, walk- 
way. or parking space, you can 
pave solidly over part of the root 
system without losing the tree, if 
you don’t cover more than half the 
root area and do the job properly. 
If the ground is uneven and must 
he leveled before paving, level the 
area by filling, not by cutting. It 
is much safer to fill than to cut 
into the ground and risk damaging 
the roots. Do not use soil for this 
fill over the root area. It does not 
admit enough air under the paving 
to supply the roots. Use porous 
material, such as sand or gravel. 

It is always a good idea to keep 
any paving back a few feet from 
the trunk of the This will 
leave space for a planting bed of 


tree. 


ground cover or low shrubs around 
it. It looks more natural to have 
the tree trunk rising out of a lower 
planting than to have it coming 
right up out of a hole in the pay- 
ing. A plant bed also simplifies 
watering and feeding. 

Keep in mind that the planting 
in the bed will compete with some

A few exceptions to the rules 

Some trees can survive a foot or 
so of new soil over the root area. 
This is true of all trees with pro- 
nounced sucker growth, such as 
apples, willows, and elms. They 
develop new roots in the new soil 
and do very well. To encourage 
new root growth, use sandy fill so 
air and water will penetrate easily. 

There is always danger of rot 
when soil is pushed against the 
trunk of a tree, even a tree that 
suckers freely. Make a high wide 
collar of crushed rock around the 
trunk to keep the soil away and 
let air in. 

Unless you know for sure that 
the tree will make sucker growth, 
don’t put soil over the root area. 
Just a few inches of new soil over 
the roots can kill some trees. Dog- 
woods and live oaks are particu- 
larly sensitive in this regard. 

As a last resort, if you can’t save 
a tree where it is, consider lifting 
it, doing the necessary grading, 
and replanting it. This, of course, 
is easiest to do when you lower the 
grade. Dig around the sides, and 
cut all the roots cleanly in a circle 
about half the perimeter of the 
foliage. The earth can then be 
moved away by bulldozer. The tree 
will now be high and dry on a 
small pedestal of soil. Dig in at the 
bottom all around until you can get 
burlap around the ball of soil. 
Wrap it firmly in burlap and put 
the tree aside until it can be re- 
planted. Keep the root ball very 
moist while it is out of the ground. 

When you raise the grade, the 
tree must be dug out, the hole 
filled in, the grade raised and the 
tree replanted. This is a lot of 
labor, but a good tree is often 
worth it. 

The easiest trees to move are the 
surface-rooted ones such as maple, 
elm, linden, dogwood, apple, flow- 
and all

trunks of five to six inches across.

Tree cavities 
need scientific care

Treatment for the average tree cavity appears deceptively simple to the unscientific eye, 
certainly less formidable than a cavity in a human tooth, yet the problem is 
fundamentally the same.

This is not a particularly heavy 
feeder.

If the grass 
begins to lose its healthy color and 
growth during the growing season, 
you can apply 5 pounds of sewer- 
age sludge (6% nitrogen), or two 
pounds of « ureaform fertilizer per 
1,000 square feet. 

Watering is an important part 
of bentgrass maintenance. It ts 
very susceptible to severe drought 
and heat. If rainfall does not sup- 
ply what’s needed, you will have to 
take on the job of watering. It 
calls for daily observation. Water 
as soon as there is evidence of 
wilting. If this is not done, the 
grass can be seriously injured. You 
know the grass needs water when it 
turns from its normal green to blue- 
ereen. fails to spring back after 
it is walked on. or when the soil is 
dry below the surface. 

In late summer when the soil is 
bentgrasses begin to 
weaken, the lawn may need water- 
ing every day. Be careful to water 


| slowly. Overwatering and flooding 


this grass can cause trouble. If the 
water penetrates unevenly or too 
slowly, it may be necessary to 
spike the ground. Both power and 
hand tools are available for this, 
and sometimes it must be done sev- 
eral times a month. 

Heavy thatch often develops in 
bentgrass lawns and must be re- 
moved when it gets too thick. There 
are some very efficient vertical- 
knife machines now available that 
do this job. 

Bentgrass is susceptible to seri- 
ous fungus disease. In fact. the 
chief difference in quality between 


a fine bentgrass golf course and 


| the usual bentgrass lawn is due to

grams used on the golf course. 
This can be a time-consuming and 
expensive operation, but it is nec- 
essary for a really fine lawn. 
Perhaps the most practical rem- 
edy for fungus disease is 3 ounces 
of thiram and 1 ounce of phenyl 
mercury acetate in a water spray.

In its cool areas, zoysia stays 
green without watering except dur- 
ing extended dry periods.

The grass is relatively insect- and 
disease-free. Fungicides are not 
usually needed. However, in the 
southern areas some general insec- 


ticides may be needed. 


How to get the best 
from bermudagrass 


There are various types of ber- 
mudagrass. It is worth while to get 
the one best suited to your climate. 
U-3 is used most in the northern 
part of the bermudagrass region. 
Tiflawn, Tifway, and Sunturf are 
suited to many southerly regions. 

As a general rule, and within 
reason, the quality of bermuda- 
grass turf tends to increase with 
the quantity of fertilizer. In spring 
when the grass starts its growth, as 
much as 30 pounds of a complete 
fertilizer per 1,000 square feet can 
be used to advantage. Feeding with 
1 or 2 pounds of actual nitrogen 
(10 to 20 pounds of a 10% nitrogen 
fertilizer or equivalent) per 1,000 
square feet once or twice a month 
through the growing season should 
maintain a turf of high quality. 

It is best to keep bermudagrass 
mowed to less than one inch in 
height. Unless you mow three times 
a week or more, the grass may de- 
velop a brown, stemmy appearance.

trogen, and only faintly acid (pH 
6.3). just right for most garden| 
crops. Contrary to common opin- 
ion, by the way. when fully de- 
cayed, leaves are not acid, not even| 
oak leaves and pine needles. \long 
the way. some are acid for a time, 
but not in the finished compost. 

The day after I received this re- 
port, the United States Department 
of Agriculture results on the value| 


of leaves arrived in response to my 


| 


inquiry. On an oven-dry basis, oak 
leaves contain .80 per cent of ni- 
trogen, .39 per cent phosphoric 
acid and .15 per cent potash. Oak 
leaves are about the most substan- 
tial leaves in the woods. Compare 
these figures with the 2-1-2 for- 
mula on my bag of commercial 
cow manure! 

Fresh cow manure is much lower 
in value, sometimes as low as .50- 
25-.50. I clipped an advertisement 
for organic fertilizer which stated 
the Department’s word that leaves 
were twice as rich in plant food as 
manure. The figures in question 
specified dried manure and dried 
leaves. As you can deduce for your- 
self, it would take a mighty weight 
of such leaf compost to feed a gar- 
den well! 

Here is a simple soil test that 
will give a sufficient, rough idea of 
whether your garden is in need. 
Fill a five-inch pot with soil from 
the garden taken, say, in May or 
June, and plant corn an inch deep 
in it, thinning the seedlings to four 
as they sprout. For a control, fill 
another with a good all-around pot- 
fing mixture, such as this: 1 part 
sharp sand, 2 parts loam, 1 part 
leaf mold or humus, 1% part dried 
-ow manure, | teaspoon bone meal. 
Plant corn in this also and let it 
sprout in a sunny place. 

After three weeks, compare the 
srowth of the two for height, stur- 
liness. leaf color, and general as- 
pect. If your soil does not grow 
corn as well as this rich mixture, 
perhaps you should have it tested 
e find the deficiency and, mean- 
while. put in a commercial ferti- 
izer according to the directions 
m. the bag.

Of all the elements in the pot- 
ing mixture, manure seems to me 
he most valuable. It does a great 
leal to condition the earth, pro- 
aides for earthworms, bacteria, and

fungi, buffers the soil against evil 
magic and hard times and more 
that is still a mystery—or so we 
imagine. 


T IS not essential, because you 

can raise a fine garden, for ex- 
ample, by using suitable applica- 
tions of commercial fertilizer, peat 
moss for organic matter and soil 
conditioning, and, perhaps, lime. 

Manure, as we see by the for- 
mula (2-1-2 on my bag of dried 
cow manure), is short on _phos- 
phorus. You have noticed that most 
fertilizer formulas are long on this 
element, no doubt. The reason for 
this is that so many soils have a 
radical lack of phosphorus in avail- 
able form. Possibly one cause of 
this shortage is that manure was 
the only fertilizer farmers used on 
their fields—now our back yards— 
until recent years, but phosphorus 
is an elusive element to the chem- 
ist and there is much we do not 
know about it. If you rely mainly 
on manure for your garden feeding 
or in making compost for such 
feeding, you should add some kind 
of phosphorus fertilizer. 

So I reached the conclusion that 
one great objection to feeding a 
garden by the use of manures and 
composts that

Moreover, a number of ex- 
periments have demonstrated that, 
even in fields well fruited with or- 


alone was you 


needed such vast 


ganic decay, crops will prosper 
best, for whatever reason, if they 
are also well fed with a fertilizer. 
So I reasoned out my easy soil 
program. On my garden, the year 
around, I keep a mulch of leaves 
or hay six inches deep when first 
applied. This decays and works 
down into the earth, so I renew it 
once or twice a season. 

Then I apply a 5-10-5 fertilizer 
according to the directions on the 
bag and repeat this when I sow a 
succession crop. The soil is sandy, 
so it needs lime every year. The 
cost for the season amounts to 
about three dollars per thousand 
square feet. Some such method is 
the only practical one for most 
gardeners. And. for me, it works 
very well, indeed. 

I dig in some organic matter one 
way or another each season, if pos- 
sible—manure, leaf mould, a cover 
crop—see to the pH and supple- 
ment with a “complete” fertilizer. 

Of course, there is no mortal sin 
in depending on chemical fertilizers 
entirely in most situations for a 
year or two, or even longer; at Rot- 
hamstead, in England, they have 
maintained a good production of

They were followed 
with great success in these cottages. 


1. Select commonly used but char- 
acterful materials. The cottages 
were built of rough-sawn redwood 
siding, red cedar shingles, pre- 
finished wood flooring, native 
Texas stone. There are cheaper 
materials, but they often require 
more attention in the finishing and 
decorating stage, thereby adding to 
the cost. 


2. Try exposed rafters, with good 
insulation on top. Why? The most 
important reason is _ probably 
beauty. The rhythmic spacing of 
the rafters lets this necessary struc- 
ture count as ornament instead of 
being hidden by a ceiling. Insula- 
tion is placed on top of V-joint roof 
decking. In these houses, this de- 
vice also gives interest to the 
exterior appearance of the roof by 
causing a clearly defined “stepped- 
up” section over the insulated area 
of the house. (See exterior views 
on pages 116 and 128.) 


3. Use a building system based on 
a unit or module. These cottages 
are planned on a two-foot unit sys- 
tem. This means that the floor plan 
is laid out on a grid of two-foot 
squares and on structural elements 
following this basic spacing. Raft- 
ers are two feet apart, on centers. 
The wall studs are also spaced two 
feet on centers. In the big window 
wall, mullions are at two-unit in- 
tervals, or four-foot centers. Since 
everything in the building fits into 
this modular framework, there is 
a minimum of waste in the use of 


standard-size building materials.

3. Keep window openings uniform 
in size and uncomplicated in de- 
sign. The twenty-foot glass bays in 
these cottages were handled simply, 
the large stationary panels of glass 
set cleanly between the four-by-four 
posts. The lower band of windows, 
which open for ventilation, have 
simple wood-framed copper insect 
screening. Combining necessary 
window and ventilation units into 
one big element like this makes a 
major design feature in bold scale 
instead of the chopped-up look of 
the many separate openings and 


doors in the ordinary house. 


Even though these cottages were | 


a long way from a metropolitan 
area, they did figure out about $10 
per square foot. They were custom- 
designed for the specific location 
and needs, and have no rigid, tract 
house look. By following the build- 
listed above, the 
architects produced many different 
solutions to the small-house, tight- 
budget problem. They proved it can 
be done—now they’re trying to do 
it cheaper!

@ Some children are voracious 
readers from the moment they 
learn “a” from “b.” They need no 
encouragement—in school or out. 

But there are many children who 
never quite develop this appetite. 
When school is out, they may never 
pick up a book on their own. An 
informal summer reading plan can 
keep their hard-learned skills from 
getting rusty. It takes tact for par- 
ents to encourage young readers to 
continue the struggle to gain read- 
ing skills during the summer. But 
here is an opportunity to show 
youngsters that reading is fun, not 
work, and to emphasize the pleas- 
ure that books can bring. 


UMMER is a time for “doing 

nothing.” Reading adventure 
stories perched high in a tree. fairy 
stories under an umbrella at the 
beach, animal stories in the cool 
quiet of the public library can be 
rich “doing luxuries. 
There are times every day when 


nothing” 


children need a rest from the sum- 
mer’s physical activity, and books 
can be the answer. 

To encourage a reluctant reader, 
there are two basic approaches to 
Paul B.: 
Panes, acting director of New York 
University’s Reading Institute. 

“One is to appeal to the child’s 


use, says psychologist 


most intense interest and to give 
him books to feed it. The other ap- 
proach is to give a child books he 
can most easily read. If books are 
above his reading level. he may 
feel frustrated and refuse to read.” 

But how do 
level at which your child will read 
most comfortably? 

“There is a simple practice that 
is helpful,” says Mr. Panes. “Have 
him pick up a book and read aloud 
from it. If he makes no more than 


you discover the 


two mistakes in pronunciation per 
paragraph and his comprehension 
is good, then he’s all right. How- 
ever, if he makes as many as five 


mistakes in pronunciation and he 
doesn’t comprehend what he has 
read, give him easier books.” 

“Most libraries,” says Myr. 
Panes, “have sections of books de- 
signed for high-level interest, but 
low-level vocabularies, for the poor 
reader.” Also, he reminds mothers 
that many libraries will, for the 
asking, prepare a list especially 
for the child who needs material 
keyed to poor reading skills. 

Sound as well as sight plays a 
part in the encouragement of read- 
ing. Telling or reading stories 
aloud, whether by you or by able 
narrators on recordings, helps’ to 
make a story sing and to bring the 
printed page alive. Each age 
group, however, needs a slightly 
different approach. 

The more failures your kinder- 
gartener or first-grader has had in 
school, the more encouragement 
he'll need. Make reading aloud 
with and to this child his daily 
fare. The best time is when you 
are getting him ready for bed. As 
important as the actual reading in 


fostering a love of books is this 


child’s association with you. Unless 
he is already familiar with them, 
try the Dr. Seuss books. Start with 
And to Think That I Saw It on 
Mulberry Street. 


HE eight - to- twelve - year - olds 

_form the second general read- 
ing group. These youngsters dote 
on action, adventure, mystery. 
sportsmanship, and life-size heroes 
whose biographies can be used as 
stepping stones to history. Having 
an absorbing interest in the real 
world, they can be hypnotized by 
stories aimed at these interests. 

Out-and-out “cliff hangers’”—sto- 
ries you can tell or read to them a 
chapter or a section at a time— 
will keep their interest alive from 
day to day. Your own and neigh- 
bor children will come dripping

UCKY indeed is the child in this 
age group who collects insects, 
frogs, newts, seeds, fungi, leaves, 
wild flowers, and other specimens, 
and whose interest in reading you 
can intensify by having on hand 
lavishly illustrated nature books, 
many in natural colors. Tease his 
curiosity by scattering around All 
About Moths and Butterflies (Lem- 
mon), The Story of Mosses, Ferns 
and Mushrooms (Sterling), The 
Macmillan Wild Flower Book (Hy- 
lander), or Insects in Their World 
(Swain), with accurate photo- 
graphs or drawings by which to 
check his specimens and to learn 
more about these phenomena. 

If you have a teenager (thirteen 
up), whose interests are growing 
broader by the minute, this child is 
likely to shuck off books for a lack 
of time to read them. But his spe- 
cial concerns are his growing self 
and his coming adulthood.

such lists. Schools which once 
handed book lists to children now 
often send them directly to parents. 

If your local school system does 
not issue a book list, ask your li- 
brarian for one. Or order one from 
our compilation of sources at the 
end of this article, which also in- 
cludes recommended recordings. 

To encourage children’s vacation 
reading, many public libraries 
make special plans for children’s 
summertime reading. They keep 
children’s reading rooms open dur- 
ing the summer and for longer 
hours; they send out bookmobiles 
te cover suburban areas not ac- 
cessible to branches; and_ they 
draw youngsters to the library with 
“book fair” posters, exhibits, and 
lively themes. Ask, too, about the 
story-telling programs. 

Many libraries suspend fines and 
allow children to take out more 
books or keep them “on vacation 
privileges” until October Ist. 


INALLY, don’t let the summer 

go by without poetry, read 
aloud. There will be no time in 
your child’s life when it will be 
easier to memorize, harder to for- 
get. Read ballads, sonnets, rollick- 
ing rhymes, and classic poetry as 
majestic as Dante’s and Shake- 
speare’s. Have some collections for 
children to read available. Silver 
Pennies is a classic group of poems 
for and by children. The late Rob- 
ert P. Tristram Coffin, recalling the 
Shakespeare his father read to him 
when he was young, said he didn’t 
understand the words but knew 
“they were something fine and 
came from something deep.”

use your living room, do you?”

day’s easy drive from London. And 
the British Travel Association as- 
sures us that you could cover them 
all in about ten days, although if 
we were doing it we wouldn’t be in 
such a hurry. We think we’d dally a 
little longer to get the feel of each 
place, and if we found one we fell 
in love with, we'd linger a while. 

In such villages grand hotels and 
even inns are often missing. The 
technique is to put up at the local 
pub or at an inn in a_ nearby 
town—either method giving you 
the incomparable experience of 
getting acquainted with the people 
themselves. The twelve-village itin- 
erary is predicated upon motor 
travel, which means that the entire 
adventure takes you close to the 
country and gives you the flexible 
opportunity to turn off the high- 
way into a byway as the spirit 
moves you. You could, of course, 
cover much of the distance by 
train. And if you wanted to do it 
in real close-to-nature British style, 
you'd do it by bicycle. 

You'd start your picturesque ex- 
cursion from London, visiting the 
villages not in the order in which 
they were voted prettiest, but in 
logical sequence as they appear 
on the map.

Space, both practically and aesthetically, is the most 
essential element in a house, and the one that costs the 
least. As human beings we need space that not only shelters 
us from the elements but that also stirs our spirits and 
lifts our lives above the routine and commonplace. 

A space can be designed to accomplish this within itself. 
And this can be accomplished at less expense, as can be seen 
in the living room on these pages, by incorporating—and 
capitalizing on—those elements present in the natural scene 
by which we are all stirred and which we call beauty. Here, 
at no extra cost, the view of the landscape is architecturally 
framed as an integral feature of the room. 

To the persons in or entering the room, this view, chang- 
ing with the time of day and season of the year, is a con- 
tinuing source of refreshment. This experience is heightened 
by the way in which one approaches and enters the room. 

The guest approaching the house sees a very simple, some- 
what non-committal, one-story house. He comes into the 
entry. This space invites, but it does not reveal. Then as he 
walks farther and. passes around the chimney wall, the space 
opens and expands presenting him with a breath-taking view.

Many building sites have some feature or quality that, if 
recognized and used to full advantage, can add to the pleas- 
antness and general livability of a house.

® The vitrine (vee-treen) is in the spotlight, just 
as it was in the time of Louis XVI when this 
glass-encased cabinet with shelves was designed 
to display and protect the precious luxury of 
porcelain. It has a way of recurring in furniture 
history. The Victorians loved it. And who 
doesn’t remember its first cousin, the china 
closet, full of our grandmothers’ most cherished 
dinnerware? 

It persists because it makes good sense, let- 
ting you enjoy the sight of your treasures while 
you store them against dust, tarnish, and break- 
age. But up-to-date versions offer the added 
decorative attribute of tall, wall-filling shapes 
that can lend a look of architecture to any room 
that needs it—and many modern rooms do.

o more than light 


® Garden lanterns should both light and delight. They 
should be as good-looking by day as they are by night. On 
these pages are six new lantern designs that fulfill both 
these requirements and do it with an inspired touch. 

There is more to a garden light than a bulb and a shade. 
Yet many garden fixtures available today are little more 
than that. They ignore most of what light has to offer. They 
do not show an understanding of light except on the most 
elementary terms. They overlook what a fixture itself can 
offer. : 

Wonderful things can be done with light. With the proper 
physical housing and structural accompaniment, light can be 
given form, extension, gradation, color. It can be blended 
and patterned with shadows and shapes, so the light itself 
assumes a tangibility, with corners, curves, dimensions, and 
design. Light can be, by turn, rich, ‘sensuous, dramatic, 
mysterious, even spiritual in its nature and impact. It can 
be somber and serious, or sparkle with gaiety. 

Over and above that, a fixture can be beautiful in its 
own right. It need not be something to hide or camouflage. 
When we realize this, we will stop making garden lanterns 
that look like anything but what they are and begin making 
them in the forms light requires if it is to be fully ex- 
ploited and its nature revealed. (Please turn the page) 








The purpose of crossing a garden stream over a bridge like 
that shown above is not to get to the other side so much as 
it is to savor the pleasure of crossing. Similarly, the point 
of the garden lanterns there is not to illumine so much 
as it is to delight the eye. Above, the glowing dashes of 


the lanterns stretch longer as they rise, accenting the tower

A good garden lantern, producing beautiful light, can be 
a thing of art, just as a musical instrument may be art. Its 
shape is not arbitrary or a matter of whim. It is determined 
and dictated by what it does. A violin does not have “f” 
holes as a matter of design. They are not superfluous decora- 
tion. It is through the “f” holes that its music is projected. 
Similarly, there is nothing dispensable or superfluous about 
the design of good garden lanterns. What they do with light 
determines their design. Their location in the garden and 
the necessity of being one with it also contribute to their 
design. Their architectural relationship to their house may 
be yet another influence. Born out of harmony and purpose. 
they present an orderly and meaningful appearance by day 
as well as by night. 

\ll this is true of the lanterns shown here. Created by 
architect Alden Dow, their shapes may appear fanciful and 
stylistic at first glance, but they are in actuality designs 
dictated by the nature of light and expressive of its capa- 
bilities. They do what most garden lanterns do not even 
attempt: use the power of light to evoke emotion and mood. 
Lighted or unlighted, they are striking works of art.

The lantern shown in the drawing above 
and in the two photos at right appears 
in slightly varied form in the photo 
directly below this caption. Here, out- 
riggers are added on each side of the 
diamond-shaped redwood leaves. The 
construction is essentially unchanged. 
The leaves fit into slots, are securely 
angle-nailed into place. No finish is 
applied to hide the natural beauty of 
the grain. Illumination is provided by 
a string of lights: suspended within the 
shaft. Imagine the wondrous appearance 
of such lanterns following a snowstorm.

conception will stimulate the design-minded among you to 
experiment on your own in evolving new forms of garden 
lighting. We hope it will give others a better insight into 
what to look for in shopping for garden lanterns. If you 
would like to duplicate the designs as they appear on these 
pages, or would like to make a closer study of what has 
gone into them, complete working drawings for all the 
lanterns are available at a nominal fee. Ordering instruc- 
tions are given in the box at right. 

None of these lanterns is a difficult home workshop proj- 
ect. Anyone who can operate a power saw can make most of 
the designs shown. One design requires the use of a bandsaw. 
If you want to have the lanterns made for you, inquire of 
local cabinetmaking, millwork, or stair shops, listed in the 
yellow pages of your phone book. A good carpenter or 
skilled handyman could also handle the assignment. 

You can use the lanterns to create centers of decorative 
interest as well as for practical seeing. For seeing you need 
brighter light than you require for merely decorative use. 
Decoratively, you may want no more than a glimmer. You 
can have both. Control your lanterns with dimmers and 
you can vary their brilliance to suit your needs and the 
occasion. It will add another dimension to your lighting.

® Here, in one of his best small houses, Frank Lloyd Wright 
has shown that bigness is not necessary for beauty or spa- 
ciousness. Although this is basically only a four-room house, 
it has the presence and interest of a much bigger and: more 
complex building. Its graceful elegance, inside and out, is 
achieved mainly by the long flowing curve of the plan. 
This same disposition of rooms in a .conventional straighi- 
line layout would produce the same square footage, but by 
curving the rooms in a gentle arc the proportions are 
lengthened and the lines of the house become longer and more 
imposing than they would be if they were straight. 

In addition to a longer, lower appearance, the house gains 
an element of mystery because all is not revealed at once. 
Instead of the usual static rectangular limitations, there is 
an easy flow from room to room and a quiet drama in the 
long vistas. The interior seems especially large because 
the inward curve of the glass wall focuses attention on 
the broad terrace and lawn beyond. Instead of existing 
as a sharp barrier, this wall draws the terrace in as part 
of the house, achieving a continuity of space with an unusual 
sense of privacy and sheltered protection. Another secret

is its boldness of scale. Although it is rich with many 
interesting details, the house has an over-all simplicity and 
unity because of the underlying geometry of the floor plan. 
Where free-form curves or various arbitrary arcs would 
produce a restless uncorrelated result, these walls, springing 
from one central focal point, form an organized interplay 
with the three-foot-square unit system. This unit size also 
establishes all the minor divisions in the structure—sizes 
of doors and windows, locations of walls and partitions, 
and even built-in cabinets and seats. 

Although it is not visible in the completed building, this 
unit system serves, like the measures in a musical com- 
position, to give an underlying cadence to the structural 
form—a framework for the interplay of the arcs and squares. 
Without this subtle consistency, a house this size would seem 
even smaller, and the open flow from room to room would 
be chaotic, serving only to expose more and more unrelated 
elements. But since there is continuity from one space to 
another, in the scale of the parts as well as in the use of 
materials, the bold sweeping curves give this house expan- 
sive openness with beauty and repose.

@ Suddenly we are aware of our Latin-American neighbors 
as never before. Most of them (except the Brazilians) 
speak Spanish, but we are learning that the accents differ 
from country to country. Most of them cook Spanish, too, 
and the accents of their various cuisines differ even more. 
In Mexico many of the foods are fiery-hot, while in Peru 
delicately flavored sauces and elaborate seafood stews are 
more typical. 

When the Spanish conquistadores journeyed to the New 
World in the 15th and 16th Centuries, they carried with them 
a complex and highly developed civilization and they left the 
fruits of that civilization throughout Latin America. The 
Spanish carried back to Europe exotic new food products 
which were to prove more important to the world than the 
gold they sought. Some of these were tomatoes, sweet and 
white potatoes, chocolate, vanilla, and many varieties of a 
vegetable which the Mayans called “aji’ but which the 
Spanish renamed pimiento, their word for “pepper.” 

The Spanish brought over foods equally strange to the na- 
tives of Mexico: cattle, sheep, and pigs (the Mexicans until 
then knew only the meat of rabbits and deer), oranges, 
lemons, almonds, bananas, sugar cane, and rice. In trade 
for cacao beans and vanilla, they brought their olive oil 
and casks of sherry, the unique wine of Spain. 

They brought, too, an oriental food heritage going back 
to the days when Spain was under Moorish rule and part of 
the Islamic world. It is this oriental strain that makes the 
cuisine of Spain so different from that of Italy. At the time 
when Imperial Rome was at the height of its power, there 
was much traffic between Rome and Iberia, the Spanish 
peninsula. Both Spanish olive oil and the wines of Spain 
were highly prized by Roman gourmets. 

Then Rome fell before the onslaughts of barbarians from 
the North, while Spain was conquered by the Moors who 
brought to Spain the riches of an oriental civilization stem- 
ming from Persia. During this period, artisans created 
intricately designed objects in leather, silver, and wrought 
iron. In enclosed courtyards, gardens blossomed with orange, 
lemon, and almond trees transplanted from the Near East. 

The Moors also imported the spices most popular in orien- 
tal cookery, particularly cinnamon, saffron, mint, and cumin. 
They introduced rice dishes as intricately compounded as 
those of Persia. The paella of Spain bears close resemblance 
to the ancient Persian pilau. No people today prepare rice 
with such imagination as the Spanish, except the people of 


Latin America, who learned the art from the Spanish 
colonizers. 
Today each Latin American country has its own version of 


Arroz con Pollo and Paella, its Albondigas (meat balls) and 
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panish Cooking 


VIany Accents 


Escabeche de Pescado (pickled fish), its Queso de Almendras 
(almond cakes), and its Flan (custard). 

The most definitive study ever made of the cookery of 
Latin America was that undertaken by the managers of the 
New York restaurant, La Fonda del Sol. For three months, 
Frederick Rufe, the manager, and chefs Albert Stockli and 
John Santi, toured each country south of the border in turn, 
making copious notes about native foods and the way they 
were prepared. Their findings confirmed the influence of 
history on cooking and the cross-pollination of cultures. The 
cuisines seemed to fit into four distinct groups. 

First is that of Mexico and nearby Carribean and Central 
American states, in which foods of the Mayan and Aztec civi- 
lizations still abound—guacamole, tamales, the thin corn- 
meal pancakes which the Spanish named tortilla (though in 
Spain a tortilla is an omelet) and many moles (sauces highly 
seasoned with red-hot aji which we now call “chili peppers” ) 
made smooth with the addition of bitter chocolate. 

The second group traces its culinary traditions back to 
the Incas and includes the countries now known as Peru, 
Bolivia, Ecuador, and Columbia. Here potatoes are used in 
wondrous ways—26 different kinds of potatoes, white and 
yellow, of many sizes and shapes. It was in Peru that the 
potato was first cultivated; 500 years ago the Incas had 
learned how to dehydrate fresh potatoes to store for use 
the year “round. 

The third culinary group has its center in Brazil, which 
was settled by the Portuguese and developed with African 
slave labor so that today’s Brazilian cuisine is a blend of 
Portuguese, African, and native Indian. 

The fourth group is that on the southern end of the penin- 
sula, stemming from Argentina, where beef is so plentiful 
and cheap that meat appears in every course. i 

The Spanish influence on Latin American kitchens ac- 
counts for the use of olive oil as a favorite cooking fat (it is 
virtually the only fat or oil used in-Spain) and the fre- 
quent appearance of sherry in (Please turn to page 155)

This elegant cousin of the common onion

@ It is strange that the striking flowers you see here are 
not better known. The Alliums comprise a large and fascinat- 
ing groups of bulbs, with an impressive list of admirable 
qualities. They are hardy, attractive, easy to grow, good for 
cutting, and they come in many colors and sizes. But, still, 
they are not generally seen in our gardens. 

The Allium is an ancient plant. It has been known and 
appreciated since 2000 B.c. Like many old plants, it has been 
deeply involved in the history of medicine and witchcraft. 

One of the medieval superstitions had to do with naming 
an Allium bulb for someone to whom you wished ill-fortune, 
then putting any curse you wished upon the bulb. By the 
time the bulb dried up, the curse would be fulfilled. While 
our first consideration is not with this aspect of the plant, it 
is not without interest—as a scientific experiment, of course. 

Flowers of the Allium are quite unique. The individual 
florets are always small. But the clusters of large, small, 
rounded, or flattened umbels at the head of the stem give 
the plant its distinctive appearance. They bloom from spring 
to fall, with many in midsummer when few bulbs are in 
flower—another definite point in their favor. Colors are 
white, golden yellow, pink, shades of red, and a range of 
blue, lilac, and purple. Their value does not end with garden 


performance. They keep very well in water after cutting, and 


g; 
they are easy to preserve by drying. Anyone interested in 
flower arranging should try these beauties. 

The upright stems, firm rounded flower heads, and the 
ornamental foliage give the entire plant a distinctive appear- 
ance that will strike a refreshing note in any garden bed or 
perennial border. 

There are hundreds of species native to Europe, Asia, and 
North America. But I have so far discovered only about 20 
sorts available to the gardener here. As bulbs they are 
planted in the fall. But you can also grow them easily from 
seed. The Saier Catalog of Seeds, Dimondale, Michigan, has 
a good selection to choose from. 

There are several groups of Alliums, divided according to 
the type of foliage. One kind has round hollow stems; one 
has broad flat leaves, like tulips; and one bears flowers on 
three-sided stems. They grow best in a sunny place, do well 
in any garden soil, and require (Please turn to page 161) 
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It takes little else to create a striking arrangement, when you 
have flowers with the spectacular form of the Allium. These 
flower heads are dried.

How to have 


Flowers by the treeful—all season long

@ No matter where you live, you can enjoy the matchless 
bounty of flowering trees throughout their growing season. 
In some climates, you'll have bloom the year around. In 
others, the flowering time is short. But if you know what 
trees to use in your garden, they'll give you more con- 
tinuous bloom, with less trouble, than any other plant. 

The secret is knowing when the best of them bloom in 
your climate and choosing those with flowering times that 
overlap from the beginning to the end of the season. 

On the following pages there are charts that show exactly 
what trees to plant to get a continuous chain of bloom in 
eight different climates across the country. All major 
climates are represented, from the year-around mildness of 
Florida and California, to the two-month season for flower- 
ing trees in Minnesota. 

For all the refreshing beauty of the trees in the ful-

of their total contribution to a garden, neighborhood, and 
the community as a whole. As the largest thing you can 
plant, a tree makes a greater impact on the landscape than 
anything else in the garden. 

When such lovely specimens as cherry, dogwood, crab- 
apple, and magnolia are in bloom, just a few of them can 
brighten the outlook of an entire neighborhood—and that’s 
not all. 

When they are out of bloom, the foliage of the deciduous 
kinds (which most of these are) is ever-changing. In the 
leafless season, the bare branches etch striking patterns 
against the winter sky. And, as garden sculpture, what can 
match the form of a fine tree? Among the charts on the 
next three pages you will find a climate similar to yours 
and the best trees for the longest show of flowers. 





What trees to plant 
for a chain of bloom 


The charts below and on the following pages

in eight regions across the country 


@ Because the dazzling bloom of flowering trees is so re- 
warding in spring, there’s a natural tendency to plant them 
for springtime show only. But instead of planting a half- 
dozen cherries or dogwoods, consider the added beauty you’d 
get from a half-dozen different trees that bloom in succes- 
sion—all through the season. 

To help you do just this, we asked the directors of eight 
outstanding arboretums in different climates across the coun- 
try to recommend the best all-around flowering trees for a 
chain of bloom in their climate. On these pages you'll find 
a separate chart for each of the eight. 

The chart for the arboretum with a climate most like that 
of your own garden shows the flowering trees best adapted 
to your use. Usually the recommendations of the arboretum 
closest to you will be best—but not in all cases. Such things 
as the warming influence of large bodies of water, or abrupt 
changes in altitude, can make a considerable climatic differ- 
ence in a short distance. To assess your own climate, keep 
in mind such factors as humidity, precipitation, summer 
heat, wind, day length, and minimum temperature. Of all 
these, temperature is the most important single criterion for 
determining what will grow where. 

Bloom time varies from year to year. The timing on the 
charts is for “average” years. There are, of course, many 
other fine flowering trees for each area. Local nurserymen 
can give you more specific recommendations and, in case 
of question, tell you which trees will do best in your climate 
and the time of year they are likely to flower. 
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Here are the locations of the arboretums and botanie gardens 
that reeommmended the trees on the chain-of-bloom charts. As 
you can see, they cover all major climate areas. A chain of 
bloom can be set up for your garden—wherever it may be.

@ Diagnosing the ills of your own garden is a pretty impos- 
sible job. You may know a garden or terrace isn’t func- 
tioning up to your expectations, but you'll find it hard to 
put a finger on the trouble spot. The best move is to call 
a garden doctor, and that is what Dr. and Mrs. Richard 
Gonzales of Woodside, California, did in 1957. 

It didn’t take long for the seeing eyes of “old pro” 
Landscape Architect Thomas Church to spot and diagnose 
the situation. There was no basic site problem. They owned 


lots of space, with interesting changes of grade and good 
native trees, and there were miles of beautiful country- 
side from which they could “borrow scenery.” It was, in 
fact, the kind of site landscape architects love, as opposed 
to a dull, flat lot. The carefully planned house, with a terrace 
that was much too small, had been built at the upper level 
of the property. A long-wanted swimming pool had been 


wisely installed on a lower

In profile, you can see how the two important new forms, the 
deck and the poo! shelter work as a visual magnet for each 
other. One form without the other te balance it out would 
have been only half a solution to the missing link problem. 
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Since land continued to slope away from the existing peol 
area, another floating deck was designed as a base for the 
pool shelter. The innocent-looking posts which seem to be 
merely supporting the wide roof overhang actually end in 
concrete footings sunk into the hill beneath the deck. 
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At the upper section of the plot plan is the guest parking 
area, which is about middle level in the sloping site. From 
this point two kinds of visitors choose their direction. For 
swimming parties, table tennis, or picnics, guests go directly 
down to pool. For house parties they can be greeted from the 
front door or from the deck if the family happens to be there.

level. It is far enough away so that the noise of pool activity 
does not dominate the entire garden, yet it’s close enough 
to permit adult supervision when necessary. But the hike 
down the hill and the lack of facilities down there took the 
edge off the family fun. The hoped-for swimming-hole quality 
always bordered on being messy. 

Storage details and dressing rooms are easy things for 
a landscape architect’s office to develop, but what was really 
needed here was a big idea, one that could pull the whole 
garden together. A unifying element was missing. 

When Mr. Church explained his missing link theory 
and the solution to it, he also pointed out one other major 
flaw in their garden 





the absence of a visual focal point. 
From the Gonzales living room and terrace there was a 
long view of the country, but there was nothing in the fore- 
ground to focus on, no highlights or perspective point. So 
the owners decided to include the new wide-roofed pool 
shelter, where now so much of their children’s activity and 
family social life are centered. As a form, it interacts with 
the new winged deck to forge the link between the two main 
living levels in this garden. 
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Existing retaining wall has been supplemented by an addition 
of adobe block which is now the back-rest for the long wood 
seat. Photographs above and below show how many kinds of 
sun and shade there are during the day. No matter how hot 
the sun or cool the breeze, there is always a comfortable 
spot, be it shady porch or sheltered sun pocket. And now 
there is a verdant green belt between house and pool area. 
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Wall hanging a yard in length was done entirely on the sewing 
machine in white, black, and gray thread on lavender back- 
ground by Akron artist-craftsman Frances Robinson, whose 
tapestries are exhibited in museums.

If you can stitch on a sewing machine, 


you can make these beautiful embroideries 


@ The simple, neglected provision for darning found on 
the sewing machine makes creative embroidery a breeze. 
It lets you draw on cloth with colored thread as if the 
needle were a pencil. It’s a lot like operating a Ouija board— 
and ten times more rewarding! 

The uses for machine-stitched embroidery are limited 
only by your imagination—borders and decorative effects 
on placemats, pillow covers, bedspreads, curtains; patch 
pockets and decorative designs for dresses and aprons. 
These are only a beginning. When you acquire proficiency 
at your craft you will want to try a wall hanging as a 
“masterwork.” 

Is stitchery on the sewing machine any less an art than 
stitchery by hand? The answer, of course, is up to you. 

There are purists who stress the uneven “look of the hand” 
as a sign of quality who might disapprove of the stitch-by- 
stitch evenness produced by machine, 

But defenders of the medium contend that machine stitch- 
ery and hand stitchery are two distinct craft arts: Any 
mechanical device that makes fine work possible without 
drudgery is acceptable, they reason, if its use is appropriate 
to the material, The sewing machine is merely a mechanized 
hand tool. 

The debate is an old one. It is how well material and 
technique combine to express your personal creativity that 
really counts. 

Machine embroidery is so easy that, for most people who 
try this fascinating medium, the initial hurdle is design. 

The person who has had no formal training in design is 
often timid about beginning. Embroidery patterns are for 
sale in hobby shops, but patterns not only aggravate this 
insecurity, they actually hamper creative imagination. 

Finished work is not really your own unless the design is 
yours. The best impetus to getting started designing on your 
own is the delightful experience of buying thread. Coats 
and Clark’s mercerized sewing thread is available at 10-cent

available. Meantime, the beginners brace themselves to 
“make do” with the bare essentials. 

The nebulous plan is the pitfall. There is a limit to how 
long most people can “make do” happily. The temptatior 
is great to fill in the gaps as quickly and inexpensively as 
possible with whatever bargains come to hand. But if you 
succumb to this erratic buying method, a few years’ time 
may find you living in a hodgepodge of bits and pieces. 

It is precisely to forestall such ineffective investments 
that we have evolved this three-stage plan. The plan starts 
at the end. In other words, you must decide what furniture 
you want your finished home to have. The over-all plan is 
your goal, and you must stick to it. Its total cost is your 
over-all budget. By dividing the budget into three substan- 
tial investments, spread out and timed as suits your income 
best, you can acquire by progressive stages (1) the absolute 
essentials, (2) additional seating and storage, and (3) the 
supplemental amenities. 

To demonstrate this, we show here how a budget of $2,400 
for living, dining, and bedroom furniture was progressively 
invested in three $800 “takes,” as a couple of wise newly- 
weds might spend it to turn a standard New York apartment 
into a completely furnished home. Note particularly Stage 
Number 1. It shows how, by plotting all your furniture needs 
in advance, even the bare essentials can create a charming 
room. Furniture is by Kroehler, wood pieces are from their 
“Pendant” collection in hackberry and turrae woods.

The coloring 
of bedroom furniture as well as its style is related to the 
living-room furniture, so that pieces like this chair and 
ottoman can even now be used in the living room without look- 
ing out of place on occasions when extra seating is needed. 


These first-time furnishers put the main budgetary emphasis 
on the living room. Starting bedroom furniture consisted of 
a box spring and mattress. Their second investment, above, 
bought a headboard, a night table and a tall Beau Brummel 
chest. Chest, paneled in dark brown graining of an exotic 
wood called turrae, shares the same design character as the 
Kroehler living-room furniture, might be used in a living room,

We assume that the typical young-marrieds who might 
have furnished this apartment bought their furniture with 
what they would consider their own money—that combina- 
tion of premarital nest egg and post-marital savings that 
most young couples use for their major purchases. Wedding 
checks could take care of curtains, cotton rugs, bedspread. 
Lamps, accessories and tableware were gifts. They inherited 
an armoire, for which others might substitute a temporary 
wall-filling device like a plant stand. An inherited double 
box spring and mattress would add about $150 to another 
couple’s budget. 

But the validity of their furniture-buying system is un- 
questionable, based on shopping principles which ensure a 
lasting investment. They chose the best quality they could 
afford. They planned in advance and didn’t let themselves 
change the plan. For ali three rooms they chose pieces of 
similar quality and harmonious design, all conceivably 


usable together in one future room. They bought small pieces 





in pairs—ottomans, chests, snack tables—thus guaranteeing 
flexible furniture grouping possibilities for future quarters. 
They related their furniture in color, so that it can be used 
interchangeably.

® The way you paint a wall or finish a floor is not the 
same today as it was five years ago, or even one year ago. 
A revolution has taken place. Old paints are out, and new 
and better ones have replaced them. Whether you plan to 
wield a brush or roller yourself, or have it done for you, 
it will pay you to know the best that technology now offers. 
See what has happened. 


Paints have become more beautiful. A dealer once stocked 
18 to 20 colors. He could lighten or darken them somewhat 
to suit your taste. Now he can offer you more than 1,300 
colors. Color blending has become automated, done by 
machine, and there is almost no limit to your choice. Take 
any color sample to a dealer who has such a machine and 
he can match it exactly. 

You can get walls finished in rich multitones and in many 
special textures. Walls need not be a single positive color. 
By applying one or two color-glaze coats to a texture paint, 
you can have walls with subtlety, depth, and variation. 


Paints have become more durable. Any way you look at it, 
painting is a nuisance. It disrupts your living; it makes 
work; it hurts your budget. The way to avoid frequent 
painting is to use the best paint for the surface to be 
covered and see that it is applied according to the manufac- 
turer's directions. New exterior paints, applied according to 
instructions, will last twice as long as any paints you have 
used before. 

New latex exterior paints resist blistering, keep their color 
better than any paint has in the past. They are less subject 
to mildew attack. They don’t oxidize away. If the walls of 
your house are properly built, an exterior latex paint film 
can last ten years or longer. (Proper building includes air 
vents, flashing, and a continuous vapor barrier to stop 
moisture penetration from inside the house.) If you build 
your house with siding that has been factory finished, the 
finish, in truth, may outlast your mortgage. 


New urethane varnishes have doubled the toughness of 
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clear finishes. Some of the companies manufacturing ure- 
thane varnishes are listed at the end of this article, as are 
manufacturers of other products to be mentioned. The ure- 
thanes dry fast and require no waxing or polishing. On 
urethane-finished floors, you can’t make a rubber-heel mark 
that a cloth won’t wipe away. Outdoors, the new urethanes 
far outlast the flintiest spar varnishes, and they don’t turn 
yellow as they age. 


Paints have become easier to apply. You can now get ex- 
terior paints that thin with water. Your clean-up is at the 
hosecock. And you don’t have to wait for sunny weather to 
use these paints. They can be applied over damp surfaces. 
They dry so fast, you can do two coats in one day. Paint 
odor is gone, and so is fire hazard. A new no-drip inte- 
rior paint is so easy to control you can literally paint in your 
good clothes. For small jobs, more paints than ever are 
available in aerosol spray cans. 

There are also new tools to make your job easier. A guide 
that clips onto a brush steadies your stroke, makes it simple 
to paint trim and edges unerringly. New inexpensive spray 
guns make paint go on five times as fast, and smoother too. 
Browse the paint counter in your hardware store and you 
will find it loaded with protective hand-creams, disposable 
drop cloths, quick brush cleaners, and dozens of other 
improved products to make painting easier, faster, better. 


Here’s what to use on walls, ceilings, and woodwork. Get 
either an alkyd or a latex paint. Both are good. The differ- 
ence is that alkyd is more durable, latex is easier to apply. 

Most professional painters use alkyd. It’s a solvent-thinned, 
odorless enamel and has superior washability. When you 
think of enamel, you think of gloss. But that’s not com- 
pletely true of these alkyds. They also come in flat. 

Flat paint is best on all walls and ceilings except in bath- 
rooms and kitchens. Flat has better light reflectivity. It dif- 
fuses, doesn’t glare. Flat also hides surface defects better 
than gloss and is easier to touch up.

In bathrooms and kitchens, you want a gloss or semi-gloss 
alkyd. It has superior impermeability to moisture, and it’s 
always a good idea to keep all the moisture you can out of 
walls. Also, you may want to scrub these walls more fre- 
quently. The higher the gloss, the more scrubbing it will 
take without showing wear. 

One good new alkyd wall paint has acoustical properties. 
Applied to both sides of a partition it can reduce noise trans- 
mission through the wall three decibels. Through the speech 
range of sound, this can be an important difference. Used 
on both sides of playroom partition walls, for instance, the 
added relief from sound can be most welcome. It is applied 
by roller, produces a heavier film than standard paint and is 
especially good at hiding wall irregularities. It has an attrac- 
tive fine-stipple texture, and you would never guess it to be 
any different from ordinary paint. 

If ease of application is your aim, choose a latex wall 
paint. Latex goes on beautifully with a roller, shows no lap 
marks, and cleanup is with water. You wash your brushes 
right in the sink. Most latex paints come only in flat, but 
you can match their color in alkyd enamels for surfaces 
that require added washability. (There are also some latex 
semi-gloss paints. ) 

Don’t let the various names for latex paint confuse you. 
There are three kinds of latex paint: acrylic. PVA (poly- 
vinyl acetate), and styrene-butadiene (sometimes called 
rubber-base). They’re all latex paints, merely different varie- 
ties. You'll also hear some latex paints called plastic paint. 
Take your choice. They’re all good. 

One new latex paint is a special no-drip, no-spatter variety. 
It has the consistency of mayonnaise, but thins out effort- 
lessly as you brush or roll it on. You may find it a little less 
smooth than standard paint, but it’s so much less mess to 
apply, you'll be all for it. Since you don’t have to take elab- 
orate precautions to keep the paint from getting on things, 
and since cleanup is with soap and water, you can do an 
hour’s painting here and another hour there, until you’re 
done. You never have to make a big production of it. 





Here’s what paint to use on inside walls to stop outside 
blistering. If you are troubled by paint blistering on the out- 
side of your house and have been told it’s due to a lack of a 
vapor barrier in the wall, paint your inside walls with a 
semi-gloss chlorinated rubber enamel or varnish, then apply 
any decorative paint over it. Or you can use two coats of 
aluminum or alkyd flat paint, topped by one coat of alkyd 
semi-gloss or varnish. It will serve as a vapor barrier. (Also 
recommended is adequate louvering on outside of walls.) 


Here’s what to use on floors. On woods such as maple or 
oak, a penetrating sealer is effective. This is a nonsurface 
finish which binds the wood fibers and makes them tougher. 
There is no finish above the wood to be damaged. A penetrat- 
ing finish can be used clear or colored. It is a low-luster 
finish, but it can be given luster by power steel-wooling. 

If you are varnishing floors, a urethane varnish (satin or 
gloss) gives superior durability. 

If you are painting floors, either wood or concrete, use 
a latex floor enamel (water cleanup). With this finish, you 
can’t paint yourself into a corner. You can walk on it in 
less than an hour. Actually, these days, you can do a good 
job with any quality floor enamel. Chlorinated rubber enamel 
is excellent on concrete floors. (It’s used on swimming pools. ) 

The toughest paint for floors or any other surface is epoxy. 
(It’s also sold as pool paint.) Though called a paint, and 
applied like one, it is unlike paint in many ways. It is made 
of the same stuff as the miraculous epoxy adhesives which 
have been so widely publicized, and which stick to just about 
anything with tremendous tenacity. It dries, not by evapora- 
tion of solvents, but by a chemical reaction which starts when 
you mix together the two liquids which make up the paint. 
They come in separate cans. 

Formerly you could buy epoxy paint only at marine-supply 
stores. Now it is being given national distribution by many 
companies and you can buy it at hardware stores, lumber 
and paint dealers, and department stores. lt may cost 
twice as much as top-quality paint, (Please turn to page 142)

But, by whatever name a fiber is called, your major ques- 
tion, as a consumer, is “How is it going to work?” This can 
be baffling in this day of technological ingenuity when fab- 
rics are increasingly made of blends or mixtures of two or 
more fibers. The purpose behind this is to give you the 
advantage of the special, peculiar virtues of several fibers 
by marrying them into one yarn or one fabric—to combine 
in a. carpet yarn, say, the resilience of wool with the high 
abrasion-resistance of nylon, or to give a curtain the stabil- 
ity and sun-resistance of polyester along with the soft 
drapability of silk. 

By all means, try to acquaint yourself with trade names 
and their makers’ claims for them. But your best bet in 
knowing how these man-made fibers are going to work 
to learn what their generic or family names mean. All mem- 
bers of any one of these chemical families can be depended 
upon to exhibit certain similar traits. All members of the 
nylon family, for instance, in all their manifestations, are 
characterized by remarkable toughness and resistance to 
abrasion. The polyester clan promises drip-dry perform-

ance and resistance to sunlight. If you know what each 
fiber family excels at, you’re on the right track to choosing 
the fabrics that will best fill your needs. It should go with- 
out saying, however, that the quality of a fiber in itself 
will not insure good performance if the dyes, finishes, 
weaves, and fabrication involved in any article are not 
properly handled. Unfortunately, as a consumer, you cannot 
always judge these things, and so you must rely, as always, 
on the reputation of manufacturer and retail dealer. But 
you are at least one step ahead of the game if you know 
how the generic fiber can be expected to perform. 

These generic or family names are the ones that show up 
on the labels that the Federal Trade Commission now re- 
quires on all textiles. The labels tell you not only the family 
names of the fibers used in a fabric, but also the percent- 
age of each fiber used. So, if you know what the intrinsic 


“family” characteristics of the fibers are, you can anticipate 


kind of family traits that will predominate and hence 

e kind of performance you'll get from the fabric you buy. 
In the list that follows, we detail for you the generic names 
and the major distinguishing characteristics of the twelve

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MADEIRA 


A wine for the appreciative few

Such decanters of Madeira 
and such glasses to sip it 
from once graced the buf- 
fets and sideboards of 
George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson. Now 
once again Madeira is ap- 
pearing in the homes of 
the appreciative few who 
know how to use it in a 
meal or in the kitchen. 
Decanter and sign from 
James Robinson. Silver 
tray in the “Abercrombie” 
pattern by Lunt Silver- 
smiths. Glasses by Imperial 
Glass Corporation. 
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Steep terraces characterize the vineyards of the Madeira scene. 


@ If at this very moment you were a guest in my home, I 
would probably be offering you a wine glass two-thirds full 
of a gleaming tawny liquid. I would say: “Madeira, Sercial, 
and old.” Let us assume you are now holding the glass and 
breathing the bouquet of the wine. 

Since you have a sense of history (all of us have some emo- 
tional attachment to past glories), you will contemplate for 
just a moment or so the treasure in your hand. This is an 
eloquent relic. If you wish, it can conjure up for you a vision 
of great wine-laden sailing ships on the long voyage from 
Africa to Boston. It can call to your mind a picture of quiet 
drawing rooms in Georgian homes, adorned with Aubusson 
rugs and stately highboys. 

This is the wine that was drunk throughout colonial Amer- 
ica—on Boston’s Beacon Hill, in mansions on the James River, 
in homes of Southern planters. Madeira was the most accept- 
able wine that might be offered guests as an aperitif, through 
the meal and after the meal. It was an all-purpose wine, and a 
decanter of it alwavs stood on the buffet. It also presided in 
the kitchen. where it was used in many dishes, especially 
those indigen> 7s favorites, turtle soup and terrapin stew— 
when the Madcira was as indispensable as the turtle itself. 

Although Madeira won favor in India under the British 
Rajahs and in England in Victorian times, it is a peculiarly 
American wine. This is the scene of its zenith. The popularity 
of Madeira in this country continued for more than two cen- 
turies. On the menus of the fine restaurants and inns of a 
hundred years ago—in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, Savannah—more Madeiras of different sorts appear 
on the lists than all other wines together. 

Then through a series of mishaps, unending vineyard pes- 
tilences and wars, the decanters of Madeira disappeared from 
American buffets. Barrels of Madeira were no longer ordered 
for the well-stocked cellar. By the time Prohibition was 
repealed, it was an almost forgotten wine. 

Now it is enjoying a vigorous revival. This is not a fad. 
Madeira is one of the world’s great fortified wines—third 
member of the triumvirate that includes Port and Sherry. It 
is incredibly long-lived, the hardiest of any wine known 
today. Most of the old Madeiras (I have tasted the vintage 
of 1792) are held jealously by shippers so that their body 
and richness can be blended in small quantities with present 
vintages. Occasionally a small number of very old bottles 
is shipped to this country, and I, for one, experience a certain

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Awine that shines 
from soup to nuts

Americans once used Madeira extensively in the kitchen. 
It was, and is still, the classic wine for cooking. The French 
know this. Though they are not drinkers of Madeira (being 
notorious nationalists when it comes to wines), the French 
chefs have discovered its value. Sauce Madeére is one of the 
great French sauces. If you love fine foods as well as fine wines 
you need Madeira in the kitchen. 

There are wines that are so negative, or so delicate, that 
their flavor disappears in cooking. There are others so aggres- 
sive that they drown out all other flavors. Madeira has the 
ability, more than any other wine, to blend, to add of its own 
characteristic flavor without overpowering others. More than 
this, it tends to fuse all other seasonings. Perhaps it is so at 
home in the kitchen because it has already been through a 
heating process of its own, so takes kindly to heat and can 
act nobly as a catalyzing agent for other food flavors. 


Rognons de Veau, Duc de Clarence 
(Veal Kidneys in Madeira Sauce) 


2 veal kidneys 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 carrot, diced 
8 small white onions 


Salt and pepper 

14 teaspoon thyme 

1 small bay leaf 

1 cup Rainwater Madeira 

14 cup brown meat gravy 
(canned may be used) 


14 cup chopped parsley 
2 cups sliced mushrooms 


Trim fat and core from kidneys. Slice % inch thick. Covei 
with cold water. Place over a medium flame and bring just te 
a boil.

Discovering the beauty of Lead 


Lead in sheet form is the easiest of all common 
metals to cut, shape, and form. You can use it 


to create countless objects of uncommon beauty 
By ERNST AUERBACH 


@ For centuries lead has had widespread use in garden 
statuary, fountains, pools, urns, as well as in architectural 
ornamentation and structure. The reason is simple. Lead is 
a material of quiet, understated beauty, and it is easy to use. 
You don’t need a vast array of special equipment. You need 
only a few everyday tools and patience to shape it to your 
will and create countless objects, both useful and decorative. 

Immune to corrosion and wasting, lead is ideal for use 
outdoors. It needs no special care or maintenance. Time and 
weather are kind to lead, softening its already soft gray 
color to one that is a perfect foil for flowers or foliage and 
a pleasing complement to cut stone, natural rock, brick, 
and painted or unpainted wood. 

One method used in the fabrication of lead objects is 
casting. Casting makes possible a comparatively rapid and 
endless duplication. But cast objects are heavy in propor- 
tion to their bulk, and this means added cost. Aesthetic- 
ally, they usually lack definition and clarity. Of special 
importance to us, the casting of any metal is not a task to

be undertaken lightly in a home workshop or without some 
special skill and experience. 

These disadvantages are avoided if lead in sheet form 
is used. It is cut with tin snips and easily joined by solder- 
ing. If added rigidity is needed, the lead can be overlaid 
on a stiffening form of wood or applied as an overlay on 
a commercially available item which you wish to decorate 
and upgrade. Lead is an informal material. The unevenness 
and irregularities of its fabrication are a part of its charm. 
If worked with the casualness proper to its nature, it as- 
sumes a character that is unique and gratifying. The little 
errors you do make will add interest to the result. 

Detailed directions are given here for making the bird 
bath and reflecting pool illustrated on these two pages. 
Neither of these is beyond the abilities of a normally aware 
and interested person. Once either or both of these pilot 
projects are done, a personal technique will have been 
acquired ample enough to cope with any of the pieces shown 
on the pages which follow. As your technique will be per- 
sonal and your needs individual, it is highly improbable 
that you will want to make a spitting image of any of the 
pieces shown, which is as it should be. 

Smaller variations of the bird bath make excellent plant 
containers for either indoors or outdoors. An unfluted ver- 
sion is ideal for a bonsai. Small leftovers can be folded or 
bent into ash trays. Prominently placed fence posts can be 
capped with lead, which can be ornamental as well as a help 
in checking weathering. 

Lead is useful in masking or shielding exposed lights 
in outdoor illumination. Bird houses (Please turn the page)

like 








that shown at left, is a simple 
project, but it can teach you much 
about the nature of lead, and en- 
able you to go on to more elabor- 
ate projects like those shown on 
the pages which follow. All pro- 
jects are made with 4-pound sheet 
lead, readily available from plumb- 
ing shops. Lead is an enduring 
metal, requires no maintenance. 


This reflecting pool, measuring» 
42” square and 6” deep, can be 
made of lead placed over a cedar 
or redwood form. A single sheet 
of lead covers the bettom, sides, 
and extends downward on the out- 
side. Only the corners are fitted 
separately. Lead is so tractable, 
it can be fitted by hand, coaxed 
into place. You can have the wood 
form made at a millwork shop.

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Seven lead projects grouped at this entrance (above) include 
a lantern, intercom housing, mail slide, lockset, numberplate, 
door surround, and a pair of plant tubs.

can be made in part of lead. Push plates can protect ex- 
terior doors that are painted and much used. The area 
around bell-buttons can be similarly protected. 

Sheet lead is designated by the weight of lead in each 
square foot and is fabricated in two-, four-, six-, and eight- 
pound weights. It is available in widths up to eight feet. 
The six- and eight-pound weights are magnificent to work 
with but they are, unfortunately, hard to get in most parts 
of the country. For that reason, all the pieces and fitments 
shown here were designed to be made with four-pound lead. 

li the heavier weights can be (Please turn to page 139) 


A Lantern shown on facing page is made by overlaying lead 
on a 16-0z. copper body. Body has no top or bottom, but is 
flanged, as are lead sides. Lead top and bottom are then 
crimped to these flanges. Ornamentation is stamped before top 
and bottom are added. Body measures about 11” x 9” x 20”. 
Three 100-watt lamps are mounted below level of opening. 
Grille on side is door. Bottom is shaped inte a drip tip. 


B Lines on mail slide (left, center) are made by striking 
chasing tool held slightly off vertical and away from travel 
direction. Stamping is with decorating tools held vertically. 


Cc Strap work on number plate (left) was made with 
strips of lead, their ends soldered to the base. Numerals are 
cut from 14-gauge sheet brass. Two layers of lead are sol- 


dered to backs of numerals, adding relief. Screws fastening 


plate to door go through squares of lead. Corners of squares 
were folded over to hide the screw heads. Matting of lead 
is done with a matting tool. See tool list on page 139. 





Plant tub (above) starts as a cedar tub 16” square and 15” 
high. After sides are covered with 4-pound lead, corners are 
framed with lead angles, the edges of which are turned under 
to create more relief. All joints are soldered, then design 
is stamped. The strap work is made with 14” strips, bordered 
with lead angle. The nails used are #16 brass escutcheon 
pins. Their heads are covered with solder before driving. 


Doorframe and bell plate shown below are a variation of those 
on facing page. Door molding like one seen here is milled 
in two sections, fitted, then removed and sheathed in 4-pound 
lead, the lead fitted by gently tapping with a hammer. Two 
surfaces were decorated by stamping. The bell plate passes 
under top molding, with 142” of it recessed. Escutcheon pins 
fasten the plate on its left side. Push button is standard 
type.

Never before in history have so many 


been surrounded by so much music, 


but how do we know if it’s good? 


By HERBERT KUPFERBERG

® Good music, no matter of what 
kind, epoch, or intention, has a 
compulsive quality. 

You can be waiting in line before 
the teller’s window of a bank, as 
this writer recently was, fretting 
at the delay despite the soft music 
floating from hidden speakers. Sud- 
denly the “Song from Moulin 
Rouge” fills the air, and you're lis- 
tening to it, carried aloft by its 
haunting melody, and the man be- 
hind you in the line is actually 
humming it as he waits. 

This is what good music can do. 
It makes you listen. The “Song 
from Moulin Rouge” happens to 
have been written by Georges Au- 
ric, a renowned modern symphonist 
who was a founding member of a 
French group called Les Six. But 
in the framework of a popular song 
he composed music which becomes 
part of your consciousness when- 
ever you hear it and which retains 
command attention 
even after many rehearings. This 
is the characteristic of music that 


its power to 


lives, whether it be symphonies or 
pop songs. 

With so much music around, peo- 
ple can be excused for wondering 
how to judge its quality. This, in a 


way, is the same question the 
Devil asked in Kipling’s poem, 
“The Conundrum of the Work- 


shops:” “It’s pretty, but is it Art?” 
Is all the music you hear in a con- 
cert hall or an opera house neces- 


sarily good? Is it all the music you 
get over a restaurant loudspeaker 
necessarily bad? And how do you 
tell—or at least form an opinion— 
with some degree of confidence? 

There’s no sure way, of course, 
for one man’s Mozart will always 
be another’s Thelonious Monk. 
Furthermore, not all music was 
written with the same intention. 
Long before Muzak, music was be- 
ing used as a background for flirt- 
ing, frivolity and just plain table- 
talk. One such scene was even in- 
corporated by Mozart into his op- 
era Don Giovanni, in which a no- 
bleman sits discoursing with his 
servant during dinner on the qual- 
ity of his table and cellar while 
his musicians play in the back- 
ground. ’ 

Today only a small portion of 
music goes by the name “classi- 
cal.” Such designations as semi- 
classical, light popular, dance, 
jazz, background, and mood music 
indicate the tremendous variety to 
which the listener—or even the 
non-listener—is exposed. Obvi- 
ously, it would be unfair to judge 
a record called—as several have 
been called—“Music for Dream- 
ing” by the same standards as 
Handel’s Messiah. 

Perhaps the best measure of 
quality is the degree to which mu- 
sic will not only monopolize your 
attention at first hearing but re-

tain it at subsequent encounters. 
Good music lasts; it is of a coin- 
age which is neither debased nor 
corroded by time. Haydn, Mozart, 
and Beethoven all wrote for their 
own era and audience, even as 
Shakespeare did. For all their ar- 
tistic devotion they were practical 
men who wanted to please their 
customers and get paid for their 
work. But they also had more than 
an inkling that posterity would be 
listening to them, too. Simply writ- 
ing a pleasant melody, these com- 
posers knew, wasn’t enough. They 
had to give it the harmonic under- 
pinning, the architectural strength 
and the imaginative spirit to sus- 
tain it through the centuries. 

Good music not only lasts; it of- 
fers more at each hearing. It holds 
back some of itself so that repeti- 
tion leads to new discoveries. Each 
listening gives you the pleasure of 
recognizing old friends among the 
themes and harmonies but it also 
stimulates you by revealing new 
depths, new intricacies, new sub- 
tleties. 

Good music requires your atten- 
tion. This is a little different from 
the compelling quality mentioned 
at the beginning of the article. 
There is a slightly aloof quality 
about good music; it insists that 
you come to it. It doesn’t give up 
its riches too easily. Music of qual- 
ty requires your alert ears and 
your background of previous ex- 
perience. 


OOD music does more than set 
forth a good tune. It changes it, 
varies it, examines it from different 
angles, puts it through its paces, 
says musically all that is to be 
said about it. That’s what is meant 
by musical “form,” which in good 
music is always there whether you 
realize it or not. It is form no less 
than content which enables a Beet- 
hoven symphony to be listened to 
with pleasure and interest time 
after countless time, when even the 
catchiest pop tune will pall quickly 
and give place to the next entry on 
the ever-changing, yet always sim- 
ilar, hit parade. Good music is mu- 
sic that isn’t discarded, day by day, 
year by year, or century by cen- 
tury.

patterning, 
rhythmically, 
harmonically, is 
never repeated monotonously. Var- 
iations develop the musical idea 
being présented so that a musical 
blossoming results. Beethoven’s 
Fifth Symphony is a good exam- 
ple of such development. The open- 


ing theme (sometimes referred to 
as “Fate knocking at the door’’) is 
used throughout the four move- 
ments. It is a simple four-beat 
theme, yet so ingeniously has Beet- 
hoven varied its rhythmic and mel- 
odic pattern that its presence 
throughout the symphony grows in 
interest and becomes even more ex- 
citing in the final movement. 


OUNTERPOINT, a form in 
which similar melodies overlap 
each other, creates a superpattern 
of these patterns played on top of 
each other or in canon. This super- 
pattern, when made by a master, is 
a whole greater than the sum of its 
parts. A good example is Bach’s 
“Prelude and Fugue in c# Minor.” 
Still another kind of patterning 
is “theme and variations,” a musi-* 
cal form that permits seemingly in- 
finite development. Brahms’ “Vari- 
ations on a Theme by Haydn” (see 
House Beautirut, March 1961), 
takes a simple melody and repeats 
it ten times, varying rhythm, key, 
orchestration, and harmonies so 
richly that the original theme 
seems to be a springboard for 
Brahms’ exuberant inventiveness. 
Good music communicates. The 
composer must have something im- 
portant to say and then be able to 
say it in a language known or 
knowable to his listeners. History, 
custom, and tradition have shaped 
the language of music. For exam- 
ple, the gong suggests the Orient, 
the snare drum suggests marches, 
slow, minor scale music is “sad,” 
fast, major scale melodies are_ 
“oay’” and so on. But we cannot 
expect to stay permanently in one 
era of music with its easily recog- 
nizable language. Music 
changes, and develops. We listen- 
ers need to increase our musical 


grows, 


vocabulary and even learn new mu- 
sical languages if we are to enjoy 
all the wealth of good music avail- 
able to us. But an absence of all 
familiar musical landmarks would 
leave us lost and frustrated, unable 
to understand or appreciate. The 
great composer roots his music in 











tradition and in so doing provides 
a bridge to the new. Beethoven is 
reported to have said that a good 
composer must learn all the rules 
before he breaks them. 

_ The decision that music is good 
is a highly personal one, for it de- 
pends on your interest, your musi- 
cal background, and all the other 
ingredients that compose your in- 
dividual taste. While knowledgea- 
ble music critics are helpful in 
their judgments, the final deci- 
sion is your own. The many differ- 
ing opinions of the critics them- 
selves indicate this. 

Your receptiveness as a listener 
plays a part, too. One isn’t always 
in the “mood” for music, or at least 
for certain kinds of music. To hear 
a late Beethoven piano sonata de- 
mands a certain seriousness of ap- 
proach not required for, let us say, 
a Liszt rhapsody, and there will be 
times when one touches a more re- 
sponsive chord than the other. 

Nevertheless, the importance of 
mood can be exaggerated. Good 
music, well-performed, can often 
overcome a listener’s indifference 
or even his resistance. If music 
really possesses, as William Con- 
greve observed, “charms to soothe 
the savage breast,” it also has the 
power to slip past closed doors, 
and to enter closed minds. 

Despite variations in the abili- 
ties of performers and the receptiv- 
ity of listeners—both of which tend 
to even out in the long run—the in- 
trinsic worth of a musical work, or 
a work of any other art, lies within 
the product itself. In the 150 years 
since it was written, 
Fifth Symphony has received hun- 
dreds of poor performances and 
has been heard by thousands of 
people who weren’t in the “mood” 
for it. Yet it still remains what 
E. M. Forster calls “the most sub- 
lime noise that has ever penetrated 
into the ear of man.” 


Beethoven’s 


EETHOVEN’S Fifth seldom 

makes an appearance among 
the music one is exposed to in a 
restaurant, a bus, an elevator, or a 
supermarket. It might prove dis- 
tracting if it did. For most of the 
music piped into places of human 
congregation is intended to lull, 
soothe, and fill in pauses in conver- 
sation, rather than to distract any- 
one from the business at hand. 
And few things on earth are more 
distracting than good music. 

What is the best way to start ap- 
preciating good music? In simple 
words, by listening to it. Not listen- 
ing to a piece once, or twice, but 
ten or twelve times, in the expecta- 
tion that each hearing will add a 
new level of discovery, and that its 


full worth and character, like those 
of a friend, will- be revealed only 
gradually and with deepening ac- 
quaintance. 

It’s a matter of personal taste 
whether you seek an introduction 
to good music through a Tchaikov- 
sky symphony, a Verdi opera, or a 
Richard Strauss tone poem. In mu- 
sic’s temple there are many cham- 
bers. But if a suggestion is in or- 
der, you might start with a piece 
called Eine Kleine Nachtmusik 
(A Little Night Music) written 
nearly 200 years ago by Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart. 

This is a kind of miniature sym- 
phony for string orchestra, lasting 
only twenty minutes and filled with 
attractive melodies, buoyant har- 
monies and above all, a healthy and 
affirmative outlook. Ernest New- 
man, the greatest British music 
critic of this century, once wrote 
an article on “deathbed” music in 
which he tried to decide which of 
all the great masterpieces he would 
elect to hear when he lay dying and 
listening to his last sounds on 
earth. He came to no firm conclu- 
sion, but he did say that he was 
sure of one thing: The first piece 
of music he wanted to hear after 
death was Mozart’s Eine Kleine 
Nachtmusik—just to be sure he 
had arrived in the right place. 

We, perhaps, need not make the 
choice under such dire circum- 
stances as Ernest Newman. But 
Eine Kleine Nachtmusik, a piece 
that cheerfully observes all the rules 
of musical form, in every sense of the 
word a “classic,” is nevertheless mu- 
sic abounding in life, vigor, beauty, 
and sheer fun. If, after hearing it a 
few times, it says nothing to you, 
you may be safe in concluding that 
good music is not for you. If, as is 
more likely, you find that such mu- 
sic can be not only mildly divert- 
ing, but actually refreshing and ex- 
hilarating, you will be on the road 
to many more such discoveries and 
revelations. In any case, the exper- 
iment is worth making, for perhaps 
the greatest of the gifts of good 
music is that once found, it can 
never again be lost.

large urban centers and in 60 
colors in smaller communities. 
You'll find an assortment of hues 
in each color family. 

Be experimental in your choice. 
It’s much harder to go wrong than 
you may have been led to believe. 

You might try a range of subtle, 
rich, shibui colors, made even 
warmer with touches of astringent 
colors (see “How to Compose 
Color Schemes,” House BEAUTIFUL, 
March 1962). 

Or be wildly gay! If you want 
red to predominate, you'll find that 
elements of red-orange (such as 
Coats & Clark’s “Devil Red”) in 
juxtaposition with a blue-red (like 
its “Petunia”) produce a luminosity 
that red by itself will not give you. 

Before you make any plans for a 
finished piece, however, it would be 
wise to do an informal sampler on 
a small square of cloth. Use a firm 
material. It can be given more 
body, which is desirable when do- 
ing machine stitchery, by applying 
an iron-on, non-woven interfacing 
fabric, such as Keybak or Pel- 
lomite, to the back of the fabric 
before embroidering. These inter- 
facings are available where suit- 


ings are sold.

chine for embroidery: Remove the 
foot; replace it with the special - 
darning foot (which may be bought 
for $1.50 to $3.00 if your machine 
did not come equipped with one). 
This does away with the need for 
an embroidery hoop. The darning 
foot drops against the fabric and 
holds it during the instant the 
needle is penetrating, then lifts up 
as the needle comes out. 

Next you inactivate those little 
moving teeth beneath the needle 
called the “feed dog” that or- 
dinarily push the fabric along as 
you sew. On the Pfaff the teeth 
lower at the flip of a switch; on

the Singer the needle plate rises 
up; on older machines a little plate 
is slipped over the feed dog. 
Now (with the stitch length 
regulator on neutral) you are free 


‘to move your work forward or 


back, side to side, in any direction 
you like without the usual neces- 
sity of rotating the fabric. 

As you begin to sew, you will 
need to adjust the machine’s ten- 
sion until there is no strain on 
either side of the fabric, so that 
it won’t pucker more than the slight 
amount that is natural to this 
technique. 

To get used to the feel of a com- 
pletely free needle, start out by 
making some simple geometric 
forms, diamonds, circles, checker- 
boards, curlicues, Greek keys. 

Soon you'll be ready for a proj- 
ect. If you freeze up faced with a 
large piece of blank fabric, this 
is the time for the scrap box. 

Cut out some circles, squares, 
and free shapes and perhaps some 
leaf forms. Lay them on your back- 
ground material, then arrange and 
rearrange them until the effect 
pleases you. 

Everyone has a sense of design. 
You can take it for granted that 
youre no exception. So you can 
trust your eye. 

It is important to have the grain 
of these little pieces coincide with 
the background fabric. After you 
have pinned them where you want 
them, you can run a few lines of 
stitching in each direction to hold 
them securely. It’s not necessary 
to turn their edges under, as they 
will work into the background bet- 
ter if they are not’ hemmed. 

To integrate your patches into 
some sort of over-all design, begin 
sewing lines or textures that ex- 
tend through and beyond them. 
Radiating lines can turn a circle 
into a daisy or a sunflower. The 
circle itself can be enriched with 
a pattern of freely interlocking 
circular forms. 


HAT you'll get won’t neces- 

sarily look like a sunflower, 
nor do you want it to. If you wind 
up with something that gives you a 
kick, that pleases your own innate 
sense of design, that’s good enough. 
You have moved ahead. 

When you are satisfied with your 
technical proficiency you will want 
to try something more exciling. 
Where to turn? 

Try the resource all artists use 
as a prime stimulus: nature. Make 
a collection—ferns, flowers, leaves, 
shells, coral, and seaweeds, vege- 
tables and fruit. Look at small 
animals, bugs, butterflies, birds. 

All are wonderful sources of 


inspiration for your own free inter- 


pretations of nature in stitchery. 

Work boldly. Keep your scale 
large to begin with and fight the 
temptation to concentrate too long 
and too finely in any one area of 
your composition. 

Feel free (those are key words) 
to work a little in one area and zip 
over to another as your fancy dic- 
tates, Interpolation is the very soul 
of facile creativity. 


S YOU work, you'll hit a stride 
—what jazz musicians call 
“setting in a groove.” Colors will 
call for contrasting colors, a shape 
will call for a complementary one. 
You'll work with a kind of rhythm. 
Make the design fill the fabric 
if you can. This does not mean 
completely covering the back- 
ground with stitches like a tapes- 
try. Such treatment is too time 
consuming. 

Rely on patches from your scrap 
box for appliquéd changes of color 
and texture that cover large areas. 

You may even prefer to leave 
the background untouched and 
concentrate on spot designs, but 
make them part of an over-all plan. 

Once you get good at controlling 
an unfettered needle, the finest sort 
of work is feasible and you may 
be tempted to try some intricate 
designs. Little spots of color can 
be laid in: 

Simply stop the motor, turn the 
balance wheel until the thread 
take-up lever is all the way up in 
its up-down motion, and move the 
fabric until the needle is aimed 
at a new place for another spot. 

Afterward the threads that join 
the spots can be snipped away, 
though more than likely you will 
fill in around them with stitchery 
and sew right over the joining 
threads. 

It’s well worth pinning up your 
work in progress and stepping back 
for a look. If one area seems weak, 
concentrate on that. 

Save yourself anguish by rede- 
signing around your mistakes in- 
stead of stopping and picking out 
the threads. You will learn by your 
mistakes—by experimenting, by 
doing for yourself, by making your 
own decisions. 

When do you know you are 
finished? This decision is some- 
times hard to make. There must be 
a sense of completeness, of an inte- 
grated whole, whether you have 


done a lot of stitching or a little. 
As you go on, you will develop 


co-ordination between the speed 
you run the machine and how fast 
you move the fabric between 
stitches. The faster you work, the

more flowing and spontaneous your 
stitchery will look, heightening the 
character of craftsmanship in the 
final result. 

If freehand designing with the 
needle is not your dish, you can 
perfect your design on_ tracing 
paper. Get a pad of it and simply 
keep sliding your design under the 
sheet beneath it to retrace it. 


HEN you get what you want 

you can go over the lines of 
your sketch with a Magic Transfer 
Pencil, then flop it over and trans- 
fer the design to the fabrie with a 
hot iron. Magic Transfer Pencil is 
$1 postpaid, from Franwin Serv- 
ices, 52 Vanderbilt Ave., New York

If your object is to get as en- 
riched a surface as possible, see 
what you can do with two needles, 
a different color in each. 

Try using a heavy needle and 
threading two colors through the 
same eye. This may make your ten- 
sion slightly uneven, but you'll get 
some exciting effects. Be careful! 

Zigzagging (if your machine has 
this feature) fills in quickly but 
produces too random a line. It 
looks uncontrolled and uncrafts- 
manlike. Only a very slight zigzag 
is possible anyway with the darn- 
ing foot attached. 

One of the most satisfying ways 
to get richer color (and texture) in 
your work is by breaking one of 
the cardinal rules of machine sew- 
ing, “never touch the tension.” But 
by changing the tension of your 
threads, the bobbin thread (which 
can be a different color from the 
top thread) can be pulled through 
stitch by stitch onto the surface of 
your work. This was done within 
the circle of the table mat sun- 
flower in the bottom illustration on 
page 115 (top thread, red; bottom 
thread, green). 

Here’s a safe way to slacken off 
the bobbin tension: Think of the 
slot in the screw that controls the 
tension on the side of the bobbin 
as the hour hand of a clock and 
turn it counter-clockwise in “ten- 
minute” segments, testing each 
time until you get what you want. 
On most machines a “half-hour” 
turn from proper tension (the knot 
of each stitch buried in the fabric) 
is enough to bring the bobbin 
thread up on top and give you the 
two-color effect you seek. 

You may find you have to tighten 
the top thread’s tension slightly to 


pull the bobbin thread up in sight. 


This is easily accomplished on most 
machines by turning a dial. 

Here is a way that might not oe 
cur to you for getting heavier tex- 
ture in your embroidery: 

Using the “wrong” side of your 
work as the “right” side of your 
finished piece, put heavy thread 
in your bobbin, thread as heavy 




























as yarn. You can even use slubbed 
thread, with its characteristic 
thicks and thins along its length. 
Jt will be necessary only to loosen 
the tension on your bobbin to 
accommodate the heavier threads. 

Tip: Keep from breaking your 
stride when you’re working fast by 
learning to change colors rapidly. 
Do this by breaking off the color 
you are using near the spool, leay- 
ing it threaded through the guides. 
Then slip the new color on the 
spool pin and knot its end to the 
old color. Now just grab the old 
thread near the needle and pull it 
through the guides. Snip off the 
length of old thread, and you're all 
ready to thread your needle and 
keep going. 

Tip: Lock-stitch your threads as 
you switch from color to color in- 
stead of tying off ends. 

Tip: Keep organized by having 
someone handy with woodworking 
tools make you a wooden rack for 
your spools by simply inserting 
short lengths of doweling in little 
holes drilled in rows. Slit the top 
of each dowel with a razor blade 
to form a slot to slip the loose ends 
of threads into when you change 
your spools. 

Tip: Purchase two spools of 
each color when buying thread and 
make a note of the numbers of 
the colors in case you run out. 


S YOUR work improves, so will 
you as a person grow creative- 
ly. You'll find that, unlike many 
other crafts, you can work at stitch- 
ery in odd moments, put it down 
and pick it up easily again. Once 
you get started on a project, it can 
be an adventure to let the mending | 
go for a few days. 

Surround yourself with beautiful 
colors of fabric and thread and let 
yeur fancy take you where it will. 
Machine stitchery is so easy and so 
much fun, you can expect mira- 
cles to happen. | 

Be sure and sign your work in 
thread. Write with the machine in | 
linear script. It adds just the touch 
that bespeaks the material in the 
hands of a “master.” 

You'll be surprised how quickly 
you will rate the title.

bought in your locality, you are 
urged to experiment with them, par- 
ticularly in the making of free- 
standing objects. Use of six-pound 
lead in the bird bath, for example, 
would permit a simpler construc- 
tion of the sides and at the same 
time more complexity and greater 
freedom in the style and depth of 
the fluting. 

The heavier weights are excellent 
in the fashioning of trays and nat- 
uralistic shapes, such as leaves. Ob- 
jects that are to be raised or beaten 
into relief would also best be made 
of these heavier weights, or you can 
get an alloy called antimonial lead. 
It is more rigid than common sheet 
lead. However, there is no need for 
it in your earlier projects. 


Sheet lead can be bought at 
plumbing supply houses, well- 
stocked plumber shops, and sheet 
metal shops. Because of its weight, 
transportation is a considerable fac- 
tor in the price of lead, but fifty 
cents a pound is a generous average. 
A square foot of four-pound lead 
will thus cost about two dollars. 

Lead can be used in conjunction 
with all common metals. except alu- 
minum. In contact with lead, the 
life of aluminum is short. Metals 
like copper, brass, and pewter can 
enhance a lead project by giving it 
the accent of another color or 
sheen. (Complete details on work- 
ing with pewter appeared in the

P.S. Once you've got a Char-Broil, you may never go back inside again. 
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straight sides, and extend 4 inches 
downward on the outside. This is 
placed on a cedar or redwood form 
which has been assembled with 
brass screws, The quadrants of the 
form are bandsawed from solid 
blocks. Grooves %-inch wide, 
spaced 1%, inches apart, are cut 
into the top of the straight sides. 
You ean have the form made for 
you at a woodworking shop. 

The form is placed on the lead 
and its outline traced. The form is 
then removed and another line is 
scribed inside the profile of the 
quadrants at a distance equal to 
the thickness of the quadrant wall, 
which should be approximately 144 
inches. Cut these corners out of 
the sheet. 

Now lay the sheet inside the form 
and coax it into place. At this 


point, a willing but mute assistant 
would be most helpful. If you can’t 
complete the fitting by hand, use a 
hammer, but avoid all but the gen- 
tlest blows. Use a wood _ block. 
Don’t strike the lead directly. 

Next, fit pieces over the quad- 
rants and solder them to the under- 
lying lead with soft solder. As 
there is a considerable mass to be 
heated while soldering, it’s a good 
idea to supplement the heat of the 
soldering iron with that of a small! 
propane hand torch. After solder- 
ing is complete, check the pool for 
leaks by filling it with water. 

To flute the top edges, clamp 
pieces of wood on each side, 14 
inch below the top. Drive the lead 
gently into the grooves, the lead 
flaring slightly over the pieces of 
wood clamped on the sides.

surface preparations required in 
repainting, linseed oil paints are 
still tops. 

For a flat finish or deep colors, 
alkyd paint is an excellent exte- 
rior-paint choice. You can’t use 
epoxy as a house paint. It won’t let 
moisture escape. But you can use 
it on trim or metal. Though some 
epoxies are subject to chalking, 
lose their gloss and appear to fade, 
they are all extremely durable. 

A promising new product is a 
water-thinnable linseed-oil paint. 
You can apply it over chalked 
paint (like a linseed-oil paint) as 
well as over damp surfaces (like a 
water-thinnable paint). It thus 
combines the good qualities of both 
types. 

New urethane varnishes have a 
chemical in them, related to the 
chemical in sun-tan lotions, that 
keeps them from being harmed by 
ultra-violet light. This gives them 
twice the life of previous clear ex- 
terior finishes. This still isn’t a 
long time. (Remember that the life 
of previous clear finishes was only 
18 months and that annual revar- 
nishing was the rule.) But it is by 
far the best yet. 


Here’s how you can avoid paint- 
ing. There are several ways, when 
you are building or remodeling, to 
plan your house to avoid painting. 
Woods such as redwood, cedar, and 
cypress need no painting, can be 
left to weather. Use of a water-re- 
pellent finish (which may never 
have to be renewed) will make red- 
wood turn to a buckskin tan. If 
you use nothing, the wood will 
turn dark, then go to a driftwood 
gray. The use of bleaching oil hast- 


ens the graying of wood, avoids its — 


darkening and results in a more 
uniform weathering. 
A compromise between natural 


finish and paint is stain. This long- 


lasting finish only partially ob- 
scures the natural grain and tex- 
ture of the wood. However, it is not 
satisfactory on the flaors of wood 
decks because of uneven wear. 

If you are building, you can for- 
get about painting for many years 
by gétting prefinished siding. It is 
unquestionably a better, longer- 
lasting finish than you can apply 
on site. You can now get redwood 
with a baked-on prime coat. It 
needs only one on-site finishing 
coat.

inadequate preparation. It is the 
amount of surface preparation that 
usually separates the good painter 
from the handyman amateur. Nail 
holes and cracks must be filled, 
sash reputtied required. 
Loose and scaling paint must be 
scraped away, fresh knots sealed. 
Openings around door and window 
frames must be calked. Prepara- 
tion for painting is often more 
work than the painting itself, and 
is important to success.

The best way to get a good 
painter is on the recommendation 
of a friend who has used him. Not 
all good painters carry a union 
card, but the ratio of incompetents 
is greater outside unions than in. If 
you are paying by the hour, in 
terms of production per hour, a 
skilled painter is likely to be less 
expensive, even though his wage 
scale is higher. 

A good contractor generally has 
a base of operations. Be leery of 
solicitors you do not know and who 
are not established locally. Also, 
be sure your man is insured. You 
can get into trouble otherwise. 

Have an understanding with your 
painting contractor as to which 
paint is to be used, and how it is to 
be applied. One procedure is to 
name the brand you want and spe- 


cify it is to be the top line of the 
manufacturer. (Many manufactur- 
ers make more than one grade.) 
Another, and perhaps wiser method 
is not to tell the contractor what 
paint to use, but to ask him what 
he plans to use. If it sounds rea- 
sonable, go along with him. You 
thus deprive him of his best alibi 
for a poor job. He can’t blame it 
on the paint you asked for. 

Don’t use an unknown cut-rate 
paint. The paint used usually rep- 
resents only 15 per cent of the 
total cost, so the amount saved by 
using a cut-rate paint is less than 
might appear. Its durability is al- 
most certain to be less. 

When exterior paint is in good 
condition, one coat is usually suf- 
ficient to cover. Some contractors 
make a practice of applying two 
coats regardless. Others apply one 
coat to certain sides of the house, 
two to others, depending on ex- 
posure and weathering. 

What the exterior of your house 
may need is a washing rather than 
a paint job. Inside the house, kitch- 
ens and bathrooms should always 
be washed prior to painting. The 
paint goes on better and you can 
usually cover with one coat instead 
of two. If you wish to paint walls 
yellow or pink, be forewarned that 


these two colors have low hiding 
power. One coat of yellow will 
hide white, but little else. If any- 
thing darker is underneath, a pig- 
mented primer sealer should be 
used to seal it off.

now. It’s a unique, cliff-hanging 
town, much photographed, for it’s 
unlike any other place in the world. 
No automobiles can enter here— 
no wheeled vehicles as a matter of 
fact—because of its precipitous 
cobbled streets. The Clovelly don- 
keys do the toting and add to the 
town’s picturesqueness. Its main 
street zigzags down steps to the 
fishing port itself. And if you have 
a nostalgic recollection of The Wa- 
ter-Babies, you'll want to see the 
church. Its rectory was home to 
Charles Kingsley as a little boy. 


OW YOU turn southeast to 

drive across central Devon- 
shire, the clotted cream and straw- 
berry country, and Dartmoor, which 
will ring many a romantic bell if 
you remember Holmes, Watson, and 
The Hound of the Baskervilles. 
You’re heading for North Bovey, a 
sleepy town of thatched cottages 
and a village green that’s worth 
the visit for a sight of its mighty 
English oaks. 

Keep moving eastward to Dorset, 
and in 70 miles you’ll find your- 
self in Milton Abbas, a village that 
proves there’s nothing new under 
the sun. It’s a planned town, 
planned in the 18th century, an 
era when they apparently did such 
things with far more charm than 
they seem to now. It’s a community 
of two-story thatched cottages, al- 
most as alike as peas in a pod, but 
they’re laid out to follow the cury- 
ing lines of a gently sloping road. 

Fifty miles to the north is Castle 
Combe, rather a prototype of Eng- 
lish countryside quaintness. Its 
forte is not the _ rose-covered 
thatched cottage, however, but 
stone cottages roofed in stone and 
mottled with moss. It has a 15th- 
century church tower and a mar- 
ket-cross, that call up visions of 
plumed knights and ladies in hen- 
nins, and, as if this weren’t enough, 
a stream with the typically English 
name of By Brook flows through 
the town. 

Another fifty miles, northeast 
this time, and you’re in Bourton- 
on-the-Water in Gloucestershire, 
the very heart of the Cotswolds. 
This, you will remember, is the 
home of the Cotswold 
which strongly influenced the ar- 


cottage 


chitecture of our own country’s 
early days. These are not the sim- 
ple little cottages you may have 
expected, but rather impressive 
houses built of the local tawny 
stone, with gables and tall chim- 
neys and mullioned windows. 


Bourton-on-the-Water compounds 


the charm of its architecture by its 
setting, for the houses flank the 
green banks of the 50-foot-wide 
Windrush River which is crossed 
by many little bridges. 

Back in London you might pur- 
sue your village-hopping with ex- 
cursions surprisingly close to the 
big city. Southeast of London, near 
Canterbury, there’s Chilham, a 
neat, almost formal little village 
of brick and stone cottages 
grouped about a village square. 
And the rolling hills and green 
fields of Kent are all about you, to 
say nothing of the Cathedral town 
of Canterbury within an easy drive. 

Fifty-one miles northeast of Lon- 
don in Essex is Finchingfield, high 
on a hill and distinguished by its 
Georgian houses, a village green, 
and a white-railed village pond, 
usually embellished with a full 
complement of tow-headed young 
villagers out to feed the ducks. It’s 
in a part of the country that has 
been acquiring its own artist col- 
ony. Drop in at The Fox, Finching- 
field’s typical inn. 

Kersey, 20 miles to the east in 
Suffolk, is a single-street town, its 
houses spread along a pretty val- 
ley. As you walk its street in sum- 
mer sunshine you might visualize 
it as it once was, alive with the 
clacking of looms, for it used to be 
a wool-weaving town. 

Two of the Britishers’ favorite 
villages are far from the others— 
not, indeed, that any distances in 
Britain are far by American stand- 
ards. Worth a trip to Lancashire— 
another opportunity to hear an- 
other kind of English spoken—is 
Downham, a village of hedgerows 
and clematis and honeysuckle in 
the midst of a grove of trees. It 
also has the titillating distinction 
of lying at the foot of Pendle Hill, 
legendary gathering place of some 
of England’s spookiest witches. 


HEN, up in Scotland in Dunbar- 

tonshire, on the banks of Loch 
Lomond, there’s Luss, a little vil- 
lage of whitewashed cottages and 
rose gardens. Many years back the 
British discovered its delights as a 
place to calm down and renew 
the soul with a view of waters and 
mountains. Its inn is the Colqu- 
houn Arms which can claim the 
privilege of having once put up 
Wordsworth and Coleridge. 

And there you have the twelve 
villages the British themselves have 
starred, but you'll do yourself an 
injustice if you let your village- 
visiting stop with them. There are

more of my magic eggs. I will use 
nine large ones, yolks in one bowl, 
whites in another, beaten until 
stiff. A scant two cups of sifted 
flour, two cups of sugar, and half 
a teaspoon of salt. And, oh yes, 
two teaspoons of vanilla. I had for- 
gotten vanilla. But do I really need 
it? No, I shall not branch out; if 
I’m tempted to add vanilla to my 
list of ingredients, I'l] soon want 
cinnamon or chocolate. 

Besides, with vanilla, my eggs, 
milk, flour, butter, sugar, salt, and 
baking powder by a mere change 
of measures will evolve into vanilla 
egg-nog, soufflés, boiled and baked 
custards, custard pies, and a whole 
chapter of cakes and cookies. Out 
with vanilla! I’m having enough 
difficulties in juggling the ingredi- 
ents I already have. In fact, maybe 
Pll take out all flavorings, baking 
powder, milk, and sugar. That cer- 
tainly is daring. And water can 
hardly be counted as an ingredi- 
ent, flowing as it does freely from 
the faucet. So what am I left with? 
Eggs, butter, flour, salt, and water. 
Which spells cream puffs to me, 
and nothing else. 

Cream pufls it shall be then. One 
cup of water set to boil with one 
half cup of butter. Now comes a 
very exciting and mysterious thing 
to do. Into the bubbling boiling 
water I dump one entire cup of flour. 
Horrors! What’s going to happen? 
I can’t even sprinkle a small tea- 


spoonful of flour into boiling milk 
or gravy and get anything but a 
dreadful lump. But this is different 
and don’t ask me why. Serenely, 
but with excitement, I drop in the 
flour and begin to stir vigorously. 
Instead of a leaden lump, a soft 
pliable mass is formed into which I 
drop my first egg. It slithers wildly 
all over the pan, does not want to 
mix with the hot ball, but again, 
patience and the utmost confidence 
succeed in blending the mass to a 
smooth consistency.

sand gallons of Madeira. In Bos- 
ton. the wealthy merchant, John 
Hancock, of Revolutionary fame, 
brought it in by the barrelful in 
his sailing ships. 

As Americans adopted the wine 
they also left their impress on its 
character, for it was because of the 
rigors of the long voyages and the 
demands of their customers in the 
New World that the shippers in 
Madeira gradually altered the 
wine-making process on the island. 

Most likely the first Madeira 
wines were simple red table wines, 
with a small amount of the scarce 
and rich Malmsey in addition. But 
such wines did not travel well. By 
the early 18th Century, some in- 
genious shipper of Madeira hit 
upon the idea of adding a good 
jolt of brandy to each cask to give 
the wine the strength to withstand 
a long overseas trip. 

Soon it became apparent that 
Madeira wines turned out _ best 
when they went on long voyages 
into tropical regions. Shipments to 
East India were the finest. The 
mixture of brandy and wine 
shipped to India seemed to blend 
together more smoothly and the re- 
sulting drink had a mellow quality 
most pleasing to the palate. Some 
shippers believed this superior 
quality could be attributed to the 
rolling and pitching of the ship;, 
others surmised that the slow heat- 
ing in the hold of the vessel fused 
and harmonized the elements in the 
wine. For a time, fine Madeiras 
were deliberately shipped on ocean 
trips—to China, to India, to the 
East Indies, and back again—to 
mature the wines. But a less costly 
and less precarious method was 
needed. 

In order to duplicate the effects 
of a voyage in a hot climate, some 
Madeira shippers took to exposing 
casks of their wines to the sun, 
letting them mellow for weeks or 
even months. By 1800 many of the 
leading wine merchants of Madeira 
had built estufas—special rooms 
in which the wines could be 
brought to a high temperature 
slowly and then slowly cooled. 

At the same time Americans 
were experimenting with their fa- 
vorite wine. At least one importer, 
subscribing to the theory of rolling 
and rocking, suspended his casks 
of Madeira in the entry of his of- 
fices. Each customer was expected 
to give the cask a push as he en- 
tered. Presumably the better the 
business the more the Madeira 
rocked and mellowed. 

In Savannah, a wine merchant 
and great connoisseur, Mr. Wil- 
liam Hebersham, became famous 
for his Rainwater Madeira. It was 
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light and very dry—an elegant 
apéritif. There has been much ar- 
gument about the origin of the 
term “Rainwater.” It may have 
come from the American practice 
of storing casks in housetop cis- 
terns. 

At the peak of Madeira’s popu- 
larity, the true Madeira fancier 
had his own special shipper and 
brand. Some of the wines were 
named for the ships in which they 
traveled, such as Hurricane and 
Southern Cross; others carried the 
names of the families who im- 
ported them—Rutledge, Cadwala- 
der, Gerry, Butler. The Butler 16 
achieved some fame by capturing 
the fancy of Daniel Webster. 

When that well-known statesman 
was invited to taste from a friend’s 
stock of Butler 16, he tasted and 
then stayed a fortnight to consume 
the host’s entire supply—twelve 
bottles. 


RGUMENTS over the quality of 
their favorites were common 
among the gentlemen of the era, 
and Madeira tasting parties be- 
came a standard pastime in the 
Tidewater region of Maryland and 
Virginia. We can picture such a 
gathering in the elegant dining 
room of a country home. The shin- 
ing mahogany table reflects the 
shifting lights of the candles in sil- 
ver candlesticks. Before each guest 
is an array of glasses. At the host’s 
elbow are a dozen or more de- 
canters, each containing a different 
Madeira. The attitude of partici- 
pants in such tastings was one of 
utmost seriousness. Smoking was 
not permitted; even the aroma of 
tobacco dulled one’s palate. The de- 
canters of Madeira ranging in color 
from golden to amber to brown, 
were passed around the table, and 
as the men sipped they commented 
on the merits of each wine. He 
whose favorite was rejected was an 
unhappy man. 

What happened to the prolonged 
love affair between Americans and 
Madeira wines? First came disas- 
ter in the form of a fungus that 
struck the vineyards of the island 
in the mid-19th Century. For some 
years the vines were “sick,” and 
the Madeira left over from former 
stocks was preciously guarded. 
During the War between the 
States, shipments were curtailed. 
Not long after, the dread phyllox- 
era devastated the vineyards. This 
was a disease brought in by native 
American vines that had _ been 
transplanted for experimentation. 
Again Madeira stocks had to be 
conserved. By the early 1900’s Ma- 
deira was once more available in 
some quantity, but then the world 
was plunged into war and German 


submarines roamed the Atlantic 
shipping lanes. At the end of the 
war America had entered the infa- 
mous era of Prohibition and dey- 
otees of Madeira could no longer 
order their favorite wine. 

When Repeal came in 1933, the 
new generation knew nothing of 
the charms of Madeira or, for that 
matter, of any other wines. Madeira 
wines were only a faint memory of 
a leisurely past. 

Today, at last, we seem to be re- 
capturing some of the gracious liv- 
ing of our past, and we are redis- 
covering Madeira. 

What of the Madeiras we drink 
today? Are they the equals of the 
wine of the past century? Of the 
seductive Butler 16 that lured Web- 
ster so successfully? Have there 
been changes? 

If there are changes, I feel sure 
they are for the better. There were, 
we know, great Madeiras 100 and 
150 years ago. There are great 
Madeiras today, and more predict- 
ably so. The modern shippers have 
the advantage of many more years 
of experimenting to perfect the 
product. When brandy was first 
added to the wine, it was done in a 
haphazard fashion. There was no 
definite formula—no _ specific 
amount prescribed. Like cooking 
by an old recipe, one guessed—a 
pinch of this, a dash of that, or to 
taste. Today’s shipper knows just 
how much brandy, just when to 
add it, and how long to age the 
wine to get the right results. 

Madeiras still come in 
type: from dry to sweet, 
golden to brown, from light to rich. 
But today they are known by grape 
variety; the name of the grape on 
the bottle tells us what to expect 
when we pull the cork.

IRST, there is Sercial. This is a 
light, dry wine suitable for 
apéritif, for the soup course and, as 
many Madeira lovers will tell you, 
for drinking straight through the 
meal. As dry as it is, it has only a 
slight acidy taste. It is smooth and 
tender on the tongue with a re- 
freshing aftertaste. Sercial is the 
palest in color—a light golden, but 
the term “pale” is misleading, for 
it has brightness or sheen. The 
Sercial grape is related to the Ries- 
ling of Alsace and Germany, but 
on the semi-tropical island of Ma- 
deira it takes on new characteris- 
tics. Grown high on the terraced 
hillsides, it holds a hint of tangy 
mountain air. 
Next is Verdelho, not so dry as 
Sercial, but definitely not sweet. 


There is a little less tang, a little’ 


more softness and a warm amber 
color. Verdelho, too, can be the

constant companion, the drink with 
hors d’oeuvres, with soup, with a 
bit of sweet. This grape is related 
to the Pedro Ximenez of Spain, 
but, like Sercial, grown on this re- 
mote island, it develops a special 
quality. 

Bual, the third type of Madeira, 
is a medium sweet wine with a 
richer, deeper amber color. Wine 
authorities have often waxed elo- 
quent to the extreme over Bual. It 
is admired for its delicate balance, 
its pungent bouquet. It is full-bod- 
ied without being overpowering. 

Malmsey, the richest Madeira, 
carries a name that goes back he- 
fore the history of the island. The 
first Malmsey probably came from 
the island of Cyprus. They were 
sweet, heavy wines much in de- 
mand in the 14th and 15th Centu- 
ries. When Portuguese settlers ar- 
rived on Madeira, they planted the 
Malvoisie grape from which Malm- 
sey was made. This has always 
been an expensive and scarce wine. 

This wine is rich and round, with 
a heady perfume and a deep brown 
but the 
sweetness is backed by firm author- 
ity, by a quality of depth. Malm- 
sey fans will not drink their wine 
with a rich dessert. They insist 
that the subtleties of the wine are 
overwhelmed by competing flavors. 
For them, the accompani- 
ments are nuts or simple biscuits.

T MAY be of interest to note 

that the students of drama be- 
lieve that Shakespeare was refer- 
ring to Sherry when he used the 
word “Sack.” Actually, all wines in 
Shakespeare’s England bore the 
generic name of “Sack” and these 
wines would come from Spain. the 
Canary Islands, Palma, and_par- 
ticularly from Madeira. Shake- 
speare recognized the relationship 
between Madeira and the kitchen 
in King Henry IV when he stated: 
“Thou soldest him on Good Friday 
last for a cup of Madeira and a 
cold capon’s leg.” 

And only last week I received by 
post from the island of Madeira 
empty bottles that date 
back to Elizabethan days and can 


several 


still be found in goodly supply on 
the island. The shape of the bot- 
tle is rather like Sir Toby Belch, 
but nevertheless handsome. 

I have tasted a Madeira dated 
1792, and a spirited strong old. but 
still virile, gentleman it was. There 
are -a few, a very ancient 
Madeiras available, but they are 
hard to come by. Of the modern 
wines, most are blends of grapes 


few, 
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from different vineyards with a bit 
of old wine added. 

In spite of the fact that these 
wines cover a wide range in color, 
in sweetness, in roundness, and 
that they are made from different 
grape varieties, they are all unmis- 
takably the wines of Madeira. They 
share family traits in bouquet, a 
certain subtle—as I have said 
“smoldering,” perhaps from the 
volcanic soil—flavor and a definite 
sturdiness not found in others. 


ADEIRA, the island itself, is a 

small outpost, only 35 miles 
long, jutting up out of the Atlantic 
550 miles southwest of Portugal. It 
is actually the top of a volcanic 
mountain range sunk under the sea, 
and is formed on vertical rather 
than horizontal lines. Cliffs rise’ 
from the coastline, at one 
point rearing nearly 2,000 feet 
above the rocky shore. Looking 
down on the vast expanse of sea 
below, slow moving from such a 
height, can be a dizzying experi- 
Travelling inland means 
climbing up to the towering cen- 
tral peaks, more than 6,000 feet 
above the sea. 

The island was discovered by the 
Portuguese mariner, Zarco, in 
1419. He found it covered with 
dense forests and unoccupied, save 
for wild birds. He named it Made- 
ira, the Portuguese word for wood. 
To clear the land, Zarco and his 
men set fire to the forests, and ac- 
cording to legend they burned for 
seven years turning the island into 
a smoking torch visible for miles 
across the open seas. 

The forests have returned to the 
mountain tops, but below them the 
hillsides are carefully terraced into 
garden spots and small farms. Un- 
doubtedly the soil, enriched wiih 
both volcanic and wood ash, has a 
marked effect on the flavor. 

Vegetation is luxuriant. In towns 
and villages along the shoreline, 
small white villas with red-tiled 
roofs stagger up steep cliffsides, 
each set in a garden ablaze with 
frangipani, bougainvillea, hibiscus, 
camellias, begonias. Even the grape 
vines here take on a wild, undis-

ciplined appearance. 

All wines, of course, hold in each 
sip the essence of the land from 
which they come: its soil, its con- 
tours, its sunlight and rain. But vis- 
itors to Madeira that its 
wines capture even more: the va- 
ried moods of the island and its 
people. Like them, Madeira has a 
gaiety and warmth, yes; _ but 
dignity and a certain reserve too.

Fruit and Madeira Dressing for

The fruit used in this dressing 
should be made in quantity and 
kept in a covered crock or jar to 
be used as needed. More Madeira 
should be added periodically, since 
the fruits absorb large quantities 
of it. You can start with 2 or 3 
pounds of dried fruit (pitted 
prunes, apricots, apples, pears, 
peaches, raisins, currants.) Place 
crock. Add enough 
Madeira to cover. Let stand for at 
least a week. If necessary, add 
more Madeira when you are ready 
to stuff bird or pig. 

Sauté several sliced onions in 
butter until soft and golden. Add 
enough fruit to the sautéed onions 
to make an amount which will fill 
the cavity of the bird or pig you 
are roasting. Any fruit left over 
can be returned to the crock with 
more Madeira. This mixture also 
makes a delicious relish 
served with any meat or fowl.

| sauces, stews, and desserts. In Latin 
America, sherry is served at café 
‘tables with tapas, the savory hors 
-doeuvres which may consist of tiny 
shrimp served with mayonnaise, 
olives stuffed with almonds or on- 
ions or even anchovies (as well 
as pimientoes), or spicy little hot 
sausages. 

The use of fruit with meat or 
fish is typically Spanish, too, an- 
other heritage from the Moors. 
Bananas and oranges with fish 
make a _ delightful combination. 
Raisins appear in a casserole of 
corn and chopped meat called Pas- 
tel de Choclo, a Peruvian specialty. 
Throughout Latin America, as in 
Spain, extraordinary things are 
done with fish and seafood, from 
creamy bisques to intricately sea- 
_soned stews and baked entrees. An 
avocado sauce for shrimp is a beau- 
tiful example of the way Spanish 
techniques have been adapted to 
‘Latin American products. 

The desserts of Latin America 
reflect the Spanish-oriental love of 
syrupy sweets abounding with nuts 
and spices. Chocolate, surprising- 
ly, is used less in desserts than 
in beverages and meat sauces. Yet 
sweet potatoes, which we consider 
a vegetable, go into cakes, pas- 
tries, and dessert soufflés. This is 
a whole new world of cooking wait- 
ing to be discovered, and it can 
prove as exciting a discovery, in 
miniature, as the continent of South 
America was to the Spanish four 
centuries ago. 

Here are 19 recipes—the cream 
of the many national cuisines that 
‘merge into the one mainstream 
that can really be called Spanish 
cooking.
